CHAPTER 1 


An Act concerning the budget message to be trans- 
mitted by the Governor to the Legislature for the 
fiscal year July 1, 1957, to June 30, 1958. 


Br ir enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Notwithstanding the provisions of any other 
law, the Governor shall transmit his budget mes- 
sage for the fiscal year July 1, 1957, to June 30, 
1958 to the Legislature on or before February 18, 
1957. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 2 


An Act concerning elections, amending section 
19 :27-6, and repealing section 19:27-10, of the 
Revised Statutes. 


Bz rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 19:27-6 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

19:27-6. The writ may designate the next gen- 
eral election day for the election, but if a special 
day is designated, it shall specify the cause and 
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purpose of such election, the name of the officer in 
whose office the vacancy has occurred, the day on 
which a special primary election shall be held, 
which shall be not less than 31 days, nor more than 
40 days, following the date of such proclamation, 
and the day on which the special election shall be 
held, which shall be not less than 14 nor more than 
20 days following the day of the special primary 
election. The writ shall also specify the day or 
days when the district boards shall meet for the 
purpose of making, revising or correcting the reg- 
isters of voters to be used at such special election. 

If the vacancy happens in the representation of 
this State in the United States Senate the election 
shall take place at the general election next suc- 
ceeding the happening thereof, unless the vacancy 
shall happen within 30 days next preceding the 
primary election prior to the general election, in 
which case it shall be filled by election at the second 
succeeding election, unless the Governor shall deem 
it advisable to call a special election therefor, 
which he is authorized hereby to do. 

If the vacancy happens in the representation of 
this State in the House of Representatives in any 
year, not later than the fiftieth day prior to the day 
for holding the next primary election for the gen- 
eral election, the Governor shall issue a writ of 
election to fill such vacancy, designating in said 
writ the next general election day as the day on 
which the election shall be held to fill such vacancy. 
The nomination of candidates to fill such vacancy 
shall be made in the same manner as the nomina- 
tion of other candidates at the said primary elec- 
tion for the general election. 

2. Section 19:27-10 of the Revised Statutes is 
repealed. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 3 


Aw Acr concerning the municipal manager form of 
government law, and amending section 40:84-5 
of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 40:84-5 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

40 :84-5. On or before 4:00 o’clock P.M. of the 
fortieth day next preceding such election, the 
names of candidates for councilman shall be filed 
with the municipal clerk in the manner and form 
and under the conditions hereinafter set forth. The 
petition of nominations shall consist of individual 
certificates, equal in number to at least 1% of 1% 
of the number of persons who voted at the last 
preceding general election and shall read substan- 
tially as follows: 


Form of petition. a. ‘‘I, the undersigned, a 
qualified elector of the municipality of ......

certify that I do hereby join in a petition for 
the Nomination Of «sis seca hae vaste , whose 
residence is at ...........0000- , for the office 


of councilman, to be voted for at the elec- 
tion to be held in such municipality on the 
CR CRT , 19...., and I further 
certify that I know this candidate to be a quali- 
fied elector of said municipality and a man of 
good moral character, and qualified, in my 
judgment, to perform the duties of such office 
and I further certify that I have not signed 
more petitions or certificates of nominations 
than there are places to be filled for the above 
office. 
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Signatures and affidavit. b. The signatures of 
the petition need not all be appended to 1 paper 
but each signer shall add to his signature his place 
of residence, giving the street and number, if any. 
One of the signers of each such paper shall make 
an oath before an officer competent to administer 
oaths that the statements therein made are true to 
his best knowledge and belief, and that each signa- 
ture to the paper appended is the genuine signa- 
ture of the person whose name it purports to be. 

Blank petitions furnished. c. The municipal 
clerk shall furnish, upon application, a reasonable 
number of forms of individual certificates of the 
above character. 

Rejection of petition. d. Hach certificate shall 
contain the name of 1 candidate, and no more. Each 
signer must not, at the time of signing the certifi- 
cate, have signed more certificates for candidates 
for that office than there are places to be filled for 
such office, and all certificates of an elector whose 
certificate or certificates have not complied sub- 
stantially with the foregoing provisions shall be 
rejected. 

Defective and amended petition. e. When such 
a petition of nomination is presented for filing to 
the municipal clerk, he shall, forthwith examine the 
same and ascertain whether it conforms to the pro- 
visions of this section, and if not found in conform- 
ity thereto, he shall designate the defect and return 
the petition to the person making the oath. Such 
petition may again be presented when properly 
amended if this can be done at least 40 days before 
the election. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 4 


An Acr validating certain conveyances of land 
made to associations not for pecuniary profit. 


Beir enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any conveyance of land, otherwise valid, here- 
tofore made or purported to have been made to any 
corporation incorporated under the provisions of 
an act entitled, ‘‘ An act to incorporate associations 
not for pecuniary profit,’’ approved April 21, 1898, 
and the amendments thereof and supplements 
thereto shall be deemed to have vested valid title 
in such corporation for all purposes notwithstand- 
ing the certificate of incorporation of such corpo- 
ration shall not have been recorded in the office of 
the Secretary of State at the time of such convey- 
ance; provided such certificate of incorporation, 
prior to the conveyance, had been recorded in the 
office of the county clerk of the county in which the 
principal activities of the corporation were to be 
conducted and has been filed and recorded in the 
office of the Secretary of State prior to the adoption 
of this act. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 5 


An Acr to validate sales of lands at public auction 
by the several municipalities of this State in 
certain cases. 


Br rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All sales heretofore made, at public auction, 
pursuant to section 40:60-26 of the Revised Stat- 
utes, of any lands and premises by any municipal- 
ity, are hereby validated and confirmed, not- 
withstanding the advertised conditions of sale 
contained a provision that such lands and premises 
would be sold for not less than a minimum price 
or amount, and also a further provision whereby 
the municipality reserved the right to accept or 
reject any bid therefor, and any conveyance by such 
municipality of any such lands and premises to the 
purchaser or purchasers thereof, upon payment of 
the purchase money therefor, shall be construed in 
all courts of this State to convey or have conveyed 
all the right, title and interest of any such munic- 
ipality, of, in and to such lands and premises; pro- 
vided, that such sales shall in all other respects 
have been made in accordance with law, and fur- 
ther provided, no action is pending or shall be 
instituted affecting such sale within 30 days from 
the effective date of this act. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 6 


An Acr concerning zoning in municipalities, and 
amending section 40:55-44 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 40:55-44 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

40 :55-44. The board of adjustment shall fix a 
reasonable time for the hearing of the appeal, giv- 
ing due notice thereof to the appellant. Said appel- 
lant shall at least 10 days prior to the time ap- 
pointed for said hearing give personal notice to 
all owners of property situate within or without 
the municipality and within 200 feet of the prop- 
erty to be affected by said appeal. Such notice 
shall be given either by handing a copy thereof 
to the said property owners or by leaving a copy 
thereof at their usual place of abode, if said own- 
ers are the occupants of the property affected by 
such appeal or are residents of the municipality in 
which said property is located. 

Whenever said owners are nonresidents of said 
municipality such notice may be given by sending 
written notice thereof by registered mail to the last- 
known address of the property owner or owners, as 
shown by the most recent tax lists of said munic- 
ipality. Where the owner is a partnership, service 
upon any partner as above provided shall be suffi- 
cient, and where the owners are corporations, serv- 
ice upon any officer, as above set forth, shall be 
sufficient. The appellant shall by affidavit present 
satisfactory proof to the said board of adjustment 
at the time of the hearing that said notices have 
been duly served as aforesaid. Upon the hearing 
any party may appear in person or by agent or by 
attorney. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 7 


Aw Act to validate certain proceedings at meetings 
or elections of school districts, and any bonds or 
other obligations issued or to be issued pursuant 
to such proceedings. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All proceedings heretofore had or taken by 
any school district or at any school district meeting 
or election for the authorization or issuance of 
bonds of the school district, and any bonds or other 
obligations of the school district issued or to be 
issued in pursuance of a proposal adopted by the 
legal voters at such meeting or election, are hereby 
ratified, validated and confirmed, notwithstanding 
that (1) the adoption of such proposal authorized 
the board of education to issue bonds the principal 
amount of which, added to the amount of all the 
bonds and notes of the school district then issued 
and outstanding or authorized but unissued less the 
amount of any sinking funds held for payment of 
the same, exceeded any limitation or other restric- 
tion prescribed by section 18:5-84 of the Revised 
Statutes, and such proposal did not disclose or cor- 
rectly disclose the effect thereof on the borrowing 
margin of any municipality comprised within the 
school district in compliance with the provisions of 
section 18 :5-86 of the Revised Statutes, or that (2) 
no supplemental debt statement was prepared, 
made, sworn to or filed as required by the provi- 
sions of section 18:5-87 of the Revised Statutes; 
provided, however, that the consents of the State 
Commissioner of Education and of the local gov- 
ernment board provided for in said section 18 :5-86 
shall, prior to the date of such school district meet- 
ing or election, have been endorsed upon a copy of 
such proposal and that supplemental debt state- 
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ments, prepared as of a date not more than 30 days 
prior to such meeting or election, shall, prior to the 
issuance of such bonds, have been made, sworn to 
and filed in the places required by said section 
18 5-87; and provided further, that no action, suit 
or proceeding to contest the validity of such meet- 
ing or election has been heretofore instituted in any 
court of this State. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 8 


An Acr concerning taxation, and amending sec- 
tions 54:4-49 and 54:4-53 of the Revised Stat- 
utes, and section 2 of chapter 295 of the laws of 
1949. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 54:4-49 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

04:4-49. (a) Except as to any State tax at a fixed 
rate provided for in sections 54 :4-50 and 54:4-51 of 
this Title, each county board of taxation, after hav- 
ing received the tax lists and duplicates of the asses- 
sors and having revised and corrected the same and 
having equalized the aggregate valuations of all the 
real property in the respective taxing districts, as 
required by sections 54:3-17 to 54:3-19 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, shall, after making adjustments for 
the debits and credits hereinafter mentioned, ap- 
portion the amount to be raised in the respective 
taxing districts for State, State school, county and 
free county hbrary purposes and for purposes of 
regional and consolidated school districts and 
school districts comprising 2 or more taxing dis- 
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tricts, on the basis of the total valuation so ascer- 
tained for each taxing district. The total valuation 
for each taxing district, so ascertained, shall be 
known as the ‘‘apportionment valuation.”’ 

(b) The amount to be apportioned among the 
respective taxing districts shall be the amount to 
be raised for the purposes specified in subsection 
(a), plus or minus the difference between the total 
debits and total credits of the taxing districts 
affected, determined as provided in subsection (c). 
The net amounts respectively to be raised, after 
making allowance to the affected districts for the 
debits and credits, shall be equivalent to the amount 
required for each of the purposes specified in sub- 
section (a). 

(c) The net debit or credit of each taxing district 
shall be the amount by which the taxing district has 
overpaid or underpaid its share of the specific tax 
or taxes for the purposes specified in subsection 
(a) for the preceding year or years because of 
increases or decreases in the amount of the assess- 
ments of the district subsequent to the apportion- 
ment in the preceding year or years by reason of 
final judgments on appeals, complaints and applica- 
tions, the correction of clerical errors under section 
54:4-53 of the Revised Statutes and the allowance 
of additional veterans’ exemptions during the prior 
tax year by the collector pursuant to chapter 184, 
laws of 1951, as amended. When an assessment has 
been reduced or added to, or increased, on appeal, 
complaint or other application, and the judgment 
on that appeal, complaint or other application has 
been further appealed, no deduction or increase as 
herein provided for shall be made with respect to 
the appealed assessment until the further appeal 
has been finally determined. 

(d) So that there shall be uniformity of applica- 
tion and treatment under this section in all of the 
counties, the Director, Division of Taxation, shall 
issue regulations for the guidance of the county 
boards of taxation in the determination of the 
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apportionment valuations, the amounts to be appor- 
tioned and the amounts of the debits and credits. 

2. Section 54:4-53 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

54:4-53. The county board of taxation upon 
proof of the discovery of a clerical error in the 
reported ratables of a taxing district, after the 
amounts to be raised for State, State school, county 
and free county library purposes and for purposes 
of regional and consolidated school districts and 
school districts comprising 2 or more taxing dis- 
tricts have been apportioned for a given year, shall 
make an adjustment by debit or credit in the fol- 
lowing year in accordance with the provisions of 
section 54:4-49 of the Revised Statutes. 

3. Section 2 of chapter 295, laws of 1949, is 
amended to read as follows: 

2. The county board of taxation upon proof of 
the allowance by the collector of additional veter- 
ans’ exemptions pursuant to chapter 184, laws of 
1951, as amended, after the amounts to be raised 
for State, State school, county and free county 
library purposes and for purposes of regional and 
consolidated school districts and school districts 
comprising 2 or more taxing districts have been 
apportioned for a given year, shall make an adjust- 
ment by credit in the following year in accordance 
with the provisions of section 54:4-49 of the Re- 
vised Statutes. 

4. This act shall take effect immediately and be 
applicable for the tax year 1957 and thereafter.

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CHAPTER 9 


An Acr concerning medicine and surgery, and 
amending section 45 :9-7 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 45:9-7 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


45 :9-7. Except as otherwise provided in this 
chapter (45:9-1 et seq.), every applicant for ad- 
mission to examination for a license to practice 
medicine and surgery shall also present to the 
board a certificate from the Commissioner of Edu- 
cation of this State showing that in addition to, and 
subsequent to, obtaining the preliminary education 
specified in section 45:9-6 of this Title, and prior 
to commencing his study in a professional school or 
college, he had completed a satisfactory course in 
a college or school of arts and science approved by 
said commissioner, the duration of such course to 
have been 1 year if he matriculated in a profes- 
sional school or college after July 1, 1916, and not 
later than July 1, 1917, and 2 years if he matricu- 
lated in a professional school or college after said 
July 1, 1917, during which year, or 2 years, as the 
case may be, he had studied chemistry, physics and 
biology; but the board may, in its discretion, admit 
to examination for a license to practice medicine 
and surgery any person not meeting the educa- 
tional requirements of this section, who by reason 
of having been engaged in the naval or military 
service of the United States was unable to appear 
before the board for examination prior to July 1, 
1919. The additional requirements provided for in 
this section shall not obtain with respect to any 
applicant who matriculated in a professional school 
or college prior to July 1, 1916. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 10 


Aw Act concerning the issuance of bonds and notes 
of counties and municipalities, and amending 
section 40:1-29 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 40:1-29 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


40 :1-29. Notes may be made payable to bearer, 
with interest payable to bearer on presentation for 
endorsement. Notes may be made subject to reg- 
istration and principal and interest on notes so 
registered shall be payable to the registered owner. 

Bonds may be issued in either registered or 
coupon form, and if in coupon form may contain 
provision for registration as to principal only, or 
provision for registration as to both principal and 
interest, or may contain both such provisions. 
Bonds issued in fully registered form may contain 
provision for conversion into bonds in coupon form 
at the request of the registered owner or his au- 
thorized attorney or legal representative, and at 
his expense. Bonds issued in coupon form with 
provision for registration as to both principal and 
interest, may contain provision for reconversion, 
when fully registered, into coupon form, at the re- 
quest of the registered owner or his authorized 
attorney or legal representative, and at his 
expense. 

Any obligations may be issued subject to redemp- 
tion prior to maturity with or without premium or 
at such redemption price or prices and under such 
terms and conditions as may be fixed by resolution 
of the governing body of the county or municipal- 
ity. No such obligations shall be issued subject to 
redemption at a premium or at a redemption price 
or prices in excess of the principal amount of such 
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obligations plus interest accrued to date of redemp- 
tion, unless the local government board in the 
Division of Local Government in the Department 
of the Treasury, shall by resolution record its find- 
ing, made after consideration of the redemption 
premium or redemption price or prices applicable 
to such obligations, the time or times of proposed 
issuance of such obligations, the rate or maximum 
rate of interest borne or to be borne by such obli- 
gations, the maturity or maturities of such obliga- 
tions and the earliest date of redemption of such 
obligations, that such redemption premium or re- 
demption price or prices are not unreasonable or 
exorbitant, and shall assent to the issuance of such 
obligations subject to redemption at such redemp- 
tion premium or at such redemption price or prices. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved March 28, 1957. 


CHAPTER 11 


Aw Act concerning the issuance of bonds or other 
obligations of municipalities for school purposes, 
and amending sections 18:6-61 and 18:6-74 of 
the Revised Statutes. 


Beir enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 18:6-61 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: . 

18:6-61. The governing body of the municipality 
shall, subject to the provisions of section 18 :6-62 
of this Title, either: 

a. Make appropriation of the sum or sums, fixed 
as provided in section 18 :6—-60 of this Title, for the 
purpose or purposes so fixed, in the same manner 
as other appropriations are made by it pursuant 
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to the local budget law (§ 40:2-1 et seq.), and upon 
the taking effect of such appropriation pay said 
sum or sums to the custodian of school moneys of 
the district to be paid out by him only on the war- 
rants or orders of the board of education for such 
purpose or purposes; or 

b. By ordinance appropriate the sum or sums, 
fixed as provided in section 18:6—-60 of this Title, 
for the purpose or purposes so fixed and, pursuant 
to said ordinance, borrow the sum or sums so ap- 
propriated and secure the repayment of the sum 
or sums so borrowed, together with interest thereon 
at a rate not to exceed 6% per annum, by the 
authorization and issuance of bonds in the corpo- 
rate name of such municipality in accordance with 
the provisions of article 18 of chapter 5 of this Title 
(§ 18 :5-84 et seq.). Bonds so issued shall be desig- 
nated ‘‘school bonds,’’ may be registered or coupon, 
or both, and of such denomination as the governing 
body may determine, and shall mature and be 
payable in such years and amounts as the gov- 
erning body may determine in said ordinance or 
by subsequent resolution. Any bonds, hereinafter 
in this section called ‘‘obligations,’’? may be issued 
subject to redemption prior to maturity with or 
without premium at such redemption price or 
prices and under such terms and conditions as may 
be fixed by resolution of the governing body of the 
municipality. No such obligation shall be issued 
subject to redemption at a premium or at a redemp- 
tion price or prices in excess of the principal 
amount of such obligations plus interest accrued to 
date of redemption, unless the local government 
board in the Division of Local Government in the 
Department of the Treasury, shall by resolution 
record its finding, made after consultation with the 
Commissioner of Education and after considera- 
tion of the redemption premium or redemption 
price or prices applicable to such obligations, the 
time or times of proposed issuance of such obliga- 
tions, the rate or maximum rate of interest borne 
or to be borne by such obligations, the maturity or 
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maturities of such obligations and the earliest date 
of redemption of such obligations, that such re- 
demption premium or redemption price or prices 
are not unreasonable or exorbitant, and shall as- 
sent to the issuance of such obligations subject to 
redemption at such redemption premium or at such 
redemption price or prices. 

2. Section 18:6-74 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

18:6-74. The notes or temporary loan bonds re- 
ferred to in section 18:6—73 of this Title, upon the 
making of the appropriation, may be authorized by 
resolution which shall fix the maximum amount of 
such notes or bonds and the maximum rate of inter- 
est. thereon. 

The other matters in respect of the notes or tem- 
porary loan bonds may be left to be determined by 
subsequent resolution or by officials executing them 
or by a financial officer, from time to time as the 
money is called for by the board of education. The 
aggregate face amount thereof shall not exceed the 
amount of the appropriation. The notes or tempo- 
rary loan bonds shall be general obligations of the 
municipality. 

The board of education may, after any such 
appropriation and within the amount thereof, make 
contracts notwithstanding that the moneys appro- 
priated are not in hand. 

The proceeds of the permanent bonds when is- 
sued shall be applied to the payment of the prin- 
cipal of the notes or temporary loan bonds, and 
the interest thereon, and the principal thereof if 
not otherwise paid, shall be raised in the annual 
tax levy. 

Any notes or temporary loan bonds, hereinafter 
in this section called ‘‘obligations,’’ may be issued 
subject to redemption prior to maturity with or 
without premium or at such redemption price or 
prices and under such terms and conditions as may 
be fixed by resolution of the governing body of the 
municipality. No such obligation shall be issued 
subject to redemption at a premium or at a redemp- 
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tion price or prices in excess of the principal 
amount of such obligations plus interest accrued to 
date of redemption, unless the local government 
board in the Division of Local Government in the 
Department of the Treasury, shall by resolution 
record its finding, made after consultation with the 
Commissioner of Education and after considera- 
tion of the redemption premium or redemption 
price or prices applicable to such obligations, the 
time or times of proposed issuance of such obliga- 
tions, the rate or maximum rate of interest borne 
or to be borne by such obligations, the maturity or 
maturities of such obligations and the earliest date 
of redemption of such obligations, that such re- 
demption premium or redemption price or prices 
are not unreasonable or exorbitant, and shall as- 
sent to the issuance of such obligations subject to 
redemption at such redemption premium or at such 
redemption price or prices. 
3. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved March 28, 1957. 


CHAPTER 12 


Aw Act concerning the issuance of bonds and other 
obligations of school districts, and amending sec- 
tions 18:7-90 and 18:7-100 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Be rr enacteD by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 18:7-90 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


18:7-90. If the vote is in favor of the proposal 
submitted to the voters the board of education may 
carry out the purposes and issue the bonds subject 
to the terms of the proposal and of this Title. 
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The bonds shall be made payable in annual in- 
stallments, commencing not more than 2 years from 
their date of issue, and no installment shall be 
more than 50% in excess of the amount of the 
smallest prior installment. 

The bonds shall be signed by the president of the 
board of education and attested by the secretary 
and shall bear the seal of the district. Coupon 
bonds shall have coupons attached for current pay- 
ment of interest which shall be signed by the secre- 
tary and numbered to correspond with the bonds 
to which they are attached. Bonds so issued shall 
be numbered, and a proper registry thereof shall 
be kept by the secretary. 

Bonds (other than temporary loan bonds) issued 
by the board of education of any school district, 
under this Title, may be issued in registered or 
coupon form, and if in coupon form may contain 
provision for registration as to principal only, or 
provision for registration as to both principal and 
interest, or may contain both of such provisions. 
Bonds issued in fully registered form may contain 
provision for conversion into bonds in coupon form 
at the request of the registered owner or his au- 
thorized attorney or legal representative, and at 
his expense. Bonds issued in coupon form with pro- 
vision for registration as to both principal and in- 
terest, may contain provision for reconversion, 
when fully registered, into bonds in coupon form, 
at the request of the registered owner or his au- 
thorized attorney or legal representative, and at his 
expense. 

The delivery of any bonds or other obligations 
of a school district which are fully executed by the 
president and secretary of the board of education 
holding office at the time of such execution shall be 
valid, notwithstanding any change in such officers 
or in the seal of the school district occurring after 
such execution. 

Any bonds, hereinafter in this section called 
‘‘obligations,’’ may be issued subject to redemp- 
tion prior to maturity with or without premium or

at such redemption price or prices and under such 
terms and conditions as may be fixed by resolution 
of the board of education. No such obligations 
shall be issued subject to redemption at a premium 
or at a redemption price or prices in excess of the 
principal amount of such obligations plus interest 
accrued to date of redemption, unless the local gov- 
ernment board in the Division of Local Government 
in the Department of the Treasury, shall by reso- 
lution record its finding, made after consultation 
with the Commissioner of Education and after con- 
sideration of the redemption premium or redemp- 
tion price or prices applicable to such obligations, 
the time or times of proposed issuance of such obli- 
gations, the rate or maximum rate of interest borne 
or to be borne by such obligations, the maturity 
or maturities of such obligations and the earliest 
date of redemption of such obligations, that such 
redemption premium or redemption price or prices 
are not unreasonable or exorbitant, and shall assent 
to the issuance of such obligations subject to re- 
demption at such redemption premium or at such 
redemption price or prices. 

2. Section 18:7-100 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

18:7-100. Whenever bonds, hereinafter called 
‘“nermanent bonds,’’ of a school district have been

temporary loan bonds in anticipation of the issu- 
ance of permanent bonds. The promissory notes or 
temporary loan bonds may be authorized by reso- 
lution of the board of education which shall fix the 
maximum amount of such notes or bonds and the 
maximum rate of interest thereon. The other mat- 
ters in respect of the notes or temporary loan 
bonds may be left to be determined by subsequent 
resolutions or by the officials executing them or by 
the secretary or the custodian of school moneys 
from time to time as the money is required for the 
purposes for which the permanent bonds are au- 
thorized.

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issory notes or temporary loan bonds shall not 
exceed the aggregate amount of the permanent 
bonds authorized. 

Any promissory notes or temporary loan bonds, 
hereinafter in this section called ‘‘obligations,’’ 
may be issued subject to redemption prior to ma- 
turity with or without premium or at such redemp- 
tion price or prices and under such terms and con- 
ditions as may be fixed by resolution of the board 
of education. No such obligations shall be issued 
subject to redemption at a premium or at a redemp- 
tion price or prices in excess of the principal amount 
of such obligations plus interest acerued to date 
of redemption, unless the local government board 
in the Division of Local Government in the Depart- 
ment of the Treasury, shall by resolution record 
its finding, made after consultation with the Com- 
missioner of Education and after consideration of 
the redemption premium or redemption price or 
prices applicable to such obligations, the time or 
times of proposed issuance of such obligations, the 
rate or maximum rate of interest borne or to be 
borne by such obligations, the maturity or maturi- 
ties of such obligations and the earliest date of 
redemption of such obligations, that such redemp- 
tion premium or redemption price or prices are not 
unreasonable or exorbitant, and shall assent to the 
issuance of such obligations subject to redemption 
at such redemption premium or at such redemption 
price or prices.

An Acr concerning the Board of Public Utility 
Commissioners in relation to the transportation 
by carriers for hire, and amending section 
48 :2-15 of the Revised Statutes. 


Bz rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 48:2-15 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: | 

48 :2-15. (a) The board or the members thereof, 
whenever authorized by an Act of Congress to exer- 
cise any power or authority over interstate com- 
merece, shall have full power and authority to ad- 
minister the provisions of such act within this 
State, and in cases authorized under such act, in 
co-operation with boards of other States and the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 

(b) The board shall have all the power, and shall 
exercise its authority to regulate the transporta- 
tion by any carrier for hire of passengers and 
property by land, water or air, between any place 
in this State and any place in another State or 
between places in this State whether or not partly 
through another State, including regulation of the 
adequacy of service and the safety of operation and 
equipment, except power and authority which has 
been heretofore expressly reserved to the United 
States by a valid enactment of the Congress of the 
United States, or which is hereafter so reserved by 
such an enactment of the Congress under power 
delegated to the United States by the Constitution 
of the United States. 

(c) The board, in exercising the power and au- 
thority granted to it by this section, shall co-oper- 
ate with any similar duly constituted agency of 
any adjoining State in respect to the transporta- 
tion of passengers and property between any place 
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in this State and any place in an adjoining State or 
between places in this State partly through an 
adjoining State, and the board shall enforce the 
decision of any such agency of any adjoining State 
in respect to any such transportation through or 
within this State unless it shall affirmatively find 
that the action or omission to act required by the 
decision of any such agency of any adjoining State 
(1) is not required for the public convenience and 
necessity and (2) is detrimental to the best interest 
of the people of this State. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

An Acr concerning free county libraries, and 
amending section 40 :33—9 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br ir eEnacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 40:33-9 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

40 :33-9. Upon the adoption of the provisions of 
this article, the board of chosen freeholders shall 
determine a sum sufficient for the establishment 
and, annually thereafter, for the maintenance of 
the library. The sum so to be raised shall be cer- 
tified by the board of chosen freeholders to the 
county board of taxation, which shall apportion 
such amount among the municipalities receiving 
the benefits of this article in accordance with the 
provisions of section 54:449 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. The sum so raised shall be not less than 45 
of a mill per dollar on the ‘‘apportionment valua- 
tion,’’ as defined in section 54:449 of the Revised 
Statutes, of the municipalities receiving the benefits 
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of this article. The amount thus apportioned to each 
municipality shall be assessed, levied and collected 
in the same manner and at the same time as other 
county taxes are assessed, levied and collected 
therein. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 15 


Aw Act concerning elections, and amending section 
19 :50-3 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 19:50-3 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

19:50-3. For instructing the voters on any elec- 
tion day there shall, so far as practicable, be pro- 
vided by the county board of elections or the super- 
intendent of elections or the municipal clerk, as the 
case may be, having custody of voting machines, 
for each polling place a mechanically operated 
model of a portion of the face of the machine. Such 
model, if furnished, shall, during the election, be 
located on the district election officers’ table or in 
some other place which the voters must pass to 
reach ‘the machine, and each voter shall, before 
entering the voting machine booth, be instructed 
regarding the operation, of the machine and such 
instruction illustrated on the model, and the voter 
given opportunity to personally operate the model. 
The voter’s attention shall also be called to the 
diagram of the face of the machine so that the voter 
can become familiar with the location of the ques- 
tions and the names of the officers and candidates. 
If any voter, before entering the voting machine 
booth, declares under oath, and establishes to the 
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satisfaction of a majority of all the members of the 
district board that by reason of blindness or other 
physical disability he is unable to cast his vote with- 
out assistance, he shall have the assistance of 2 
members of the board of opposite political faith, to 
be assigned by the board. Such members shall 
retire with such voter to the booth and assist him. 
The member acting as clerk of the district board 
shall make an entry on a disability certificate for 
assistance, which entry shall be on the form of an 
oath inserted in the front of the duplicate registry 
binders at each election. 

In every instance when such oath is administered 
to a voter as herein provided, it shall state briefly 
what facts were sworn to and the names of the 
members of the board who aided such voter shall 
be signed on the form. Any members of the district 
board shall be eligible to assist any such voter, but 
no other person except as hereinafter provided 
shall be allowed to assist him. No member of the 
board shall reveal the name of any person for 
whom such voter has voted, or anything that took 
place while he was being assisted. 

The voter, if blind, may, in lieu of the assistance 
of the board as above provided, have assistance of 
some person of his own selection. Such person 
shall retire with such voter to the booth and assist 
him in voting. The name and address of such per- 
son shall be recorded as above. In such ease, no 
other person than the one so selected by the voter 
shall be allowed to assist such voter. No person so 
selected shall reveal the name of any person for 
whom such voter has voted or anything that took 
place while he was being assisted. 

The disability certificates shall be numbered seri- 
ally 1 to 20. The commissioner of registration shall 
furnish sufficient disability certificates for assist- 
ance for each election district in his county which 
shall be inserted in the front of the duplicate regis- 
try binders. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 16 


Aw Acr confirming and validating deeds of convey- 
ance and mortgages of lands, tenements and 
hereditaments, heretofore made by corporations 
where said deeds or mortgages were not sealed 
or signed in the corporate name. 


Be ir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Every deed or mortgage of lands, tenements 
and hereditaments heretofore made by a corpora- 
tion shall be held to have vested in the grantee or 
mortgagee thereof the estate or interest in said 
lands as was purported to be conveyed or mort- 
gaged, notwithstanding that such deed or mortgage 
was not signed in the corporate name but was 
signed only by the officers of such corporation or 
that the same was unsealed; provided, such corpo- 
rate grantor or mortgagor was designated by its 
proper name as the grantor or mortgagor in such 
deed or mortgage or when unsealed, that there is a 
recital therein that the said deed or mortgage was 
sealed. 

2. The record of every such deed or mortgage 
shall be valid and effectual as notice, and any such 
deed or mortgage shall be admissible in evidence, 
as fully and completely for all purposes, as if such 
deed or mortgage had been duly signed in the name 
of the corporation and had been sealed. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act to validate certain proceedings at meetings 
or elections of school districts and any regional 
school districts created pursuant thereto, and 
any bonds or other obligations of such regional 
school districts issued or to be issued pursuant 
to such proceedings or proceedings thereafter 
taken, and any bonds or other obligations of 
school districts issued or to be issued pursuant 
to such proceedings. 


Beir enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


Validates 1. All proceedings heretofore had or taken by 
andbonds, any school district or at any school district meeting 
or election for or with respect to the creation of a 
regional school district pursuant to the provisions 
of chapter 8, Title 18, Education, of the Revised 
Statutes, and any regional school district created 
pursuant to a proposition or proposal adopted by 
the legal voters at such meeting or election, and 
any bonds or other obligations of such regional 
school district issued or to be issued in pursuance 
of such proposition or proposal or a proposal 
thereafter adopted by the legal voters of such re- 
gional school district, and all proceedings hereto- 
fore had or taken by any school district or at any 
school district meeting or election for the author- 
ization or issuance of bonds of the school district 
and any bonds or other obligations of the school 
district issued or to be issued in pursuance of a

tion were forwarded to the clerk of the county in

ballot; and provided further that no action, suit or

1. All proceedings heretofore had or taken by 
any school district or at any school district meeting 
or election for the authorization or issuance of 
bonds of the school district, and any bonds or other 
obligations of the school district issued or to be 
issued in pursuance of a proposal adopted by the 
legal voters at such meeting or election, are hereby 
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ratified, validated and confirmed, notwithstanding 
that (1) notice of such meeting or election was not 
published as required by section 18:7-15 of the 
Revised Statutes at least 1 week before the holding 
of such meeting or election, or (2) that the polls for 
such meeting or election were not open for such 
time as required by section 18:7-34 of the Revised 
Statutes with respect to such school district, or that 
(3) supplemental debt statements were not made, 
sworn to and filed as required by the provisions of 
section 18:5-87 of the Revised Statutes; provided, 
however, that notices of such meeting or election 
as required by said section 18:7-15 were published 
ut least 5 days before the holding of such meeting 
or election and were posted as required by said sec- 
tion; and provided further, that the polls for such 
meeting or election were open for at least the 2 hours 
between 7:00 and 9:00 o’clock P. M.; and provided — 
further, that supplemental debt statements pre- 
pared as of a date not more than 30 days prior to 
such meeting or election, shall prior to the issuance 
of such bonds, have been made, sworn to and filed in 
the places required by said section 18:5-87; and 
provided further, that no action, suit or proceeding 
to contest the validity of such meeting or election 
has been heretofore instituted in any court of the 
State.

Ax Act making an appropriation to the State De- 
partment of Conservation and Economic Devel- 
opment to defray the expenses of the State in 
connection with the holding of the National Con- 
vention of the American Legion at Atlantic City

Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. There is hereby appropriated from the gen- 
eral funds of the State in the State Treasury the 
sum of $50,000.00 to the Department of Conserva- 
tion and Heonomic Development to defray the ex- 
penses of the State in connection with the holding 
of the National Convention of the American Legion 
in Atlantic City in 1957. 

2. There is hereby additionally appropriated to 
the Department of Conservation and Economic De- 
velopment for the purposes set forth in section 1 
of this act, all moneys which have been or hereafter 
may be contributed or donated to the State of New 
Jersey for such purposes by any person, corpora- 
tion, partnership or other entity. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act to amend the ‘‘Absentee Voting Law 
(1953),’’ approved July 1, 1953 (P.L. 1953, «.

1. Section 18 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

18. In the case of any civilian absentee voter who 
claims the right to vote by absentee ballot by reason 
of disability, the voter shall include within the 
outer envelope a certificate of a duly licensed 
physician or a duly aceredited Christian Science 
practitioner certifying that the voter is confined 
by reason of sickness or physical disability and 
will be unable to cast his ballot at the polling place 
in the absentee voter’s election district on the date 
of the election. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 21 


An Act concerning the definition of veterans of 
World War II and the Korean emergency, and 
amending section 11:27-1 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 11:27-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

11 :27-1. As used in this subtitle: ‘‘Commission’’ 
means the Civil Service Commission of this State. 

‘‘Appointing authority’? means a commission, 
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board, person or group of persons having the power 
authorized by law or by reason, of a lawfully dele- 
gated authority, to make appointments. 

‘War service’? means service by a veteran, as 
hereinafter defined, in any war, uprising, insurrec- 
tion or expedition mentioned in this section during 
the periods specified. 

‘‘Veteran with a record of disability incurred in 
line of duty’? means any veteran as hereinafter 
defined who is eligible under the United States vet- 
erans’ bureau qualifications for compensation for 
service-connected disability from World War serv- 
ice or who is receiving or who is entitled to receive 
equivalent compensation for service-connected dis- 
ability arising out of such other military or naval 
service hereinafter defined, and has presented to 
the Civil Service Commission of New Jersey full 
and convincing evidence of such record of disability 
incurred in line of duty on or before the announced 
closing date for filing applications for a particular 
examination. 

‘‘Veteran’’ means any honorably discharged sol- 
dier, sailor, marine or nurse who served in any 
army or navy of the allies of the United States in 
World War I, between July 14, 1914, and November 
11, 1918, or who served in any army or navy of the 
allies of the United States in World War II, be- 
tween September 1, 1939, and September 2, 1945, 
and who was inducted into such service through 
voluntary enlistment, and was a citizen of the 
United States at the time of such enlistment, and 
who did not, during or by reason of such service, 
renounce or lose his United States citizenship, and 
any soldier, sailor, marine, airman, nurse or army 
field clerk, who has served in the active military 
or naval service of the United States and has or 
shall be discharged or released therefrom under 
conditions other than dishonorable, in any of the 
following wars, uprisings, insurrections or expe- 
ditions, and who has presented to the Civil Service 
Commission of New Jersey full and convincing evi- 
dence of such record of service on or before the 
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announced closing date for filing applications for 
a particular examination: 

(1) The Indian wars and uprisings during any 
of the periods recognized by the War Department 
of the United States as periods of active hostility; 

(2) The Spanish-American War between April 
20, 1898, and April 11, 1899; 

(3) The Philippine insurrections and expedi- 
tions during the periods recognized by the War 
Department of the United States as of active hos- 
tility from February 4, 1899, to the end of 1913; 

(4) The Peking relief expedition between June 
20, 1900, and May 27, 1902; 

(5) The army of Cuban occupation between July 
18, 1898, and May 20, 1902; 

(6) The army of Cuban pacification between 
October 6, 1906, and April 1, 1909; 

(7) The Mexican punitive expedition between 
March 14, 1916, and February 7, 1917; 

(8) The Mexican border patrol, having actually 
participated in engagements against Mexicans be- 
tween April 12, 1911, and June 16, 1919; 

(9) World War I between April 6, 1917, and 
November 11, 1918; 

(10) World War II, after September 16, 1940, 
who shall have served at least 90 days commencing 
on or before September 2, 1945, in such active 
service, exclusive of any period he was assigned 
(1) for a course of education or training under the 
Army Specialized Training Program or the Navy 
College Training Program, which course was a con- 
tinuation of his civilian course and was pursued to 
completion, or (2) as a cadet or midshipman at 1 
of the service academies ; provided, that any person 
receiving an actual service-incurred injury or dis- 
ability shall be classed as a veteran whether or not 
he has completed the 90-day service as herein 
provided. 

(11) Korean emergency, at any time after June 
23, 1950, and prior to the date of termination, sus- 
pension or revocation of the proclamation of the 
existence of a national emergency issued by the 
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President of the United States on December 16, 
1950, or date of termination of the existence of such 
national emergency by appropriate action of the 
President or the Congress of the United States, 
who shall have served at least 90 days in such ac- 
tive service, exclusive of any period he was as- 
signed (1) for a course of education or training 
under the Army Specialized Training Program or 
the Navy College Training Program which course 
was a continuation of his civilian course and was 
pursued to completion, or (2) as a cadet or mid- 
shipman at 1 of the service academies, any part of 
which 90 days was served between said dates; pro- 
vided, that any person receiving an actual service 
incurred injury or disability shall be classed as a 
veteran whether or not he has completed the 90-day 
service as herein provided. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 22 


Aw Act to amend ‘‘ An act relating to the establish- 
ment of sewerage districts in first- and second- 
class counties, the creation of Sanitary Sewer 
District Authorities by the establishing of such 
districts, prescribing the powers and duties of 
any such authority and of other public bodies in 
connection with the construction of sewers and 
sewage disposal facilities in any such district, 
and providing the ways and means for paying 
the costs of construction and operation thereof,”’ 
approved April 23, 1946 (P. L. 1946, ¢. 123). 


Br rr EnacteED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 54 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

04. An authority shall have power and is hereby 
authorized, from time to time, to issue its negoti- 
able bonds and, in anticipation thereof, its notes, 
(a) for the purpose of providing for the cost of the 
construction of its district sewer system as defined 
(but not as limited) by subdivision (e) of section 30 
and (b) for the purpose of refunding any bonds or 
notes of the authority including the payment of any 
redemption premium and any interest accrued or 
to accrue to the date of redemption of the bonds 
or notes to be refunded and any interest to accrue 
on any bonds or notes (including the said bonds or 
notes issued for such purpose) prior to the end of 
the fiscal year beginning next after the issuance of 
the said bonds or notes issued for such purpose 
and (c) for the purposes hereinafter in this section 
provided, or for any one or more of the aforesaid 
purposes. Such bonds or notes shall be authorized 
by resolution of such authority adopted only after 
public hearing thereon by such authority held not 
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less than 10 days after notice of such hearing ad- 
vertised in a newspaper published at the county 
seat of the county. Any such bonds or notes may be 
sold by such authority in the manner or mode of 
procedure prescribed for the sale of bonds or notes, 
respectively, of a county by article 1 of chapter 1 
of the Title, Municipalities and Counties, of the 
Revised Statutes (R.S. 40:1-1 et seq.), but if any 
such bonds are not so sold, they shall be sold only 
at public sale upon sealed proposals after at least 7 
days’ notice published at least once in a publication 
' earrying municipal bond notices and devoted pri- 
marily to financial news or the subject of State and 
municipal bonds published in New York City, to the 
bidder on whose bid the total loan may be made at 
. the lowest net cost, such net cost to be computed, 
as to each bid, by adding to the total principal 
amount of the bonds which the bidder offers to ac- 
cept, the total interest which will be paid under the 
terms of the bid, and deducting. therefrom the 
amount bid for the bonds which shall not exceed by 
more than $1,000.00 the par value of the bonds 
offered for sale. Such bonds may be issued in one 
or more series, and shall bear such date or dates, 
mature at such time or times, in accordance with 
this section not exceeding 40 years from their date, 
be in such denominations and in such form either 
coupon or registered, carry such registration priv- 
ileges, and be executed in such manner as may be 
determined in said resolution of such authority, 
and shall bear interest at such rate or rates not 
exceeding 6% per annum payable at such time or 
times, be payable at such place or places and be 
subject. to such terms of redemption with or with- 
out premium as may be determined in said resolu- 
tion of such authority or by subsequent resolution 
or resolutions which may be adopted by such au- 
thority prior to the issuance of such bonds and 
without advertisement or public hearing. The ma- 
turities of the bonds of any such series shall either 
be so arranged that the total amount payable in any 
vear on account of principal and interest thereof 
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shall not exceed by more than one-half the total 
amount payable on account of such principal and 
interest in any prior year other than the first 4 
years next ensuing after their issuance, or be so 
arranged that the total amount payable in any year 
on account of principal and interest on all bonds of 
the authority then outstanding, including the bonds 
of such series, shall not exceed by more than one- 
half the total amount payable on account of such 
principal and interest in any prior year other than 
vears preceding the fifth year next ensuing after the 
issuance of the bonds of such series. Notes issued 
hereunder may be renewed, but all such notes, in- 
cluding renewals thereof, shall mature and be paid 
not more than 5 years from the date of the original 
notes. Any bond issue authorized and issued by an 
authority may provide for raising all sums deemed 
by the authority to be necessary to pay the total 
cost of its district sewer system to be constructed 
as defined (but not as limited) by subdivision (e) 
of section 30, and to meet any revised estimate 
thereof made subsequent to preparation of the 
project report, including any deficits, salaries, 
working capital, contingency or other reserves, re- 
payment of moneys advanced for administrative 
expenses, and temporary borrowing, up to the be- 
ginning of the fiscal year beginning next after the 
issuance of such bond issue, and, in addition, to 
provide and establish all such reserves for any of 
the foregoing purposes or for payment or security 
of principal or interest on such bonds or for admin- 
istrative, operating, maintenance or other expenses 
or working capital as the authority may deem de- 
sirable for or with respect to periods before or 
after the beginning of such fiscal year. Should an 
authority authorize or issue any bonds for the pur- 
poses herein provided and after using the proceeds 
of said bonds for the purposes provided in the 
resolution authorizing said bond issue, there re- 
main an unexpended balance of the proceeds of said 
bond issue, then such unexpended balance may be 
applied by the authority to any other purposes 
for which it is by law authorized to issue bonds or 
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may be used to retire any bonds theretofore issued 
by the authority. The validity and regularity of 
the proceedings taken by an authority pursuant to 
this section for the issuance of such bonds or notes 
and the obligation of the authority to pay such 
bonds or notes and interest thereon, and to perform 
the covenants contained in such bonds or notes or 
such proceedings, shall not be dependent on or 
affected by the validity or regularity of any other 
proceedings taken, contracts entered into, acts per- 
formed, or things done by such authority, or by any 
municipality, private sewer company or industry. 
No resolution authorizing the issuance of any bonds 
pursuant to this section shall be finally passed if it 
appears that the aggregate of all bonds of such 
authority then outstanding, including those author- 
ized by such resolution, exceeds (a) 10% of the 
assessed valuation of real property (including im- 
provements) for the preceding year in the munic- 
ipalities which have signed contracts with such au- 
thority pursuant to section 50 hereof as shown on 
the annual debt statements last filed in or by such 
municipalities pursuant to sections 40:1-75 et seq. 
of the Revised Statutes, plus (b) the amount of the 
proceeds of the bonds authorized by such resolu- 
tion and of any other moneys of the authority 
which, under the terms of such resolution or of 
any other resolution of the authority previously 
adopted, are required to be applied to the purchase, 
or to the refunding or payment of the principal, of 
bonds of the authority outstanding at the time of 
passage of such resolution authorizing the issuance 
of bonds. 

2. Section 55 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

do. Any resolution or resolutions authorizing 
any bonds of an authority may contain provisions 
which shall be a part of the contract with the hold- 
ers of the bonds as to: pledging the contracts of 
such authority entered into pursuant to section 33, 
or all or any part of the sums of money to be re- 
ceived by such authority pursuant to said contracts 
or any other revenues of such authority; the setting 
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aside of reserves and sinking funds and the sources, 
amount, regulation and disposition thereof; limita- 
tions on the right of such authority to restrict and 
regulate the use of its direct sewer system; limita- 
tions on the purpose to which the proceeds of the 
sale of any issue of bonds then or thereafter to be 
issued by such authority may be applied; limita-

lishment, collection and enforcement of the same, 
the amount or amounts of revenues or other 
moneys to be produced thereby, and the disposition 
and application of the amounts collected; the pro- 
cedure, if any, by which the terms of any contract 
of such authority with such holders may be 
amended or abrogated, the amount of bonds the 
holders of which must consent thereto, and the 
manner in which such consent may be given. Nei- 
ther the members of an authority nor any person 
executing said bonds shall be liable personally on 
said bonds or be subject to any personal liability or 
accountability by reason of the issuance thereof. 
An authority shall have power to purchase, out of 
any funds available therefor, any bonds issued by 
it at a price, if said bonds are redeemable prior to 
maturity, not more than the redemption price 
thereof applicable on the next ensuing date when 
said bonds may be redeemed plus accrued interest 
to such redemption date, or, if said bonds are not 
redeemable prior to maturity, not more than the 
par value thereof plus accrued interest to such ma- 
turity. All bonds so purchased shall be canceled.

Whenever a person is convicted of the 
offense of rape, carnal abuse, sodomy, open lewd- 
ness, indecent exposure or impairing the morals of 
a minor, or of an attempt to commit any of the 
aforementioned offenses, or assault with intent to 
commit rape, carnal abuse or sodomy, the judge 
shall order the commitment of such person to the 
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diagnostic center for a period not to exceed 60 days. 
While confined in the said diagnostic center, such 
person shall be given a complete physical and 
mental examination. The order of commitment shall 
contain a determination of the person’s legal settle- 
ment in accordance with subdivision D of article 3 
of chapter 4 of Title 30 of the Revised Statutes. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTHR 26 


Aw Act concerning the leasing of property on and 
adjacent to the Atlantic ocean by the governing 
body of any city having a population of less than 
25,000, in certain cases.

1. The governing body of any city having a pop- 
ulation of less than 25,000 is hereby authorized to 
lease, rent or hire any part of its buildings and 
other premises and property bordering upon, adja- 
cent to, or situated upon, the Atlantic ocean, sub- 
ject to the provisions of this act, without first 
advertising for bids and without any public bidding 
therefor in any of the following cases: 

(a) Where the lease is to a religious, charitable, 
fraternal or civic organization, or to a boys’ club 
or veterans’ organization and the term of the lease 
does not exceed 1 year and such premises do not 
include a building; or 

(b) Where the total period of the term of the 
lease and of any renewal or extension thereof, how- 
ever accomplished, does not exceed 2 weeks and the 
premises are to be used for any amusement, enter- 
tainment, convention, sport or exhibition purposes. 
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Every such lease shall be in writing and shall be 
authorized by a resolution adopted at an open meet- 
ing of the governing body; provided, however, that 
in the case of a lease or tenancy granted pursuant 
to the authority of subsection (b) hereof, public 
notice of intention to adopt a resolution authoriz- 
ing such lease or tenancy shall be published at least 
once in a newspaper published and circulating in 
the municipality, if there be one, and if not, in a 
newspaper printed in the county and circulated in 
the municipality, together with a notice of the time 
and place when and where said resolution will be 
considered for final passage. Said publication shall 
be at least 1 week and not more than 2 weeks prior 
to the time fixed for the consideration of such 
resolution by the governing body. At the meeting 
at which such resolution is considered all persons 
interested shall be given an opportunity to be heard 
concerning the same.

An Acr concerning the reduction of minimum- 
maximum sentences to State correctional insti- 
tutions by credits for good behavior, and amend- 
ing section 30:4-140 of the Revised Statutes.

1. Section 30:4-140 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

30:4-140. For every year or fractional part of 
a year of sentence imposed upon any person com- 
mitted to any State correctional institution for a 
minimum-maximum term there shall be remitted to 
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him from both the maximum and minimum term 
of his sentence for continuous orderly deportment 
the progressive time credits indicated in the sched- 
ule herein. When a sentence contains a fractional 
part of a year in either the minimum or maximum 
thereof, then time credits in reduction of such frac- 
tional part of a year shall be calculated at the rate 
set out in the schedule for each full month of such 
fractional part of a year of sentence. No time 
credits shall be calculated as provided for herein 
on time served by any person in custody between 
his arrest and the imposition of sentence. In case 
of any flagrant misconduct the board of managers 
may declare a forfeiture of the time previously 
remitted, either in whole or in part, as to them shall 
seem just.

shall be adopted by resolution, but which shall not 
exceed an amount which, when added to the Social 
Security Old Age Insurance benefit for which the 
employee is or could be eligible, will produce a 
total retirement allowance equal to: 

(a) 30% of his final average salary if he has 
been employed by the employer for less than 20 
vears; or 

(b) 50% of his final average salary if he has 
been employed by the employer for 20 years or 
more; provided, however, that in the case of an 
employee having 35 or more years of public em- 
ployment and being age 65, or having 40 or more 
vears of public employment, the total retirement 
allowance shall not be less than 25% of his final 
average Salary. 

The amount of the pension, once established, 
shall not thereafter be reduced because of an in- 
crease in the amount of the employee’s Social Secu- 
rity benefit. 

No employee shall be eligible for pension benefits 
based upon disability hereunder unless he shall 
have at least 5 years of employment continuously, 
or in the aggregate, with the employer. No em- 
ployee shall be eligible for pension benefits other 
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than benefits based upon disability hereunder un- 
less he shall have at least 15 years of employment 
continuously, or in the aggregate, with the 
employer.

An Act concerning municipalities, and amending 
section 40 :50-1 of the Revised Statutes.

bids therefor, and shall award the contract to the 
lowest responsible bidder. 

This section shall not prevent any municipality 
from having any work done by its own employees, 
nor shall it apply to repairs, or to the furnishing of 
materials, supplies or labor, or the hiring of teams 
or vehicles, when the safety or protection of public 
property or the public convenience require, or the 
exigency of the public service will not admit of 
such advertisement. In such case, however, the 
board shall, by resolution, passed by the affirmative 
vote of % of all the members of the board or body 
having charge thereof, declare the exigency or 
emergency to exist, and set forth in the resolution 
the nature thereof and the approximate amount to 
be so expended. |

benefits as employees of such county or municipal- 
ity are entitled to receive and the county or munic- 
ipality paying such compensation shall have the 
same obligations with respect to such employees of 
the State as it has to its own employees under 
this act. 

(b) All employees of the State, employed on or 
before the effective date of this amendatory act, 
whose compensation is paid in whole or in part by 
any county or municipality or by any board, body, 
commission or agency of any county or municipal- 
ity maintained by funds supplied by the county or 
municipality in which chapter 15 of Title 43 of the 
Revised Statutes or in which this act has not been 
adopted and for which a separate retirement sys- 
tem has been provided by statute, and who were 
members of such system on the effective date of this 
amendatory act and do not apply for withdrawal 
from such system within 60 days from such effec- 
tive date, shall be treated as county or municipal 
employees for the purpose of membership in a re- 
tirement or pension system and, as such, they shall 
be ineligible for membership in the public em- 
ployees’ retirement system.

CHAPTER 31, LAWS OF 1957 


(c) Exeept as provided in subsection (b) hereof, 
an employee of the State whose compensation is 
paid in whole or in part by any such county or 
municipality or by any board, body, commission 
or agency of any such county or municipality main- 
tained by funds supplied by such county or munic- 
ipality shall be eligible for membership in the 
public employees’ retirement system and shall not 
be a member of any county or municipal pension 
system by reason of such State service. Any such 
veteran employee who is not a member of such 
county or municipal pension system on the effective 
date of this amendatory act may within 60 days 
from such effective date apply for prior service 
credit as provided in section 60 of this act, and shall 
be entitled to same as therein provided. The county 
or municipality shall be deemed to be the employer 
of such employees of the State for the purposes 
of this act and shall have the obligation as such 
employer as set forth in section 81 of this act. 

Any employee who applies to withdraw from a 
county retirement system, as provided in subsec- 
tion (b) hereof, shall, within said 60-day period, 
file a copy of such application with the board of 
trustees of the public employees’ retirement system 
together with his application for membership in 
the public employees’ retirement system. The 
county retirement system to which such employee 
has made contributions shall cause to be trans- 
ferred to the public employees’ retirement system 
within 90 days thereafter the amount of such em- 
ployees’ contributions to such county retirement 
system, without interest, for which such employee 
shall receive prior service credit for the time of his 
membership in such county retirement system. Any 
such veteran member who, in his application for 
membership in the public employees’ retirement 
svstem requests prior service credit as provided by 
section 60 of this act, shall be entitled to same as 
therein provided. 

(d) Any State employee veteran, who is not eli- 
gible for membership, by reason of subsection (b) 
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hereof, in the public employees’ retirement system, 
and who is paid in whole or in part by any county 
or municipality or by any board, body, commission 
or agency of any county or municipality main- 
tained by funds supplied by the county or munic- 
ipality, shall not thereby be rendered ineligible for 
retirement benefits under sections 43:4-1, 43:42 
and 43 :4-3 of the Revised Statutes, and the respon- 
sibility for the payment of said retirement benefits 
shall be upon the county or municipality or such 
board, body, commission or agency which pays his 
salary. 

(e) When any employee of any county in which

20. No licensee shall engage in the business of 
making loans of money, credit, goods or things or 
discounting or buying of notes, bills of exchange, 
checks or other evidences of debt, nor shall a loan 
business or the negotiation of loans or the dis- 
counting or buying of notes, bills of exchange, 
checks or other evidences of debt be conducted in 
the same premises where the licensee is conducting 
business pursuant to the provisions of this act. 
Notwithstanding the foregoing provision of this 
section, any person licensed as a pawnbroker in 
this State shall be eligible to qualify as a licensee 
under this act, and upon being so licensed, may 
conduct business as a check casher in the same 
premises in which he conducts business as a pawn- 
broker. No licensee shall at any time cash or 
advance any moneys on a postdated check, draft 
or money order or engage in the business of trans- 
mitting money or receiving money for transmis- 
sion.

of tolls; providing a penalty for the violation of 
any such rules or regulations or for the evasion 
or the attempt to evade the payment of tolls, 
and repealing chapter 4 of Title 32 of the Revised 
Statutes.

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Beir enacren by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The Delaware River Port Authority, a body 
corporate and politic, functioning under the legis- 
lation enacted by the Commonwealth of Pennsy]l- 
vania and the State of New Jersey, and the express 
consent of the Congress of the United States, shall 
have the power, and authority is hereby conferred 
thereon to appoint such number of policemen 
as may be found necessary to keep in safety 
and preserve order upon such bridges and tunnels 
and approaches thereto as the authority does or 
may hereafter operate; to administer to such po- 
licemen an oath or affirmation faithfully to perform 
the duties of their respective positions or offices; 
and to provide for the payment of such policemen 
from the tolls and other revenue of Authority. 
The policemen so appointed shall have the power 
and authority to make arrests for crimes, misde- 
meanors, and the offenses of any character com- 
mitted upon said bridges or within said tunnels 
and approaches thereto, for disorder or breach of 
the peace, and for violations of any lawful regula- 
tion which may be or may heretofore have been 
adopted by the Delaware River Port Authority. 
Such policemen shall be further authorized and 
empowered to make arrests for evasion or attempts 
to evade the payment of tolls which may be fixed 
or may have been fixed for passage over said 
bridges or through said tunnels and approaches 
thereto. To pass over any part of said bridges 
or through said tunnels and approaches thereto 
in any vehicle for which tolls shall be collectible, 
without passing through the toll gates or paying 
such toll shall constitute such evasion and shall sub- 
ject the person so evading or attempting to evade 
such payment to arrest as aforesaid. Upon the 
apprehension or arrest of any person or persons 
for any of the foregoing reasons, the offender may 
be taken before any magistrate of the city and 
county of Philadelphia or any proper judicial officer 
of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania or of the 
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State of New Jersey without respect to the portion 
of the bridge or tunnel and approaches thereto 
upon or within which such offense may have been 
committed or attempted or such offender arrested, 
and thereupon such magistrate or judicial officer 
shall have the power and authority to punish such 
offender as hereinafter provided. The Delaware 
River Port Authority shall have the power to adopt 
such rules and regulations as it may deem expedi- 
ent for the proper government of said bridges or 
tunnels and approaches thereto and for the 
preservation of good order, safe traffic, and 
proper conduct thereon or therein. For any viola- 
tion of any of the foregoing provisions of this act 
or of any rule or regulation adopted by the Dela- 
ware River Port Authority, or for any evasion or 
attempt to evade payment of tolls, the offender or 
offenders shall be subject to a fine or penalty of not 
less than $10.00 or more than $25.00, together with 
costs, to be adjudged by the magistrate of the 
city and county of Philadelphia or other judicial 
officer of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania or 
of the State of New Jersey before whom such 
offender or offenders may be brought, and on 
default of payment of such fine or penalty, then 
to imprisonment of not less than 10 days or more 
than 30 days in the place of incarceration decreed 
by said magistrate or other judicial officer; and 
upon conviction of any subsequent offense, shall 
be subject to a fine or penalty of not less than 
$25.00 or more than $50.00, together with costs, or 
to imprisonment of not less than 30 days or more 
than 60 days or both at the discretion of the said 
magistrate or other judicial officer. 

2. The powers vested in the Delaware River Port 
Authority by this act shall be construed as being 
in addition to and not in diminution of the powers 
heretofore vested in the Delaware River Port Au- 
thority.

betanaphthol, hydronaphthol, abrastol, asaprol, 
compound of copper, pyroligneous acid, coaltar 
dye (except the certified colors now permitted by 
the United States Department of Agriculture, to 
wit: Amaranth, ponceau 3R., erythrosin, orange I, 
naphthol yellow S., light green S. F. yellowish, in- 
digo disulfo acid), saponin, except derived from 
soap bark or other substance deleterious to health. 

The provisions of this section shall not prohibit 
the manufacture of, or the sale, distribution or 
possession of, nonalcoholic drinks which contain 
water obtained from a public water supply, treated 
with fluorides in a manner approved by the State 
Department of Health.

has obtained a certificate or diploma issued after at

least 4 years of study in an approved high school

board and in addition thereto has studied not less 
than 3 years in the office of a reputable architect. 
The applicant shall pay to the secretary-director 
of the board a fee of $10.00 for filing application 
for examination and a fee of $50.00, for the exami- 
nation, if the application therefor is approved by 
the board. A re-examination fee of $10.00 for each 
part, not exceeding $50.00, shall be paid by all 
applicants required to take re-examinations in 1 or 
more parts. Examination of applicants for certifi- 
cates to practice architecture shall be divided into 7 
parts, as follows: part I, building design; part II, 
site planning; part III, history and theory of ar- 
chitecture; part IV, building construction; part V, 
structural design; part VI, professional adminis- 
tration; part VII, building equipment. 

2. Section 45:3-6 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

45 :3-6. If the examination of an applicant for 
registration shall be satisfactory to the majority 
of the board, a certificate shall be issued to said 
applicant, upon the payment of an additional fee 
of $25.00 to the board, authorizing him to practice 
the profession of architecture. Any person who 
shall present to the board a certificate from a simi- 
larly constituted board of another State, with 
such other satisfactory evidence of competency as 
the board in its discretion may require, where the 
qualifications required in such State are sub- 
stantially equal to those required in this State, 
shall be entitled to receive such certificate upon 
the payment to the board of a fee of $50.00. Hach 
person licensed shall cause such license to be 
recorded in the office of the Secretary of State. 
At the time of the issuance of the certificate,

Any person 
who shall use a seal which has not been furnished 
to him by the board, or who shall impress same 
upon plans or other papers, or who shall come into 
possession of a seal not issued to him and fail to 
turn same over to the board after a demand is 
made therefor, or who, after the revocation or sus- 
pension of his license, shall fail to return a seal to 
the board shall be guilty of a violation of this chap- 
ter and upon conviction thereof shall pay a fine of 
$100.00, or upon failure to forthwith pay said fine, 
shall be imprisoned in the county jail for a period 
not exceeding 30 days.

45 :3-7. Each licensee shall, during the month 
of July in each year, pay to the board a fee of 
$15.00 or forfeit his certificate. Notice of the 
failure to pay such annual registration fee 
shall be given to any person so failing, which 
notice shall state that, upon the continued fail- 
ure to pay such fee, the certificate issued to such 
person will be declared forfeited by the board at 
the time and place stated therein unless such fee 
is sooner paid. The board may make rules and 
regulations regarding the reissue of a certificate 
to any person whose certificate has been forfeited 
under this section, and fixing the fee to be paid 
for the reissue of said certificate.

1. Section 9:11-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

9:11-1. The judges of the County Court of a 
county of the first class, except in counties of the 
first class having a population of more than 800,000 
inhabitants, whenever in their judgment it shall 
be necessary or proper shall so certify to the board 
of chosen freeholders and upon their approval 
of the need, the judges may appoint 5 persons 
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at least 1 of whom shall be a woman, who, together 
with such judges and the judge of the juvenile 
and domestic relations court, ex officio, shall 
constitute a board to be known as the Board 
of Trustees of the Youth House of the County of 
IGM cance teh, Gok Gqnciateny 3 Meniee eg Such appointees shall 
be formally approved by the board of chosen free- 
holders before they enter upon the discharge of 
their duties.

Such board with the approval of the board of 
chosen freeholders may take in its own name by 
purchase, gift or devise title to the lands necessary 
to carry out the provisions of this article. 

Such board of trustees in its own name may 
enter into and execute all necessary and appropri- 
ate contracts for the purpose of carrying out the 
provisions of this article, including the lodging 
and victualing of its officers, agents and employ- 
ees, and the care, keep and victualing of persons 
committed to the youth house, and the purchase 
of necessary and proper supplies, furniture and 
equipment for the education and manual training 
of persons committed to such youth house. Any 
contract for the doing of work or the furnishing 
of materials or supplies of any kind exceeding 
$1,000.00 in amount shall be awarded only after 
public advertisement as required by law and to the 
lowest responsible bidder. . 

3. Section 9:11-3 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

9:11-3. The board of trustees organized under 
section 9:11-1 of this Title may acquire lands by 
gift, purchase or condemnation and erect buildings 
thereon suitable for the detention of persons, male 
or female, under 18 years of age adjudged delin- 
quents, or convicted of violating a criminal statute, 
or detained to testify in a pending criminal prose- 
cution or under commitment for appearance in the 
juvenile and domestic relations court pending final 
hearing of any cause. 

The board of trustees with the approval of the 
board of chosen freeholders may select for a build- 
ing site land owned by the county and not already 
devoted to other purposes inconsistent with the 
establishment of a youth house thereon. The board 
of trustees may also appoint such architect or 
engineers or both as in their judgment may be 
proper to prepare plans and specifications and 
supervise the erection of buildings. 
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4. Section 9:11-4 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

9:11-4. Upon the completion of the youth house 
buildings the board of trustees may appoint 2 suit- 
able persons as master and matron and such other 
suitable teachers, attendants, officers and employ- 
ees as in their judgment may be necessary and 
proper and with the approval of the board of 
chosen freeholders fix their compensation and the 
compensation of the secretary. Hach appointee 
shall hold his office or position at the pleasure of 
the board of trustees. Each person appointed as 
a teacher shall hold a teacher’s certificate equal 
or superior to a first grade county certificate. 

The board of trustees shall make proper and 
necessary rules for the conduct and management 
of the youth house and care of the inmates and 
shall prescribe the duties and powers of the 
employees. 

The purpose of the youth house is to provide 
for the education and the moral and intellectual 
improvement of persons committed thereto. The 
board of trustees may, subject to the approval of 
the board of chosen freeholders, prescribe a course 
of education and manual instruction and training 
for persons committed to the youth house, giving 
special attention to courses in industrial training 
and agriculture. 

5. Section 9:11-5 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

9:11-5. A county youth house may be the place 
of detention for all persons under the age of 16 
years who come within the class mentioned in 
section 9:11-3 of this Title, but nothing in this 
article shall forbid imprisonment in a county jail 
or other county or State institution, or deten- 
tion in the county jail awaiting trial or commit- 
ment to the care of probation officers under 
authority of law. 

6. Section 9:11-6 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

9:11-6. The court committing a delinquent to the 
county youth house shall make inquiry into his 
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family conditions and circumstances and, if of 
opinion that the parents of such delinquent are 
able to maintain him, may include in the commit- 
ment order an order that the parents pay to the 
county such sum for support, maintenance and 
clothing of the delinquent as in the opinion of the 
court is proper. 

7. Section 9:11-7 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

9:11-7. The moneys for the acquisition of lands 
and the erection of buildings for a county youth 
house shall be approved as to the amount of the 
expenditure by the board of chosen freeholders 
and shall then be provided by the board of chosen 
freeholders upon the requisition of the board of 
trustees herein provided for. 

If the board of chosen freeholders shall deem 
the amount required for such purpose to be too 
great to be placed in the annual appropriation for 
the then fiscal year, such moneys may be raised by 
an issue of bonds. 

8. Section 9:11-8 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

9:11-8. The moneys necessary for the manage- 
ment of a county youth house and the improve- 
ment, betterment, repairs and other necessary 
expenses incident thereto shall be provided each 
year by the board of chosen freeholders in their 
annual tax budget, upon the requisition of the 
board of trustees of such youth house, but the 
board of chosen freeholders shall have the right 
to determine the amount required for such pur- 
poses. 

9. Section 1 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

1. The board of trustees of any youth house cre- 
ated and organized pursuant to the chapter supple- 
mented hereby may enter into an agreement with 
the board of chosen freeholders of any other 
county or the Attorney General of the United 
States or the State Board of Child Welfare for the 
care, custody, maintenance or detention of juve- 
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niles between the ages of 8 and 18 years. Such 
agreement shall be first approved by the board of 
chosen freeholders of the county in which the 
school is located. 

10. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed and this act shall take 
effect immediately.

CHAPTER 47 


Aw Acr imposing a tax on the sale within the State 
of feeds and grains for use within the State for 
poultry, providing for the use of the proceeds of 
the tax and for the collection of the tax imposed, 
providing penalties for violations, creating the 
New Jersey Poultry Products Promotion Coun- 
cil, and prescribing its powers and duties, and 
making an appropriation. 


Wuereas, The production of eggs and poultry is 
one of the most important agricultural industries 
of this State; and 


Wuersas, It is important to conserve and promote 
the prosperity and welfare of this State and of 
the poultry industry of the State by fostering 
better methods of merchandising and _ pro- 
moting the poultry products grown in the State; 
therefore, 


Br rt ENacTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. This act shall be known and may be cited as 
the ‘‘Poultry Products Promotion Council and 
Tax Act.’’ 

2. The following words and phrases, when used 
in this act, shall have the meanings respectively 
ascribed to them: 
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‘*Couneil’’ the agency created by this act. 

‘Department’? the Department of Agriculture 
of the State of New Jersey. 

‘‘Distributor of poultry feed’’ any person who 
sells, delivers or uses feed or grain for poultry con- 
sumption, or who imports feed or grain for his 
own use as a grower or jointly for his own use as 
a grower and for use by other growers. 

‘‘Grower’’ any person who produces or causes 
to be produced poultry products in this State. 

‘‘Poultry’’? chickens, turkeys, ducks, geese, 
guinea fowl and pheasants. 

‘*Poultry feed’’ feed and grain for use and con- 
sumption by poultry. 

‘*Poultry product’’ poultry eggs for table use, 
hatching or other purposes or poultry produced for 
meat, breeding or other purposes. 

3. There is hereby levied and imposed upon any 
sale, delivery or use within this State of poultry 
feed for use within the State an excise tax at the 
rate of $0.01 for each 100 pounds of poultry feed 
or fraction thereof. 

4. Nothing in this act shall require the payment 
of such tax more than once on any poultry feed 
sold, delivered, or used within this State. The lia- 
bility for, and the incidence of, the tax on poultry 
feed is hereby declared to be a levy on the grower, 
but this provision shall in no way affect the method 
of collection of such tax as provided by this act. 

0. No State, county, municipality, or any agency 
thereof shall be required to pay the tax imposed 
by this act. 

6. Every distributor of poultry feed shall charge 
and collect, or pay, as the case may be, and shall 
be liable for, the tax imposed by this act on all 
poultry feed handled by him as a distributor of 
poultry feed. 

7. Every distributor of poultry feed shall on or 
before February 1 and August 1 in each year file 
with the department a report of all poultry feed 
for which a tax is payable pursuant to this act 
handled by him as a distributor of poultry feed 
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during the 6 months immediately preceeding Janu- 
ary | and July 1, respectively, and shall accompany 
such report with the payment of the tax collected 
or to be paid by him for such feed during the period 
covered by the report. Such report shall be made 
on forms prescribed and furnished by the depart- 
ment and shall contain such information as the 
department shall require for the proper admin- 
istration of this act. No such report shall be sub- 
ject to public inspection except pursuant to legal 
process. 

8. Every distributor of poultry feed shall keep 
a record of all poultry feed handled by him as a 
distributor of poultry feed which record shall be 
open to inspection by the authorized representa- 
tives of the department at all times during normal 
business hours. 

9, Any distributor of poultry feed who shall 
falsely or fraudulently make any report required 
by this act or who shall evade or violate any of the 
provisions of this act or who willfully interferes 
with any authorized person in the performance 
of such person’s duties under this act or any 
grower who knowingly uses poultry feed where the 
tax as provided by this act has not been paid shall 
be lable in addition to his liabilities for any tax 
imposed hereunder to a penalty of not more than 
$100.00 for the first offense and a penalty of 
$200.00 for any subsequent offense to be enforced 
in a summary proceeding by the department pur- 
suant to the provisions of the ‘‘Penalty Enforce- 
ment Law’’ (N. J. 8. 24:58). 

10. Continued or threatened continued viola- 
tions of this act may be restrained by the Superior 
Court in a civil action brought by the department, 
but no such action shall be deemed to relieve the 
defendant of his liability for the tax or for any 
other penalty imposed herein. 

11. All moneys received from the tax imposed 
by this act, including any fines and forfeitures col- 
lected under the provisions of this act. shall be 
forthwith deposited as received with the State 
Treasurer and maintained by him as a special 
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account entitled ‘‘Poultry Products Promotion Tax 
Account.’’ Moneys credited to such special account 
shall be appropriated and used only for the follow- 
ing purposes: 


(a) Cost of administration and collection of the 
tax; 

(b) Programs of promotion of the products 
of the poultry industry of New Jersey as may from 
time to time be conducted by the council. 


12. There is hereby created in the Department 
of Agriculture the Poultry Products Promotion 
Council to consist of 11 members, who shall be cit- 
izens of the State of New Jersey, of whom, 6 shall 
be growers, 3 shall be distributors of poultry feed, 
1 shall be a representative of the New Jersey State 
Agricultural Experiment Station and 1 shall be 
the Secretary of Agriculture ex officio or his des- 
ignee. Appointments to the council shall be made 
by the State Board of Agriculture for a term of 
2 years except that of the first appointees 5 shall 
be for a term of 1 year and 5 shall be for a term 
of 2 years as designated by the board. The board 
in making its appointments to the council shall 
provide for equal representations from the 3 major 
growing areas of the State. Among the grower 
members of the council there shall be at all times 
at least 2 members representing the leading poul- 
try product of the State, which poultry product 
shall be determined by the board from the annual 
statistical values of the several poultry products. 
The appointment of the grower members shall be 
made from a list containing not less than 12 names 
of growers submitted to the board by the New 
Jersey State Poultry Association, Inc. The 
appointment of the feed distributor members shall 
be made from amongst the co-operative and inde- 
pendent distributors of poultry feed who have reg- 
istered pursuant to the provisions of chapter 4 of 
Title 4 of the Revised Statutes, so that at least 1 
shall represent the co-operative feed distributors 
and at least 1 shall represent the independent dis- 
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tributors. If for any reason the list required by 
this section is not submitted within 30 days after 
the effective date of this act or after the occurrence 
of any vacancy however caused, the board may 
make appointments from among the growers at 
large. The appointment of the representative of 
the New Jersey State Agricultural Experiment 
Station shall be made on the recommendation of 
the director of said station from amongst the staff 
members thereof. Each member shall hold office 
after the expiration of his term until his suc- 
cessor shall be duly appointed and qualified. 
Vacancies in the membership of the council, how- 
ever created, shall be filled in the same manner 
as the original appointment for the unexpired term 
only. 

The members of the council shall serve without 
compensation but shall be entitled to be reimbursed 
for expenses incurred in the performance of their 
duties. 

13. The council shall organize as soon as practi- 
cable after their appointment by electing a chair- 
man, vice-chairman and secretary from amongst 
its membership to serve for a term of 1 year and 
until their successors are elected and qualified. 
Any 6 members shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business. 

14. The council subject to the approval of the 
State Board of Agriculture shall make’ and pro- 
mulgate rules and regulations for the administra- 
tion and to effectuate the purposes of this act. Sub- 
ject to approval of the State Board of Agriculture 
the council may employ, prescribe the duties, and 
fix the compensation of such persons as it may 
determine to be necessary for the proper perform- 
ance and execution of the duties and powers of the 
council within the limits of available appropria- 
tions. The council shall keep a complete record of 
all its proceedings and of its receipts and expendi- 
tures and shall file a report annually in January 
with the Secretary of Agriculture for transmittal 
to the Governor and the Legislature.

15. The council shall annually prepare an item- 
ized estimate of revenues from collection of the 
tax and of proposed expenditures which shall be 
submitted to the State Board of Agriculture. Sub- 
ject to board approval, such proposal of expendi- 
tures shall be included in the regular budget 
request of the Department of Agriculture under 
the heading ‘‘Poultry Products Promotion Coun- 
cil’’ with the statement ‘‘ Payable from the Poultry 
Products Promotion Tax Account.’’

Aw Act concerning soil conservation districts and 
amending section 4:24-22 of the Revised Stat- 
utes, 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 4:24-22 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

4:24-22, A soil conservation district organized 
under the provisions of this chapter shall consti- 
tute a governmental subdivision of this State, and 
a public body corporate and politic, exercising pub- 
lic powers, and such district, and the supervisors 
thereof, shall have the following powers, in addi- 
tion to others granted in other sections of this 
chapter: 

a. To conduct surveys, investigations, and 
research relating to the character of soil erosion 
and the preventive and control measures needed, 
to publish the results of such surveys, investiga- 
tions, or research, and to disseminate information 
concerning such preventive and control measures; 
provided, however, that in order to avoid duplica- 
tion of research activities, no district shall initiate 
any research program except in co-operation with 
the agricultural experiment stations or any other 
agency of this State, as may be dealing with allied 
problems ; 

b. To conduct in co-operation with existing State 
agencies, projects within the district on lands 
owned or controlled by this State or any of its 
agencies, with the co-operation of the agency 
administering and having jurisdiction thereof, and 
on any other lands within the district upon obtain- 
ing the consent of the owner thereof, or those who 
have rights or interests in such lands, in order to 
demonstrate methods of soil erosion control; 
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ec. To carry out preventive and control measures 
within the district including but not limited to, 
engineering operations, methods of cultivation, 
the growing of vegetation, changes in use of land, 
on lands owned or controlled by this State or any 
of its agencies, with the co-operation of the agency 
administering and having jurisdiction thereof, 
and on any other lands within the district upon 
obtaining the consent of the owner of such lands 
or the necessary rights or interests in such lands; 

d. To co-operate, or enter into agreements with, 
and within the limits of appropriations duly made 
available to it by law, to furnish financial or other 
aid to, any agency, governmental or otherwise, or 
any owner of lands within the district, in the car- 
rying on of erosion control and prevention oper- 
ations within the district, subject to such condi- 
tions as the supervisors may deem necessary to 
advance the purposes of this chapter ; 

e. To acquire machinery and other necessary 
personal property, to make provision for its safe- 
keeping and to dispose of said property when no 
longer needed ; 

f. To make available, on such terms as it shall 
prescribe, to landowners within the district, agri- 
cultural and engineering machinery and equip- 
ment, as will assist such landowners to carry on 
operations upon their lands for the conservation 
of soil resources and for the prevention and con- 
trol of soil erosion; 

eg. To construct, improve, and maintain such 
structures as may be necessary or convenient for 
the performance of any of the operations author- 
ized in this chapter; 

h. To develop comprehensive plans for the con- 
servation of soil resources and for the control and 
prevention of soil erosion within the district, which 
plans shall specify in such detail as may be pos- 
sible, the acts, procedures, performances, and 
avoildanees which are necessary or desirable for 
the effectuation of such plans, including the speci- 
fications of engineering operations, methods of 
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cultivation, the growing of vegetation, cropping 
programs, tillage practices, and changes in use 
of land; and to publish such plans and information 
and bring them to the attention of owners of lands 
within the district ; 

i. To act as agent for the United States, or any 
of its agencies, or for this State or any of its agen- 
cies, In connection with any soil-conservation, ero- 
sion-control, or erosion-prevention project within 
its boundaries; to accept donations, gifts, and con- 
tributions in money, services, materials, or other- 
wise, from the United States or any of its agencies, 
or from this State or any of its agencies, and to 
use or expend such moneys, services, materials, or 
other contributions in carrying on its operations; 

j. To sue and be sued in the name of the district; 
to have a seal, which seal shall be judicially noticed ; 
to have perpetual succession unless terminated as 
hereinafter provided; to make and execute con- 
tracts and other instruments, necessary or conven- 
ient to the exercise of its powers; to make, and 
from time to time amend and repeal, rules and 
regulations, not inconsistent with this chapter, to 
carry into effect its purposes and powers; 

k. As a condition to the extending of any bene- 
fits under this chapter, to, or the performance of 
work upon, any lands not owned or controlled 
by this State or any of its agencies, the supervisors 
may require contributions in money, services, 
materials, or otherwise to any operations confer- 
ring such benefits, and may require landowners 
to enter into and perform such agreements or cov- 
enants as to the permanent use of such lands as 
will tend to prevent or control erosion thereon; 

1. To borrow money for the purchase of equip- 
ment, either with or without security ; 

m. No provisions with respect to the acquisition, 
operations, or disposition of property by other 
public bodies shall be applicable to a district organ- 
ized hereunder unless the Legislature shall speci- 
fically so state. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Beir enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. All proceedings heretofore had or taken by 
any school district or at any school district meet- 
ing or election for or with respect to the creation 
of a regional school district pursuant to the pro- 
visions of chapter 8, Title 18, Education, of the 
Revised Statutes, and any regional school district 
created pursuant to a proposal adopted by the legal 
voters at such meeting or election, and any bonds 
or other obligations of such regional school district 
issued or to be issued in pursuance of such pro- 
posal or a proposal thereafter adopted by the legal 
voters of such regional school district, are hereby 
ratified, validated and confirmed, nowithstanding 
that (1) notice of such meeting or election was not 
published as required by section 18:7-15 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, or (2) supplemental debt statements 
were not made, sworn to and filed as required by the 
provisions of section 18:5-87 of the Revised Stat- 
utes; provided, however, that notices of such meet- 
ing or election were posted at least 10 days before 
the date of such meeting or election as required 
by said section 18:7-15; and provided further, 
that supplemental debt statements prepared as of 
a date not more than 30 days prior to such meet- 
ing or election, shall, prior to the issuance of such 
bonds or other obligations, have been made, sworn 
to and filed in the places required by said section 
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18 :5—87; and provided further, that no action, suit 
or proceeding to contest the validity of such meet- 
ing or election has been heretofore instituted in 
any court of the State.

CHAPTER 53 


Aw Acr concerning fish hatcheries, and authoriz- 
ing the Division of Fish and Game to protect 
and conserve adequate and pure water supplies 
for such hatcheries and supplementing chapter 
8 of Title 23 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br iv eENactTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The Division of Fish and Game in the Depart- 
ment of Conservation and Economic Development 
is authorized to use and expend from funds avail- 
able for use by such division a sum, not in excess 
of $30,000.00, for the purpose of defraying a por- 
tion of the cost of construction of a sewage treat- 
ment and disposal plant, deemed necessary by the 
division to protect and conserve an adequate and 
pure water supply for the fish hatchery at Hack- 
ettstown operated by the division, and to make any 
contracts required for such purpose. The portion 
of the cost to be defrayed by the division shall not 
be more than 1% of the amount by which the cost 
of such project exceeds $40,000.00. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 54 


An Act concerning counties, and amending sec- 
tion 40:25-13 of the Revised Statutes. 


Brit enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 40:25-13 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

40 :25-18. Where a surety company bond is 
required in the advertisement or specifications for 
public works every officer, board, commission, com- 
mittee, department or other branch of the county 
government, shall require from any bidder submit- 
ting a bid in accordance with plans, specifications 
and advertisement, as provided for in this chapter, 
a certificate from a surety company stating that it 
will provide the contractor with a bond in such 
sum as is required in the advertisement or in the 
specifications. 

This consent shall be obtained both for a bond 
for the faithful performance of all provisions of 
the specifications, or for all matters which may 
be contained in the notice to bidders, relating to 
the construction of the work; and if any be 
required, for a guarantee bond for the faithful 
performance of the contract provisions relating 
to the repair and maintenance of the work and its 
appurtenances and keeping the same in good and 
serviceable condition during the term of the bond 
as provided for in the notice to bidders or in the 
specifications; or in such other form as may be 
provided in the notice to bidders or in the specifi- 
cations. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 55 


An Acr concerning municipal courts, and amend- 
ing section 2A :8-22 of the New Jersey Statutes. 


Be rt EnactTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 2A :8-22 of the New Jersey Statutes 
is amended to read as follows: 

2A :8-22. Each municipal court, and the magis- 
trate or magistrates thereof, shall also have 
jurisdiction of the following crimes or offenses 
occurring within the territorial jurisdiction of the 
court, where the person charged shall in writing 
waive indictment and trial by jury: 

a. All cases of malicious mischief or other sim- 
ilar offense, brought under chapter 122 of Title 
2A of the New Jersey Statutes, and larceny or 
other stealing, brought under chapter 119 of said 
Title 2A and embezzlement, conversion, or mis- 
appropriation, brought under any of sections 
2A :102—2 to 2A :102-12 inclusive of the New Jersey 
Statutes, where the price or value of the article, 
property or thing alleged to have been taken or 
stolen or the damage alleged to have been inflicted, 
or the sum, or price or value of the thing alleged to 
have been embezzled, converted or misappropri- 
ated, is under $200.00; 

b. Obtaining money or property under false pre- 
tenses where the amount or value of the article, 
property or thing alleged to have been obtained 
is under $200.00; 

ce. Receiving stolen property where the value of 
the article, property or thing alleged to have been 
received is under $200.00; 

d. Unlawful conversion, where the property or 
thing alleged to have been converted is under the 
value of $200.00: 
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e. Fornication and adultery; 

f. Defrauding hotel keepers and landlords; 

g. Overdrawing credit on checking account; 

h. Other criminal offenses where the penalty 
that may be imposed therefor does not exceed a 
fine of $1,000.00 or imprisonment for a term not 
exceeding 1 year; provided, that where the magis- 
trate is not an attorney at law the municipal court 
shall not have such jurisdiction to try and deter- 
mine an indictable offense even though the person 
charged offers to waive in writing indictment and 
trial by jury. In such case, and in any case in which 
the municipal magistrate is not required by this 
section to try the same, the municipal magistrate 
may commit, or if the offense charged is bailable in 
law, admit the person charged to bail with sufficient 
surety to appear before such court as shall have 
jurisdiction in such case to hear and determine the 
crime or offense charged, but in any case in which 
any person so waiving indictment and trial by Jury 
is charged with a violation of any offense above 
described under subsections a to h, both inclusive, of 
this section, if the municipal magistrate is an 
attorney at law, such person shall be tried therefor 


in the municipal court. 


2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 56 


An Act concerning crimes, and amending section 
2A :119-2 of the New Jersey Statutes.

2A :119-2. Any person who: 

a. Steals any money, goods, chattels or other per- 
sonal property of another; or 

b. Digs, pulls, pulls up, picks, gathers, breaks, 
rips, cuts, severs, roots up, or otherwise destroys 
or damages, carries away or unlawfully appropri- 
ates, with intent to steal, any real or personal prop- 
erty of another, or any part thereof; or 

e. Willfully kills any animal with intent to steal 
it or any part thereof, the property of another— 

Is guilty of a misdemeanor, if the price or value 
of such property be under $200.00, and if the price 
or value thereof be $200.00 or over such person 
is guilty of a high midemeanor. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 57 


An <Acr concerning bingo, supplementing the 
‘‘Bingo Licensing Law,’’ approved February 20, 
1954 (P. L. 1954, ec. 6), and supplementing ‘‘ An 
act to create a Legalized Games of Chance Con- 
trol Commission, defining its powers and duties, 
authorizing the commission to investigate and 
supervise and enforce the administration of the 
Bingo Licensing Law and the Raffles Licensing 
Law, and to adopt, amend and repeal rules and 
regulations governing the administration thereof, 
and to enforce the same,’’ approved February 
20, 1954 (P. L. 1954, ¢. 7). 


Bert enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. As used in this act: 

‘‘Commission’’ shall mean the Legalized Games 
of Chance Control Commission ; 

‘‘Organization’’ shall mean any enuammation 
licensed to hold, operate or conduct games of 
chance under the Bingo Licensing Law (P. L. 1954, 
ce. 6, as amended and supplemented) ; 

‘“Person’’ shall mean not only a natural person 
but also any partnership, joint venture, association, 
corporation or any other legal entity; 

‘‘Premises’’ shall mean any land, building, en- 
closure or part thereof used for the purpose 
of operating or conducting games of chance under 
the Bingo Licensing Law; 

‘‘Rentor’’ shall mean and include the owner, 
lessor, and supplier of premises furnished or sup- 
plied to, or used by, an organization for the purpose 
of holding. operating or conducting games of 
chance under the Bingo Licensing Law; 

‘Rental’? shall mean the amount paid or pay- 
able by an organization to a rentor for the use 
of premises including janitorial services, tables 
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and chairs rented, furnished or supplied to said 
organization for the purpose of holding, operating 
or conducting games of chance under the Bingo 
Licensing Law. 

2. An organization may, for the purpose of 
holding, operating and conducting games of chance 
under the Bingo Licensing Law rent or use prem- 
ises not owned by such organization upon compli- 
ance with the provisions of this act. No such 
rental or use shall be permitted unless the commis- 
sion shall determine that the payment to be made 
for such rental or use of the premises is fair and 
reasonable and that the rentors of said premises 
are approved rentors under this act. 

3. From and after the effective date of this act, 
no person shall act as, or be, a rentor unless said 
person (a) is itself licensed to hold, operate or con- 
duct games of chance under the Bingo Licensing 
Law or (b) has first obtained from the commission 
a license as an approved rentor. 

4, A person seeking a license as an approved 
rentor shall file in the office of the commission a 
written application for such license. The applica- 
cation shall specify the premises to be rented and 
be in such form and require such information as 
the commission shall deem necessary for the pur- 
pose of effectuating the provisions of chapters 6 
and 7 of the laws of 1954 and amendments and sup- 
plements thereof. 

5. No license as an approved rentor shall be 
granted: 

(a) If any person whose signature or name 
appears in the application is not the real party in 
interest or if the person so signing or named in the 
application is an undisclosed agent or trustee for 
any such real party in interest; and, 

(b) Unless the commission shall determine that 
(1) the applicant and, (2) if the applicant is not 
the owner, the owners of said premises, and (3) if 
said applicant or the owner is a corporation, all of 
its officers and each of its stockholders who own 
10% or more of its isued and outstanding stock, 
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are of good moral character and have not been con- 
victed of a crime. 

The commission may, among other things, and 
without limitation, consider a violation of chap- 
ters 5, 6 or 7 of the laws of 1954 or any amendment 
of or supplement to said acts as evidence of lack 
of good moral character. 

6. When the application shall have been exam- 
ined and such further inquiry and investigation 
made as the commission shall deem proper and 
when the commission shall be satisfied therefrom 
that the persons named in section 5 (b) hereof 
possess the qualifications prescribed in this act, 
the commission shall issue and deliver a license 
to such applicant as an approved rentor for the 
premises stated in the application upon payment 
by the applicant of a license fee of $100.00. Said 
license shall be valid until revoked, suspended or 
modified by the commission. The commission may 
issue a temporary permit to any applicant for such 
license pending final action on the application. Any 
such temporary permit shall be valid for a period 
not in excess of 30 days. 

7. Any license as approved rentor issued pur- 
suant to this act may be revoked or suspended for 
such period as the commission deems in the public 
interest for any of the following offenses on the 
part of the licensee, its agent or employees, or 
any person required by this act to sign or be iden- 
tified in an original application for a license: 

(a) Any cause which would permit or require 
disqualification of the licensee from receiving a 
license upon original application ; 

(b) Fraud, deceit or misrepresentation in secur- 
ing the license or in the conduct of the licensed 
activity or in connection with any application sub- 
mitted to, or any interview, hearing or proceeding 
conducted by, the commission; 

(c) Failure by the licensee to maintain a com- 
plete set of books and records containing a true 
and accurate account of the licensee’s receipts and 
disbursements arising out of his activities; 
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(d) Failure to keep said books and records avail- 
able during business hours for inspection by the 
commission and its duly designated representa- 
tives until the expiration of the second calendar 
year following the calendar year during which 
occurred the transactions recorded therein; 

(e) Violation of any provisions of this act, the 
Bingo Licensing Law or the rules and regulations 
adopted by the commission. 

8. The commission shall have power to make 
and enforce such reasonable rules and regulations 
as it may deem necessary to effectuate the provi- 
sions of this act and the powers conferred upon 
it hereunder and to prevent the circumvention or 
evasion thereof. Said rules and regulations may, 
among other things, require that all rental or use 
agreements be in writing and in form approved 
by the commission and may provide for the form 
of application and the information to be furnished 
the commission on any application for approval, 
but shall not impose limitations on the number of 
days a month the premises may be used for pur- 
poses authorized by the act hereby supplemented. 

9. No agreements or arrangements for the 
rental or use of premises shall be valid and no 
moneys paid by licensed organizations for such 
rental or use or services shall be allowable expendi- 
tures or be taken into account in determining net 
proceeds unless made in accordance with the provi- 
sions of this act and of the rules and regulations 
adopted by the commission pursuant thereto. 

10. Any person who, without complying with 
the provisions of this act, directly or indirectly, 
receives, collects or accepts money or other valu- 
able thing for renting, furnishing or supplying 
premises to an organization for the purpose of 
holding, operating or conducting games of chance 
under the Bingo Licensing Law is a disorderly 
person. 

11. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 62 


Aw Act to amend and supplement ‘‘ An act concern- 
ing life insurance, establishing certain minimum 
nonforfeiture benefits to be granted holders of 
life insurance policies on default in payment of 
premiums, establishing minimum standards of 
reserves to be maintained by life insurance com- 
panies on life insurance policies, pure endow- 
ment and annuity contracts, amending sections 
17 :34-15, 17 :84-17, 17 :34-19, 17 :384-22, 17 :34-23, 
17 :34-24, 17:34-25, 17:34-25.1, 17:34-32 and 
17 :33-2 of the Revised Statutes, and supplement- 
ing chapter 34 of Title 17 of the Revised Stat- 
utes,’’ approved April 8, 1943 (P. L. 1948, ¢. 148). 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 1 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

1. This section shall be known as the standard 
nonforfeiture law (1943) and shall apply to policies 
of life insurance issued by any company after the 
operative date for such company of this section as 
specified in subsection ¢ of this section. 

a. No such policy of life insurance, except as 
stated in subsection f, shall be issued or delivered 
in this State unless it shall contain in substanee the 
following provisions, or corresponding provisions 
which in the opinion of the commissioner are at 
least as favorable to the defaulting or surrendering 
policyholder: 

(1) That, in the event of default in any premium 
payment, the company will grant, upon proper re- 
quest not later than 60 days after the due date of 
the premium in default, a paid-up nonforfeiture 
benefit on a plan stipulated in the policy, effective 
as of such due date, of such value as may be herein- 
after specified. 
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(2) That, upon surrender of the policy within 60 
days after the due date of any premium payment 
in default after premiums have been paid for at 
least 3 full years in the case of ordinary insurance 
or 5 full years in the case of industrial insurance, 
the company will pay, in lieu of any paid-up non- 
forfeiture benefit, a cash surrender value of such 
amount as may be hereinafter specified. 

(3) That a specified paid-up nonforfeiture bene- 
fit shall become effective as specified in the policy 
unless the person entitled to make such election 
elects another available option not later than 60 
days after the due date of the premium in default. 

(4) That, if the policy shall have become paid up 
by completion of all premium payments or if it 
is continued under any paid-up nonforfeiture bene- 
fit which became effective on or after the third pol- 
icv anniversary in the case of ordinary insurance 
or the fifth policy anniversary in the case of indus- 
trial insurance, the company will pay, upon surren- 
der of the policy within 30 days after any policy 
anniversary, a cash surrender value of such amount 
as may be hereinafter specified. 

(5) A statement of the mortality table and inter- 
est rate used in calculating the cash surrender 
values and the paid-up nonforfeiture benefits avail- 
able under the policy, together with a table showing 
the cash surrender value, if any, and paid-up non- 
forfeiture benefit, if any, available under the policy 
on each policy anniversary either during the first 
20 poley years or during the term of the policy, 
whichever is shorter, such values and benefits to be 
calculated upon the assumption that there are no 
dividends or paid-up additions credited to the pol- 
icy and that there is no indebtedness to the com- 
pany on the policy. 

(6) A statement of the method to be used in eal- 
culating the cash surrender value and the paid-up 
nonforfeiture benefit available under the policy on 
any policy anniversary with an explanation of the 
manner in which the cash surrender values and the 
paid-up nonforfeiture benefits are altered by the ex- 
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istence of any paid-up additions credited to the 
policy or any indebtedness to the company on the 
policy. 

Any of the foregoing provisions or portions 
thereof not applicable by reason of the plan of in- 
surance may, to the extent inapplicable, be omitted 
from the policy. 

The company shall reserve the right to defer the 
payment of any cash surrender value for a period 
of 6 months after demand therefor with surrender 
of the policy. 

b. Any cash surrender value available under the 
policy in the event of default in a premium payment 
due on any policy anniversary, whether or not 
required by subsection a, shall be an amount not 
less than the excess, if any, of the present value, 
on such anniversary, of the future guaranteed bene- 
fits which would have been provided for by the 
policy, including any existing paid-up additions, if 
there had been no default, over the sum of (1) the 
then present value of the adjusted premiums as 
defined in subsection d, corresponding to premiums 
which would have fallen due on and after such anni- 
versary, and (11) the amount of any indebtedness 
to the company on the policy. Any cash surrender 
value available within 80 days after any policy anni- 
versary under any policy paid up by completion of 
all premium payments or any policy continued 
under any paid-up nonforfeiture benefit, whether 
or not required by subsection a, shall be an amount 
not less than the present value, on such anniversary, 
of the future guaranteed benefits provided for by 
the policy, including any existing paid-up additions, 
decreased by any indebtedness to the company on 
the policy. 

ce. Any paid-up nonforfeiture benefit available 
under the policy in the event of default in a pre- 
mium payment due on any policy anniversary shall 
be such that its present value as of such anniversary 
shall be at least equal to the cash surrender value 
then provided for by the policy or, if none is pro- 
vided for, that cash surrender value which would 
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have been required by this section in the absence 
of the condition that premiums shall have been paid 
for at least a specified period. 

d. The adjusted premiums for any policy shall 
be caleulated on an annual basis and shall be such 
uniform percentage of the respective premiums 
specified in the policy for each policy year that the 
present value, at the date of issue of the policy, of 
all such adjusted premiums shall be equal to the 
sum of (1) the then present value of the future 
guaranteed benefits provided for by the policy; (11) 
2% of the amount of insurance, if the insurance be 
uniform in amount, or of the equivalent uniform 
amount, as hereinafter defined, if the amount of 
insurance varies with duration of the policy; (iii) 
40% of the adjusted premium for the first policy 
year; (iv) 25% of either the adjusted premium for 
the first policy year or the adjusted premium for a 
whole life policy of the same uniform or equivalent 
uniform amount with uniform premiums for the 
whole of life issued at the same age for the same 
amount of insurance, whichever is less; provided, 
however, that in applying the percentages specified 
in (ii) and (iv) above, no adjusted premium shall 
be deemed to exceed 4% of the amount of insurance 
or level amount equivalent thereto. The date of 
issue of a policy for the purpose of this subsection 
shall be the date as of which the rated age of the 
insured is determined. 

In the case of a policy providing an amount of 
imsurance varying with duration of the policy, the 
equivalent level amount thereof for the purpose 
of this subsection shall be deemed to be the level 
amount of insurance provided by an otherwise sim- 
iar policy, containing the same endowment benefit 
or benefits, if any, issued at the same age and for 
the same term, the amount of which does not vary 
with duration and the benefits under which have 
the same present value at the inception of the insur- 
ance as the benefits under the policy. 

All adjusted premiums and present values re- 
ferred to in this section shall for all policies of 
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ordinary insurance be caleulated on the basis of the 
Commissioners 1941 standard ordinary mortality 
table; provided, however, that for any plan or plans 
of insurance such calculations for policies issued on 
or after July 1, 1957 may be made, at the option of 
the company, on the basis of the Approved Stand- 
ard Ordinary Mortality Table; provided, further, 
that for any category of ordinary insurance issued 
on female risks on or after July 1, 1957, adjusted 
premiums and present values may be calculated, 
at the option of the company with approval of the 
commissioner, according to an age not more than 3 
years younger than the actual age of the insured. 
Such calculations for all policies of industrial insur- 
ance shall be made on the basis of the 1941 standard 
industrial mortality table. All calculations shall be 
made on the basis of the rate of interest, not exceed- 
ing 844% per annum, specified in the policy for 
calculating cash surrender values and paid-up non- 
forfeiture benefits. Provided, however, that in eal- 
culating the present value of any paid-up term in- 
surance with acompanying pure endowment, if any, 
offered as a nonforfeiture benefit, the rates of mor- 
tality assumed may be not more than 130% of the 
rates of mortality according to such applicable 
table. Provided, further, that for insurance issued 
on a substandard basis, the calculation of any such 
adjusted premiums and present values may be 
based on such other table of mortality as may be 
specified by the company and approved by the 
commissioner. 

e. Any cash surrender value and any paid-up 
nonforfeiture benefit, available under the policy in 
the event of default in a premium payment due at 
any time other than on the policy anniversary, 
shall be calculated with allowance for the lapse of 
time and the payment of fractional premiums be- 
yond the last preceding policy anniversary. All 
values referred to in subsections b, ¢ and d may be 
ealeulated upon the assumption that any death 
benefit is payable at the end of the policy year of 
death. The net value of any paid-up additions, other 
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than paid-up term additions, shall be not less than 
the dividends used to provide such additions. 
Notwithstanding the provisions of subsection b, 
additional benefits payable (1) in the event of death 
or dismemberment by accident or accidental means, 
(2) in the event of total and permanent disability, 
(3) as reversionary annuity or deferred reversion- 
ary annuity benefits, (4) as decreasing term insur- 
ance benefits provided by a rider or supplemental 
policy provision to which, if issued as a separate 
policy, this section would not apply, and (5) as 
other policy benefits additional to life insurance 
and endowment benefits, and premiums for all such 
additional benefits, shall be disregarded in ascer- 
taining cash surrender values and nonforfeiture 
benefits required by this section, and no such addi- 
tional benefits shall be required to be included in 
any paid-up nonforfeiture benefits. 

f. This section shall not apply to any reinsurance, 
group insurance, pure endowment, annuity or rever- 
sionary annuity contract, nor to any term policy 
of uniform amount, or renewal thereof, of 15 years 
or less expiring before age 66, for which uniform 
premiums are payable during the entire term of 
the policy, nor to any term policy of decreasing 
amount on which each adjusted premium, calculated 
as specified in subsection d, is less than the adjusted 
premium so calculated, on such 15-year term policy 
issued at the same age and for the same initial 
amount of insurance, nor to any policy which shall 
be delivered outside this State through an agent 
or other representative of the company issuing the 
policy. 

o. After the effective date of this act, any com- 
pany may file with the commissioner a written 
notice of its election to comply with the provisions 
of this section after a specified date before Janu- 
ary 1, 1948. After the filing of such notice, then 
upon such specified date (which shall be the opera- 
tive date for such company), this section shall 
become operative with respect to the policies there- 
after issued by such company. If a company makes 
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no such election, the operative date of this section 
for such company shall be January 1, 1948. 

2. Section 2 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

2. This section shall be known as the standard 
valuation law (1943) and shall apply to all the life 
insurance policies, pure endowment and annuity 
contracts issued by every life insurance company on 
or after the operative date for such company of 
the standard nonforfeiture law (1943) specified in 
subsection g of section 1 of this act. 

a. The minimum standard for the valuation of 
the reserve liabilities for all such policies and con- 
tracts shall be the Commissioners reserve valuation 
method defined in subsection b of this section, 344% 
interest, and the following tables: 

(1) For all ordinary policies of life insurance 
issued on the standard basis, excluding any dis- 
ability and accidental death benefits in such policies, 
the Commissioners 1941 standard ordinary mor- 
tality table; provided, however, that, for any plan 
or plans of insurance, reserves for such policies 
issued on or after July 1, 1957 may be calculated, 
at the option of the company, according to the 
Approved Standard Ordinary Mortality Table; 
provided, further, that for any category of such 
policies issued on female risks on or after July 1, 
1957 modified net premiums and present values, 
referred to in subsection b of this section, may be 
calculated, at the option of the company with ap- 
proval of the commissioner, according to an age 
not more than 3 years younger than the actual age 
of the insured. 

Gi) For all industrial life insurance policies 
issued on the standard basis, excluding any dis- 
ability and accidental death benefits in such policies, 
the 1941 standard industrial mortality table. 

(iii) For annuity and pure endowment contracts, 
excluding any disability and accidental death bene- 
fits in such policies, the 1937 standard annuity 
mortality table. 
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(iv) For total and permanent disability benefits 
in or supplementary to ordinary policies or con- 
tracts, Class (3) disability table (1926) which, for 
active lives, shall be combined with a mortality table 
permitted for calculating the reserves for life in- 
surance policies. 

(v) For accidental death benefits in or supple- 
mentary to policies, the intereompany double in- 
demnity mortality table combined with a mortality 
table permitted for calculating the reserves for life 
insurance policies. 

(vi) For group life insurance, life insurance 
issued on the substandard basis and other special 
benefits, such tables as may be approved by the 
commissioner, 

b. Reserves according to the Commissioners re- 
serve valuation method, for the life insurance and 
endowment benefits of policies providing for a uni- 
form amount of insurance and requiring the pay- 
ment of uniform premiums shal! be the excess, if 
any, of the present value, at the date ef valuation, 
of such future guaranteed benefits provided for 
by such policies, over the then present value of any 
future modified net premiums therefor. The modi- 
fied net premiums for any such policy shall be such 
uniform percentage of the respective contract pre- 
miums for such benefits that the present value, at 
the date of issue of the policy, of all such modified 
net premiums shall be equal to the sum of the then 
present value of such benefits provided for by the 
policy and the excess of (A) over (B), as follows: 

(A) A net level annual premium equal to the 
present value, at the date of issue, of such benefits 
provided for after the first policy year, divided by 
the present value, at the date of issue, of an annuity 
of one per annum payable on the first and each 
subsequent anniversary of such policy on which a 
premium falls due; provided, however, that such 
net level annual premium shall not exceed the net 
level annual premium on the 19-year premium 
whole life plan for insurance of the same amount 
at an age 1-year higher than the age at issue of such 
policy. 
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(B) A net 1-year term premium for such benefits 
provided for in the first policy vear. 

Reserves according to the Commissioners reserve 
valuation method for (1) life imsurance policies 
providing for varying amounts of insurance or re- 
quiring the payment of varying premiums, (2) 
annuity and pure endowment contracts, (8) dis- 
ability and accidental death benefits in all policies 
and contracts, and (4) all other benefits, except 
life insurance and endowment benefits in life insur- 
ance policies, shall be caleulated by a method con- 
sistent with the principles of this subsection b. 

¢. In no event shall a company’s aggregate re- 
serves for all life insurance policies, excluding dis- 
ability and accidental death benefits, be less than 
the aggregate reserves calculated in accordance 
with the method set forth in subsection b and the 
mortality table or tables and rate or rates of inter- 
est used in calculating nonforfeiture benefits for 
such policies. Reserves for any category of policies, 
contracts or benefits as established by the commis- 
sioner shall not be ealeulated according to any 
standards which produce smaller ageregate re- 
serves for such category than the corresponding 
ageregate values of nonforfeiture benefits avail- 
able as of the valuation date. 

d. Reserves for any category of policies, con- 
tracts or benefits as established by the commissioner 
may be calculated, at the option of the company, 
according to any standards which produce greater 
ageregate reserves for such category than those 
calculated according to the minimum standard 
herein provided, but the rate or rates of interest 
used shall not be higher than the corresponding 
rate or rates of interest used in caleulating any 
nonforfeiture benefits provided for therein; pro- 
vided, however, that reserves for participating life 
insurance policies may, with the consent of the 
commissioner, be caleulated according to a rate of 
interest lower than the rate of interest used in 
calculating the nonforfeiture benefits in such poli- 
cies, with the further proviso that if such lower 
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rate differs from the rate used in the calculation of 
the nonforfeiture benefits by more than 144% the 
company issuing such policies shall file with the 
commissioner a plan providing for such equitable 
increases, if any, in the cash surrender values and 
nonforfeiture benefits in such policies as the com- 
missioner shall approve. 

e. If the gross premium charged by any life in- 
surance company on any policy or contract is less 
than the net premium for the policy or contract 
according to the mortality table, rate of interest 
and method used in calculating the reserve thereon, 
there shall be maintained on such policy or contract 
a deficiency reserve in addition to all other reserves 
required by law. For each such policy or contract 
the deficiency reserve shall be the present value, 
according to such standard, of an annuity of the 
difference between such net premium and the pre- 
mium charged for such policy or contract, running 
for the remainder of the premium-paying period. 

3. The Approved Standard Ordinary Mortality 
Table shall be defined as that table where the num- 
ber living at exact ages are as follows:

and confirmed, notwithstanding that (1) the notices 
of such meeting or election posted as required by 
section 18:7-15 did not contain the boundaries of 
the several polling districts and the location of the 
polling places therein, or that (2) notices relating 
to such meeting or election required by the provi- 
sions of the Absentee Voting Law (1953) (P. L. 
1953, ¢. 211) were not published in a newspaper 
published in the school district as provided in said 
law; provided, however, that the notices of such 
meeting or election published as required by said 
section 18 :7—15 did correctly contain the boundaries 
of the several polling districts and the location of 
the polling places therein; and provided further, 
that notices of such meeting or election that were 
posted as required by said section 18:7-15 were 
posted in each polling district and did correctly 
contain the boundaries of the polling district and 
the location of the polling place therein with respect 
to the polling district in which each such notice was 
posted; and provided further, that the notices re-

2. In addition to its authority under provisions 
of the act to which this act is a supplement, an 
agency is hereby authorized to plan, initiate and 
carry out a redevelopment project as herein de- 
fined. As used in this act, a ‘‘redevelopment proj-

Beir enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 4 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

4. All persons shall have the opportunity to 
obtain employment, to obtain all the aceommoda- 
tions, advantages, facilities, and privileges of any 
place of public accommodation and publicly assisted 
housing accommodation, without discrimination 
because of race, creed, color, national origin or 
aneestry, subject only to conditions and limitations 
applieable alike to all persons. This opportunity is 
recognized as and declared to be a civil right. 

2. Section 5 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

3. As used in this act, unless a different meaning 
clearly appears from the context: 

a. ‘Person’? includes 1 or more individuals, 
partnerships, associations, labor organizations, cor- 
porations, legal representatives, trustees, trustees 
in bankruptey, receivers, and fiduciaries. 

b. ‘‘Employment agency’’ includes any person 
undertaking to procure employees or opportunities 
for others to work. 

e. ‘‘Labor organization’’ includes any organiza- 
tion which exists and is constituted for the purpose, 
in whole or in part, of collective bargaining or of 
dealing with employers concerning grievances, 
terms or conditions of employment or of other 
mutual aid or protection in connection with 
emplovment. 

d. ‘‘Unlawful employment practice’’ and ‘‘un- 
lawful discrimination’’ ineludes only those unlawful 
practices and acts specified in section 11 of this 
act. 
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e. ‘‘Kmployer’’ does not inelude a club exclu- 
sively social or a fraternal, charitable, educational 
or religious association or corporation, if such club, 
association or corporation is not organized and 
operated for private profit, nor does it include any 
employer with fewer than 6 persons in his employ. 

f. ‘‘Himployee’’ does not include any individual 
employed by his parents, spouse or child, or in the 
domestic service of any person. 

ff. ‘‘Liability for service in the Armed Forces of 
the United States’’ means subject to being ordered 
as an individual or member of an organized unit, 
into active service in the Armed Forces of the 
United States by reason of membership in the 
National Guard, naval militia or a reserve com- 
ponent of the Armed Forces of the United States 
or subject to being inducted into such Armed Forces 
through a system of national selective service. 

e. ‘Division’? means the State ‘Division 
Against Discrimination’’ created by this act. 

h. ‘Commissioner’? means the State Commis- 
sioner of Education. 

i. ‘‘Commission’’ means the Commission on Civil 
Rights created by this act. 

j. ‘A place of public accommodation’’ shall in- 
clude any tavern, roadhouse, or hotel, whether for 
entertainment of transient guests or accommoda- 
tion of those seeking health, recreation or rest; any 
retail shop or store; any restaurant, eating house, 
or place where food is sold for consumption on the 
premises; any place maintained for the sale of ice 
cream, ice and fruit preparations or their deriva- 
tives, soda water or confections, or where any bev- 
erages of any kind are retailed for consumption on 
the premises; any garage, any public conveyance 
operated on land or water, or in the air, and stations 
and terminals thereof; any public bathhouse, public 
boardwalk, public seashore accommodation; any 
auditorium, meeting place, or public hall; any 
theatre, or other place of public amusement, motion- 
picture house, music hall, roof garden, skating rink, 
swimming pool, amusement and recreation park, 
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fair, bowling alley, gymnasium, shooting gallery, 
billiard and pool parlor; any comfort station; any 
dispensary, clinic or hospital; and any public 
library, any kindergarten, primary and secondary 
school, trade or business school, high school, acad- 
emy, college and university, or any educational 
institution under the supervision of the State Board 
of Education, or the Commissioner of Education 
of the State of New Jersey. Nothing herein con- 
tained shall be construed to include or to apply to, 
any institution, bona fide club, or place of accom- 
modation, which is in its nature distinctly private; 
nor shall anything herein contained apply to any 
educational facility operated or maintained by a 
bona fide religious or sectarian institution, and 
the right of a natural parent or one in loco parentis 
to direct the education and upbringing of a child 
under his control is hereby affirmed; nor shall any- 
thing herein contained be construed to bar any 
private secondary or post-secondary school from 
using in good faith criteria other than race, creed, 
color, national origin or ancestry, in the admission 
of students. 

k. ‘‘A publicly assisted housing accommodation”’ 
shall inelude all housing built with public funds or 
public assistanee pursuant to chapter 300 of the 
laws of 1949, chapter 213 of the laws of 1941, 
chapter 169 of the laws of 1944, chapter 303 of the 
laws of 1949, chapter 19 of the laws of 1938, chapter 
20 of the laws of 1938, chapter 52 of the laws of 
1946, and chapter 184 of the laws of 1949, and all 
housing financed in whole or in part by a loan, 
whether or not secured by a mortgage, the repay- 
ment of which is guaranteed or insured by the 
Federal Government or any agency thereof. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 67 


A Suppiement to ‘‘ An aet authorizing the State of 
New Jersey to participate in a Federal program 
of flood control, making an appropriation for the 
same purpose,’’ approved September 8, 1948 
(P. L. 1948, ce. 351). 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever, pursuant to the Federal Flood Con- 
trol Act of 1938 as supplemented by the Act of 
August 18, 1941 as amended, the State Treasurer 
has received or shall receive from the Federal Gov- 
ernment all or any part of the moneys received and 
deposited in the Treasury of the United States on 
account of the leasing of lands acquired by the 
United States for flood control, navigation and 
alhed purposes, the State Treasurer shall forth- 
with pay over said funds to the county or counties 
in which such property is situate, in proportion to 
the receipts obtained from the leases of the prop- 
erties in the respective counties, to be expended by 
said county or counties for the benefit of public 
schools and public roads of such county or for de- 
fraying the expenses of county government in such 
county; provided, that when such property is situ- 
ated in more than 1 county, the distributive share 
to each county from the proceeds of such property 
shall be proportional to its area therein; and all 
of said moneys received by the State Treasurer as 
aforesaid are hereby appropriated to the several 
counties as hereinbefore provided for the purposes 
set forth herein. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

An Act to amend ‘‘An act concerning the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of mental health pro- 
grams for children by counties and municipali- 
ties,’’? approved May 5, 1952 (P. L. 1952, ¢. 120). 


Berr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 1 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 


1. The board of chosen freeholders of any county 
or the governing body of any municipality may 
establish and maintain a mental health program 
for the operation or the support of centers for the 
diagnosis and treatment of mental disorders in 
persons, such as mental hygiene clinics, child guid- 
ance centers and agencies, whether publie or pri- 
vate, approved by the Department of Institutions 
and Agencies, which provide family counselling 
service. Such program may be carried on by the 
establishment and operation of separate facilities 
or by conducting the same in connection with an 
existing county or municipal institution or by con- 
tract with a licensed hospital or approved child 
eare center or the board of chosen freeholders of 
another county or the governing body of another 
municipality. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 69 


Aw Act providing for the regulation of traffic and 
parking upon certain county roads, and supple- 
menting chapter 4 of Title 39 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Be ir Enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any municipality, which maintains a paid 
police force, may, with the consent of the board of 
chosen freeholders of the county, by ordinance, 
regulate traffic and parking along and upon any 
county road or part thereof, lying within its corpo- 
rate limits, in the same manner and to the same 
extent that it is authorized by law to regulate the 
same upon municipal roads and streets. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 70 


Aw Act concerning the ownership of bank stock in 
certain cases, defining certain terms in relation 
thereto, imposing certain restrictions on such 
ownership, providing for the enforcement of the 
act and for punishment for violations thereof. 


Beir enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. As used in this act, 

(a) ‘‘bank’’ means a corporation authorized to 
transact the business of banking in this State pur- 
suant to the laws of this State or of the United 
States ; 
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(b) ‘‘company’’ means a corporation, joint stock 
company, business trust, investment trust, partner- 
ship, voting trust, association, and any similar 
organized group of persons, whether incorporated 
or not, other than a corporation all the capital stock 
of which is owned by the United States; ‘‘com- 
pany’’ includes subsidiary and parent companies; 

(c) ‘‘stock’’ means every interest or right in or 
against a corporation, however evidenced and how- 
ever designated, which confers upon the holder 
the right to vote at any meeting of the corporation; 

(d) ‘‘bank stock’’ means stock issued by a bank; 

(e) ‘‘subsidiary’’? of a company means (1) a 
corporation more than 50% of whose stock is owned 
by such company, and (2) an unincorporated com- 
pany in which such company directly or indirectly 
owns more than a 50% share or interest; 

(f) ‘‘parent company’’ means a company of 
which another company is a subsidiary; 

(2) ‘‘own,’’ ‘‘owner,’’ ‘‘owned’’ and ‘‘owner- 
ship,’’ when applied to stock, mean direct and in- 
direct ownership of such stock, and includes stock 
not owned, but directly or indirectly controlled with 
power to vote. 

2. Except as otherwise provided by sections 3 
and 4 of this act, no company which owns more 
than 25% of the stock of any bank shall acquire 
ownership of any stock of another bank if, at the 
time of such acquisition, the company owns more 
than 10% of the stock of such other bank, or if such 
acquisition would cause the company to own more 
than 10% of the stock of such other bank. In apply- 
ing this section to a company, all bank stock owned 
by a subsidiary of such company and by the parent 
company of such company, shall be deemed to be 
owned by such company. 

3. Nothing in this act shall apply to bank stock 
which a company, lawfully acting in fiduciary 
capacity, acquires otherwise than through invest- 
ment by such company, as an incident of the dis- 
charge of its duties as (a) guardian or coguardian 
of the estate of any person; (b) administrator or 
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coadministrator, with or without the will annexed, 
of a decedent’s estate; (c) executor or coexecutor 
of a will; (d) original, substituted or successor 
trustee or cotrustee of a testamentary trust; (e) 
original, substituted or successor trustee or ¢o- 
trustee of an irrevocable nontestamentary trust 
created by 1 settlor and consisting solely of the set- 
tlor’s property; (f) receiver or coreceiver; or (g) 
as assignee or coassignee for the benefit of credi- 
tors; nor shall anything in this act apply to bank 
stock invested in by such company in administering 
a testamentary trust, or in administering a non- 
testamentary trust of the nature described in sub- 
division (e) above set forth in this section, if the 
instrument creating either such type of trust ex- 
pressly authorizes investment in the bank stock so 
invested in. A company acquiring bank stock in a 
manner expressed in this section shall be exempt 
from all the provisions of this act in respect to 
all such stock so acquired, and such stock shall not 
be deemed to be owned by such company within the 
meaning of this act. Nothing in this section shall be 
construed as authorizing any fiduciary to make any 
investment not otherwise authorized by law. 

4. Nothing in this act shall prohibit a company 
from acquiring bank stock in excess of the lmita- 
tion imposed by section 2 of this act, if such acquisi- 
tion results from an exchange of stock resulting 
from the merger or consolidation of a bank with 
another bank or banks. 

5. Any corporation which willfully acquires own- 
ership of bank stock, contrary to the provisions of 
this act, or which otherwise violates any provision 
of this act, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, 
upon conviction, shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than $1,000.00. 

Any individual officer or director of a corporation 
knowingly ordering, or doing, or permitting a 
corporation, whereof he is such an officer or direc- 
tor, to acquire ownership of bank stock contrary to 
the provisions of this act or to otherwise violate 
any provision of this act, shall be guilty of a mis- 
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demeanor and, upon conviction, shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than $1,000.00, or by imprison- 
ment for not more than 3 years, or both. 

Any person who willfully participates in a viola- 
tion of any provision of this act as an officer, direc- 
tor, manager, or agent, or as a member of a partner- 
ship, business trust, investment trust, voting trust, 
association or similar organized group of persons, 
or otherwise, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, 
upon conviction, shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than $1,000.00, or by imprisonment of not 
more than 3 years, or both. 

6. A company which owns bank stock contrary 
to the provisions of this act shall nevertheless be 
empowered to transfer such stock at any time in 
the same manner and with the same effect as if its 
acquisition of such stock had been lawful. 

7. The Attorney-General may bring an action in 
the name of the State to determine whether bank 
stock is owned contrary to the provisions of this 
act, and the Superior Court shall have jurisdiction 
to hear and determine such action in a summary 
manner or otherwise. 

8. If, in any action brought pursuant to section 7 
of this act, the court determines that bank stock is 
owned contrary to the provisions of this act, it 
shall enter judgment that, so long as the bank stock 
continues to be so owned, the stock shall be dis- 
qualified from being voted at any meeting of stock- 
holders of the bank which has issued such stock. 
The court shall further designate a date, having 
regard to the marketability of such stock, on or 
before which the owner of such stock shall divest 
itself.of ownership of such stock; and, in default 
thereof, may order such stock to be impounded and 
sold at public auction to the highest bidder, the 
proceeds of such sale, after payment of the costs 
thereof, to be paid to the owner of such stock. If 
the court determines that ownership of such stock 
has been acquired or has been retained in willful 
disregard of the provisions of this act, it shall 
enter judgment forfeiting to the State all dividends 
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payable or distributable on such stock so long as 
such stock continues to be owned contrary to the 
provisions of this act. 

9. Notwithstanding the pendency of any action 
brought pursuant to section 7 of this act, and not- 
withstanding any judgment entered therein, the 
bank which has issued such stock may, without 
application to or order of the court, unless other- 
wise expressly ordered by the court, effect the 
transfer of any stock affected by such action pur- 
suant to the direction or authorization of the regis- 
tered holder thereof, in the same manner as if no 
action were pending and no judgment had been 
entered, and it may issue a new certificate for the 
stock so transferred, in the name of the designated 
transferee. Upon such issue, the transferee shall 
hold such stock free from any disability, disquali- 
fication or penalty theretofore imposed on such 
stock or the owner thereof pursuant to the provi- 
sions of this act. 

10. In determining whether a quorum is present 
at any meeting of stockholders of a bank held at 
any time when any stock of the bank is disqualified 
from being voted pursuant to section 8 of this act, 
the number of outstanding shares entitled to vote 
at such meeting shall be deemed to consist of the 
whole number of outstanding shares having voting 
rights, less the number of shares of stock so dis- 
qualified. When, pursuant to law, the affirmative 
vote of the holders of a specified portion of the 
stock of a bank is required to effect any action, the 
requirements of such law shall be met if the portion 
so specified is based upon the stock of the bank 
as reduced by the number of shares of stock so 
disqualified. 

li. The invalidity, for any reason, of any pro- 
vision of this act shall not affect the validity of 
the remainder hereof. 

12. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act to amend ‘‘An act concerning the suspen- 
sion or revocation of drivers’ licenses in certain 
eases, and supplementing chapter 5 of Title 39 
of the Revised Statutes,’? approved September

Beir enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 1 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

1. Whenever the reciprocity driving privilege of 
any New Jersey resident is suspended or revoked 
by lawful authority in another State upon a convic- 
tion of a violation of the Motor Vehicle Act of such 
State and the report of such conviction is trans- 
mitted by the motor vehicle administrator of such 
State to the Director of the Division of Motor 
Vehicles of this State pursuant to any law provid- 
ing for reciprocal exchange thereof, the director 
may suspend or revoke the driving privilege of such 
resident in this State, in the manner prescribed by 
section 39 :5-30 of the Revised Statutes, for a period 
not less than that for which the reciprocity driving 
privilege was suspended or revoked in such other 
State nor more than the period for which the driv- 
ing privilege would have been suspended or revoked 
had a conviction of a like offense occurred in this 
State. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 72 


An Act concerning the aging among the residents 
of the State, creating a division of the aging, the 
New Jersey State Commission on Aging and the 
New Jersey Citizens Council on Aging and pre- 
scribing the powers and duties of the said divi- 
sion, commission and council. 


Brrr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. There is hereby established in the State 
Department of Health, a division of the aging 
among the residents of the State, consisting of a 
director, the New Jersey State Commission on 
Aging and the New Jersey Citizens Council on 
Aging. 

2. There is hereby created the New Jersey State 
Commission on Aging, consisting of 10 members. 

3. The members of the advisory commission and 
the director shall be appointed by the Governor, 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, and of 
the members of the advisory commission, 5 should 
be representative from the Department of Institu- 
tions and Agencies, the Department of Education, 
the Department of Conservation and Economic 
Development, the Department of Labor and In- 
dustry and the Department of the Treasury. The 
representatives from the said departments shall 
be recommended to the Governor by the respective 
heads of the departments. In the making of said 
recommendations there shall be taken into con- 
sideration the direct concern with the needs of the 
older residents of the State of the personnel of the 
said departments with a view of obtaining inter- 
departmental co-ordination in respect to the fune- 
tions of the commission. The remaining 4 members 
of the advisory commission shall be selected at 
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large from among the interested citizens of the 
State. The director shall be a member of the ad- 
visory commission and shall serve as its chairman. 


The 4 members at large first to be appointed shall 
be appointed for terms expiring on July 1, 1, 2, 
3 and 4 years after the year of appointment, re- 
spectively, and in making the appointment there 
shall be a designation of the number of years to be 
served by the appointee. The successors of the 4 
members first so appointed shall be each for a term 
of 4 years. Vacancies occurring other than by ex- 
piration of term shall be filled for the unexpired 
term. The members who represent departments 
shall serve so long as they are still officials or 
employees of the departments they represent, but 
the department representative may be changed by 
direction of the head of the department, with the 
approval of the Governor. The advice and consent 
of the Senate shall not be required in the case of 
the appointment of a representative from a depart- 
ment or a change in such representative. 

4. The members of the advisory commission shall 
serve without compensation, but the members of 
the commission, other than those representing 1 
of the said departments, shall be entitled to reim- 
bursement for their necessary expenses incurred 
in the performance of their duties as such members. 
The members of the commission who represent the 
said departments shall be entitled to reimbursement 
for their necessary expenses in performing their 
duties as members of the commission from the 
department which they represent, respectively, as 
in the case of other departmental expenses and for 
this purpose such expenses shall be deemed to be 
department expenses. 

d. The director shall be deemed to be a full-time 
State official and he shall be paid such compensation 
as shall be provided by law. His term of office shall 
be 5 years. 
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6. The State Commissioner of Health may ap- 
point such professional, technical and clerical as- 
sistants and employees as may be necessary to 
enable the division and the commission to perform 
the duties imposed upon it by this act and their 
compensation shall be fixed within the hmits of 
available appropriations and as shall be provided 
by law. The said assistants and employees, together 
with the director of the division, shall be deemed 
to be the staff of the division and the commission. 
The advisory commission shall meet at regular in- 
tervals and at least 4 times annually. The times 
and places for the said meetings shall be fixed by 
the commission and special meetings may be called 
by the director on not less than 10 days’ written 
notice to each member, and any such notice shall 
specify the object of the meeting. 

7. The division and the commission shall: 

(1) Maintain a continuous study, analysis and 
interpretation of all information, data, programs 
and developments pertaining to the aging processes 
and the needs of the older residents of New Jersey ; 

(2) Maintain a continuous inventory of re- 
sourees In any way available which can be drawn 
upon to earry out the program of the commission 
in the performance of its functions and duties; 

(3) Serve as the central permanent agency for 
the co-ordination of programs and services for the 
older residents in the State, particularly in respect 
to those to which multiple governmental agencies or 
private organizations may contribute; 

(4) Provide leadership and administrative direc- 
tion to such efforts from 1 central source so that 
those who need help or who may provide help on 
any of the aspects of aging shall have a central 
point of contact ; 

(5) Serve as a communications clearing house 
for information in the large and complex fields of 
human relationships in respect to aging; 

(6) Disseminate and publicize organized in- 
formation of value to the public generally and to 
all groups concerned in any way with the diverse 
subject of aging; 
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(7) Consult with, advise and otherwise provide 
professional assistance to organized efforts by com- 
munities, organizations, associations and groups 
who are working toward any and all forms of assist- 
ance to the aging. 

8. The staff of the division and the commission 
should be qualified not only to meet the commis- 
sion’s needs but also should be able to provide con- 
sultative and advisory assistance to other State 
agencies and to local agencies or organizations 
which are developing or improving their particular 
services to the aging. In addition to the director 
and necessary clerical personnel, the staff should 
include a professionally trained person in each of 
the following fields: medicine and public health; 
social welfare services ; employment and the related 
socio-economies of older persons; education and 
communications. 

9. The Legislature, from time to time, shall pro- 
vide for the salaries and expenses of the division 
by inclusion in any general or supplemental appro- 
priation act or by a direct appropriation. 

10. There is hereby established the New Jersey 
Citizens Council on Aging to act as a consultative 
and deliberative body to advise on programs or 
services to aid the aging residents of the State 
through the instrumentality of the New Jersey 
State Commission on Aging and the division. 

11. The New Jersey Citizens Council on Aging 
shall be composed of a Board of Directors of 15 
members and a membership. The Board of Diree- 
tors shall be appointed at large from among the 
citizens of the State by the Governor, with the 
advice and consent of the Senate. Membership 
shall be open to any citizen of New Jersey. The 
Director of the Division of the Aging shall be ex- 
officio a member of the council. Two Senators and 2 
Assemblymen appointed by the Governor with the 
advice and consent of the Senate shall also be ex- 
officio members. 

Of the directors first to be appointed, 5 shall be 
appointed for a term of 1 year each and 5 shall be 
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appointed for a term of 2 years each and 5 for a 
term of 3 years each. In making the appointment 
there shall be a designation of which of the said 
terms the member is appointed to. Their successors 
shall be each appointed for a 3-year term. Vacancies 
other than by expiration of terms shall be filled for 
the unexpired term. 

12. The directors of the citizens council shall 
serve without compensation but they shall be en- 
titled to be reimbursed for their necessary expenses 
incurred in the performance of their duties as mem- 
bers of the citizens council. 

13. The council shall meet at least once annually 


and the time and place of such meeting and of all ; 


other meetings shall be fixed by resolution of the 
council or by the by-laws of the council. The council 
may adopt by-laws for the regulation of its affairs, 
including provisions for the holding of the meetings 
of the council. 

14. The citizens council shall foster the formation 
of local community councils on aging and provide 
for co-operation with such community councils on 
aging as may be formed. The citizens council shall 
provide for the issuance of reports and widespread 
public dissemination of its activities. 

15. Appointments may be made and preliminary 
action may be taken in advance of the going into 
operation of this act. 

16. This act shall take effect immediately but 
shall be inoperative for 90 days following its 
approval.

Brrr nnacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 134 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

134. Bulk transfers. 

(1) Bulk transfers authorized. Any association 
may with the written approval of the commissioner, 
transfer, sell, or exchange in bulk and not in the 
regular and usual course of its business, all or any 
part of its assets, including its name and good will, 
to any other association; and accept as considera- 
tion therefor, cash and accounts or either of them, 
of the purchasing association upon such terms as 
may be determined by the vote of a majority of the 
board of such association and by a majority of the 
votes cast by the members of such association, pres- 
ent in persons or by proxy, at any annual meeting 
or at any special meeting called for that purpose. 
At least 10 days’ notice of any such members meet- 
ing shall be mailed to each member and shall state 
the matter to be acted upon. The consideration re- 
ceived for such bulk transfer, sale or exchange 
shall be applied to the payment of the association’s 
debts and the discharge of its liabilities and the 
balance thereof shall be distributed to its members 
pro rata. 

(2) Dissolution and liquidation following bulk 
transfer. If such bulk transfer, sale or exchange 
shall include all or substantially all of the assets 
of an association or all or substantially all of its 
mortgage assets the association shall thereupon be

dissolved and shall liquidate and distribute its 
remaining assets as follows: 

Its members, by a majority of the votes cast in 
person or by proxy at the meeting at which the 
bulk transfer sale or exchange is approved, shall 
determine whether the association shall be man- 
aged and directed during liquidation by its board 
in accordance with the provisions of section 135 of 
this act or by trustees in accordance with the pro- 
cedure prescribed in Article XIX of this act. 

If such members determine to liquidate by trus- 
tees, they shall elect trustees, at the same meeting, 
in accordance with the provisions of section 137 
of this act. 

(3) Any association may transfer, sell or ex- 
change in bulk, all or part of its assets to any Fed- 
eral association having its principal office in this 
State, by compliance with the provisions of this 
section and by compliance with applicable Federal 
law and regulation; provided, however, that this 
subsection shall only be operative in the event that 
any Federal association having its principal office 
in this State may transfer, sell or exchange, all or 
part of its assets in bulk, to any association of this 
State in accordance with Federal law and regula- 
tion which is substantially equivalent to the provi- 
sions of this section.

ties conducive to the betterment of social and

(P. L. 1950, ce. 220). 


Be rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 2 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 


2. Every domestic corporation organized under 
the laws of this State, unless otherwise provided in 
its certificate of incorporation or other certificate 
filed pursuant to law or its by-laws, shall have 
power to aid, singly or in co-operation with other 
corporations and with natural persons, in the crea- 
tion or maintenance of institutions or organizations 
engaged in community fund, hospital, charitable, 
philanthropic, educational, scientific or benevolent 
activities or patriotic or civic activities con- 
ducive to the betterment of social and economic 
conditions, and the members of the board of trus- 
tees or directors or other governing board of such 
corporation may appropriate, spend or contribute 
for such purposes such reasonable sum or sums as 
they may determine; provided, that a contribution 
shall not be authorized hereunder if at the time of 
the contribution or immediately thereafter the 
donee institution shall own more than 10% of the 
voting stock of the donor corporation or one of its 
subsidiaries ; and provided further, that in the case 
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of a corporation having capital stock, contributions 
in any fiscal year shall not in the aggregate exceed 
5% of the capital and surplus as of the end of the 
preceding fiscal year, unless any contribution or 
contributions in excess of 5% of such capital and 
surplus shall be authorized by the stockholders of 
the corporation at a regular or special meeting. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 75 


An Act concerning corporations, and amending 
section 14:3-13 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 14:3-13 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

14:3-13. Any corporation, organized under any 
laws of this State whatsoever, may co-operate with 
other corporations and with natural persons in 
the creation and maintenance of community funds 
or of charitable, philanthropic or benevolent instru- 
mentalities conducive to public welfare, and its 
directors or trustees may appropriate and expend 
for those purposes such sum or sums as they deem 
expedient and as in their judgment will contribute 
to the protection of the corporate interests. 


When, however, in case of a corporation having 
capital stock, the expenditures for those purposes 
in any calendar year shall in the aggregate amount 
to 5% of the capital and surplus as of the end of 
the preceding year, then before any further expend- 
iture is made during the year for those purposes by 
the corporation, 10 days’ notice shall be given to 
the stockholders in the manner the directors or 
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trustees direct, of the intention to make the further 
expenditure, specifying the amount thereof, and if 
written objections be made by the stockholders hold- 
ing 25% or more of the stock of the corporation 
the further expenditure shall not be made until it 
has been authorized at a stockholders’ meeting. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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Aw Act concerning criminal procedure and amend- 
ing section 2A :164-16 of the New Jersey Statutes. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 2A :164-16 of the New Jersey Statutes 
is amended to read as follows: 

2A :164-16. In any sentence involving imprison- 
ment in any county jail, penitentiary or workhouse 
the court may, as part of the sentence imposed, 
require the person so sentenced to serve a desig- 
nated part of such sentence in the jail, penitentiary 
or workhouse itself, and, thereafter, after having 
been given credit for days remitted, if any, to be 
released on probation under the care of the chief 
probation officer of the county, in accordance with 
section 2A :168-1 et seq. of this Title. The chief 
probation officer thereafter may, at any time within 
the period of probation fixed in the sentence, return 
such probationer to the court in which the sentence 
was pronounced, for violation of any of the condi- 
tions of such probation. The court may, upon proof 
of such violation or violations of any of the condi- 
tions of such probation, resentence such person to. 
such jail, penitentiary or workhouse for the remain- 
ing portion of the sentence originally pronounced.. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

An Act concerning municipal appropriations to aid 
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local volunteer fire companies, and amending 


section 40 :47-27 of the Revised Statutes.

1. Section 40:47-27 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

40 :47-27, The governing body of a municipality 
may raise and appropriate such sum of money, not 
exceeding $12,000.00 annually, as it may deem 
necessary to aid the board of fire commissioners of 
any fire district or volunteer fire companies located 
therein, using apparatus owned by the municipality 
or owning and maintaining their own apparatus, 
and in any municipality in which there are more 
than 3 such boards or companies or both, the gov- 
erning body may raise and appropriate an addi- 
tional sum of money not in excess of $3,000.00 
annually for each such additional board or com- 
pany ; provided, however, that all moneys so appro- 
priated in excess of $6,000.00 annually or 50% of 
the annual appropriation, whichever is greater, be 
used for the purchase of new equipment from time 
to time, with the approval of the governing body, 
such moneys to be accounted for to the governing 
body annually. 

2. This act shall take effect January 1, 1958.

Aw Acr concerning grand juries, and amending 
section 2A :71-6 of the New Jersey Statutes.

1. Section 2A:71-6 of the New Jersey Statutes 
is amended to read as follows: 

2A :71-6, In every county having a population 
exceeding 250,000 inhabitants, the jury commis- 
sioners may draw and select 2 separate grand 
juries, the second of which may be summoned to 
attend 6 weeks after the opening of the stated ses- 
sion of the Superior Court in such county. 

When the grand jurors of the second grand jury 
appear for service, the court may discharge the 
grand jury then serving. However, the assignment 
judge of the Superior Court for the county, may 
order the sheriff to refrain from summoning such 
new grand jurors, in which case the first grand jury 
shall continue to serve until the end of the session 
unless sooner discharged by the court. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

2. A. Debentures or capital notes issued pursuant 
to this act 

(a) shall be unsecured; and 

(b) shall provide that the indebtedness evidenced 
thereby shall be subordinate to the claims of depos- 
itors and all other creditors of the bank, regardless 
whether the claims of such depositors or other cred- 
itors arose before or after the issuance of such 
debentures or capital notes; and 

(c) shall not confer any voting rights upon the 
holders thereof under any circumstances; and 

(d) shall not be convertible into capital stock. 

B. Debentures or capital notes issued pursuant 
to this act, and debentures or capital notes issued 
prior to the effective date of this act for the purpose 
of retiring all or part of any class or classes of 
preferred stock issued prior to September 16, 1948, 
shall be treated as capital stock for the purposes of

and amending sections 3A:10-1 and 3A:10-2 of 
the New Jersey Statutes. 


Ber enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 3A :10-1 of the New Jersey Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

3A:10-1. Allowance of commissions on corpus in 
excess of $100,000.00 to executors, administrators, 
administrators with the will annexed, guardians, 
trustees under a will and fiduciaries appointed 
under chapter 40 of this Title for the property of 
an absentee, shall be made with reference to their 
actual pains, trouble and risk in settling the estate, 
rather than in respect to the quantum of the estate. 

2. Section 3A:10-2 of the New Jersey Statutes 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 

3A :10-2. On the settlement of accounts of fiduci- 
aries acting in any capacity referred to in section 
3A :10-1 of this Title, their commissions over and 
above their actual expenses shall be computed upon 
the following rates: 

On all income that comes into their hands, 6%, 
without court allowance. 

If there is but 1 fiduciary, 5% on all corpus that 
comes into the fiduciary’s hands in cases where 
corpus receipts do not exceed $100,000.00, and in 
cases where corpus receipts exceed $100,000.00, 5% 
on the first $100,000.00 of corpus, and, on the excess 
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over $100,000.00 of corpus, such percentage, not in 
excess of 5%, as the court may determine on the 
intermediate or final settlement of the fiduciary’s 
accounts, according to actual services rendered. If 
there are 2 or more fiduciaries, their commissions 
on corpus shall be the same as herein provided in 
the case of 1 fiduciary, and, in addition thereto, the 
court may allow corpus commissions in excess of 
the commissions to which 1 fiduciary would be en- 
titled under this section, at a rate not exceeding 1% 
of all corpus for each additional fiduciary. In any 
ease in which the administration of the fiduciary or 
fiduciaries has extended or extends beyond a period 
of 25 years, corpus commissions for such additional 
years shall be allowed at a rate not exceeding 1/5 of 
1% per annum, irrespective of the number of fidu- 
claries.

1. Any proceedings heretofore instituted under 
the In Rem Tax Foreclosure Act (1948) wherein 
the complaint filed in the Superior Court of New 
Jersey, Chancery Division, did not set forth the 
recording of the tax sale certificates are hereby 
validated provided said tax sale certificates were 
not recorded at the time of the filing of the com- 
plaint and provided further that the tax sale cer- 
tificates had been recorded in the office of the county 
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recording officer prior to the entry of final judgment 
in the action, if proof of the recording of said tax 
sale certificates is made by the filing of an affidavit 
as to the fact of such record in the office of the Clerk 
of the Superior Court, Chancery Division, in said 
action, and said final judgment sets forth therein 
the book and page or date of record or instrument 
number, where the record of each foreclosed certifi- 
cate of tax sale may be found in the office of the 
county recording officer; and provided further that 
no deed affecting any of the lands included in the 
complaint had been recorded to any subsequent 
grantee of any person having the right of redemp- 
tion in any of the lands described in the complaint 
prior to the recording of the final judgment in the 
office of the county recording officer; and provided 
further said proceedings were conducted otherwise 
in accordance with said act and the rules of the 
Superior Court.

Congregations, amending sections 16:5-1 and 
16:5-3, and supplementing chapter 5 of Title 16, 
of the Revised Statutes. 


Br rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 16:5-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

16:5-1. Any Evangelical Lutheran Church Con- 
gregation may, at the option of a majority of the 
adult members thereof, incorporate under the pro- 
visions of this chapter as amended and supple- 
mented. 
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2. Section 16:5-3 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

16:5-3. The provisions of article 1 of chapter 1 
of this Title relating to the incorporation, and the 
rights, privileges and duties of religious societies 
and congregations, shall be applicable to all Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church Congregations except as 
otherwise provided in this chapter, and in the event 
of any inconsistency between the provisions of 
article 1 of chapter 1 of this Title and this chapter 
of this Title, the provisions of this chapter, as 
amended and supplemented, shall govern. 

3. The incorporation of an Evangelical Lutheran 
Church Congregation shall be secured in the fol- 
lowing manner: 

An organization meeting or a special meeting of 
the members of the congregation, or of the intended 
charter members of the congregation, shall be called 
either by the council of the congregation or by 5 
or more of the said intended charter members. 
Notice of any such meeting shall be given at least 
10 days previous to the date of the meeting by 
posting such notice in a conspicuous place on or 
near to the premises where the congregation custo- 
marily conduets its public worship or, instead of 
such posting, notice may be given by ordinary mail 
addressed to each confirmed member of the congre- 
gation in good standing, at least 10 days before the 
date of the meeting, or to each of the intended 
charter members of the congregation, as the case 
may be. If the congregation shall have by-laws or 
other rules and regulations pertaining to the giv- 
ing of notice of an organization or special meeting 
of the congregation, such by-laws, rules and regula- 
tions shall be complied with. The said notice shall 
state that the purpose, or 1 of the purposes, of the 
meeting is to decide whether the congregation shall 
be incorporated. 
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confirmed members in good standing, or of the 
intended charter members, shall decide by resolu- 
tion to incorporate the congregation, they shall 
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then by resolution determine the number of trustees 
to be elected, which number shall be not less than 
) nor more than 24. Thereupon, the meeting shall 
proceed to the election of such trustees. The trus- 
tees first chosen shall serve for terms to be fixed 
but not to exceed 3 years and, thereafter, the terms 
of the trustees shall be fixed by the by-laws of the 
incorporated congregation to be adopted as herein- 
after provided. 

5. The terms of the trustees’ offices may be so 
arranged as to provide that not more than 1/3 of 
the trustees shall be elected in any 1 year but no 
such term shall be for more than 3 years. It may 
be provided that vacancies caused by other than 
expiration of term shall be filled for unexpired 
terms. 

6. The corporate name of the congregation shall 
be determined by resolution adopted by a majority 
vote of the said members of the congregation or of 
the intended charter members present and voting. 

7. If it shall be.so decided to incorporate the 
congregation, a certificate of incorporation shall 
be made, signed and sealed by the trustees or by 
such officers as shall be designated by the said board 
of trustees, which certificate shall recite the calling 
of the meeting, the giving of the notice thereof and 
an abstract of the proceedings of the meeting suffi- 
cient to show that a majority of said members of 
the congregation, or of the intended charter mem- 
bers, voted in favor of the incorporation of the 
congregation, and shall further certify the number 
of trustees chosen and the names and addresses of 
the trustees first chosen. The said certificate shall 
also set forth the corporate name of the corporation 
as determined at the meeting. The said certificate 
shall be acknowledged by each trustee or other 
officer in the same manner as is required by law 
for the acknowledgment of deeds of real property, 
and a certificate of the acknowledgment shall be 
endorsed in writing on the said certificate of in- 
corporation by the official taking the same. 
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8. The certificate so acknowledged shall be filed 
and recorded in the office of the Secretary of State 


and a certified copy thereof shall be filed and re- 


corded in the office of the clerk of the county in 
which the congregation’s usual place of meeting 
for public worship is located. The Secretary of 
State and the county clerk shall be entitled to the 
fees provided in Title 22A of the New Jersey 
Statutes. Upon such filing and recording, the con- 
gregation shall be a corporation by the corporate 
name set forth in such certificate. 

9. Every member of the congregation in good 
standing shall be a member of the corporation but 
only those members who are authorized to vote by 
ee by-laws of the corporation shall be entitled to 
vote. 

10. The corporation shall have all the powers 
enumerated in section 16:1-4 of the Revised Stat- 
utes, except that no sale or conveyance of any real 
property owned by the corporation or mortgage 
upon any property of the corporation or purchase 
-of real property by the corporation shall be made 
unless previously authorized by a majority of the 
votes cast at a duly called annual or other meeting 
of the members of the corporation or by such vote 
in excess of a majority of the votes cast as may be 
provided by the by-laws of the corporation. 


11. There shall be an annual meeting of the mem- 


bers of the corporation and such other meetings by 


as shall be prescribed by the by-laws to be adopted 
for the management of the corporation, and the 
said by-laws may provide for the manner and 
method of executing deeds, bonds, mortgages, notes, 
contracts and all instruments of a legal nature by 
designated officers of the corporation whenever the 
corporation or the board of trustees authorizes the 
execution of any such contract or other legal instru- 
ment, The corporation may limit or restrict, or 
otherwise regulate the powers of the board of 
trustees. 
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12. Every such incorporated congregation may 
affiliate itself with a constituent synod or district 
of the Lutheran Church or its successor but, after 
any such affiliation, may withdraw therefrom. Any 
such affiliation or withdrawal, however, shall be in 
accordance with the constitution and by-laws of 
said synod or district. Any Evangelical Lutheran 
Church which has heretofore been incorporated 
under any law of this State, by a majority vote of 
its members at a regular, annual or at a special 
meeting to be called for the purpose, may accept 
the provisions of this act and thereby and there- 
after become subject to the provisions of this act.. 
Any such acceptance shall be evidenced by the filing 
of a certificate in the office of the Secretary of 
State, which shall substantially set forth the pro- 
ceedings of the meeting of acceptance. Any such 
certificate shall be filed and acknowledged in man-. 
ner similar to that required by this act for the 
execution, filing and recording of a certificate of 
incorporation, as provided in this act. The Secre-. 
tary of State and the county clerk shall be entitled 
to the same fees as in the case of the filing and 
recording of certificates of incorporation under 
this act. 

13. Any incorporated Evangelical Lutheran 
Church or congregation may merge with any other 
incorporated Evangelical Lutheran Church or con- 
gregation with the consent of 2/3 of the members: 
of each such church or congregation. All such con-. 
sents shall be evidenced by votes cast at regular or 
special meetings called for the purpose and 2/3 of 
the members present and voting upon the proposi- 
tion shall be deemed to be the 2/3 required by 
this section. A certificate evidencing the merger 
and substantially setting forth the proceedings of 
such meeting shall be executed by the trustees or 
designated officers of each of the churches or con- 
gregations so merging and shall be filed in the office: 
of the Secretary of State. All such certificates shall 
be executed, acknowledged, filed and recorded in 
the same manner as is required for the execution, 
filmg and recording of certificates of incorporation. 
under this act. 
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14. In the event that any incorporated Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church or congregation disbands, 
or ceases to function or to conduct public worship 
or fails to elect a board of trustees for more than 
2 years after such election should have been held 
pursuant to this act or to the by-laws of the cor- 
poration and the property of such church or con- 
gregation is not properly maintained for such 
period of time, the title to all such property shall 
pass to and be vested in the synod or district or its 
successor with which the said church or congrega- 
tion is affiliated at the time of such default, nonuser 
or abandonment, and thereupon the said synod or 
district shall have the unrestricted right to use or 
dispose of such property. 

15. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 83 


Aw Act concerning the employees of county boards 
of elections in counties of the first class, and 
amending sections 19:6-17 and 19:45-7 of the 
Revised Statutes. 


Brit enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 19:6-17 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

19:6-17. The county board shall consist of 4 
persons, who shall be legal voters of the counties 
for which they are respectively appointed. Two 
members of such county board shall be members of 
the political party which at the last preceding gen- 
eral election, held for the election of all of the 
members of the General Assembly, cast the largest 
number of votes in this State for members of the 
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General Assembly, and the remaining 2 members 
of such board shall be members of the political 
party which at such election cast the next largest 
number of votes in the State for members of the 
General Assembly. No person who holds elective 
public office shall be eligible to serve as a member 
of the county board during the term of such elec- 
tive office. The office of member of the county board 
shall be deemed vacant upon such member becom- 
ing a candidate for an office to be voted upon at any 
primary, general election or special election, except 
for nomination for or election to membership in 
any county committee or State committee, such 
candidacy to be determined by the filing of a peti- 
tion of nomination duly accepted by such member 
in the manner provided by law. 

In all counties of the first class the county board 
shall appoint some suitable person clerk of such 
board, and may also appoint not more than 4 addi- 
tional office employees, all of whom shall be ap- 
pointed from the competitive class of civil service. 
The compensation of the clerk of the county board 
of elections in counties of the first class shall be 
not less than $3,500.00 per annum, nor more than 
$7,500.00 per annum; provided, that any increase 
between the said minimum and maximum shall be 
effective only upon recommendation of the county 
board of elections and the approval of the board of 
chosen frecholders of the county affected. The com- 
pensation of such office employees shall be recom- 
mended by the county board and approved by the 
board of chosen freeholders. All persons now em- 
ployed by the board in the competitive class of civil 
service shall continue to hold such employment in 
the competitive class of civil service. 

2. Section 19:45-7 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

19:45-7. The compensation of the members of 
the several county boards shall be as follows: in 
counties having a population exceeding 500,000, 
not less than $2,600.00 per annum, nor more than 
$3,900.00 per annum; in counties having a popula-

tion of not more than 500,000 or less than 175,000, 
not less than $2,000.00 per annum, nor more than 
$3,000.00 per annum; in counties having a popula- 
tion of not more than 175,000 or less than 150,000, 
not less than $1,800.00 per annum, nor more than 
$2,700.00 per annum; in counties having a popula- 
tion of not more than 150,000 or less than 115,000 
not less than $1,200.00 per annum, nor more than 
$1,800.00 per annum; in counties having a popula- 
tion of not more than 115,000 or less than 90,000 
not less than $1,000.00 per annum, nor more than 
$1,500.00 per annum; in counties having a popula- 
tion of not more than 90,000 or less than 48,000 
not less than $900.00 per annum, nor more than 
$1,350.00 per annum; in counties having a popula- 
tion of not more than 48,000 not less than $600.00 
per annum, nor more than $900.00 per annum; pro- 
vided, however, that any increases herein granted 
shall be effected only upon the approval of the 
board of chosen freeholders in the county affected. 
The members of the county board in counties other 
than counties of the first class who shall be elected 
as chairman and secretary thereof and who shall 
perform the duties of chairman and secretary 
thereof shall each receive an additional compensa- 
tion of 44 of the compensation of the individual 
members of the board. 

The commissioner of registration in a county of 
the first class shall receive not less than $2,500.00 
nor more than $7,500.00, as shall be determined by 
the county board of freeholders, for services per- 
formed as such commissioner of registration, and 
the commissioner of registration in a county of the 
second class having a superintendent of elections 
shall receive $1,000.00 per annum for services per- 
formed as such commissioner of registration, and 
for such services performed by a commissioner of 
registration in a county not having a superintend- 
ent of elections additional compensation shall be 
paid to such commissioner in an amount equal to 
50% of his salary as member and secretary of the 
county board. In counties of the second class where 
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a member of the county board serves as commis- 
sioner of registration, he shall receive no additional 
compensation for the performance of his duties as 
such commissioner unless he shall devote his full 
time to the performance of his duties as member of 
the county board, secretary thereof, and commis- 
sioner of registration. ‘‘Full time’’ as here used 
means such time as is duly required of employees 
in the office of the county board. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act to amend ‘‘An act supplementing ‘An act 
to provide coverage for certain State, county, 
municipal, school district and public employees, 
under the provisions of Title II of the Federal 
Social Security Act, as amended; repealing chap- 
ters 14 and 15 of Title 43 of the Revised Statutes 
including acts amendatory thereof and supple- 
mentary thereto; granting refund of accumulated 
deductions paid thereunder or membership in 
the Public Employees’ Retirement System cre- 
ated hereunder, specifying contributions to be 
paid and benefit rights therein,’ approved June 
30, 1954 (P. L. 1954, c. 84), and providing for 
benefits and rates of contribution of State law

Beir enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 1 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

1. ‘‘Law enforcement officer’’ shall mean any 
permanent and full-time active employee of the 
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State of New Jersey holding 1 of the following 
titles: inspector, senior inspector, principal in- 
spector, deputy chief inspector and chief inspector 
in the Division of Motor Vehicles, and inspector, 
investigator, and administrative inspector in the 
Division of Alcoholic Beverage Control, and any 
patrolman or other police officer of the Board of 
Commissioners of the Palisades Interstate Park 
appointed pursuant to section 32:14-21 of the 
Revised Statutes; provided, however, that no mem- 
ber of the Alcoholic Beverage Law Enforcement 
Officers’ Pension Fund, nor any person employed in 
the Division of Alcoholic Beverage Control after 
the effective date of this act whose position is cov- 
ered by the provisions of chapter 423, P. L. 1953, 
shall be eligible for membership in the Public Em- 
ployees’ Retirement System until the conditions set 
forth in section 10 of this act have been complied 
with.

1. Section 175 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

175. Federal, State, county and municipal se- 
eurities. 

A. A savings bank may invest in 

(1) stocks, bonds, and notes or obligations of or 
guaranteed by the United States, or those for which 
the credit of the United States is pledged for the 
payne of the principal and interest or dividends 
‘thereof ; 
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(2) bonds or obligations of or guaranteed by 
this State or heretofore authorized by the laws of 
this State to be issued pursuant to any law of this 
State; by any commission appointed by the Su- 
preme Court of New Jersey, as the said court was 
constituted prior to September 15, 1948; 

(3) bonds, notes or obligations of or guaranteed 
by any other State of the United States which has 
not, within 10 years prior to the making of the 
investment, defaulted in the payment of any part 
of the principal or interest of any debt evidenced 
by bonds, notes or obligations; 

(4) bonds, notes or obligations of any county, 
municipality, public school district, union graded 
school district, regional board of education, water 
district, sewer district, or other municipal or politi- 
cal subdivision of this State, issued pursuant to a 
law of this State; provided, that, the issuer has not, 
within 5 years prior to the making of the invest- 
ment, been in default for more than 6 months in the 
payment of any part of the principal or interest 
of any debt evidenced by its bonds, notes or obli- 
gations; 

(5) bonds, notes or other obligations issued, 
guaranteed or assumed by any municipality, county, 
school district, water district, sewer district or 
other municipal or political subdivision of any 
other State of the United States; provided, (a) that 
any such municipality, county, school district, water 
district, sewer district or other municipal or polit- 
ical subdivision of any other State of the United 
States, or the total of its component parts, shall 
have a population as shown by the last preceding 
Federal census of not less than 25,000; and (b) the 
issuer, guarantor or assumer of such bonds, notes 
or other obligations 

(i) shall have pledged its faith and credit 
for the payment of the principal and interest 
of such bonds, notes or other obligations, and 

(11) shall have the power to levy taxes on 
the taxable real property therein for the pay- 
ment of both principal and interest of such 
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bonds, notes or other obligations without 
limitation of rate or amount, and 

(iii) shall not within 10 years prior to the 
making of the investment have defaulted in 
payment of principal or interest of any debt 
evidenced by its bonds, notes or other obliga- 
tions for more than 60 days. 

(6) bonds, including consolidated bonds, or other 
obligations, issued by Federal land banks, and 
debentures, including consolidated debentures, or 
other obligations, issued by Federal intermediate 
credit banks or banks for co-operatives organized 
under the laws of the United States; 

(7) bonds, debentures or other obligations issued 
by the Home Owners’ Loan Corporation or by any 
other agency or administration succeeding to its 
functions or powers, under the Act of Congress of 
June 13, 1933, known as the ‘‘Home Owners’ Loan 
Act of 1983,’’ as amended or supplemented from 
time to time; 

(8) bonds, debentures or other obligations issued 
by any national mortgage association under the Act 
of Congress of June 27, 1934, known as the ‘‘Na- 
tional Housing Act,’’ as amended or supplemented 
from time to time; 

(9) bonds issued, guaranteed or assumed by any 
governmental unit, which, if issued, guaranteed or 
assumed by a private company, would be legal for 
investment under any of the provisions of this 
article; and 

(10) other investments presently or from time 
to time hereafter authorized by law. 

B. No savings bank shall make an investment 
pursuant to any 1 of paragraphs (6), (7) or (8) 
of subsection A of this section at any time when 
the total of all the investments of the nature author- 
ized by such paragraph exceeds, or if the making 
of such an investment would cause such total to 
exceed, 2% of its deposits. No savings bank shall 
make an investment pursuant to paragraph (9) of 
subsection A of this section in the bonds of any 1 
such governmental unit at any time when the total 
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of all its investments in such bonds of such unit 
exceeds, or if the making of such investment would 
cause such total to exceed, 2% of its deposits. The 
acquisition of any such investment as a result of a 
refunding or other refinancing or an exchange of 
any investment authorized by such paragraphs 
shall not be considered the making of an investment 
for the purposes of this subsection. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 86 


Aw Act relating to the sale by municipalities of 
lands or buildings not needed for public uses, 
and amending section 40:60-26 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Bert enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 40:60-26 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

40 :60-26. The governing body of any munici- 
pality may sell any lands or buildings or any right 
or interest therein not needed for public use. All 
such sales or disposition except as provided in sec- 
tions 40:60-27 to 40:60-29 of this Title shall be 
authorized to be made by 1 of the following 
methods: 

(a) By public sale to the highest bidder after 
public advertisement thereof in a newspaper cir- 
culating in a municipality in which the lands are 
situated by 2 insertions at least once a week during 
2 consecutive weeks, the last publication to be not 
more than 7 days prior to the sale. In the case of 
public sales, the governing body of any municipality 
may by resolution fix a minimum price, with or 
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without the reservation of the right, upon the 
completion of said public sale, to accept or reject 
the highest bid made thereat, to be included in the 
advertisement of sale of lands and public notice 
thereof given at the time of sale, or may by resolu- 
tion provide, without fixing a minimum price, that 
upon the completion of the public sale, the highest 
bid made thereat shall be subject to acceptance or 
rejection by the governing body, but the acceptance 
or rejection thereof shall be made not later than at 
the second regular meeting of the governing body 
following the sale, and, that if the governing body 
shall fail or refuse to accept or reject any such 
highest bid, as aforesaid, the said bid shall be 
deemed to have been rejected. Such sales may be 
adjourned at the time advertised for not more 
than 1 week without readvertising. 

(b) Such governing body may from time to time 
by ordinance authorize the sale of any such prop- 
erties at private sale for a period of time to be 
stated in said ordinance, which ordinance shall also 
fix the minimum sale price for each property so 
to be sold. A list of the properties so authorized 
to be sold, together with the minimum prices re- 
spectively, as determined by the governing body, 
shall be included in the ordinance and said list 
shall be posted in the city hall, or in such other 
municipal building in which the governing body 
usually holds its regular meetings. Additional 
copies of said list shall be made available for dis- 
tribution. Offers for any or all properties so listed 
may be made to the governing body, at not less 
than the minimum prices as published by any 
prospective purchaser or any real estate broker or 
other persons legally authorized to consummate 
the transaction. The commission to be paid to any 
such broker or person consummating a sale, other 
than the purchaser shall be not more than 5% of 
the sale price, and may be paid out of the down 
payment on account of the purchase price. 

Any and all private sales made in the manner 
specified shall not become effective until ratified by 
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the governing body of the municipality at a regular 
meeting. 

(c) In place of the above methods the governing 
body of any municipality may sell any such prop- 
erties at private sale, as follows: Upon any offer 
being made by any person to the municipality to 
purchase any such property, the said offer shall be 
submitted to and considered by the governing body 
thereof at a regular or special meeting, and said 
governing body may then reject said offer, or may 
approve the same subject to final approval at a 
further public meeting of said governing body not 
less than 10 days after said first meeting. Notice of 
the said further meeting of the governing body, 
containing said offer of purchase with a description 
of the land to be sold, the price thereof and terms 
and conditions of said sale, shall be published at 
least once in a newspaper circulating in said munic- 
ipality, not less than 2 days nor more than 10 days 
before said further meeting; and at said further 
meeting the said offer to purchase said property 
shall be considered by the governing body, which 
may then reject the same, or may confirm and 
ratify said sale under said terms and conditions, 
or a modification thereof; provided, that no higher 
price or better terms shall then be bid for said 
property by any other person, in which case the 
sale is to be made to the highest bidder; and said 
governing body may then authorize the proper 
oificers thereof either to execute a formal agreement 
of sale with the purchaser which shall be binding 
upon said municipality and upon the purchaser, 
or may authorize the proper officers to make a deed 
of conveyance to said purchaser, as the case may 
require. 

(d) In place of the above methods the governing 
body of any municipality may sell any such prop- 
erties at public or private sale upon such terms 
and conditions as shall be authorized by resolution 
of said governing body, with the approval in writ- 
ing of the Director of the Division of Local Govern- 
ment in the State Department of Taxation and 
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Finance, except that in the case of a sale to a 
veteran of World War II the approval of said 
director shall not be required. 

All sales, either public or private, may be for 
cash or upon credit. The governing body may by 
resolution fix the time for settlement and payment 
of the consideration and when the sales are upon 
credit the municipality may accept a purchase 
money mortgage to be given by the purchaser or 
purchasers, the terms and conditions of which 
mortgage shall be fixed by the resolution of the 
governing body of the municipality; provided, 
however, that any such mortgage shall be fully 
payable within 5 years from the date of the sale 
and shall bear interest at a rate not less than 5% 
per annum. The governing body may also impose 
any restrictions on the use to be made of such land 
and any conditions of sale as to buildings or struc- 
tures to be erected thereon, or as to the type, size, 
or other specifications of such buildings or struc- 
tures, or as to demolition, repair, or reconstruction 
of buildings or structures, and the time within 
which such conditions shall commence or be con- 
cluded, or any other conditions of sale in the man- 
ner and to the same extent as any other vendor of 
real estate, whether such sale shall be made at 
public or private sale; provided, however, that any 
conditions for the payment of the consideration 
upon credit and the restrictions on the use to be 
made of the land and the conditions of sale shall 
be set forth at length in any advertisement of sale 
hereinabove required. In all sales made pursuant 
to paragraphs (a), (c) or (d) of this section, the 
governing body of any municipality may pay a com- 
mission to any real estate broker or other person 
other than the purchaser actually consummating 
such sale, but said commissions shall not be more 
than 5% of the sale price. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 87 


Aw Act to amend the ‘‘Limited-Dividend Housing 
Corporations Law,’’ approved May 21, 1949 
(P. L. 1949, c. 184). 


Br rr enactED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 6 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

6. Any 3 or more citizens of the State, as indi- 
viduals or as the representatives of 1 or more banks, 
foundations, labor unions, employers’ associations, 
veterans’ organizations or insurance companies or 
any combination of the foregoing, may form a 
housing corporation for the aforesaid purposes by 
making, signing, acknowledging and filing a certifi- 
cate as required for other corporations formed 
under Title 14, Corporations, General, of the Re- 
vised Statutes, which certificate shall also contain 
the following matters: 

(1) The name of the proposed housing corpora- 
tion. 

(2) The purposes for which it is formed, which 
shall be to acquire, construct, maintain and operate 
housing projects as authorized under this act. 

(3) Its duration, which shall not be more than 
00 years. 

(4) The amount, value, and number of shares, 
all having a par value, of its capital stock with 
limitations thereon including the limitation that 
dividends on the stock shall not exceed 8% per 
annum except to the extent that such dividends 
shall not have been paid in a previous year, or 
years, of operation, in which case, stockholders may 
be paid said deficiency without interest out of any 
surplus earned in any succeeding years. 

(5) The names and addresses of subscribers to 
stock in the corporation and the number of shares 
to be issued to each. 
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(6) A provision that no real property of the 
corporation shall be sold, transferred, encumbered 
or assigned except under and pursuant to the pro- 
visions of this act and the regulations of the author- 
ity issued hereunder. 

(7) Any other provisions, not inconsistent with 
this act or other law for the regulation of the busi- 
ness and the conduct of the affairs of the housing 
corporation. 

(8) A declaration that the housing corporation 
has been organized to serve a public purpose and 
use; that its operations shall be directed to pro- 
viding for and making possible the clearance, plan- 
ning, development or redevelopment of blighted 
areas; and that it will at all times be subject to 
the supervision and control of the authority. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved June 10, 1957. 


CHAPTER 88 


An Act concerning the State Highway Depart- 
ment; adding a route to the State Highway 
System; providing that the added route shall be 
a special project to be participated in by certain 
municipalities and authorizing the State High- 
way Commissioner to carry out and complete 
such special project. 


Beit enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The State Highway Commissioner shall, as 
soon as practicable, and in accordance with the pro- 


cedure set forth in article 1 of chapter 7 of Title 27 } 


of the Revised Statutes, add to the present State 
highway system the following described route: 
Route No. beginning at Garfield avenue in 
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Jersey City, Hudson county and connecting with a 
service road constructed by the New Jersey Turn- 
pike Authority; and from thence proceeding east- 
wardly to Point Breeze; thence southerly approxi- 
mately paralleling Avenue Ei over new location to 
a point opposite East 30th street in the city of 
Bayonne, Hudson county at location known as Con- 
stable Hook. 

When this route is taken into the State highway 
system as provided in this section, the State High- 
way Commissioner shall designate the said route 
by an appropriate route number as provided by 
law. 

2. The construction of the added route to the 
present highway system provided for by this act 
shall be a special project to be participated in by 
the city of Jersey City and the city of Bayonne, as 
provided in this act, and the State Highway Com- 
missioner is authorized to enter into such agree- 
ments with the said cities as may be required to 
earry out and complete said project, and to accept, 
on behalf of the State, the moneys to be contributed 
by the city of Jersey City and the land to be con- 
tributed by the city of Bayonne. 

3. The State Highway Commissioner is author- 
ized, on behalf of the State, to accept from the city 
of Jersey City a sum approximating $300,000.00, 
evidenced by the amount of an escrow deposit now 
held by the New Jersey Turnpike Authority, for 
certain land purchases, which land is described as 
follows: 


Parcels 23A, 23B, 28C, 23D, 23K, 23F, 23G, 
23H, 23J, 23, 23M, 23N and 23P, as desig- 
nated on a map filed or about to be filed in the 
office of the Register of Deeds of the county of 
Hudson, entitled: ‘‘New Jersey Turnpike Au- 
thority, New Jersey Turnpike, Newark Bay- 
Hudson County Extension, Parcel Property 
Map.’’? Howard, Needles, Tammen & Bergen- 
dorff, Consulting Engineers, New York, 
Kansas City, Seale 1” — 50’. 
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This payment to be made to the State Highway 
Commissioner has been authorized by a resolution 
of the governing body of the city of Jersey City 
adopted on July 26, 1955, and as predicated upon 
an agreement made or to be made that this amount 
will constitute the only consideration to be given 
by the city of Jersey City for the construction by 
the State Highway Department of the access road, 
which will be the said added route, including the 
construction of roadway, bridges and acquisition 
of rights-of-way from Garfield avenue in Jersey 
City to the Bayonne-Jersey City line. 

4. The State Highway Commissioner is author- 
ized, on behalf of the State, to accept from the city 
of Bayonne so much of lands from the Bayonne- 
Jersey City boundary line, southerly to the north- 
erly line of East Thirtieth street produced, for a 
right-of-way of the said added route to the present 
State highway system as provided by this act. 

5. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved June 14, 1957. 


CHAPTER 89 


An Act concerning the Cape May-Lewes Ferry, 
granting certain powers and imposing certain 
duties in connection therewith on the New Jersey 
Highway Authority. 


Br ir enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. With the concurrence of the State of Delaware 
to the extent and in the manner hereinafter pro- 
vided and subject to the conditions of this act, 
the New Jersey Highway Authority is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to establish, acquire, and 
construct the terminal in New Jersey for the project 
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heretofore designated by law as the ‘‘Cape May- 
Lewes Ferry’’ in Cape May county, New Jersey. 
Such New Jersey terminal shall include all such. 
facilities as shall be necessary or appropriate 
thereto and said New Jersey Highway Authority 
is authorized to acquire land, riparian rights, navi- 
gation rights and such other rights as may be re- 
quired to effectuate the purposes of this act and, in 
so doing, the said authority may negotiate with. 
the Government of the United States and any of its 
departments and agencies and acquire such prop- 
erty and interests therein by contract, lease, pur- 
chase, or otherwise, from the said Government of 
the United States and its departments or agencies, 
or from private owners. 

2. In addition to the powers conferred and the: 
duties imposed upon the New Jersey Highway Au- 
thority by the ‘‘Cape May-Lewes Ferry Act of 
1953’’ (P. L. 1953, ce. 164), the said New Jersey 
Highway Authority is authorized to enter into a. 
lease with the State of Delaware or any of its agen-. 
cies for the Delaware terminal in Lewes, Delaware. 
of the Cape May-Lewes Ferry, as provided in this 
act, and the said authority in anticipation thereof 
shall arrange for a bond issue or issues not to ex- 
ceed in the aggregate $6,000,000.00 of principal to 
provide for the financing of the project including 
the acquisition of 2 or more ferry boats and for 
such other expenditures as may be necessary to. 
put the said ferry into actual operation. The said 
bonds shall be secured by revenues to be derived 
from the operation of the said ferry together with. 
the uncommitted revenues of the aforesaid author- 
ity and, except as herein otherwise provided, shall 
be of the same kind as in the case of other bond 
issues authorized to be issued by the New Jersey 
Highway Authority under ‘‘The New Jersey High- 
way Authority Act’’ (P. L. 1952, ¢. 16), or pursuant 
to any other law, except that the credit of the State: 
shall not be deemed to be pledged. When the New 
Jersey Highway Authority is satisfied that the bond 
issue or issues have been satisfactorily arranged. 
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for and that the bonds can be issued and sold in 
amounts sufficient to proceed with the furtherance 
of the project, the said authority shall certify that 
such arrangements have been made by certificate 
signed by the chairman and secretary of the au- 
thority and filed in the office of the authority. A 
certified copy of the said certificate shall be 
forwarded to the State Highway Commissioner. 
Until such certificate is so filed, the New Jersey 
Highway Authority shall not proceed with the 
establishment, acquisition and construction of the 
said New Jersey terminal for the Cape May-Lewes 
Ferry. 

3. The establishment, acquisition, construction, 
maintenance, repair and operation of the Cape 
May-Lewes Ferry shall continue to be a project of 
the New Jersey Highway Authority and this act 
shall be deemed to be in furtherance of said project. 

4. This act shall be inoperative unless and until 
the State of Delaware provides for the establish- 
ment, acquisition and construction of a terminal for 
the Cape May-Lewes Ferry in Lewes, Delaware, 
and for the leasing of such terminal to the New 
Jersey Highway Authority by statutory enactment 
or enactments similar in effect to the provisions of 
this act, relating to the establishment, acquisition 
and construction of a terminal for the Cape May- 
Lewes Ferry. 

_d). This act shall take effect immediately but shall 
be inoperative until the enactment into law by the 
State of Delaware of legislation having the effect 
of providing for a terminal in Lewes, Delaware, for 
the Cape May-Lewes Ferry as provided in this act, 
but if the State of Delaware shall have already en- 
acted such legislation, then this act shall go into 
operation immediately.

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CHAPTER 90 


Aw Acr authorizing the Department of Institutions 
and Agencies to establish facilities throughout 
the State for receiving and treating juvenile de- 
linquent probationers on a short term voluntary 
basis, providing a method for defraying the cost 
thereof and supplementing Title 30 of the Re- 
vised Statutes. 


Wuerras, The experimental facility heretofore 
established by the Department of Institutions and 
Agencies at the site of the former Lindbergh 
Estate, and known as ‘‘ Highfields,’’ has proven to 
be a highly desirable and successful method of 
providing treatment and therapy for juvenile pro- 
bationers, on a short-term basis, where the juvenile 
court has directed the juvenile offender to accept 
voluntary residential treatment at such facility as 
a condition of probation; and 


Wuersas, Such facilities have been recognized as 
providing an effective method for dealing with 
juvenile offenders on a preventive treatment basis 
prior to institutional commitment by actual expe- 
rience in New Jersey for the past 6 years at ‘‘High- 
fields’’; and 


Wuersas, It appears desirable and necessary to 
expand this program by the establishment of addi- 
tional such facilities in various parts of the State; 
now, therefore 


Brrr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. It is hereby declared to be the public policy 
of this State to adopt and use every practical pro- 
gram, technique and procedure in order to estab- 
lish in New Jersey the most effective methods for 
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the prevention and treatment of juvenile delin- 
quency without institutional confinement under 
court commitment procedures wherever possible. 

2. The Department of Institutions and Agencies 
therefore is authorized to establish, equip and main- 
tain facilities in various parts of the State for 
receiving and treating juvenile delinquent proba- 
tioners under circumstances where a juvenile court 
has directed, as a condition of probation of such 
offender that he voluntarily submit to treatment 
and supervision, for a period not to exceed 4 
months, in a facility under direction, control and 
supervision of said department. 

3. The department shall establish such facilities 
in such areas of the State as are best caleulated to 
earry out the purposes of this act and shall main- 
tain therein preventive treatment programs, guided 
group interaction, and such other procedures as are 
deemed most adequate to deal with youthful offend- 
ers in an effort to prevent further delinquency. 

4. Except as otherwise provided for herein, the 
management, operation and administration of such 
facilities shall be in conformity with the provisions 
of Title 30, Revised Statutes, and the State Board 
of Control of Institutions and Agencies shall pro- 
mulgate such reasonable rules and regulations as 
shall be necessary to effectuate the purposes of 
this act. 

5. The management, direction and control of 
such facilities shall be vested in the Commissioner 
of the Department of Institutions and Agencies. 
No board of managers shall be appointed and the 
commissioner shall perform those duties and func- 
tions which would otherwise be performed by such 
board. 

6. There is hereby appropriated from the general 
funds of the State in the State Treasury, the sum of 
$150,000.00 to the Department of Institutions and 
Agencies for the purpose of carrying out the provi- 
sions of this act.

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CHAPTER 91 


Aw Act concerning the publication of legal notices 
in newspapers and authorizing such publication 
in said newspapers published on Sundays. 


Br rt enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Wherever publication of a legal notice of any 
kind is authorized or required to be published in a 
newspaper, such publication may be made in a 
newspaper published on any Sunday in the same 
manner and to the same effect as though such news- 
paper were published on a day of the week other 
than a Sunday; provided, that the newspaper in 
which such publication shall be had is printed and 
published in the English language, within this 
State, and has been or shall have been published 
at least once a week for at least 2 years con- 
tinuously. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved June 21, 1957. 
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CHAPTER 92 


An Acr to amend the ‘‘Cigarette Tax Act,’’ ap- 
proved April 29, 1948 (P. L. 1948, ¢. 65). 


Be rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 409 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

409. Redemption and refund of stamps. 

The director shall redeem any unused or muti- 
lated, but identifiable, stamps that any distributor 
or dealer may present for redemption, and refund 
therefor the face value of said stamps, less the dis- 
count allowed by the director at the time of the 
purchase of the stamps by said distributor or 
dealer. In the event any stamped cigarettes are 
shipped out of this State, or are sold to those 
agencies or instrumentalities which this State is 
prohibited from taxing under the Constitution or 
the statutes of the United States, by any distrib- 
utor or dealer, a refund of the face value of said 
stamps, less the discount allowed by the director 
at the time of the purchase of the stamps by said 
distributor or dealer, shall be made upon the appli- 
cation of the distributor or dealer on forms pre- 
scribed by the director together with such evidence 
and proof of sale as the director shall require. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately and shall 
be retroactive to and including April 16, 1956.

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CHAPTER 93 


Aw Act concerning the commitment of inmates to 
the Annandale Reformatory; the transfer of in- 
mates between the several State correctional 
institutions and amending sections 380 :4-85, 30 :4— 
147 and 30:4-151 of the Revised Statutes. 


Brrr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 30:4-85 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

30:4-85. Any inmate of any correctional institu- 
tion as classified in section 30 :1-7 of this Title may 
be transferred to any other such correctional insti- 
tution by order of the commissioner directing such 
transfer, either upon the application of the chief 
executive officer or upon the initiative of the com- 
missioner. 

No inmate of the State Home for Boys or the 
State Home for Girls shall be transferred to the 
State Prison. 

Any inmate of the State Home for Boys of the 
age of 15 years may be transferred from such home 
to the reformatory at Annandale or, if over the 
age of 16 years, to the reformatory at Bordentown, 
and any inmate of the State Home for Girls, over 
the age of 16 years, may be transferred from such 
home to the women’s reformatory at Clinton. 


Any inmate of a correctional institution for 
males, as classified in section 30:1-7 of this Title, 
of the age of 18 years, may be transferred to the 
State Prison if it shall appear, to the satisfaction of 
the commissioner after recommendation by a spe- 
cial classification review board appointed by the 
State board from among members of the depart- 
ment central office staff, that such inmate cannot 
properly be confined in such institution and that his 
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transfer will operate for the general benefit and 
welfare of the inmate population of the institution 
from which he is to be transferred. 

The commissioner may also contract, under the 
direction of the State board and in behalf of any 
institution where an inmate to be transferred may 
be, with the various governing bodies of counties 
in this State for the amount to be paid for main- 
tenance of inmates of correctional institutions to 
be maintained in such county institutions, after 
transfer thereto by order of the commissioner, for 
such amounts as may be approved by the State 
House Commission, and such payments shall be 
taken from and paid out of the appropriation made 
annually for the maintenance of such person or 
persons in the State institution from whence he is 
or shall be transferred, and the commissioner shall 
have power to make such transfer in such cases as 
in the case of other transfers provided for in this 
section. Such transfers shall be made in accordance 
with the formally adopted rules of the State board. 

Persons transferred shall be subject to rules, reg- 
ulations and discipline of the institution in which 
they are confined, except in so far as they conflict 
with the rules and regulations of the State board. 

2. Section 30:4-147 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

30 :4-147. Any male person between the ages of 
16 and 80 years, who has been convicted of a crime 
punishable by imprisonment in the State Prison, 
who has not previously been sentenced to a State 
Prison or a reformatory in this State, or to a State

State, may be committed to the reformatory. 

3. Section 30:4-151 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

Any male between the ages of 15 and 
21 years, who has been convicted of a crime punish- 
able by imprisonment in the State Prison, who has 
not previously been convicted of a crime punishable 
by imprisonment in the State Prison and sentenced

to a State Prison, reformatory or penitentiary in 
any other State, may be committed to the reforma- 
tory at Annandale, but no person who has been pre- 
viously convicted of a crime punishable by im- 
prisonment in the State Prison, and sentenced to a 
prison, or a reformatory in this State, or to a State 
Prison. reformatory or penitentiary in any other 
State may be sentenced to the reformatory at 
Annandale.

a. Ascertain and establish the boundaries of all 
streets, highways, lanes, alleys and public places in 
the municipality, and prevent and remove all en- 
croachments, obstructions and encumbrances in, 
over or upon the same or any part thereof ; 

b. Establish, change the grade of or vacate any 
publie street, highway, lane or alley, or any part 
thereof, including the vacation of any portion of 
any public street, highway, lane or alley measured 
from a horizontal plane a specified distance above 
or below its surface and continuing upward or 
downward, as the case may be; vacate any street, 
highway, lane, alley, square, place or park, or any 
part thereof, dedicated to public use but not ac- 
cepted by the municipality, whether or not the 
same, or any part, has been actually opened or 1m- 
proved; accept any street, highway, lane, alley, 
square, beach, park or other place, or any part 
thereof, dedicated to public use, and thereafter, 
improve and maintain the same. The word 
‘‘vacate’’ shall be construed for all purposes of 
this article to include the release of all publie 
rights, resulting from any dedication of lands not 
accepted by the municipality ; 

ce. Prescribe the time, manner in which and terms 
upon which persons shall exercise any privilege 
granted to them in the use of any street, highway, 
alley or public place, or in digging up the same for 
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laying down rails, pipes, conduits, or for any other 
purpose whatever ; 

d. Prevent or regulate the erection and construc- 
tion of any stoop, step, platform, window, cellar 
door, area, descent into a cellar or basement, bridge, 
sign, or any post, erection or projection in, over or 
upon any street or highway, and for the removal 
of the same at the expense of the owner or occupant 
of the premises where already erected; 

e. Cause the owners of real estate abutting on 
any street or highway to erect fences, walls or other 
safeguards for the protection of persons from in- 
jury from unsafe places on said real estate ad- 
jacent to or near such street or highway; and 
provide for the erection of the same by the munici- 
pality at the expense of the owner or owners of 
such real estate; 

f. Reeulate or prohibit the erection and mainte- 
nance of fences or any other form of inclosures 
fronting on any municipal street, highway, lane, 
ue or publie place; 

Prevent persons from depositing, throwing, 
spilling or dumping dirt, ashes or other material 
upon any street or highway or portion thereof, or 
causing or permitting the same to be done; 

h. Regulate or prohibit the placing of banners 
or flags, in, over or upon any street or avenue; 

i. Cause the territory within the municipality to 
be accurately surveyed and a map or maps to be 
prepared showing the location and width of each 
street, highway, lane, alley and public place, and 
a plan for the systematic opening of roads and 
streets in the future. Such map or maps may be 
changed from time to time; 

j. Provide for the adoption and changing of a 
system of numbering all buildings and lots of land 
in such municipality, and the display upon each 
building of the number assigned to it, either at the 
expense of the owner thereof or of the munici- 
pality ; 

k. Provide for the naming and changing the 
names of streets and highways, and the erection 
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thereon of signs, showing the names thereof, and 
guide posts for travelers ; 

l. Regulate processions and parades through the 
streets and highways of the municipality. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 97, LAWS OF 1957 
Interstate Compact oN INTERPLEADER 
The contracting States solemnly agree: 
ArticLE I—Purross. 


The aims of this compact are to promote comity 
and judicial co-operation among the States party 
thereto; and to relieve from undue risk and un- 
certainty, a person who may be subject to double 
or multiple lability because of the existence of 
adverse claimants, 1 or more of whom in the ab- 
sence of this compact may not be subject to the 
jurisdiction of the adjudicating court, when such 
person makes all reasonable efforts to secure 
judicial determination and discharge of his liability. 


Articue IJ—Derrtnirions. 


For the purpose of this compact the following 
definitions shall apply: 


(a) A State shall mean (1) a State of the United 
States or any territory or possession of the United 
States and the District of Columbia acting under 
Article 1, section 10, clause 3, of the Constitution 
of the United States in entering this compact with 
an American or a foreign jurisdiction, or (2) a 
State of the community of nations and any com- 
ponent governmental unit of such a State which 
under the laws thereof may validly become party 
to this compact. 

(b) A person shall include any entity capable of 
suing or being sued in the State in which the inter- 
pleader is pending. 

(c) Interpleader shall mean a judicial procedure 
by which 2 or more persons who have adverse 
claims against a third person may be required to 
litigate these claims in 1 proceeding. 


CHAPTER 97, LAWS OF 1957 


Article I1I—Serrvice oF Procsss. 


(a) Service of process sufficient to acquire per- 
sonal jurisdiction may be made within a State party 
to this compact, by a person who institutes an inter- 
pleader proceeding or interpleader part of a pro- 
ceeding in another State, party to this compact, 
provided that such service shall fulfill the require- 
ments for service of process of the State in which 
the service is made and provided further that such 
service shall meet the minimum standards for serv- 
ice of the jurisdiction where the proceeding is 
pending. 

(b) No such service of process shall be valid 
unless either: (1) the subject matter of the proceed- 
ing is specific real property or tangible personal 
property situated within the State in which the 
proceeding is pending; or (2) 1 or more of the 
claimants shall be either a permanent resident or 
domiciliary of the State in which the proceeding is 
pending; or (3) a significant portion of the trans- 
action out of which the proceeding shall have arisen 
shall have taken place in the State in which the 
proceeding is pending; or (4) 1 of the claimants 
shall have initiated the action. 


ArticLE [V—Score or INTERPLEADER 
UNAFFECTED. 


Nothing in this compact shall be construed to 
change any requirement or limitation on the scope 
of interpleader of the State in which the inter- 
pleader proceeding is pending except in relation to 
acquisition of personal jurisdiction. 


ARTICLE V—FINALIty oF JUDGMENT. 


No judgment obtained against any person in any 
proceeding to which he had become a party by 
reason of service of process effected pursuant to 
the provisions of this compact shall be subject to 
attack on the ground that the adjudicating court 
did not have personal jurisdiction over such person. 
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ARTICLE VI —ENACTMENT. 


(a) This compact shall enter into force and effect 
as to a State 1 year from the date it has taken 
whatever action may be necessary pursuant to its 
required processes to make this compact part of 
the laws of such State and the appropriate author- 
ity of such State shall have deposited a duly 
authenticated copy of its statute, proclamation, 
order, or similar official pronouncement having the 
force of law and embodying this compact as law 
with the appropriate officer or agency of each of 
the States party thereto. In the statute, proclama- 
tion, order or similar act by which a State adopts 
this compact, it shall specify the officer or agency 
with whom the documents referred to in this article 
shall be deposited. 

(b) Unless the statute, proclamation, order, or 
similar act by which a State adopts this compact 
shall specify otherwise, and name the States with 
which the State intends to compact, such adoption 
shall apply to all other States then party to or who 
may subsequently become party to this compact. 
In the event that a State shall enter this compact 
with some States but not with others, the deposit of 
documents required by paragraph (a) of this article 
shall be effected only with those States to which 
the adopting State specifies an intention to be 
bound. 


ArticLe VIJ—WItTHDRAWAL. 


(a) This compact shall continue in force and re- 
main binding on a party State until such State 
shall withdraw therefrom. To be valid and effec- 
tive, any withdrawal must be preceded by a formal 
notice in writing of 1 year from the appropriate 
authority of that State. Such notice shall be com- 
municated to the same officer or agency in each 
party State with which the notice of adoption was 
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deposited pursuant to article 6 of this compact. In 
the event that a State wishes to withdraw with 
respect to 1 or more States, but wishes to remain 
a party to this compact with other States party 
thereto, its notice of withdrawal shall be communi- 
cated only to those States with respect to which 
withdrawal is contemplated. 

(b) Withdrawal shall not be effective as to serv- 
ice of process accomplished pursuant to this com- 
pact prior to the actual date of withdrawal. 

(c) Any State receiving a notice of adoption 
from another State may by action of its executive 
head within a year from the receipt of such notice 
in the manner provided for withdrawal in para- 
graph (a) of this article specify its intention not 
to be bound to the State depositing such notice and 
such adoption thereupon shall not be binding upon 
the State so acting. 


ArtictE VIJI—Srverasiaity and CONSTRUCTION. 


The provisions of this compact shall be severable 
and if any phrase, clause, sentence or provision of 
this compact is declared to be contrary to the con- 
stitution of any participating State, or in the case 
of a component governmental unit, to the constitu- 
tion of the State of which it is a part, or the ap- 
plicability thereof to any government, agency, per- 
son, or circumstance is held invalid, the validity of 
the remainder of this compact and the applicability 
thereof to any government, agency, person or cir- 
cumstance shall not be affected thereby; provided 
that if this compact shall be held invalid or con- 
trary to the constitution of any government par- 
ticipating therein the compact shall remain in full 
force and effect as to the remaining governments 
and in full force and effect as to the government 
affected to all severable matters. It is the intent 
that the provisions of this compact shall be reason- 
ably and liberally construed. 
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2. The Secretary of State is hereby designated 
as the officer to receive all documents deposited 
pursuant to articles 6 and 7 of the interpleader 
compact. The Secretary of State is also directed 
hereby to act as the repository for all such docu- 
ments and to keep and make available upon request 
a complete list of the States with which this State 
is party to the interpleader compact, together with 
such other information as may be in his possession 
concerning the status of such compact in respect 
to enactment and withdrawals therefrom. 

3. As used in paragraph (c) of article 7 of the 
interpleader compact, the phrase ‘‘executive head’’ 
shall mean the Governor of this State. In the event 
that the Governor shall take any action pursuant 
to paragraph (c) of article 7 of such interpleader 
compact, he shall promptly notify the Secretary of 
State and shall deposit with him copies of any and 
all official communications and documents relating 
to such action. The Governor shall take appro- 
priate action pursuant to paragraph (c) of article 
7 of the interpleader compact so as not to become 
party thereto with any State not recognized by the 
United States of America or with any State the 
features of whose legal system make the equitable 
operation of said compact impractical.

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CHAPTER 101 


An Acr relating to the taxation of motor fuels, 
amending section 54:39-64 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. 


Berr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Seetion 54:39-64 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

54 :39-64. (a) Any person importing fuels, as 
herein defined, into this State, for the purpose of 
consuming the same, or for the purpose of blend- 
ing the same with other fuels upon which the tax 
provided for in this chapter has been prepaid, or 
is properly owing to the State, shall be required to 
obtain a special permit (special license A) from the 
Director of the Division of Taxation and shall fur- 
nish bond as provided in this chapter. Such person 
shall be required to file a report with the director, 
disclosing the amount of fuel so imported, and such 
additional information as the director may require 
for the proper administration of this chapter, 
within 5 days from the receipt of such fuels. Upon 
application to the director, the period within which 
such reports shall be filed may be extended to a 
period of 60 days, if it shall be deemed advisable 
by the director. A tax, at the rate per gallon 
specified in section 54:39-27 of this Title, on the 
total number of gallons so imported, together with 
any unpaid tax on such other fuels, shall be paid 
to the director and accompany the report. 

Every person importing fuel into this State shall 
be presumed to have consumed or to have blended 
such fuel, and proof of such importation shall be 
prima facie evidence that such fuel is taxable, as 
provided herein. 

Any person violating any provisions of this sub- 
section (a) shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 
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(b) Any person purchasing motor fuel on which 
there has been no charge made to him of the motor 
fuel tax thereon, if the same be thereafter used or 
sold for use in the operation of a motor vehicle 
upon the highways, shall be required to obtain a 
special license B from the director. Such person 
shall, on or before the fifteenth day of each month, 
render a report to the director, stating the number 
of gallons of fuel purchased, used or sold for use 
in this State by him during the preceding calendar 
month and such additional information as the 
director may require. A tax, at the rate per gallon 
specified in section 54:39-27 of this Title, on the 
total number of gallons so used or sold for use 
shall be paid to the director and accompany such 
report. 

Any person who, having purchased motor fuel 
on which there has been no charge made to him of 
the motor fuel tax thereon, shall thereafter use or 
sell such motor fuel for use in the operation of a 
motor vehicle upon the highways without having 
first secured a special license B from the director, 
shall be liable to a penalty of not less than $25.00 
nor more than $100.00 for each such offense. 

Any person who shall fail to file the report re- 
quired by this subsection (b) on the day when it 
shall be due, shall forfeit as a penalty for each day 
thereafter until the report is filed, the sum of $5.00 
to be collected as hereinafter provided. Any per-

The report shall set forth the findings 
of the commission, its recommendations for a smoke 
and air pollution control program and a plan for 
the administration of such a program by an appro- 
priate agency. It shall also include a study and 
evaluation of existing laws in the States of New 
York, New Jersey, Connecticut and in other juris- 
dictions relating to smoke and air pollution and 
drafts of proposed legislation to carry out the rec- 
ommendations of the commission.

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CHAPTER 103 


Aw Act respecting the use of fish pound nets in the 
waters of Delaware bay and amending section 
23 :9-44 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 23:9-44 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


23 :9-44. No person shall catch and take or at- 
tempt to catch and take food fish at any time or in 
any manner other than with the devices and during 
the seasons as provided in this section. 

a. Sturgeon may be taken with a hauling seine 
or drifting gill net, the meshes of which shall be 
not less than 13 inches, stretched measure, while 
being fished, at any time of the year. 

b. Shad may be taken with a drifting, staked, or 
anchored gill net, the meshes of which shall be not 
less than 514 inches stretched measure while being 
fished, from February 1 to June 15; provided, that 
the stakes, or any part thereof, shall be removed 
from the waters by June 20 of each year. 

e. Codfish may be taken with trawl lines or set 
lines with 3 or more hooks attached, from November 
15 to March 1, these lines to be used in Delaware 
bay only. 

d. All food fish may be taken with: 

(1) A drifting gill net, the meshes of which shall 
be not less than 2%4 inches stretched measure, while 
being fished, and not exceeding 200 fathoms, from 
April 1 to November 30. 

(2) A hauling seine, the meshes of which shall be 
not less than 284 inches stretched measure, while 
being fished, and not exceeding 70 fathoms at anv 
time of year. 
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(3) A stake net not exceeding 25 fathoms in 
length and the meshes of which shall not be smaller 
than 3 inches stretched measure while being fished 
may be set approximately parallel with the shore 
in the tributaries of the Delaware river and bay 
from July 15 to April 1 next ensuing, but no stake 
net shall be set within 500 feet of another net or 
within 500 feet of a sluice, breach, or intake empty- 
ing into the tributaries of the Delaware river and 
bay, and stake net with mesh not smaller than 3 
inches and not exceeding 30 fathoms in leneth may 
be staked in the Delaware bay below Hope creck 
from February 1 to June 15. 

(4) A wire pound net which does not extend into 
the Delaware bay more than 300 feet from mean 
low water mark or 3800 feet from the outside of the 
flats which fall bare at low water, may be set and 
used in the Delaware bay from March 1 to Decem- 
ber 31 for the taking of king crabs only; provided, 
however, that any food fish of legal length that may 
be taken in the pound nets may be retained. 

A pound net, the pocket of which shall be con- 
structed of 2 inch stretched mesh may be set be- 
tween February 15 and May 15, all twine and poles 
to be completely removed by May 15; provided 
that any striped bass (rockfish) taken in this net 
must be returned to the water unharmed. No 
pound net may be set closer than 14 nautical mile 
to any other pound net, and no pound net shall be 
set, erected, operated, or maintained in the waters 
of Delaware bay under the jurisdiction of this State 
except in a location approved by the United States 
Department of the Army. 

(5) Parallel nets, the meshes of which are not 
less than 345 inches stretched measure while being 
fished, and cast nets, may be used for the capture 
of carp, suckers and eatfish only from September 
1 to May 31. 

(6) Eel pots or fyke nets, each without wings, 
provided the entrance to said eel pots and fyke nets 
shall not exceed 6 inches in diameter and the out- 
side diameter not exceed 30 inches, may be used 
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at any time in the river and tributaries for the 
taking of eels only, and in the Delaware bay below 
West creek eel pots and fyke nets, with wings not 
exceeding 5 fathoms in length, the entrance of which 
shall not exceed 12 inches and the diameter not 
exceed 72 inches, may be used from October 15 to 
December 31 for eels only. 

(7) Purse seimes, for the taking of menhaden 
only, provided the nets are licensed in accordance 
with sections 23:3-50 to 23:8-53 of the Revised 
Statutes. 

(8) Rods and lines, or hand lines, otherwise 
known as dipsey and throw lines, each having not 
more than 3 hooks, at any time of the year. 

(9) No net shall be set in a manner that will 
impede navigation. Any rockfish, commonly called 
striped bass, of legal size which may become en- 
tangled in drifting shad nets between March 1 and 
June 10, may be retained. 

A person who violates any provisions of this 
section shall be subject to a fine of $100.00, together 
with a forfeiture of all nets, and appliances used. 

2. This act shall take effect January 1, 1958.

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CHAPTER 104 


Aw Acr concerning unemployment compensation, 
and amending section 43:21-4 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Be rr enacteD by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 43:21-4 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


43:21-4. An unemployed individual shall be 
eligible to receive benefits with respect to any week 
only if it appears that: | 

(a) He has registered for work at, and there- 
after continued to report at, an employment office 
in accordance with such regulations as the division 
may prescribe, except that the division may, by 
regulation, waive or alter either or both of the re- 
quirements of this subsection as to individuals at- 
tached to regular jobs, and as to such other types 
of cases or situations with respect to which the 
division finds that compliance with such require- 
ments would be oppressive, or would be inconsistent 
with the purpose of this act; provided, that no such 
regulation shall conflict with subsection (a) of sec- 
tion 43 :21-3 of this Title. 

(b) He has made a claim for benefits in accord- 
ance with the provisions of subsection (a) of section 
43 :21-6 of this Title. 

(c) He is able to work, is available for work, and 
has demonstrated that he is actively seeking work, 
except as provided in subsection (f) of this section ; 
provided, that the director may, in his discretion, 
modify the requirement of actively seeking work if, 
in his judgment, such modification of this require- 
ment is warranted by economie conditions; but no 
individual, who is otherwise eligible, shall be 
deemed ineligible, or unavailable for work, because 
he is on vacation, without pay, during said week, 
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if said vacation is not the result of his own action 
as distinguished from any collective action of a 
collective bargaining agent or other action beyond 
his individual control. 

(d) He has been totally or partially unemployed 
for a waiting period of one week in the benefit year 
which includes that week. When benefits become 
payable with respect to the third consecutive week 
next following the waiting period, he shall be eli- 
gible to receive benefits as appropriate with respect 
to the waiting period. No week shall be counted as 
a week of unemployment for the purposes of this 
subsection : 


(1) if benefits have been paid, or are pay- 
able with respect thereto; provided, that the 
requirements of this paragraph shall be waived 
with respect to any benefits paid or payable for 
a waiting period as provided in this subsection ; 

(2) if it has constituted a waiting period 
as under the Temporary Disability Benefits 

aw; 

(3) unless the individual fulfills the require- 
inents of subsections (a) and (c) of this section; 

(4) if it has constituted a week with respect 
to which it is found that his unemployment was 
due to a stoppage of work which exists because 
of a labor dispute, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of subsection (d) of section 43 :21-5 of 
this Title. 


(e) With respect to a base year as defined in 
paragraph (1) of subsection (¢) of section 48 :21-19 
of this Title, his wages within such base year were 
not less than 25 times his weekly benefit amount. 
With respect to a base year as defined in paragraph 
(2) of subsection (c) of section 43:21-19 of this 
Title, he has established at least 17 base weeks as 
defined in subsection (t) of section 43 :21-19 of this 
Title. 

(f) He has suffered any accident or sickness not 
compensable under the workmen’s compensation 
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law (Title 34 of the Revised Statutes) and resulting 
in his total disability to perform any work for 
remuneration, and would be eligible to receive bene- 
fits under this chapter (without regard to the maxi- 
mum amount of benefits payable during any benefit 
year) except for his inability to work and has fur- 
nished notice and proof of claim to the division, 
in accordance with its rules and regulations, and 
payment is not precluded by the provisions of sub- 
section (@) hereof or of section 43 :21—8 (d) of this 
Title. Such benefit payments shall be charged to 
and paid from the State disability benefits fund 
established by the Temporary Disability Benefits 
Law, and shall not be charged to any employer ac- 
count in computing any employer’s experience rate 
for contributions payable under this chapter. 

(¢) No benefits shall be payable under subsection 
(f) above to any individual: 


(1) for any period during which such indi- 
vidual is not under the care of a legally licensed 
physician, dentist or chiropodist; 

(2) for any period of disability due to preg- 
nancy or resulting childbirth, miscarriage, or 
abortion; 

(3) for any period of disability due to will- 
fully or intentionally self-inflicted injury, or to 
injuries sustained in the perpetration by the 
individual of a high misdemeanor ; 

(4) for any week with respect to which or 
a part of which he has received or is seeking 
benefits under any unemployment compensa- 
tion or disability benefit law of any other State 
or of the United States; provided, that if the 
appropriate agency of such other State or of 
the United States finally determines that he 
is not entitled to such benefits, this disqualifica- 
tion shall not apply; 

(5) for the 2 weeks immediately following 
detachment from any maritime services per- 
formed under shipping articles; 
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(6) for any week with respect to which or 
part of which he has received or is seeking 
disability benefits under the Temporary Dis- 
ability Benefits Law; 


(7) for any period of disability commencing _ 


prior to January 1, 1949, or for any period of 
disability commencing while such individual is 
a ‘‘covered individual’’ as defined in subsection 
3 (b) of the Temporary Disability Benefits 
Law (chapter 110, P. L. 1948), or after the 
expiration of 26 consecutive weeks during 
which the individual has been unemployed. 


(h) Notwithstanding any other provision of this 


chapter, the director may, to the extent that he 
deems efficient and economical, provide for con- 
solidated administration by one or more repre- 
sentatives or deputies of claims made pursuant to 
subsection (f) of this section with those made pur- 
suant to article III (State plan) of the Temporary 
Disability Benefits Law.

1. Section 1 of the act of which this act is amenda- 
torv is amended to read as follows: 

1. The governing body of any municipality may 
lease any real estate owned or controlled by it or 
any interest therein when. and to the extent that, it 
is not required for municipal purposes, to any in- 
corporated boys’ club, affiliated with, or a member 
of, the Boys’ Clubs of America or to any incorpo- 
rated or unincorporated association known as 
Young Men’s Christian Association, Young 
Women’s Christian Association, Catholic Youth 
Organization, Young Men’s Hebrew Association, 
Young Women’s Hebrew Association or Young 
Men’s and Young Women’s Hebrew Association in 
this State or to any incorporated or unincorporated 
Boy Scout Council, Club or Troop affihated with the 
Boy Seouts of America or Girl Scout Council, Cliab 
or Troop affiliated with the Girl Scouts of America, 
or to any local unit of the New Jersey Association 
for Retarded Children while it is used for the pur- 
poses of such organization in promoting the health, 
safety, morals and general welfare of the com- 
munity and not for commercial business, trade, or 
manufacturing purposes, without cost or at a 
nominal rental.

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CHAPTER 106 


Aw Acr to amend the ‘‘Motor Vehicle Security- 
Responsibility Law’’ approved May 10, 1952 
(P. L. 1952, c. 173). 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 13 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 


13. If a person fails to pay and satisfy every 
judgment rendered against him for damages be- 
cause of personal injury or death, or damage to 
property in excess of $100.00, resulting from the 
ownership, maintenance, use or operation of a 
motor vehicle and every judgment based on an 
agreement or contract made in settlement of dam- 
ages arising out of a motor vehicle accident, within 
60 days after its entry, or if an appeal is taken 
therefrom within that time, within 60 days after 
the judgment as entered or modified becomes final, 
the operator’s license and all registration certifi- 
cates of any such person, other than a chauffeur or 
operator employed by the owner of a motor vehicle 
and so acting at the time of the damage, injuries 
or death resulting in the judgment, shall, upon re- 
ceiving a certified copy of a transcript of the final 
judgment from the court in which it was rendered 
showing it to have been still unsatisfied more than 
60 days after it became final, be forthwith sus- 
pended by the director. 

If the director is satisfied that a judgment debtor 
or his insurance carrier was, within the said 60- 
day period, ready, willing and able to pay the said 
judgement but was prevented from so doing by rea- 
son of the refusal or legal inability of the judgment 
ereditor to accept payment, or that the failure to 
pay said judgment within the said 60-day period 
was due to the act or neglect of the judgment 
debtor’s insurance carrier and not to any fault of 
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the judgment debtor then the director may, in his 
discretion, extend the 60-day limitation herein pre- 
scribed for any reasonable time necessary to com- 
plete the formality of payment of the judgment 
and shall not suspend the judgment debtor’s 
driver’s license, operating privilege or certificate 
of registration. 

The judgment herein mentioned shall be a jude- 
ment of a court of competent jurisdiction of this 
State or any other State or of a District Court of 
the United States. 

The license and registration certificates shall re- 
main so suspended and shall not be renewed, nor 
shall a motor vehicle be thereafter registered in 
the name of that person while the judgment remains 
unstayed, unsatisfied, subsisting and until every 
such judgment is satisfied or discharged, and until 
he gives proof of his ability to respond in damages, 
as required in this act, for future accidents, except 
that in event that the judgment debtor shall be re- 
lieved of liability for payment of said judgment by 
an adjudication of the court in which the same was 
entered, or if the right to enforce said judgment 
by docketing and revival, or by revival, or by bring- 
ing an action thereon, shall have expired without 
such revival or the bringing of any such action 
thereon, the judgment debtor’s license shall be re- 
stored to him, and 1 or more motor vehicles may be 
registered in his name, upon application to the Di- 
vision of Motor Vehicles and upon his giving proof 
of ability to respond in damages, as required in 
this act, for future accidents. 

A discharge in bankruptcy shall not relieve the 
judgement debtor from any of the requirements of | 
this act. 

The clerk of the court in which the judgment is 
rendered, or the court where it has no clerk, shall 
forward to the director, immediately after the ex- 
piration of the 60 days a certified copy of the jude- 
ment or a transcript thereof, as aforesaid. 

Upon the filing with the court of proof of satis- 
faction or discharge of a judgment, the nonpayment 
of which has been previously certified to the di- 
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rector, the clerk of the court, or the court where it 
has no clerk shall immediately forward notice of 
such satisfaction or discharge to the director. 

If the defendant is a nonresident the director 
shall transmit to the officer in charge of the issu- 
ance of driver licenses and registration certificates 
of the State of which the defendant is a resident 
a certified copy of the judgment. 

If after proof is given, another such judgment 
is recovered against that person for an accident 
occurring before the proof was given, the license 
and certificate shall again be and remain suspended, 
and no other license or certificate shall be issued to 
him while the judgment so remains unsatisfied and 
subsisting. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 107 


Aw Act concerning motor vehicles, and amending 
section 39:3-4 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br it enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 39:3-4 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

39 :3-4. Except as hereinafter provided, every 
resident of this State and every nonresident whose 
automobile or motorcycle shall be driven in this 
State shall before using such vehicles on the public 
highways, register the same, and no automobile or 
motoreycle shall be driven unless so registered. 

Such registration shall be made in the following 
manner: An application in writing, signed by the 
applicant or by an agent or officer in case the ap- 
plicant is a corporation, shall be made to the di- 
rector or his lawful agent, on forms prepared and 
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supplied by the director, containing the name, 
address and age of the owner, together with a 
deseription of the character of the automobile or 
motorcycle, including the name of the maker and 
the manufacturer’s number or the motor number, 
or both, and any other statement that may be re- 
quired by the director. Thereupon ‘the director 
shall have the power to grant a registration cer- 
tificate to the owner of any motor vehicle, if over 
17 years of age, application for the registration 
having been properly made and the fee therefor 
paid, and the vehicle being of a type that complies 
with the requirements of this subtitle. The form 
and contents of the registration certificate to be 
issued shall be prescribed by the director. The 
director shall maintain a record of all registration 
certificates issued, and of the contents thereof. 

Every registration shall expire and the certificate 

thereof become void on the last day of the twelfth 
calendar month following the calendar month in 
which the certificate was issued; provided, how- 
ever, that the director may, at his discretion and 
for good cause shown, require registrations which 
shall expire, and issue certificates thereof which 
shall become void, on a date fixed by him, which date 
shall not be sooner than 3 months nor later than 16 
months after the date of issuance of such certifi- 
eates, and the fees for such registrations shall be 
fixed by the director in amounts proportionately 
less or greater than the fees established in this 
Title. 
- The director shall issue registration certificates 
for the following registration period, on and after 
the first day of the calendar month immediately 
preceding the commencement of such registration 
period, such registration certificates to he effective 
immediately. 

Application forms for all renewals of registra- 
tions for passenger automobiles shall be mailed by 
the director from the central office of the division 
to the last addresses of owners of motor vehicles 
and motorcycles, as they appear on the records of 
the division. 
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No person owning or having control over any 
unregistered motor vehicle shall permit the same 
to be parked or to stand on a public highway. 

Any motor vehicle inspector or police officer is 
authorized to remove any such unregistered vehicle 
from the public highway to a storage space or ga- 
rage, the expense involved in such removal and 
storing of said motor vehicle to be borne by the 
owner of such vehicle. 

Any person violating the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall be subject to a fine not exceeding $100.00, 
except that for the misstatement of any fact in the 
application required to be made by the director, the 
person making such statement shall be subject to 
the penalties provided in section 39:3-37 of this 
Title. 

Nothing in this section shall be construed to alter 
or extend the expiration date of any registration 
certificate issued prior to March 1, 1956. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 108 


Aw Act concerning motor vehicles, and amending 
section 39 :3-10 of the Revised Statutes. 


Brrr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 39:3-10 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

39 :3-10. No person shall drive a motor vehicle 
on a public highway in this State unless licensed 
to do so in accordance with this article. No person 
under 17 years of age shall be licensed to drive 
motor vehicles, nor shall a person be licensed until 
he has passed a satisfactory examination as to his 
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ability as an operator. The examination shall in- 
clude a test of the applicant’s knowledge of such 
portions of the mechanism of motor vehicles as 
is necessary to insure the safe operation of a vehicle 
of the kind or kinds indicated by the applicant and 
of the laws and ordinary usages of the road and a 
demonstration of his ability to operate a vehicle 
of the class designated. 

The director, upon payment of the lawful fee and 
after he or an inspector of his has examined the 
applicant and is satisfied of the applicant’s ability 
as an operator, may, in his discretion, license the 
applicant to drive a motor vehicle. The license 
shall authorize him to drive any registered auto- 
mobile or motorcycle and shall expire on the last 
day of the twelfth or thirty-sixth calendar month 
following the calendar month in which such license 
was issued, the term of such license to be at the 
option of the driver; provided, however, that the 
director may, at his discretion and for good cause 
shown, issue licenses which shall expire on a date 
fixed by him, which date shall not be sooner than 
© months nor later than 41 months, after the date 
of issuance of such licenses, and the fee for such 
licenses shall be fixed by the director in amounts 
proportionately less or greater than the fee herein 
established. The license fee for such 36-month 
period shall be $8.00 for drivers of automobiles 
and $2.50 for operators of motorcycles, and for the 
12-month period shall be $3.00 for drivers of auto- 
mobiles and $1.00 for operators of motorcycles. 
The driver’s license shall have the name of the 
licensee endorsed thereon in his own handwriting. 

The director shall issue licenses for the following 
license period on and after the first day of the cal- 
endar month immediately preceding the commence- 
ment of such period, such licenses to be effective 
immediately. 

All applications for renewals of licenses shall be 
made on forms prescribed by the director, which 
forms shall be mailed by the director from the 
central office of the division to the last addresses of 
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the licensed drivers as they appear on the records 
of the division. Upon the return by mail of such 
forms, accompanied by the requisite fees, the di- 
rector shall issue renewals of such licenses by mail 
from the central office of the division. 

The director in his discretion may refuse to grant 
a license to drive motor vehicles to a person who is, 
in his estimation, not a proper person to be granted 
such a license, but no defect of the applicant shall 
debar him from receiving a license unless it can be 
shown by tests approved by the Director of the 
Division of Motor Vehicles that the defect incapaci- 
tates him from safely operating a motor vehicle. 

A person violating this section shall be subject 
to a fine not exceeding $500.00 or imprisonment 
in the county jail for not more than 60 days. 

Nothing in this section shall be construed to alter 
or extend the expiration of any license issued prior 
to March 1, 1956. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 109 


Aw Act concerning disorderly persons, and amend- 
ing section 2A :170-8 of the New Jersey Statutes. 


Bert enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 2A :170-8 of the New Jersey Statutes 
is amended to read as follows: 

2A :170-8. Any person who uses or who is under 
the influence of any narcotic drug, as defined in 
article 1 of chapter 18 of Title 24 of the Revised 
Statutes (Food and Drugs), the uniform narcotic 
drug law, for a purpose other than the treatment 
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of sickness or injury as prescribed or administered 
by a person duly authorized by law to treat sick 
and injured human beings, is a disorderly person. 

In a prosecution under this chapter, it shall not 
be necessary for the State to prove that the accused 
did use or was under the influence of any specific 
narcotic drug or drugs, but it shall be sufficient for 
a conviction under this chapter for the State to 
prove that the accused did use or was under the 
influence of some narcotic drug or drugs as defined 
in article 1 of chapter 18 of Title 24 of the Revised 
Statutes (Food and Drugs), by proving that the 
accused did manifest physical and physiological 
symptoms or reactions caused by the use of any 
nareotic drug. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 110 


An Acr concerning the issuance of warrants or 
writs for removal and writs of possession in 
actions to recover possession of certain premises 
or units used for dwelling purposes. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Notwithstanding any other provisions of law, 
in any action brought by a landlord against a tenant 
to recover possession of premises or unit used for 
dwelling purposes, to which this act is applicable, 
whether by summary dispossess proceedings, civil 
action for the possession of land, or otherwise, the 
judge of the court having jurisdiction shall use 
sound diseretion in the issuance of a warrant or 
writ for removal or writ of possession, and if it 
shall appear that by the issuance of the warrant or 
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writ the tenant will suffer hardship because of the 
unavaulability of other dwelling accommodations 
the judge may stay the issuance of the warrant or 
writ and cause the same to issue at such time as he 
shall deem proper under the circumstances, but in 
no ease shall such judge stay the issuance of any 
such warrant or writ for possession for a longer 
period than 6 months after the date of entry of the 
judgment of possession; provided, however, that 
in no ease shall the issuance of the warrant or writ 
be stayed or the stay thereof be longer continued, as 
the case may be, if the tenant should (a) fail to pay 
to the landlord all arrears in rent and the amount 
that would have been payable as rent if the tenancy 
had continued, together with the accrued costs of 
the action; or (b) during the stay, fail to continue 
to pay to the landlord the amount of rent that 
would be due if the tenancy had continued; or (c) 
during the stay, become so disorderly as to destroy 
the peace and quiet of the other tenants living in 
the same building or in the neighborhood; or (d) 
during the stay, willfully destroy, damage or in- 
jure the premises. 

2. In no event shall any payment made by the 
tenant to the landlord for continued occupancy of 
any premises or unit, as provided in section 1 of 
this act, be deemed to create a new tenancy. 

3. This act shall apply to all actions and pro-_ 
ceedings by a landlord against a tenant to recover 
possession of premises used for dwelling purposes 
for which warrants or writs of removal shall not 
have been satisfied, but this act shall not be opera- 
tive as to any premises under rent control. 

4. This act shall take effect immediately and 
shall expire June 30, 1958.

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CHAPTER 111 


An Act to regulate the operation of rowboats, 
canoes, sailboats and certain other craft, oper- 
ating on certain fresh water lakes, and supple- 
menting Title 12 of the Revised Statutes.

1. Every rowboat, canoe, sailboat or craft pro- 
pelled by hand or foot, operating on any fresh 
water lake lying wholly within the State and having 
a total area of not less than 3% square miles, shall 
from sunset to sunrise carry and display lights 
when under way or at anchor as follows; (a) a 
bright white ight aft to show all around the horizon 
visible at a distance of at least 2 miles; and (b) in 
addition, if 26 feet or over in length, on the star- 
board (right side) a green light and on the port 
(left side) a red light both so constructed as to show 
an unbroken light over an are of the horizon of 
10 points of the compass visible at a distance of at 
least 1 mile, so fixed as to throw the light from 
right ahead to 2 points abaft the beam, and fitted 
with inboard screens of sufficient length and height 
to prevent such lights from being visible across the 
bow. 

2. Any person who violates any provision of this 
act shall be subject to a fine not exceeding $100.00, 
which shall be collected in the manner provided in 
the Penalty Enforcement Law (N. J. 8. 2A :58-1 et 
seq.). Every County Court, county district court 
and municipal court shall have jurisdiction to en- 
foree the provisions of this act. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 114 


Aw Acr concerning juries, and amending section 
2A :70-1 of the New Jersey Statutes. 


Brrr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 2A :70-1 of the New Jersey Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

2A :70-1. The jury commissioners of each county 
shall, at least 40 days prior to the commencement of 
each stated session of the Superior Court in their 
county, make 2 lists, alphabetically arranged and 
consecutively numbered, of persons liable to jury 
duty, having regard to the just distribution of jury 
service among those persons qualified therefor in 
the various wards and municipalities of such 
county. The lists shall state their occupation and 
places of abode, showing their respective municipal- 
ities and wards, if any, in municipalities, and shall 
be designated respectively the ‘‘grand jury list”’ 
and the ‘‘petit jury list.”’.

The number of persons named on the petit 
jury list shall at no time be less than 250, the num- 
ber to be determined by such assignment judge. 
A eopy of each list shall be delivered forthwith to 
such assignment judge. The board of chosen free- 
holders of any county by resolution may provide 
for the purchase and use of the jury commissioners 
of the county electromechanical devices commonly 
designated automatic business machines with punch 
eards and card sorting machines. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTHR 115 


An Act concerning the enforcement of the fish and 
game and shellfish laws of the States of New 
York and New Jersey in certain cases. 


Wuereas, The State of New York has enacted a 
law for the arrest and punishment of any person 
violating the fish and game laws of that State and 
of the State of New Jersey where the violation 
is attempted or committed in or en the waters 
lying between said States or on the shores thereof 
(Section 383 of the Conservation Law of the 
State of New York); and 


Wuereas, Said law to be effective requires recipro- 
cal legislation by the State of New Jersey; and 


Wuenreas, It is in the best interests of the State of 
New Jersey to adopt such legislation; now, there- 
fore, 


Be ir enacteD by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any person who is authorized to make arrests 
for violations of the fish and game or shellfish laws 
of the State of New York or of the State of New 
Jersey shall have the power and authority to arrest 
any person violating the fish and game laws or 
shellfish laws of the State of New York or of the 
State of New Jersey where the violation is im or on 
any waters or parts thereof lying between said 
States, or on the shores thereof, and to take the per- 
son so arrested before a judge or magistrate of the 
State in which the violation was committed, for 
prosecution according to the laws of such State. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately and 
shall be operative only so long as a substantially 
similar statute is in effect in the State of New York. 
York. 

Approved July 2, 1957. 
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CHAPTER 116 


An Act concerning hunting of deer with a dog 
and amending section 23:4-46 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Be rv enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 23:4-46 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

23 :4-46. No person shall at any time, or for any 
reason, hunt for, track, search for, seek, capture or 
kill a wild deer with a doe. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 117 


Aw Act to define and authorize the sale of ice milk, 
amending sections 24:10-58, 24:10-63, 24 :10-68, 
24 :10-66, 24:10-67, 24:10-68 and 24:10-72 and 
supplementing chapter 10 of Title 24 of the Re- 
vised Statutes. 


Beir enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. For the purpose of this article, ‘‘ice milk’? is 
defined as any frozen, sweetened milk product 
which is made of the same ingredients as ice cream 
and in a manner similar to the process used in the 
manufacture of ice cream, but which contains less 
than the minimum percentage of milk fat required 
for ice cream, but in no case less than 3%, and eon- 
tains not less than 14% by weight of total milk 
solids no matter under what trade or coined name it 
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may be sold or offered for sale. The finished 
product may contain not more than 144 of 1% by 
weight of stabilizer and may contain not more than 
W% of 1% by weight of emulsifier; provided, how- 
ever, that the stabilizer and emulsifier have been ap- 
proved by the Department of Health. 

2. Section 24:10-58 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

24:10-58. For the purpose of this article ‘‘ice 
cream’’ is defined as any frozen sweetened milk 
product which is agitated during the process of 
freezing and includes every frozen milk product 
which contains more than 5% by weight of total 
milk solids or skim milk solids and which in any 
manner simulates the texture or characteristics of 
ice cream, no matter under what coined or trade 
name it may be sold, but ‘‘ice cream’’ does not in- 
clude ice milk. 

Tee cream shall be made from a combination of 1 
or more of the following ingredients, viz.: cream, 
milk, condensed milk, sweetened condensed milk, 
dried milk, skimmed milk, condensed skimmed milk, 
sweetened condensed skimmed milk or dried 
skimmed milk and with or without 1 or more of the 
following ingredients: butter, water, sugar, flavor, 
stabilizer, harmless color which does not conceal 
damage or inferiority, any 1 or all of which in- 
gredients shall be wholesome, edible material. The 
finished products shall contain not less than 10% 
of butter fat by weight except when fruits or nuts 
or both are used for flavoring when it shall contain 
not less than 8% of butter fat by weight. 

3. Section 24:10-63 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

24 :10-63. For the purpose of this article, ‘‘imita- 
tion ice cream,’’ ‘‘ice cream substitute’’ or ‘‘coated 
imitation ice cream’’ are defined as: 

(1) any frozen sweetened product regardless of 
the name under which it is manufactured, sold or 
offered for sale which is made in imitation or 
semblance of or is manufactured in a manner 
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similar to the process used in manufacturing but 
is not Ice cream, custard ice cream, French ice 
cream, French custard, frozen custard, ice milk, 
sherbet, ice or fruit ice as defined in this chapter or 

(2) any frozen sweetened product labeled as a 
product defined in this chapter but which does not 
comply with such defined standards. 

4, Section 24:10-65 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

24:10-65. No person by himself or by his agent, 
servant or employee shall sell, offer or expose for 
sale or have in his possession with intent to sell ice 
cream, custard ice cream, French ice cream, French 
custard, frozen custard, ice milk, sherbet, ice or 
fruit ice, including coated ice cream and the coating 
thereof, which is aduiterated within the meaning of 
this article, or sell, offer or expose for sale or have 
in his possession with intent to sell, any imitation 
ice cream, ice cream substitute or coated imitation 
ice cream as defined in section 24:10-63 of this 
Title. 

5. Section 24:10-66 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

24 :10-66. Ice cream, custard ice cream, Irench 
ice cream, French custard, frozen custard, ice milk, 
sherbet, ice and fruit ice shall be deemed to be 
adulterated within the meaning of this article: 

First: If it contains boric acid, formaldehyde, 
saccharin or any other added substance or com- 
pound that is deleterious to health. 

Second: If it contains salts of copper, iron, 
ochres or any coloring substance deleterious to 
health, but this paragraph shall not be construed to 
prohibit the use of harmless colormg matter when 
not used for fraudulent purposes. 

Third: If it contains any deleterious flavoring 
matter or flavoring matter not true to name. 

Fourth: If it contains any fats, oils, or paraffin 
other than milk fats added to or blended or com- 
pounded with it, but the coating of coated ice cream 
may contain cocoa butter or cocoanut oil, or both; 
and chocolate ice cream may contain cocoa butter. 
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Fifth: If it is an imitation ice cream, ice cream 
substitute or coated imitation ice cream as defined 
in section 24:10-63 of this Title. - 

Sixth: If it is offered for sale from any container, 
compartment or cabinet which contains any article 
other than ice cream, custard ice cream, French ice 
eream, French custard, frozen custard, ice milk, 
sherbet, ice or fruit ice. 

Seventh: If it falls below the standards or any 
of them fixed for the particular product by the 
definition thereof contained in this article or is 
falsely labeled or labeled contrary to the provisions 
of this article. 

Kighth: If it is ice milk and contains less than 
1.4 pounds total food solids per gallon in the 
finished produet or weighs less than 4.5 pounds per 
gallon or if any package or container of a different 
unit contains less than a proportionate amount of 
total food solids or weighs proportionately less. 

6. Section 24:10-67 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

24 10-67. Every ice cream plant shall be main- 
tained and operated with strict regard for the 
purity and wholesomeness of the ice cream, 
sherbet and ice produced therein. The entire estab- 
lishment and its appertaining premises including 
fixtures, furnishings, machinery, apparatus, imple- 
ments, utensils, receptacles and all equipment used 
in the production, keeping, storing, handling or dis- 
tribution shall be maintained and operated in a 
clean sanitary manner. 

All equipment and utensils used in the produc- 
tion of ice cream, custard ice cream, French ice 
cream, French custard, frozen custard, ice milk, 
sherbet, ice and fruit ice shall be cleaned by wash- 
ing with a solution of at least 1% alkali, serubbed 
inside and out with suitable brushes, then rinsed 
with warm water, then scalded with hot water or 
steam. If any other method is used, such method 
shall result in the same degree of cleanliness as the 
method described. 
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The clothing, habits and conduct of the em- 
ployees shall be conducive to and promote cleanli- 
ness and sanitation. 

There shall be proper suitable and adequate 
toilets and lavatories and equipment for cleansing, 
constructed, maintained and operated in a clean 
and sanitary manner. 

7. Section 24:10-68 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

24:10-68. Every person operating a plant for the 
manufacture of ice cream, ice milk, sherbet, ices or 
fruit ices intended for sale and distribution within 
this State shall, before July 1 in each year, apply 
to the State department for a license to sell or dis- 
tribute such products within this State and register 
with the department each brand or product pro- 
duced or manufactured or sold in or from such 
plant. 

At the same time such application for a license 
and registration is filed the applicant shall pay to 
the department an annual license fee as follows: 
For each ice cream manufacturer producing or dis- 
tributing annually within this State not in excess of 
10,000 gallons, $5.00; in excess of 10,000 gallons and 
not in excess of 25,000 gallons, $10.00; in excess of 
25,000 gallons and not in excess of 50,000 gallons, 
$25.00; in excess of 50,000 gallons and not in excess 
of 100,000 gallons, $50.00; in excess of 100,000 
gallons, $100.00. 

8. Section 24:10-72 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

94 :10-72. It shall be illegal for any person to sel! 
or distribute any ice cream, ice milk, sherbet, ices 
or fruit ices in this State unless such products have 
been manufactured in a plant, the owner or opera- 
tor of which is licensed under the provisions of this 
article to sell or distribute such products in this 
State. 

It shall be unlawful for any person personally or 
by or through an agent, servant or employee to sell, 
offer for sale, expose for sale or have in possession 
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with intent to sell, ice milk packaged in containers 
of greater than 14 gallon capacity, if the ice milk 
or any of its ingredients contains added color or 
any ingredient added for the purpose of imparting 
a characterizing flavor. 
9, This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved July 2, 1957. 


CHAPTER 118 


Aw Act to amend ‘‘An act providing for the retire- 
ment of certain persons holding office, position or 
employment in State penal institutions and pro- 
viding a pension for such persons and their de- 
pendents,’’ passed June 24, 1941 (P. L. 1941, ce. 
220), as said title was amended by chapter 193 
of the laws of 1943. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 12 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

12. For the general administration and respon- 
sibility for the proper operation of this pension 
fund, there is hereby established a pension commis- 
sion, which shall be known as the Prison Officers’ 
Pension Commission. Said commission shall con- 
sist of the following members: 

(a) The Treasurer of the State of New Jersey, 
ex officio ; 

(b) One member to be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor; 

(c) Three prison officers who shall be elected 
from among the members of the pension fund; 

(d) A citizen of the State who holds no office 
under such State, who shall be selected by the other 
3 members of the commission and shall hold office 
for the term of 3 years. 
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All members of the commission shall hold office 
for 3 years commencing on July 1 and ending on 
June 30 in the third year thereafter. except that the 
members first appointed shall hold office from Octo- 
ber 1, 1957 until June 30, 1960, and the first mem- 
bers clected shall be elected and hold office, 1 for a 
term commencing on October 1, 1957 and ending on 
June 30, 1958, 1 for a term commencing on October 
1, 1957 and ending on June 30, 1959 and 1 for a 
term commencing on October 1, 1957 and ending on 
June 30, 1960. The terms of office of all members 
of the commission in office on the effective date of 
this act shall be terminated on September 30, 1957. 

Tn case of a vacancy in the commission for any 
cause, the vacancy shall be filled for the unexpired 
term in the same manner as the office was previously 
filled. 

The commission shall hold an annual meeting in 
July in each year and elect from its membership 
its president and such other officers as it deems ad- 
visable. The commission shall also, at such meet- 
ing select a secretary and appoint its finance com- 
mittee. 

Each member of the commission shall be entitled 
to 1 vote in the commission and a majority of all the 
votes for the entire commission shall be necessary 
for a decision by the commission at its meetings. 
The commission shall keep a record of all its pro- 
ceedings, which shall be open to public inspection. 

The members of the commission shall serve with- 
out compensation but shall be reimbursed for ali 
necessary expenditures incurred through service 
on the commission. No State employee shall suffer 
loss of salary or wages through serving on the com- 
mission. 

All retirements shall be made and pensions 
allowed under this act by this commission. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved July 2, 1957. 
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CHAPTER 119 


Aw Acr concerning counties, and supplementing 
Title 40 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be ir enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Every board of chosen freeholders is author- 
ized to enter into a contract or contracts with the 
municipalities within such county for sharing the 
cost of distribution by such municipalities, of Fed- 
eral surplus food commodities to the recipients of 
old age assistance, permanent and total disability 
assistance, and blind assistance on the rolls of the 
county welfare board of such county, resident in 
such municipalities, upon such terms and condi- 
tions as may be agreed upon between such board of 
chosen freeholders and such municipality or mu- 
nicipalities. Such board of chosen freeholders may 
designate the county welfare board of its county as 
agent for the purpose of negotiating and carrying 
out the terms of such contract or contracts. 

2. It shall be lawful for each such board of 
chosen freeholders to appropriate and raise funds 
annually for the purposes aforesaid in the same 
manner as appropriations are made for other 
county purposes. In the event that any such board 
of chosen freeholders shall designate the county 
welfare board as its agent, it may turn such moneys 
over to such county welfare board to meet the costs 
ineurred under any such contracts. If, during the 
fiscal year in which this act shall be adopted, any 
board of chosen freeholders shall have made no 
provision in its annual budget for the necessary 
funds for the aforesaid purposes during such fiscal 
year, said board may appropriate and use any 
county funds not otherwise appropriated or dedi- 
cated, or may appropriate and raise such funds as 
may be necessary for such purpose during such 
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fiscal year, and may borrow the same, or any part 
thereof, on the credit of the county, and may issue 
obligations therefor in the same manner as other 
similar obligations are issued under the provisions 
of the Title to which this act is a supplement. 

3. Nothing in this act shall be construed as re- 
quiring, in the absence of any such contract, any 
such board of chosen freeholders to pay any part 
of the cost of the distribution of such Federal sur- 
plus food commodities to such persons on the rolls 
of the county welfare board. 

4, This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved July 3, 1957. 


CHAPTER 120 


An Acr concerning the jurisdiction of county dis- 
trict courts, and amending sections 2A :6-34, 
2A :6-85, 2A :15-62 and 2A:18-62 of the New 
Jersey Statutes. 


Beir enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 2A :6-34 of the New Jersey Statutes 
is amended to read as follows: 

2A :6-384. (a) Every action of a civil nature at 
law, other than a proceeding in lieu of a preroga- 
tive writ, and every action to recover any penalty 
imposed or authorized by any law of this State, 
where the debt, balance, penalty, damage or other 
matter in dispute does not exceed, exclusive of 
costs, the sum or value of $1,000.00, except that in 
actions for damages resulting from negligence such 
sum shall not exceed $3,000.00, exclusive of costs, 
shall be cognizable in the county district courts of 
this State. 
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(b) County district courts shall also have juris- 
diction in actions between landlords and tenants; 
in actions of replevin where the value of the goods 
or chattels of which replevin is sought does not ex- 
ceed the value of $1,000.00; in actions for damages 
resulting from negligence where the amount in dis- 
pute does not exceed $3,000.00, exclusive of costs; 
and in actions of attachment, for a sum not exceed- 
ing $1,000.00, exclusive of costs, except that in ac- 
tions of attachment for damages resulting from 
negligence, the sum shall not exceed $3,000.00, ex- 
elusive of costs. 

(c) County district courts shall have jurisdiction 


of actions by or against boards of chosen free-. 


holders, quasi, domestic, foreign and municipal cor- 
porations, equally with natural persons, of actions 
by ereditors of a decedent against the heirs or 
devisees of the decedent, where the amount in dis- 
pute, exclusive of costs, does not exceed the sum 
or value of $1,000.00 except that in actions for 
damages resulting from negligence, such sum shall 
not exceed $3,000.00, and of such other actions or 
proceedings as are now or may hereafter be given 
by law. 

(d) In any action transferred to the county dis- 
trict court from the Superior Court or from any 
County Court, the county district court shall have 
jurisdiction to enter judgment in such amount as 
the judge or jury shall determine the damages to 
be, notwithstanding that such damages exceed the 
sum of $1,000.00, or $3,000.00 in actions arising out 
of negligence; provided that such jurisdiction shall 
not be considered in determining whether costs 
shall be denied in the Superior or County Court 
pursuant to section 2A :15-62 of the New Jersey 
Statutes. 


2. Section 2A :6-35 of the New Jersey Statutes 
is amended to read as follows: 

2A :6-35. (a) Where the debt, balance or other 
matter in dispute, or the amount really due or re- 
coverable, exceeds, exclusive of costs, the sum or 
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value of $1,000.00, either plaintiff or defendant may 
recover in a county district court a sum not exceed- 
ing $1,000.00 and costs, except that in actions for 
damages resulting from negligence, either plaintiff 
or defendant may recover in a county district court 
a sum not exceeding $3,000.00 and costs. Such re- 
covery shall bar the recovery of the residue of such 
debt, balance or other matter in dispute in any 
court whatsoever. 

(b) The plaintiff in a complaint or the defend- 
ant in a counterclaim or third party complaint may 
waive the excess over $1,000.00, or, in actions for 
damages resulting from negligence, the excess over 
$3.000.00, in order to bring the respective claim 
within the jurisdiction of the county district court. 

(c) The provisions of this section shall not apply 
to any action transferred to a county district court 
pursuant to P. L. 1958, ¢. 894 (C. 2A :15-47.1). 

3. Section 2A :15-62 of the New Jersey Statutes 
is amended to read as follows: 

2A :15-62. If an action cognizable before the 
county district court of any county is brought in 
the County Court of the county or the Superior 
Court and the venue is laid in the county, and if the 
plaintiff obtains judgment for an amount not ex- 
ceeding $1,000.00, exclusive of costs, except that in 
actions for damages resulting from negligence, 
such sum shall not exceed $3,000.00, exclusive of 
costs, he shall not be entitled to costs, unless the 
parties resided in different counties when the action 
was commenced, in which event he may be allowed 
costs, but not exceeding the amount allowable in 
the county district court. 


This section shall not extend to any action in 
which the title to real estate may, in any way, come 
in question, nor to any action in which the judge 
before whom it is tried shall, immediately after the 
verdict or the finding, certify that, in his judgment, 
the action should have been brought in the court in 
which it was instituted. 
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4. Section 2A :18-62 of the New Jersey Statutes 
is amended to read as follows: 

2A :18-62. A writ of attachment may issue out of 
a county district court, upon the application of any 
plaintiff whose claim does not exceed $1,000.00, 
exclusive of costs, except that in actions for dam- 
ages resulting from negligence, the claim shall not 
exceed $3,000.00, exclusive of costs, against the 
personal property, located within the county, of any 
person, corporation or organization against whom 
or which a summons might issue. 

All proceedings in the action shall conform as 
nearly as may be, to the provisions of chapter 26 
of this Title. 

5. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved July 3, 1957. 


CHAPTER 121 


Aw Act confirming, validating and legalizing the 
incorporation of associations not for pecuniary 
profit, where the incorporators have not filed the 
certificate of incorporation in the office of the 
Seeretary of State, as required by the act en- 
titled ‘‘ An act to incorporate associations not for 
pecuniary profit,’’ approved April 21, 1898. 


Br iv ENACTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Where heretofore in attempting the incor- 
poration of an association not for pecuniary profit 
under the act entitied ‘‘An act to incorporate as- 
sociations not for pecuniary profit,’? approved 
April 21, 1898, the persons making, signing and 
acknowledging the certificate in writing required 
by section 1 of said act, have recorded such cer- 
tificate in the office of the clerk of the county in 
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which it was stated the principal business of the 
corporation was to be conducted, but have not filed 
the same in the office of the Secretary of State, as 
required by said act, the said persons and their as- 
sociates and successors upon filing a copy of such 
certificate duly certified by the clerk of such county 
in the office of the Secretary of State, shall be a 
body politic and corporate by the name stated in 
such certificate, and as such shall have the powers 
enumerated in said act as amended, and such at- 
tempted incorporation and the exercise of any of 
such powers including the acquiring of real and 
personal property by such persons, or their as- 
sociates and successors, by the name stated in such 
certificate, are hereby confirmed, validated and 
legalized, and the same is and shall be as good, 
legal, valid and effectual, as fully and completely as 
if such certificate, so made, signed, acknowledged 
and recorded, had been filed in the office of the See- 
retary of State. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved July 3, 1997. 


CHAPTER 122 


An Act authorizing certain appointments or pro- 
motions in the militia of the State. 


Wuerras, Certain measures have been undertaken 
to stimulate procurement and encourage reten- 
tion of medical and dental officers in the National 
Guard; and 


Wuereas, Pursuant to such measures, certain 
medical officers below the grade of colonel, who 
possess the necessary professional and military 
requirements, have been promoted 1 grade in 
their respective ranks; and 
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Wuereas, Measures should be taken to recognize 
the service of deserving medical officers who have 
attained the rank cf colonel in the National 
Guard; now, therefore, 


Brrr enactenp by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any medical! officer presently serving in the 
New Jersey National Guard who las served as a 
medical officer in the National Guard or in the 
armed services of the United States, or both, for a 
period in excess of 380 years, and who holds and has 
held the rank of Colonel in the National Guard for 
a period in excess of 8 years, and who is otherwise 
qualified, may be appointed or promoted to the 
rank of Brigadier General in the militia of the 
State by the Governor with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, and the acceptance of such appoint- 
ment or promotion by any such medical officer shall 
not be deemed a resignation of any other commis- 
sion held by him in the military service of the State, 
notwithstanding the provisions of section 38 :3-17 
of the Revised Statutes or of any other law. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved July 3, 1957. 
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CHAPTER 123 


Aw Act concerning the administration, by certain 
members of the police force of the Port of New 
York Authority, of the oath required to be taken 
to complete the complaint part of a uniform 
traffic ticket, and amending section 2A :8-27 of 
the New Jersey Statutes. 


Brrr enwactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 2A :8—27 of the New Jersey Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

2A :8-27. Any judge of a County Court, county 
district court or criminal judicial district court, or 
any clerk or deputy clerk thereof may, within the 
county wherein an offender may be apprehended, 
or any magistrate of a municipal court, any clerk or 
deputy clerk thereof, any officer authorized by sec- 
tion 2A :8-28 of this Title to take bail, the chief of 
police or other person acting in that capacity in any 
municipality and the police officer in responsible 
charge of the police station may, within the munici- 
pality wherein an offender may be apprehended, 
administer or take any oath, acknowledgment, com- 
plaint or affidavit to be used in the proceeding, issue 
warrants and summonses, endorse warrants from 
other counties, and upon arrest hold the accused to 
bail, the offense with which he is charged being 
bailable, for his appearance before the Superior 
Court, the County Court, the county district court, 
any criminal judicial district court or any munici- 
pal court, in the county at such time as he may 
direct. 

Whenever a member of the police force appointed 
by the Port of New York Authority serves the 
summons part of a uniform traffic ticket, the mem- 
ber of such police force assigned to desk duty at 
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the Port Authority facility to which the officer 
serving the summons is attached, may administer 
the oath required to be taken to complete the com- 
plaint part of the said uniform traffic ticket.

Any pupil failing to comply with such a require- 
ment may be excluded from school, unless the pupil 
shall present a certificate signed by a physician 
stating that the pupil is unfit to receive such im- 
munizing treatment. 

A board of education shall exempt the pupil from 
the provisions of this act if the parent or guardian 
of said pupil objects thereto in a written statement 
signed by him upon the ground that the proposed 
immunization interferes with the free exercise of 
his religious principles.

Aw Act to amend ‘‘An act authorizing municipal- 
ities to adopt ordinances relating to the repair, 
closing and demolition of buildings unfit for 
human habitation or occupancy or use; and pro- 
viding for the remedies and procedure in connec- 
tion with action taken under such ordinances,’’ 
approved May 2, 1942 (P. L. 1942, ¢. 112) as said 
title was amended by chapter 197 of the laws 
of 1956. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 3 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

3. Upon the adoption of a resolution finding that 
building conditions of the character described in 
section 1 hereof exist within a municipality, the 
governing body of such municipality is hereby au- 
thorized to adopt an ordinance relating to buildings 
within such municipality which are unfit for human 
habitation or occupancy or use. Such ordinance 
shall include the following provisions: 

(a) That a public officer be designated or ap- 
pointed to exercise the powers prescribed by the 
ordinance. 
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(b) That whenever a petition is filed with the 
public officer by a public authority or by at least 5 
residents of the municipality charging that any 
building is unfit for haman habitation or occupancy 
or use or whenever it appears to the public officer 
(on his own motion) that any building is unfit for 
human habitation or occupancy or use, the public 
officer shall, if his preliminary investigation dis- 
closes a basis for such charges, issue and cause to 
be served upon the owner of and parties in interest 
in such building a complaint stating the charges in 
that respect and containing a notice that a hearing 
will be held before the public officer (or his desig- 
nated agent) at a place therein fixed not less than 
10 days nor more than 30 days after the serving of 
said complaint; that the owner and parties in 
interest shall be given the right to file an answer 
to the complaint and to appear in person, or other- 
wise, and give testimony at the place and time fixed 
in the complaint; and that the rules of evidence 
prevailing in the courts shall not be controlling 
in hearings before the public officer. 

(c) That if, after such notice and hearing, the 
public officer determines that the building under 
consideration is unfit for human habitation or oc- 
cupancy or use he shall state in writing his findings 
of fact in support of such determination and shall 
issue and cause to be served upon the owner thereof 
and parties in interest an order: 


(1) Requiring the repair, alteration or im- 
provement of the said building to be made by 
the owner, within a reasonable time, which 
time shall be set forth in the order or at the 
option of the owner to vacate or have the said 
building vacated and closed within the time set 
forth in the order; and 

(2) if the building is in such a condition as 
to make it dangerous to the health and safety 
of persons on or near the premises, and the 
owner fails to repair, alter or improve the said 
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building within the time specified in the order, 
then the owner shall be required to remove or 
demolish the said building within a reasonable 
time as specified in the said order of removal. 


(d) That, if the owner fails to comply with an 
order to repair, alter or improve or, at the option 
of the owner, to vacate and close the building, the 
public officer may cause such building to be re- 
paired, altered or improved, or to be vacated and 
closed; that the public officer may cause to be 
posted on the main entrance of any building so 
closed, a placard with the following words: ‘‘This 
building is unfit for human habitation or occupancy 
or use; the use or occupation of this building is 
prohibited and unlawful.’’ 

(e) That, if the owner fails to comply with an 
order to remove or demolish the building, the public 
officer may cause such building to be removed or 
demolished or may contract for the removal or 
demolition thereof after advertisement for, and re- 
ceipt of, bids therefor. 


(f) That the amount of 


1. the cost of the filing of legal papers, ex- 
pert witnesses’ fees, search fees and adver- 
tising charges, incurred in the course of any 
proceeding taken under this act determined in 
favor of the municipality, and 

2. such cost of such repairs, alterations or 
improvements, or vacating and closing, or re- 
moval or demolition, if any, 


or the amount of the balance thereof remaining 
after deduction of the sum, if any, realized from the 
sale of materials derived from such building or 
from any contract for removal or demolition 
thereof, shall be a municipal lien against the real 
property upon which such cost was incurred. If 
the building is removed or demolished by the public 
officer, he shall sell the materials of such building. 
There shall be credited against the cost of the re- 
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moval or demolition thereof, the proceeds of any 
sale of such materials or any sum derived from any 
contract for the removal or demolition of the build- 
ing. If there are no such credits or if the sum total 
of such costs exceeds the total of such credits, a 
detailed statement of the aforesaid costs and the 
amount so due shall be filed with the municipal tax 
assessor or other custodian of the records of tax 
hens and a copy thereof shall be forthwith 
forwarded to the owner by registered mail. If the 
total of the credits exceed such costs, the balance 
remaining shall be deposited in the Superior Court 
by the public officer, shall be secured in such man- 
ner as may be directed by such court, and shall be 
disbursed according to the order or judgment of 
the court to the persons found to be entitled thereto 
by final order or judgment of such court; provided, 
however, that nothing in this section shall be con- 
strued to impair or limit in any way the power of 
the municipality to define and declare nuisances 
and to cause their removal or abatement, by sum- 
mary proceedings or otherwise. Any owner or 
party in interest may, within 60 days from the date 
of the filing of the lien certificate, proceed in a 
summary manner in the Superior Court to contest 
the reasonableness of the amount or the accuracy of 
the costs set forth in the municipal lien certificate.

1. Section 1 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

1. Any oath, affirmation or affidavit, required or 
authorized to be taken or made in any suit or legal 
proceeding in this State or for any lawful purpose 
whatever, by any person in the military or naval 
service of the United States or the spouse of any 
such person, or by any person who, is serving as a 
merchant seaman outside the limits of the United 
States included within the 48 States and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia or, is outside said limits by per- 
mission, assignment or direction of any department 
or official of the United States Government in con- 
nection with any activity pertaining to the prosecu- 
tion of any war in which the United States is then 
engaged, or, in time of emergency, for use within 
this State or any acknowledgment or proof of any 
deed or other instrument, relating to real or per- 
sonal property within this State, by any such per- 
son or the spouse of any person in such military 
or naval service, in order to entitle such deed or 
instrument to be recorded or filed in any public 
office of this State, may be taken or made before 
any commissioned officer of the United States 
Army, Navy or Marine Corps and the recital that 
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he is such commissioned officer, including a recital 
of his rank and official designation as such and that 
the person taking or making such oath, affirmation 
or acknowledgment or making any such proof is 
in the military or naval service of the United 
States or is the spouse of any such person or is 
serving as a merchant seaman outside the limits 
of the United States included within the 48 States 
and the District of Columbia or is outside said 
limits by permission, assignment or direction of 
any department or official of the United States 
Government in connection with any activity per- 
taining to the prosecution of any war in which the 
United States is then engaged, or in time of emer- 
gency, in the jurat or certificate of such oath, 
affirmation, affidavit, acknowledgment or proof over 
his signature as such commissioned officer shall be 
sufficient proof that the person before whom the 
same is taken or made is such an officer and that 
such person taking or making such oath, affirma- 
tion, affidavit or acknowledgment or making such 
proof is in the military or naval service of the 
United States or is the spouse of any such person 
or is serving as a merchant seaman outside the 
limits of the United States included within the 48 
States and the District of Columbia or is outside 
said limits by permission, assignment or direction 
of any department or official of the United States 
in connection with any activity pertaining to the 
prosecution of any war in which the United States 
is then engaged, or in time of emergency at the 
time of the taking or making the same and such 
oath, affirmation, affidavit, acknowledgment or 
proof when so taken or made and certified shall 
have the same force and effect as though taken or 
made before any other officer of this State author- 
ized to take oaths, acknowledgments and proofs 
and any such deed or instrument when so acknow]l- 
edged or proved, if otherwise sufficient, shall be 
entitled to recording or filing in any public cffice 
of this State without any other or additional cer- 
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tificate of the authority of such officer to take the 
acknowledgment or proof of the execution thereof. 
Any such certificate of acknowledgment shall be 
valid and sufficient to all intents and purposes, if it 
certifies that the party making such instrument ap- 
peared before such officer and acknowledged the 
same to be his act and deed; and any affidavit of 
proof by a witness, made before such officer shall be 
sufficient to all intents and purposes if the affiant 
swears that the party making such instrument ex- 
ecuted and delivered the same as his act and deed. 
The failure to state the place of execution of any 
such deed or other instrument or of any such oath, 
affirmation, affidavit, acknowledgment or proof 
shall not invalidate the same deed or other mstru- 
ment or said oath, affirmation, affidavit, acknowl- 
edgment or proof. 

As used in this act the term ‘‘in time of emer- 
gency’’ shall mean and include any time after June 
23, 1950, and prior to the termination, suspension 
or revocation of the proclamation of the existence 
of a national emergency issued by the President of 
the United States on December 16, 1950, or termi- 
nation of the existence of such national emergency 
by appropriate action of the President or Congress 
ot the United States.

4, Upon receipt of a certificate of the Veterans 
Administration or such other agency of the United 
States that facilities are available for the care or 
treatment of any person heretofore committed to 
any hospital for the insane or other institution for 
the care or treatment of persons similarly afflicted 
and that such person is eligible for care or treat- 
ment, the chief officer of the institution may, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Commissioner of Institu- 
tions and Agencies or of the court or judicial of- 
ficer having jurisdiction of such person, cause the 
transfer of such person to the Veterans Adminis- 
tration or other agency of the United States for 
care or treatment. 

Any person transferred as provided in this sec- 
tion shall be deemed to be committed to the Vet- 
erans Administration or other agency of the United 
States, pursuant to the original commitment.

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CHAPTER 139 


Aw Acr providing for the filing of liens for the cost 
of the furnishing of medical care and hospital- 
ization by counties in institutions other than pub- 
lie institutions and providing means for com- 
pelling relatives responsible for the support of 
persons receiving such service to pay the cost 
thereof to the county. 


Be rr exactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The board of chosen freeholders of any county, 
which furnishes medical care and hospitalization to 
resident indigent patients who cannot be main- 
tained by private means, in a hospital or hospitals 
supported by private charity, on a per diem per 
patient basis, shall have a len against the property 
of any person receiving such service in an amount 
equal to the cost to the county of the maintenance 
of such person in such hospital, which len shail 
have priority over all unrecorded encumbrances. 

2. The lien shall state the name of the patient, 
the date of his admission, the rate at which pavment 
is made by the county for such patient’s medical 
eare and hospitalization, the name of the institu- 
tion in which such service was rendered and the 
amount due to the county for such service at the 
date of the filing of the hen and the rate of ac- 
cumulation, if any shall occur, thereafter and shall 
be signed by the director of the board of chosen 
freeholders of the county or such person as shall be 
authorized so to do by resolution of said board. 

3. Any such lien may be filed at any time during 
the period of hospitalization and within 2 vears 
after the date of discharge from such hospital- 
ization. 

4, The lien shall be filed with the clerk or regis- 
ter of deeds and mortgages of the county, as the 
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case mav be, or with the Clerk of the Superior 
Court, and shall immediately attach to and become 
binding upon all real property in the ownership of 
the patient in the county, if it is filed in the county, 
or wherever situate in the State, if it is filed in the 
Superior Court, and it shall have the force and 
effect of a judgment at law. 


5. The clerk or register of deeds and mortgages 
of the county or the Clerk of the Superior Court, 
as the case may be, shall provide suitable books in 
which all hens and other papers incidental thereto 
shall be received and recorded without payment of 
any fee, which books shall be properly indexed in 
the name of the person against whom the lien is 
claimed. 

6. The lien shall become binding upon any goods, 
rights, credits, chattels, moneys or effeets which 
are held, for the present or subsequent use, of the 
person against whom the hen is filed, by any per- 
sou, firm or corporation, after notice of the exist- 
ence of the lien forwarded by certified mail to said 
person, firm or corporation, who o1 which shall 
thereafter be precluded from disposing of said 
property rights until said lien is satisfied or the 
county consents thereto and any person, firm or 
corporation disposing of such properties or moneys 
after receipt of such notice of lien shall be liable 
to the county for the value of such properties or 
moneys so disposed of, except that when the notice 
of the hen is served upon a banking institution the 
lien shall be effective against such banking institu- 
tion only in the amount of the acenmulated <e- 
linquent maintenance stated therein. 


7. The board of chosen freeholders of the county 
is authorized to compromise and make settlement 
of any claim for which any lien is filed under the 
provisions of this act and such resolution shall be 
sufficient authorization for the discharge thereof. 

8. Any lien so filed may be discharged by filing 
in the office in which it is entered a certificate 
setting forth that the same is discharged of record, 
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signed and acknowledged by the director of the 
board of chosen freeholders of the county. 

9. Upon application for medical care and hos- 
pitalization by any person, or upon the furnishing 
of the same by the county to any person, in the 
manner provided in section 1 of this act, the County 
Adjuster of the county shall ascertain, if possible, 
the relatives chargeable by law for the support of 
such person and shall proceed to obtain their as- 
sistance or compel them to render assistance in pro- 
viding medical care and hospitalization in the man- 
ner provided in this act or in paying the cost 
thereof. 

10. Should any relative responsible for the sup- 
port of such applicant or person receiving such 
service fail to obey the order or direction with re- 
gard to the providing of service and paying there- 
for, the County Court of the county wherein such 
applicant has applied or is receiving such service 
or wherein he may have a legal settlement may, 
upon complaint of the County Adjuster, summon 
the persons chargeable before it as in other actions 
and summon witnesses and may order the able 
relatives responsible for the support of such ap- 
plicant to pay such sums as the circumstances may 
require in the discretion of the court for such ap- 
plicant and violation of any such order of the court 
shall be contempt of the court and the person so 
violating the same shall be subject to the penalties 
which by law may be imposed for other contempts 
of said court.

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CHAPTER 140 


Aw Acr concerning the control of contagious and 
infections swine diseases, providing for the 
licensing and regulating of garbage-feeding hog 
farms, and fixing the penalties for the violations 
of the provisions hereof. 


Be ir Enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 
1. As used in this act: 


‘‘Department’’?’ means the New Jersey Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

‘Board’? means the New Jersey State Board of 
Agriculture. 

‘‘Secretary’’ means the New Jersey Secretary of 
Agriculture. 

‘‘Person’’ means the State, any municipality, 
political subdivision, institution, public or private, 
corporation, individual, partnership or other en- 
tity except that it shall not mean a person who 
feeds exclusively his own household garbage to 
swine which are raised for such person’s own use. 

‘‘Garbage’’? means putrescible animal and vege- 
table wastes resulting from the handling, prepara- 
tion, cooking and consumption of foods including 
animal carcasses or parts thereof; but the term 
‘‘varbage’’ shall not apply to waste materials from 
slaughterhouses which go directly to rendering 
plants for processing. 

‘‘Garbage-feeding hog farm’’ includes all 
premises on which 1 or more swine are maintained 
and are fed garbage which has been obtained else- 
where than on the premises where fed. 

‘*Cooked or treated garbage’’ is garbage which, 
regardless of previous processing, has been heated 
either on the premises of the garbage-feeding hog 
farm where such garbage is to be fed, or at a 
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location approved by the department, to a tempera- 
ture high enough and for a sufficient length of time 
to kill disease organisms which are transmissible 
through garbage, or otherwise treated, in accord- 
ance with the rules and regulations of the board. 

2. The board may adopt and promulgate such 
rules and regulations as it may deem necessary in 
carrying out the provisions of this act in order to 
prevent the spread of disease among domestic 
animals. 

3. It shall be the duty of the department to: 

a. License garbage-feeding hog farms as pre- 
seribed in this act; 

b. Carry on a program which will demonstrate 
swine disease control practices and measures for 
the control and eradication of contagious and in- 
feetious diseases; 

e. Enforce rules and regulations adopted by the 
board for the control of contagious and infectious 
swine diseases. 

4, No person shall operate or conduct a garbage- 
feeding hog farm as defined in section 1 of this 
act unless licensed as provided in this act, but this 
act shall not apply to any person who feeds exclu- 
sively his own household garbage to swine which 
are raised for such person’s own use. 

0. No license shall be issued by the department 
to conduct a garbage-feeding hog farm, nor shall 
any place be used for that purpose, unless the de- 
partment is satisfied that all rules and regulations 
of the board will be complied with, and that all 
garbage to be fed to swine will be satisfactorily 
treated or heated to a temperature high enough 
and for a sufficient length of time to kill disease 
organisms which are transmissible through garbage 
as set forth in this act. 

6. No license issued under this act shall be trans- 
ferable by the licensee, and each license shall apply 
to only one place of business which shall be speci- 
fied in the license. Any licensee operating more 
than 1 such place of business shall obtain a separate 
license for each place. 
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7. Every applicant for a leense to operate a 
garbage-feeding hog farm shall file his application 
with the department upon forms provided by the 
department which shall contain such information 
as the department shall require. Each application 
shall be accompanied by a fee of $10.00 which shail 
be retained by the department whether or not the 
license is issued. Every license so issued shall ex- 
pire on December 31 next succeeding the date of its 
issuance and may be renewed upon filing such ap- 
plication accompanied by the required fee on or 
before December 1 in each vear. All fees received 
pursuant to this act shall be paid into the State 
Treasury. 

8. Upon receiving an application for such license, 
the department shall send an authorized represen- 
tative to inspect the premises where the applicant 
desires to conduct a garbage-feeding hog farm, and 
subject to approval of the buildings, equipment, 
sanitary conditions, and such other requirements 
as the board may deem necessary. the department 
shall issue to said applicant a license to conduct 
such business. 

9, If the authorized representative of the de- 
partment finds that such premises cannot be ap- 
proved for a license upon inspection, he shall netify 
the applicant wherein the same fail to comply. Tf, 
within a reasonable time thereafter, to be fixed by 
the department, the specified defects are remedied, 
the department shall make a second inspection and 
proceed therewith as in the case of the origimal 
inspection. 

10. No authorized representative of the depart- 
ment shall be impeded or prevented from entering 
any garbage-feeding hog farm or any part of any 
building, or anv part of the premises for the pur- 
pose of making inspections of the premises and the 
methods of operation as prescribed by this act or by 
the rules and regulations of the board as adopted 
and promulgated under this act. 
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11. The department shall send an authorized 
representative to inspect the buildings and 
premises of each licensee as often as it deems neces- 
sary and at least once during each license year. 

12. Any authorized representative of the depart- 
ment may examine such records as are required, on 
forms supplied by the department, pertaining to 
the operation of a garbage-feeding hog farm. 
Copies of such records shall be submitted to the de- 
partment on request. 

13. The department shall have power to refuse 
to issue or restore, and to revoke or suspend the 
license of any person upon due hearing, on proof 
of violation of any provision of this act or of the 
rules and regulations adopted pursuant to this act, 
and shall have the power to require the attendance 
of witnesses and the production of such books, 
records and papers as it may desire. A written 
statement of the charges against such person shall 
be served upon him at least 10 days before the day 
set for the hearing. The hearing shall be before 
the Secretary of Agriculture or a duly authorized 
representative of the department and the person 
complained against shall have an opportunity to 
produce witnesses or other evidence in his behalf, 
aud to confront witnesses against him. 

14. Any person who violates any of the provi- 
sions of this act or any order, rule or regulation 
made by the board under this act, shall be lable to 
a penalty of not more than $100.00 and for the 
second and each subsequent offense to a penalty of 
uot more than $200.00. 

15. Jurisdiction of proceedings to collect penal- 
ties collectible under the provisions of this act is 
vested in the County Court, the county district 
court and the municipal court in any county or mu- 
nicipality where the defendant may be apprehended 
or where he may reside. Process shall be either a 
summons or warrant and shall be prosecuted in a 
summary manner pursuant to the Penalty Enforce- 
ment Law (N. J. 8S. 2A :58-1 et seq.). 
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16. If judgment is rendered for the plaintiff the 
court shall cause a defendant who shall fail to pay 
forthwith the amount of the judgment rendered 
against him, and all costs and charges incident 
thereto, to be committed to the county jail until the 
judgment is paid but no such imprisonment shall 
exceed 30 days in the case of the first offense or 90 
days for a second or subsequent offense. 


17. The board shall appoint a committee of 5 
representatives of the swine industry of the State, 
1 of whom shall be a producer of grain-fed swine, 
and 4 of whom shall be feeders of cooked or treated 
garbage. The members of this committee shall be 
appointed for 3-year terms running from January 
1 to January 1, 3 years thereafter except that of 
the first members appointed, 1 shall be for a term 
of 1 year, 2 for a term of 2 years and 2 for a term 
of 3 years, as designated by the board. Vacancies 
shall be filled in the same manner for the unexpired 
term only. The committee shall serve as an ad- 
visory committee to the board and to the secretary 
on all matters pertaining to the swine industry and 
to the control of contagious and infectious diseases 
of swine. All members of the committee shall serve 
without compensation. 

18. No license to operate a garbage-feeding hog 
farm shall be required in order to operate such a 
farm prior to January 1, 1958. On and after Janu- 
ary 1, 1958, it shall be unlawful for any person to 
operate a garbage-feeding hog farm in this State, 
unless such person is the holder of the license re- 
quired by this act. 


19. Nothing herein contained shall preclude mu- 
nicipal regulation of garbage-feeding hog farms, 
provided such municipal control is consistent with, 
and in furtherance of, the provisions of this act; 
nor shall anything herein contained prevent the 
adoption of any ordinance or other regulation by 
the governing body or the local board of health of 
any municipality to exclude from the municipality 
any garbage-feeding hog farms or the importation 
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of garbage into the municipality for hog feeding 
purposes; nor nullify any existing valid ordinance 
or other regulation of such nature heretofore 
adopted. 
20. This act shall take effect December 1, 1957. 
Approved July 12, 1957. 


CHAPTER 141 


Aw Act concerning county parental schools, and 
amending section 9:11-8 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. 


Be smr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 9:11-3 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

9:11-8. The board of trustees organized under 
section 9:11-1 of this Title may acquire lands by 
eift, purchase or condemnation and erect buildings 
thereon suitable for the detention of persons, mate 
or female, under 18 years of age adjudged delin- 
quents, or convicted of violating a criminal statute, 
or detained to testify in a pending criminal prosecu- 
tion or under commitment for appearance in the 
jyavenile and domestic relations court pending final 
hearing of any cause. 

The board of trustees with the approvai of the 
board of chosen freeholders may select for a buila- 
ing site land owned by the county and not already 
devoted to other purposes inconsistent with the 
establishment of a parental school thereon. The 
board of trustees may also appoint such architect 
or engineers or both as in their jadgment may be 
proper to prepare plans and specifications and 
supervise the erection of buildings. 
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The board of trustees of any parental school 
organized under this chapter and the board of 
chosen freeholders of the county wherein said 
parental school is situate may enter into and per- 
form an agreement for the exchange of real estate 
owned respectively by the said board of trustees 
and said county. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 142 


Aw Act to authorize and permit the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Teachers’ Pension and Annuity Fund 
to purchase group life insurance from 1 or more 
life insurance companies to provide members of 
the Teachers’ Pension and Annuity Fund with 
death benefits, and supplementing the ‘‘ Teachers’ 
Pension and Annuity Fund-Sociai Security In- 
tegration Act,’? approved June 1, 1995 (P. L. 
1955, ¢. 37). 


Br rr ENACTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
biy of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The Board of Trustees of the Teachers’ Pen- 
sion and Annuity Fund is hereby authorized and 
permitted to purchase from 1 or more life insur- 
ance companies, as determined by it, a policy or 
policies of group life insurance to provide for the 
benefits specified in sections 37, 38, 41, 42, 44 and 
53 of chapter 37 of the laws of 1955. 

2. Any life insurance company must meet the 
following requirements in order to qualify under 
section 1 of this act: (a) be licensed under the laws 
of the State of New Jersey to transact life and ac- 
cidental death insurance, and (>) the amount of its 
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group life insurance in the State of New Jersey 
shall at the time said insurance is to be purchased 
equal at least 1% of the total amount of such group 
life insurance in the State of New Jersey in all life 
insurance companies. 

3. The Board of Trustees of the Teachers’ Pen- 
sion and Annuity Fund may, in its discretion, de- 
termine to purchase group insurance coverage for 
either the noncontributory death benefit provisions 
as provided for in chapter 37 of the laws of 1955 
or for additional death benefit coverage as provided 
for in section 53 of chapter 37 of the laws of 1955. 
The Board of Trustees of the Teachers’ Pension 
and Annuity Fund may also, in its discretion, de- 
termine to purchase group insurance coverage for 
both the noncontributory death benefit provisions 
as provided for in chapter 37 of the laws of 1955 
and for the additional death benefit coverage as 
provided for in section 53 of chapter 37 of the laws 
ef 1955. The Board of Trustees of the Teachers’ 
Pension and Annuity Fund may also, in its disere- 
tion, determine not to purchase any group insur- 
ance coverage for the death benefit provisions pro- 
vided in chapter 37 of the laws of 1955. 

4, In the event that the Board of Trustees of the 
Teachers’ Pension and Annuity Fund shall deter- 
mine to purchase group coverage for the non- 
contributory death benefits, premiums for same 
shall be paid from the contingent reserve fund 
established by section 18 of chapter 37 of the laws 
of 1955, as amended. In the event the Board of 
Trustees of the Teachers’ Pension and Annuity 
Fund shall determine to purchase group coverage 
for the additional death benefits, premiums for 
same shall be paid from the members’ death bene- 
fits fund established by section 26 of chapter 37 of 
the laws of 1955. In the event both the nonecon- 
tributory and additional death benefit coverage are 
included in the same group life policy, any dividend 
or retrospective rate credit allowed under the policy 
shall be credited to the aforesaid funds in an 
equitable manner. 
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5. In the event that the Board of Trustees of the 
Teachers’ Pension and Annuity Fund shall de- 
termine to purchase group insurance coverage for 
the additional death benefit coverage, each mem- 
ber selecting the additional death benefit coverage 
shall agree to the deduction of a percentage of his 
compensation determined from a schedule of con- 
tributions to be established by the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Teachers’ Pension and Annuity Fund. 
The schedule of contributions shall be established 
by said board of trustees on a basis it deems appro- 
priate and shall be subject to adjustment by said 
board of trustees from time to time for the purpose 
of maintaining the members’ death benefit fund 
established by section 26 of chapter 37 of the laws 
of 1955 at a level sufficient to meet the obligations 
of the fund for the cost of the insurance. 

6. Any such group policy or policies shail in- 
clude, with respect to any insurance terminating 
because the member ceases to be in service, the con- 
version privilege available upon termination of 
emplovment as prescribed by the law relating to 
eroup life insurance; and shall also include, with 
respect to insurance terminating because of termi- 
nation of the group policy resulting from a termi- 
nation of the death benefits for all members estab- 
lished under sections 37, 38, 41, 42, 44 and 53 of 
chapter 37 of the laws of 1955, the conversion 
privilege available upon termination of the group 
poliey as prescribed by such law. Any such group 
policy or policies shall also provide that if a mem- 
ber dies during the 31-dav period during which he 
would be entitled to exercise the conversion privi- 
lege, the amount of insurance with respect to which 
he could have exercised the conversion privilege 
shall be paid as a claim under the group policy. 

If anv member who has exercised the conversion 
privilege under the group policy or policies again 
becomes a member of the Teachers’ Pension and 
Annuity Fund, and the individual policy obtained 
pursuant to the conversion privilege is still in force, 
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he shall not again be cligible for any of the death 
benefits provided by chapter 37 of the laws of 1955 
unless he furnishes satisfactory evidence of insur- 
ability. 

7. Benefits under such group policy or policies 
shall be paid by the company to such person, i liv- 
ing, as the member shall have nominated by written 
designation duly executed and filed with the in- 
suranee company through the board of trustees, or 
in the absence thereof by a written designation per- 
taining to the death benefits under the Teachers’ 
Pension and Annuity Fund, executed and filed with 
the board of trustees prior to the effective date of 
coverage of such member under such group policy 
or policies, otherwise to the executors or admin- 
istrators of the member’s estate; except that if the 
board of trustees accepts from the member during’ 
his lifetime a request directing that the retirement 
system rather than the insurance company make 
payment of any death benefit in equal annual in- 
stallments over a period of years or as a life an- 
nuity and such request is effective upon his death, 
or if the board of trustees accepts from a bene- 
ficiary to whom payment would otherwise be made 
by the insurance company in 1 sum a similar re- 
quest for payment by the retirement system in 
equal annual installments over a period of years or 
as a life annuity, the insurance company shall make 
payment of the death benefit to which such request 
for payment pertains in 1 sum directly to the re- 
tirement svstem, and the retirement system shall 
thereupon make payment to the beneficiary in the 
nianner directed by the member or the beneficiary 
as the case may be, and except, further, that if a 
member dies in active service as a result of accident 
and claim is made and allowed under section 46 of 
chapter 57 of the laws of 1955, the death benefit 
payable under the policy in sueh case, exclusive of 
any additional death benefit provided by section 53 
of said chapter, shall, in heu of being paid as afore- 
said be paid to the retirement system to be credited 
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to the contingent reserve fund established by sec- 
tion 18 of chapter 37 of the laws of 1955, as 
amended, and paid therefrom in accordance with 
said section 18. A member may file with the insur- 
ance company through the board of trustees and 
alter from time to time during his lifetime, as de- 
sired, a duly attested written nomination of his 

payee for the death benefit. 

8. Any such group policy or policies shall pro- 


vide that payment of any death benefits which are 4 


payable by the insurance company may be made 
in 1 sum directly to the beneficiary as hereinafter 
provided, in equal annual installments over a 
period of years or as a life annuity or in such other 
manner as may be made available by the insurance 
company. A member may make such arrangements 
for settlement, and may alter from time to time 
during his lifetime any arrangement previously 
made, by making written request to the insurance 
company through the board of trustees. Upon the 
death of a member, a beneficiary to whom a bene- 
fit is payable in 1 sum by the insurance company 
may likewise arrange for a settlement as described 
above. Any arrangement for payment under the 
group policy to a beneficiary other than the retire- 
ment system shall be in lieu of that provided by 
sections 37, 38, 41, 42, 44 and 53 of chapter 37 of 
the laws of 1955. 

9. Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
any Insurance company or companies issuing such 
policy or policies may credit the Teachers’ Pension 
and Annuity Fund, in the form of reduced 
premiums, with savings by said company or com- 
panies in the event that no brokerage commission 
cr commissions are paid by said company or com- 
panies on the issuance of such policy or policies. 

10. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 148 


Aw Acr relating to municipalities, and amending 
section 40:61-26 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rt enactrep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 40:61-26 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


40 :61—26. Every police official of any municipal- 
ity, whether a park policeman or otherwise, shall 
have the same powers of arrest in all parts of any 
park or place of public resort and recreation of 
such municipality, or in the joint park or place of 
public resort and recreation of 2 or more munici- 
palities, whether such park or place of public resort 
and recreation or the part thereof, in which the 
arrest is made be within or without the municipal- 
ity or municipalities controlling the park, or place 
of public resort and recreation, but the person 
arrested shall be brought and prosecuted before, 
and if convicted, sentenced by a magistrate in the 
municipality or county, in which the offense charged 
was committed, or in the municipality, or 1 of the 
municipalities, controlling the park or place of 
public resort and recreation. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 144 


Aw Act to provide for the appointment of the 
members of the board of trustees of the youth 
house in counties of the first class having a popu- 
lation of more than 800,000 inhabitants, and 
amending section 9:11-1 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 9:11-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

9:11-1. The judges of the County Court of a 
county of the first class, except in counties of the 
first class having a population of more than 800,000 
inhabitants, whenever in their judgment it shall be 
necessary or proper shall so certify to the board 
of chosen freeholders and upon their approval of 
the need, the judges may appoint 5 persons at least 
1 of whom shall be a woman, who, together with 
such judges and the judge of the juvenile and 
domestic relations court, ex officio, shall constitute 
a board to be known as the Board of Trustees of the 
Youth House of the county of .............. Such 
appointees shall be formally approved by the 
board of chosen freeholders before they enter upon 
the discharge of their duties. They shall hold office 
for 3 years and until their successors are appointed. 
They shall receive no compensation. 

In counties of the first class having a population 
of more than 800,000 inhabitants, in which there is 
now established a parental school, under the pro- 
visions of the act to which this act is an amendment, 
and in all other counties of the first class having a 
population of more than 800,000 inhabitants, when- 
ever in its judgment it shall be necessary or proper, 
the board of chosen freeholders shall appoint 8 
persons, at least 1 of whom shall be a woman, who, 
together with the judges of the juvenile and do- 
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mestic relations court, ex officio, shall constitute a 
board to be known as the Board of Trustees of the 
Youth House of the county of ................. 
They shall serve without compensation and shall 
hold office for a term of 4 years and until their suc- 
cessors are appointed, except that of the 8 members 
first appointed, 2 shall hold office for 4 years, 2 
shall hold office for 3 years, 2 shall hold office for 2 
years, and 2 shall hold office for 1 year. The hold- 
ing of any other public office by any member of said 
board of trustees shall not be held to be inecom- 
patible with his or her office as member of such 
board of trustees. A vacancy caused by death, 
resignation or otherwise shall be filled by the board 
of chosen freeholders for the unexpired term. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 145 


Aw Act concerning certain pensioners, and amend- 
ing section 43:3-5 of the Revised Statutes, and 
supplementing chapter 3 of Title 43 of the Re- 
vised Statutes. 


Br rr enwacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 43:3-5 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


43 :3-5. The provisions of this chapter shall not 
apply to any appointment of a temporary nature 
made or created by any rule or order of procedure 
of any court of this State, so as to interfere with 
any rule or order of procedure in such courts for 
the proper administration of justice therein; nor 
shall the provisions of this chapter apply to any 
person appointed to the office of court crier in any 
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eourt where the term of such office is indefinite, or 
to any person who is appointed to the office of 
magistrate of any municipal court in a municipality 
having a population of less than 5,000, where the 
salary paid to such municipal magistrate is less 
than the amount of his pension; nor to the appoint- 
ment and employment of any pensioned former mu- 
nicipal manager as an engineer or consultant or 
member of any commission or board by any mu- 
nicipality, county or by the State, or as a teacher 
or lecturer in any school or educational institution 
in the State; nor to the employment, by the State or 
by any county, municipality or school district in 
any position or employment, to the duties of which 
the holder thereof is not required to devote his full 
time, at a salary or compensation of not more than 
$1,200.00 per calendar year, of any person who 
is receiving or who shall be entitled to receive any 
pension or subsidy from this or any other State 
or any county, municipality or school district of 
this or any other State; nor to any person who has 
or who may hereafter receive permanent disability 
in the performance of his duty while serving as a 
member of the Armed Forces of the United States, 
the New Jersey State Police, or the police depart- 
ment, or the fire department of any county or mu- 
nicipality in this State. The provisions of this 
section shall not authorize the employment as a 
policeman or fireman of any person who is receiv- 
ing or shall be entitled to receive any pension or 
subsidy from this or any other State or any county, 
municipality, or school district of this or any other 
State as a result of services as a member of a police 
department or a fire department. 

2. In order to qualify for continued receipt of 
pension or subsidy, any person receiving any pen- 
sion or subsidy from this or any other State or any 
county, municipality or school district of this or 
any other State who accepts employment by the 
State or by any county, municipality or school dis- 
trict in any position or employment the duties of 
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which do not require him to devote his full time, 
shall, within 30 days of entering upon such employ- 
ment, file with the agency or retirement system 
from which he is receiving pension or subsidy pay- 
ments, notice of the fact that he is employed by a 
governmental agency, the name and address of such 
agency, the compensation to which he will be en- 
titled under such employment and such further in- 
formation in connection with such employment as 
the agency or retirement system shall, by rule or 
regulation, from time to time, require. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved July 15, 1957. 


CHAPTER 146 


Aw Acr providing for the establishment, develop- 
ment, improvement and expansion of community 
mental health services and providing for pay- 
ment by the State of financial grants-in-aid for 
community mental health projects. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. It is declared to be the public policy of this 
State to encourage the development of preventive 
and treatment services for mental health problems 
through additional community mental health pro- 
erams and the improvement and expansion of exist- 
ing community mental health services. 

2. For the purpose of this act the following terms 
are hereby defined: 

‘“‘Sponsoring agency’’ shall mean any county 
board of freeholders, municipal governing body, 
board of education or any nonprofit corporation 
organized for the purpose of providing health or 
welfare services to the community, which estab- 
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lishes, maintains or expands a community mental 
health project; 

‘‘Community mental health project’’ shall mean 
a program of mental health services provided by 
psychiatrists, psychiatric social workers, psychol- 
ogists and such other staff as may be required for 
educational, consultative, diagnostic and treatment 
services for children or adults in the community ; 

‘‘Department’’ shall mean the Department of In- 
stitutions and Agencies. 

‘‘Community Mental Health Advisory Council’’ 
shall mean an advisory council of 7 members to be 
appointed by the State Board of Control, consist- 
ing of 4 members at large, 2 members recommended 
by the State Association of Freeholders and 1 
member recommended by the State League of Mu- 
nicipalities, to be appointed annually in July of 
each year. The council shall have the following 
responsibilities and duties: 

a. To consult and advise with the Commissioner 
of the Department of Institutions and Agencies in 
matters of policy affecting the administration of 
this chapter and the development of rules and regu- 
lations to effectuate the provisions hereof, and to 
review and make recommendations with respect to 
such rules and regulations prior to their promulga- 
tion by the commissioner. he council shall choose 
1 of its members to act as chairman and shall meet 
as often as required to conduct the business of the 
council and to assist and advise in the administra- 
tion of the duties and responsibilities imposed by 
this chapter. 

3. The several counties are hereby authorized to 
provide for community mental health services in 
accordance with the provisions of this act. Each 
county board of freeholders, in order to participate 
under this act, shall appoint a county mental health 
board of not more than 12 residents of the county, 
to serve without compensation, representing local 
boards of health, school boards, the county welfare 
board, parent-teacher associations, county mental 
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health associations, and the county medical associa- 
tions and such other members as the county board 
of freeholders shall deem necessary. The county 
mental health board shall annually elect a chair- 
man. The board of freeholders shall provide the 
mental health board with suitable quarters and 
such clerical assistance as may be required to carry 
out its functions. 

4. The term of each member shall be for 3 years 
and shall terminate on January 1, provided, how- 
ever, that of the members first appointed, % shali 
be appointed for a term expiring 1 year, % for a 
term expiring 2 years, and % for a term expiring 
3 years from January 1 following the date of ap- 
pointment. Members may not be reappointed after 
serving a full 3-year term until 2 years shall have 
elapsed since the expiration of such term. 

5. Subject to the provisions of this chapter, and 
the regulations of the department, every board 
shall have the power and duty to: 

a. Develop a plan of community mental health 
services for the county; 

b. Annually appoint a professional mental health 
advisory committee to provide all necessary techni- 
eal advice required by the board; 

ec. Review, advise and make recommendations 
with regard to community mental health service 
projects submitted for State financial participa- 
tion; 

d. Perform such other duties as may be neces- 
sary or proper to carry out the purposes of this act. 

6. a. Community mental health projects shall be 
submitted annually by sponsoring agencies to the 
county mental health board in accordance with the 
rules and regulations of the department. 

b. All projects shall include an explanation of 
the operation proposed and a budget showing all 
sources of revenue, including anticipated State 
financial aid, and a list of personnel requirements. 

ce. The county mental health board shall recom- 
mend within the formula for State financial assist- 
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ance, the amount of State financial support within 
the county to be allocated to each such project in the 
county based upon an evaluation of the project, the 
number of people served, the scope of the services 
provided and such other factors as the board may 
deem necessary to accomplish the objectives of this 
act. 


7. Each project application shall be submitted to 
the department by the sponsoring agency and shall 
include the recommendation of the county mental 
health board. It shall contain such information 
and be submitted in such form and at such time as 
may be required by regulations of the department. 

8. The commissioner, with due regard for the 
recommendations made by the Community Mental 
Health Advisory Council, shall approve for State 
financial participation community mental health 
projects which comply with all regulations of the 
department and which implement in an efficient and 
economic manner a community mental health pro- 
eram through educational, consultative, diagnostic 
and treatment services for mental health problems 
of children and adults in the community. The com- 
missioner shall notify the sponsoring agency of his 
action and certify the amount of State financial 
participation allowed, if any. 

9. a. Reimbursement grants shall be paid to an 
eligible sponsoring agency from State funds in an 
amount not exceeding 50% of the allowable ex- 
penditures for each project approved by the com- 
missioner. Allowable expenditures shall include 
expenditures for such purposes as the commis- 
sioner shall, by regulation, determine to be neces- 
sary or required to carry out the mental health 
project, except that expenditures for rental or im- 
provements to premises used for the project shall 
not be included. The total of the annual reim- 
bursement grants from Federal and State funds 
for all community health projects in any 1 county 
shall not exceed an amount equal to 20 cents multi- 
plied by the population of that county. 
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b. Claims for State reimbursement to the spon- 
soring agency shall be made in accordance with the 
regulations of the department. 

10. The commissioner, with due regard for the 
recommendations made by the Community Mental 
Health Advisory Council, shall make, promulgate, 
modify, repeal and enforce such rules and regula- 
tions as may be necessary adequately to effectuate 
the provisions of this act and the powers conferred 
upon him and upon the department hereunder. 

11. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 147 


Aw Act relating to joint action by the State of New 
Jersey and the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
and through the instrumentality of the Delaware 
River Joint Toll Bridge Commission; authoriz- 
ing the Governor to enter into a supplemental 
compact or agreement on behalf of the State of 
New Jersey with the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania, supplementing the compact or agree- 
ment entitled ‘‘ Agreement between the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania and the State of New 
Jersey creating the Delaware River Joint Toll 
Bridge Commission as a body corporate and 
politic and defining its powers and duties,’’ as 
heretofore amended and supplemented; author- 
izing the Governor of either State to veto the 
action of any commissioner from his State; re- 
quiring express authorization by the 2 States for 
the construction or acquisition of any additional 
bridge or port and terminal facility and the ad- 
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ministration, operation and maintenance thereof, 
and authorizing the Governor to apply on behalf 
of the State of New Jersey to the Congress of the 
United States for its consent to such supple- 
mental compact or agreement. 


Be rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The Governor is hereby authorized to enter 
into a supplemental compact or agreement on behalf 
of the State of New Jersey with the Commonwealth 
cf Pennsylvania, supplementing the compact or 
agreement entitled ‘‘Agreement between the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania and the State of New 
Jersey creating the Delaware River Joint Toll 
Bridge Commission as a body corporate and politic 
and defining its powers and duties,’’ which was 
executed on behalf of the State of New Jersey by its 
Governor on December 18, 1934, and on behalf of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania by its Gover- 
nor on December 19, 1934, as heretofore amended 
and supplemented, such supplemental compact or 
agreement to be in substantially the following 
form: 

‘‘Supplemental Agreement between the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania and the State of New 
Jersey supplementing the compact or agreement 
entitled ‘Agreement between the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania and the State of New Jersey creating 
the Delaware River Joint Toll Bridge Commission 
as a body corporate and politic and defining its 
powers and duties,’ as heretofore amended and sup- 
plemented, by authorizing the Governor of either 
State to veto the action of any commissioner from 
his State and requiring express authorization by 
the 2 States for the construction or acquisition of 
any additional bridge or port and terminal facility 
and the administration, operation and maintenance 
thereof. 

‘‘The Commonwealth of Pennsylvania and the 
State of New Jersey do hereby solemnly covenant 
and agree, each with the other, as follows:

In case any such foreign birth certificate is or shall 
be in a foreign language, there shall be attached to 
it the translation into the English language of the 
same, verified by the affidavit of the person making 
the translation. Any such birth certificate may be 
recorded as herein provided upon the request of a 
parent of such child or by any person on behalf of 
such child where the child is or shall become a resi- 
dent of this State.

of the property on which the tax was paid, the total 
amount of the tax and the discount allowed or the 
interest and penalty charged. The cash book shall 
be provided by the collector at the expense of the 
taxing district, shall be the property of the taxing 
district and be open at all reasonable times to pub- 
lic inspection. In lieu of recording payments on 
the duplicate in the manner herein provided, any 
taxing district may elect to use a payment record 
eard wherein substantially similar information as 
herein required may be mechanically recorded. 
Such payment record ecard shall be the property of 
the taxing district and be open at all reasonable 
times to public inspection. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 159 


Ax Acr to amend ‘‘An act concerning motor 
vehicles, and supplementing article 3 of chapter 
3 of Title 39 of the Revised Statutes,’’ approved 
June 11, 1953 (P. LL. 1953, ¢. 188). 


Br rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 1 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

1. No person shall operate any motor vehicle or 
motor-drawn vehicle manufactured after July 1, 
1954, and registered in this State unless such motor 
vehicle or motor-drawn vehicle is equipped with 
turn signals of a type approved by the Director of 
the Division of Motor Vehicles in the Department 
of Law and Public Safety, except that this section 
shall not apply to pole trailers or to any motor- 
drawn vehicle not exceeding 3,000 pounds gross 
vehicle weight and which, from a distance of at 
least 500 feet to the rear, does not obscure or ob- 
struct sight of the turn signals installed, as herein- 
above required, on the motor vehicle drawing such 
motor-drawn vehicle. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 160 


Aw Act concerning pensions, and amending section 
43 :10-25 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br ir enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 438:10-25 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

43 :10-25. The widow of any county detective 
who shall die from any cause shall receive a pension 
so long as she shall remain unmarried, equal to 14 
of the amount of the annual salary of such county 
detective at the time of his death, and at her death 
or in case there be no widow, his minor child or 
children, until each reaches the age of 16 years, 
shall receive the amount of said pension for their 
support. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 161 


Aw Acr concerning motor vehicles and traffic regu- 
lation. and amending ‘‘An act relating to motor 
vehicles and traffic regulation, and amending sec- 
tions 39 :3-20 and 39 :3-84, and repealing sections 
39 :3-83, 39:3-85 and 39:4-73, and supplement- 
ing Title 39 of the Revised Statutes,’’ approved 
May 25, 1950 (P. L. 1950, c. 142) and section 
39 :3-84 of the Revised Statutes. 


Ber rt enactren by the Senate and General Assem- 
biy of the State of New Jersey: 
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1. Section 5 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

5. Any State Police officer or motor vehicle in- 
spector having reason to believe that the size or 
weight of a vehicle and load is unlawful is author- 
ized to require the driver to stop and submit to a 
measurment or weighing of the same by means of 
either portable or stationary scales and may re- 
quire that such vehicle be driven to the nearest 
public seales in the event such seales are within 2 
miles, 

Whenever an officer or inspector upon measuring 
or weighing a vehicle and load, as above provided, 
determines that the size or weight is unlawful, such 
officer shall require the driver to stop the vehicle in 
a suitable place and remain standing until such 
portion of the load is removed as may be neces- 
sary to reduce the size or gross weight of such 
vehicle to such limit as permitted under this act, 
or permitted by the certificate of registration for 
the vehicle, whichever may be lower. All material 
so unloaded shall be cared for by the owner or 
operator of such vehicle at the risk of such owner 
or operator. 

No vehicle shall be deemed to be in violation of 
the overweight provisions of this act when, upon 
examination by an officer or inspector, the vehicle’s 
dispatch papers show it 1s proceeding from its last 
preceding freight pick-up point within the State of 
New Jersey by a reasonably expeditious route to 
the nearest available scales or to the first available 
scales in the general direction towards which the 
vehicle has been dispatched, or is returning from 
such seales after weighing-in to the last preceding 
pick-up point. 

When an officer or inspector determines that a 
vehicle is in violation of the axle weight limitations 
of this act but is within the legal gross maximum 
weight, the driver shall be permitted before pro- 
ceeding to redistribute the weight of the vehicle’s 
contents so that no axle is overweight, in which 
event there is no violation. 
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No arrest shall be made in cases where weight 
limitations provided in this section are not ex- 
eeeded by more than 5%. 

Any person who prepares, presents to an officer 
or has in his possession false dispatch papers, that 
is to say, dispatch papers which do not correspond 
to the cargo carried, shall be subject to a fine not 
exceeding $100.00. 

Any driver of a vehicle who fails or refuses to 
stop and submit the vehicle and load to a measure- 
ment or weighing, or who fails or refuses when di- 
rected by an officer upon a measurement or weigh- 
ing of the vehicle to stop the vehicle and otherwise 
comply with the provisions of this section, shall be 
subject to a fine not exceeding $100.00. 

The owner, lessee and bailee of any commercial 
motor vehicle, tractor, trailer or semitrailer found 
on a highway in violation of this act shall be fined 
not less than $200.00 nor more than $500.00 for the 
first offense, and for any subsequent offense, not 
less than $500.00 nor more than $750.00; except that 
any such owner, lessee and bailee of any such 
vehicle found on a highway with a gross weight of 
vehicle and load in excess of that provided for on 
the certificate of registration for the vehicle, or in 
excess of the axle weight or gross weight limita- 
tions imposed by this act for vehicle and load, shall 
be fined an amount equal to $0.02 per pound for 
each pound of excess weight if the excess weight 
does not exceed 10,000 pounds, and $0.03 per pound 
for each pound of excess weight if the excess weight 
exceeds 10,000 pounds, but in no event less than 
$50.00. ; 

The vehicle involved, but not its contents, may be 
detained until the person charged with the violation 
submits to the jurisdiction of the court and posts a 
bond sufficient in amount to insure payment of the 
maximum fine which may be imposed in the event 
of a conviction, or, if there is a conviction, pays 
the fine which is imposed or posts a proper bond 
required for an appeal from such conviction. If 
the owner is found to be responsible for the viola- 
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tion then, in addition to the penalties herein con- 
tained, the registration of the motor vehicle in- 
volved may be revoked by the Director of the 
Division of Motor Vehicles. 

2. Section 39:3-84 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

39 :3-84. No commercial motor vehicle, tractor, 
trailer or semitrailer shall be operated on any high- 
way in this State the outside width of which is more 
than 96 inches, or the extreme over-all length of 
which exceeds 35 feet either for a 2-axle 4-wheeled 
vehicle or 35 feet for a 3-axle 6-wheeled vehicle, or 
the height of which exceeds 131% feet, except that 
a vehicle exceeding the above limitations may be 
operated when a special permit so to operate is 
secured in advance from the director. 

In the case of an omnibus the maximum over-all 
length dimension shall be such as the Board of Pub- 
lie Utility Commissioners prescribe. 

No commercial motor vehicle drawing or having 
attached thereto any other such vehicle, nor any 
combination of vehicles, shall be operated on any 
highway in this State, except a tractor and semi- 
trailer combination not in excess of a total over-all 
length, inclusive of load, of 50 feet and a truck and 
trailer combination not in excess of a total over-all 
length, inclusive of load, of 50 feet, and also except 
a vehicle or a combination of vehicles transporting 
poles, pilings, structural units or other articles in- 
capable of dismemberment the total over-all length 
of which, inclusive of load, shall not exceed 70 feet, 
but the provisions of this paragraph shall not apply 
to a vehicle nor to any combination of vehicles, 
operated by a public utility as defined in R. S. 
48 :2-13 which vehicle or combination of vehicles is 
used by such public utility in the construction, re- 

construction, repair or maintenance of ‘its property 
or facilities. 

Subject to the provisions of section 39 :3-82 and 
the axle weight limitations of this section, no com- 
mercial motor vehicle, tractor, trailer or semi- 
trailer shall be operated on any highway in this 
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State having a combined weight of vehicle and load 
of more than (a) 30,000 pounds in the case of a 
2-axle 4-wheeled vehicle, (b) 40,000 pounds in the 
case of a 3-axle 6-wheeled vehicle, (c) 60,000 pounds 
in the case of a tractor and semitrailer combination, 
and (d) 60,000 pounds in the case of a truck and 
trailer combination. 

The gross weight imposed on the highway by the 
wheels of any 1 axle of a vehicle shall not exceed 
22,400 pounds. 

For the purpose of this Title the gross weight 
imposed on the highway by the wheels of any 1 axle 
of a vehicle shall be deemed to mean the total load 
transmitted to the road by all wheels whose centers 
are included between 2 parallel transverse vertical 
planes less than 40 inches apart, extending across 
the full width of the vehicle. 

The combined gross weight imposed on the high- 
way by all wheels of all axles whose centers are on 
or between 2 parallel transverse vertical planes 
spaced 40 inches, but less than 96 inches apart. ex- 
tending across the full width of the vehicle, shall 
not exceed 32,000 pounds. 

Every commercial motor vehicle or motor-drawn 
vehicle used on the public highways carrying loads 
extending beyond the outside dimensions of the 
vehicle shall have displayed at the outside extrem- 
ity of the load a red flag by day, which shall not be 
less than 18 inches square, and a red light by night, 
and they shall be so hung as to present a full view 
to the drivers of approaching vehicles. This red 
light shall be in addition to the red light provided 
for in section 39 :3-61 of this Title. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 162 


Aw Act to amend ‘‘An act concerning banking and 
banking institutions (Revision of 1948),’’ ap- 
proved April 29, 1948 (P. L. 1948, ¢. 67). 


Be 1T ENACTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 65 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 


65. Real property mortgages. 

No bank shall make a mortgage loan secured by 
a mortgage upon real property unless 

(1) the mortgaged property is located within 
this State, or, if outside this State, the mortgaged 
property is located within 50 miles of the border 
of this State; or if the mortgaged property is 
located outside this State and is more than 50 
miles from the border of this State, the payment of 
the mortgage loan is insured or guaranteed, or is 
the subject of an unconditional commitment for 
such insurance or guarantee, to the extent provided 
for in subsection A of section 68, by the Federal 
Housing Commissioner or by the United States, or 
by this State; 

(2) the mortgaged property shall consist of im- 
proved real property, including farm lands, or un- 
improved real property if the proceeds of such loan 
shall be used for the purpose of erecting improve- 
ments thereon; 

(3) the mortgage securing such loan shall con- 
stitute a first lien on a fee; a mortgage shall be 
deemed a first lien notwithstanding the existence of 
a prior mortgage or mortgages held by the bank, 
or liens of taxes which are not delinquent, building 
restrictions or other restrictive covenants or condi- 
tions, leases or tenancies whereby rents or profits 
are reserved to the owner, joint driveways, sewer 
rights, rights in walls, rights-of-way or other ease- 
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ments, or encroachments, which the persons sign- 
ing the certificate provided for in section 67 report 
in their opinion do not materially affect the security 
for the mortgage loan. Every mortgage shall be 
certified to be such a first lien by an attorney-at- 
law of the State in which the real property is 
located, or certified or guaranteed to be such a first 
lien by a corporation authorized to guarantee titles 
to land in such State; 

(4) such loan shall not exceed 6624% of the ap- 
praised value of the mortgaged property, except 
that 


(a) in the case of a mortgage upon a single 
family dwelling, such loan may equal 80% of 
the first $15,000.00 of the appraised value of 
the mortgaged property, plus 50% of the ex- 
cess, if any, of such appraised value; but no 
loan secured by mortgage upon a single family 
dwelling shall exceed $25,000.00, nor shall any 
such loan be made for a period longer than 20 
years from its date; 

(b) in the ease of a mortgage upon a 2- 
family, 3-family or 4-family dwelling, such 
loan may equal 80% of the first $20,000.00 of 
the appraised value of the mortgaged prop- 
erty, plus 50% of the excess, if any, of such 
appraised value; 


provided, that there shall be ineluded in the ap- 
praised value of the mortgaged property, for the 
purpose of this paragraph (4), the value of im- 
provements to be erected upon the mortgaged prop- 
erty wholly or partly with the proceeds of such 
loan; and 

(5) the instrument evidencing the loan shall re- 
quire payment to be made during each year on ac- 
count of the principal amount of the loan at a rate 
not less than 1% per annum of the original amount 
of the loan, if the original amount of the loan does 
not exceed 50% of the appraised value of the mort- 
gaged property; or 2% per annum of the original 
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amount of the loan, if the loan exceeds 50% but 
does not exceed 6624% of such appraised value; or 
5% per annum of the original amount of the loan, 
if the loan exceeds 6624% of such appraised value; 
provided, that, when the amount of any loan se- 
cured by mortgage upon a single family dwelling 
exceeds $16,000.00, the instrument evidencing the 
loan shall require payments to be made during each 
year on account of the principal amount of the loan 
at a rate not less than 5% of the original amount of 
the loan; provided, further, that, in leu of such 
principal payments, the instrument evidencing any 
mortgage loan may require equal monthly pay- 
ments, each applicable to principal and interest, in 
an amount sufficient to pay current interest and to 
repay the amount of the loan in not more than 20 
years from its date; and provided further, that 
when the proceeds of any such loan are to be used 
to pay, in whole or in part, the cost of constructing 
a building or buildings on the mortgaged property, 
and such proceeds are paid by the bank from time 
to time, final payment being made at or after com- 
pletion, the instrument evidencing such loan need 
not require that any payment be made on account 
of the principal amount of the loan during the 
period from the date of such loan to a date not more 
than 18 months from the date of such loan; and such 
date marking the end of the period during which 
no payments are required to be made on account 
of the principal amount of the loan, shall be deemed 
to be the date of such loan for the purpose of 
reckoning the 20-year period limited for the pay- 
ment of such loan by this paragraph (5), and by 
subparagraph (a) of paragraph (4) of this section. 

2. Section 69 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

69. Limitations on mortgage loans. 

A. No bank shall make a mortgage loan when the 
total cost of acquisition by the bank of all real 
property owned by it, other than real property 
held for the purposes specified in subparagraph 
(a) of paragraph (5) of section 24, and the total of 
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all principal balances owing to the bank on mort- 
gage loans, less all write-offs and reserves with 
respect to such real property and mortgage loans, 
together exceed, or by the making of such loan will 
exceed, 60% of the time deposits of the bank or 
100% of the aggregate of its unimpaired capital 
stock and its surplus, whichever is the greater. For 
the purposes of this subsection, principal balances 
owing to the bank on mortgage loans subject to the 
provisions of subsection A of section 68 shall only 
to the extent of 6624% of such balances owing to 
the bank, be included in the total of all principal 
balances owing to the bank on mortgage loans. 
This subsection shall not, however, prevent the re- 
newal or extension of the time for payment of a 
mortgage loan for the amount due thereon at the 
time of such renewal or extension. 

B. Except as in this article otherwise provided, 
no bank shall, as sole lender or as a co-lender, make 
a loan secured by mortgage on real property or by 
mortgage on a lease of the fee of real property, nor 
shall any bank purchase the entire interest or a 
part interest in any such mortgage, if the making 
of such loan or the purchase of such interest would 
cause the total of all unpaid balances secured by 
a mortgage or mortgages held by the bank as sole 
owner or as co-owner upon such real property or 
such leasehold, to exceed the limitations imposed 
by this article upon the amount of a mortgage loan 
which may be made upon the security of such real 
property or such leasehold. 

C. The granting of mortgage loans to any person 
shall be without regard to race, creed, color, na- 
tional origin or ancestry. The granting of such 
loans shall be without discrimination of any nature 
including, but not limited to, interest rates, terms 
and duration, because of race, creed, color, national 
crigin or ancestry. 

D. When a bank makes a mortgage loan the 
proceeds of which are to be used to pay, in whole 
or in part, the cost of constructing a farm or resi- 
dential building on the mortgaged property, and 
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such loan has a maturity of not more than 9 months, 
the bank may, at its option to be exercised from 
time to time, treat such loan either as a mortgage 
loan for all purposes of this article, or as an un- 
secured commercial loan. If the bank elects to 
treat such loan as an unsecured commercial loan, 
the loan shall be subject to all limitations and re- 
quirements applicable to unsecured commercial 
loans otherwise made, and shall also be subject to 
all the provisions of this article, except that the 
principal balance owing to the bank on any such 
loan shall not be included in the total of all prin- 
cipal balances owing to the bank on mortgage loans 
for the purpose of determining the limitations im- 
posed by subsection A of this section. No bank 
shall treat any such loan as a commercial loan as in 
this subsection provided at any time when the prin- 
cipal balances owing to the bank on all such loans 
so treated exceed 50% of the aggregate of bank’s 
unimpaired capital stock and its surplus, or if the 
making of any such loan so treated would cause the 
principal balances owing to the bank on all such 
loans so treated to exceed 50% of the aggregate 
of its unimpaired capital stock and its surplus. 
3. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved July 22, 1957. 
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CHAPTER 163 


Aw Act concerning municipalities in relation to 
special policemen, and amending section 40 :47-19 
of the Revised Statutes. 


Bz rt enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 40:47-19 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

40:47-19. The governing body may appoint spe- 
cial policemen for a term not exceeding 1 year and 
revoke such appointment without cause or hearing. 
They shall not be members of the police force, and 
their powers, rights and duties shall immediately 
cease at the expiration of the term for which they 
were appointed, or upon revocation of their ap- 
pointment. They may be furnished with a badge 
upon the deposit of a sum to be fixed by the gov- 
erning body, which may be refunded on the return 
ot the badge. A fee to be fixed by the governing 
body may be charged for issuing to any such oflicer 
a certificate of appointment. 

No person shall be appointed as such a special 
policeman unless he is a citizen of the United 
States, able to read, write and speak the English 
language, physically qualified and of good moral 
character, and shall not have been convicted of any 
erlme. No such special policeman shall carry a 
revolver or other weapon when off duty. Every 
such special policeman shall be fingerprinted and 
his fingerprints shall be filed with the Division of 
State Police and the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation. 

Every such special policeman shall be under the 
supervision and direction of the chief of police of 
the municipality wherein he is appointed. 

Every such special policeman shall perform his 
duties only in the municipality wherein he is ap- 
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pointed except when in fresh pursuit of any person 
pursuant to the provisions of chapter 156 of Title 
2A of the New Jersey Statutes. 

Every such special policeman shall comply with 
the regular rules and regulations promulgated by 
the governing body of the municipality for the 
conduct and decorum for the regular members of 
the municipal police department. 

Before any such appointment is made the chief 
of police of the municipality shall ascertain whether 
the applicant for the appointment is eligible and 
qualified, as provided herein, and a report thereon 
shall be made to the governing body. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 164 


Aw Acr to amend the ‘‘Banking Act of 1948,’’ ap- 
proved April 29, 1948 (P. L. 1948, ¢. 67). 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 181 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

181. Mortgage loans. 

A-1. A savings bank may make or invest in mort- 
gage loans in the manner and subject to the limita- 
tions prescribed by this section. For the purposes 
of this section, ‘‘mortgage loan’’ shall include 
every indebtedness secured by mortgage on real 
property, or on a lease of the fee of real property 
(in any case in which such lease is lawful security 
for such mortgage loan), except as otherwise pro- 
vided by subsection Q of this section, and a savings 
bank shall be deemed to have made a mortgage loan 
when 
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(a) it lends or participates in lending money 
to a borrower upon the security of real prop- 
erty; or 

(b) it acquires, by purchase or otherwise, a 
mortgage loan or any share or part of or in- 
terest in a mortgage loan which is not sub- 
ordinate to any share or part thereof or 
interest therein held by any other person. 


A savings bank may sell, assign or otherwise dis- 
pose of a share or part of or interest in a mortgage 
loan held by it to any other person. 

A-2. For all purposes of compliance with the ap- 
plicable provisions and restrictions of subsections 
D, EH, F and G of this section as to the percentage 
of the mortgage loan to the appraised value of the 
mortgaged property, and the term of and rate of 
amortization of such loan, the date of the acquisi- 
tion by a savings bank of a mortgage loan or a 
share or part thereof or interest therein shall, as 
respects such savings bank, be deemed to be the 
date as of which the mortgage loan was made, and 
the unpaid amount of the principal then due shall 
be deemed to be the amount of such mortgage loan. 

B. No savings bank shall make a mortgage loan 
at any time when the total cost of acquisition by the 
savings bank of all real property owned by it, other 
than real property held for the purposes specified 
in subparagraph (a) of paragraph (5) of section 
24, and the total of all principal balances owing to 
the savings bank on mortgage loans, less all write- 
offs and reserves with respect to such real property 
and mortgage loans, together exceeds, or by the 
making of such loan will exceed, 70% of its deposits. 
For the purposes of this subsection, principal bal- 
ances owing on mortgage loans made pursuant to 
subsection Q of this section shall, only to the extent 
of 75% of such balances, be included in the total 
of all principal balances owing to the savings bank 
on mortgage loans. 

C. Every mortgage loan shall be evidenced by a 
note or bond, and shall be secured by a mortgage on 
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the fee of real property located within this State, 
or, if outside this State, upon the fee of real prop- 
erty located within 50 miles of the principal office 
of the savings bank. Hvery mortgage shall be cer- 
tified to be a first lien by an attorney-at-law of the 
State in which the real property is located, or cer- 
tified or guaranteed to be a first lien by a corpora- 
tion authorized to guarantee titles to land in such 
State. For the purposes of this section, a mortgage 
shall be deemed to be a first lien, notwithstanding 
the existence of a prior mortgage or mortgages 
held by the savings bank, or a lien for current taxes 
or assessments not due or payable at the time the 
loan is made, and notwithstanding the existence of 
leases, building restrictions, easements, encroach- 
ments, or covenants which, in the opinion of an 
officer of the savings bank designated for that pur- 
pose by the board of managers, do not materially 
lessen the value of the real property to be mort- 
gaged. 

D. When the real property offered as security 
for a mortgage loan consists of a lot of land upon 
which there is 1 or more 1-family dwellings inelud- 
ing appropriate garages or other outbuildings, if 
any, or upon which such a dwelling or dwellings, 
garages or outbuildings are in the course of con- 
struction or are to be constructed, the amount of 
the mortgage loan shall not exceed (a) 80% of the 
appraised value of the real property, or (b) 
$25,000.00, whichever is lesser. 

HK. When the real property offered as security 
for a mortgage loan consists of a lot of land upon 
which there is 1 or more 2-, 3-, or 4-family dwellings 
including appropriate garages or other outbuild- 
ings, 1f any, or upon which such a dwelling or 
dwellings and appropriate garages or other out- 
buildings are in the course of construction or are to 
be constructed, the amount of the mortgage loan 
shall not exceed 80% of the first $30,000.00 of the 
appraised value of the real property, plus 50% of 
the excess, if any, of such appraised value over 
$30,000.00. 
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¥. The instrument evidencing a mortgage loan 
made pursuant to either subsection D or subsection 
E of this section shall require that 


(1) interest shall be paid on such loan 
monthly, and that equal monthly payments be 
made in reduction of such loan of an annual 
rate equal to at least 5% of the original amount 
of such loan; or 

(2) that a constant sum be paid monthly in 
an amount sufficient for current interest and 
for the payment of the loan in full in not more 
than 20 years from the making of such loan; or 

(3) the payments provided in (1) hereof 
may be reduced to an annual rate equal to 4% 
of the original amount of such loan, or the pay- 
ment provided in (2) hereof may be an amount 
sufficient for current interest and payment of 
the loan in not more than 25 years from the 
making of such loan, provided, that in either 
of such cases the mortgage loan shall, by its 
terms, mature and any unpaid balance shall 
become due and payable not more than 20 vears 
from the making of such loan. 


G. When the real property offered as security 
for a mortgage loan consists of a lot of land upon 
which there is a building or buildings other than 
dwellings of the nature described in subsections D 
and E of this section, or upon which such other 
buildings are in the course of construction or are 
to be constructed, or when such land is paved for 
parking lot purposes, the amount of the mortgage 
loan shall not exeeed 6624% of appraised value of 
such real property. The instrument evidencing a 
mortgage loan made pursuant to this subsection 
shall require that the loan be repaid in full in not 
more than 10 years from the date it is made; and 
(a) if the amount of such loan, when made, exceeds 
50% of the appraised value of the real property, 
that payments shall be made in reduction thereof 
at least semiannually, at an annual rate equal to 
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at least 2% of the original amount of such loan; or 
(b) if the amount of such loan, when made, does 
not exceed 50% of the appraised value of the real 
property, that payments shall be made in reduction 
thereof at least semiannually, at an annual rate 
equal to at least 1% of the original amount of such 
loan. When, however, the amount of such loan does 
not, when made, exceed 50% of the appraised value 
of such real property, and the instrument evi- 
dencing such loan requires that it be paid in full in 
not more than 5 years from the date it is made, the 
instrument need not require that any payment be 
made in reduction of such loan prior to its maturity 
date. Notwithstanding the limitations prescribed 
by subsections D and E and hereinabove in this sec- 
tion, a savings bank may make a mortgage loan 
secured by a lot of land or 2 or more lots of land, 
contiguous or not, upon each of which there is a 
building or buildings, or upon each of which a 
building or buildings are in the course of construc- 
tion or are to be constructed. The limitations of 
this section governing the percentage of the mort- 
gage loan to the appraised value of each type of 
building, including land, shall apply and the term 
of the loan and rate of amortization shall comply 
with the requirements hereinabove contained in this 
subsection. 

H. When the real property offered as security 
for a mortgage loan is of the nature described in 
subsection D or E of this section, and the amount 
of the loan does not exceed 6624% of the appraised 
value of such real property, the instrument evi- 
dencing such loan shall be sufficient if it conforms 
to the requirements of either subsection F or sub- 
section G of this section. 

I. A mortgage loan may be made for the purpose 
of enabling a borrower to construct a building or 
buildings upon real property owned by him, and, in 
such a case, the appraised value of the real prop- 
erty shall include the value of the building or build- 
ings to be constructed, but at no time shall a greater 
sum be advanced on account of such loan than, in 
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the opinion of (1) the appraisers hereinafter pro- 
vided for, or (2) 1 of such appraisers and an officer 
of the savings bank designated for that purpose by 
the board of managers, is warranted by the state 
of completion of the buildings in process of con- 
struction. For the purposes of compliance with 
the applicable requirements of subsection F or G 
of this section as to the term of and the rate of 
amortization of a loan made pursuant to this sec- 
tion, such loan shall be deemed to have been made 
when the final advance shall be made to the bor- 
rower on such loan, or 18 months from the date of 
the mortgage securing such loan, whichever is 
earlier. 

J. When the real property offered as security 
for a mortgage loan consists of unimproved land, — 
and the proceeds of such loan are not to be used 


- te construct a building on such land, the amount of 


such loan shall not exceed 30% of the appraised 
value of such real property. The instrument evi- 
dencing a loan made pursuant to this subsection 
shall require that such loan be paid in full in not 
more than 5 years from the date it is made. No 
loan made pursuant to this subsection shall exceed 
$10,000.00, or 44 of 1% of the deposits of the sav- 
ings bank, whichever is greater; nor shall any such 
loan be made at any time when the total of all such 
loans exceeds, or if the making of such loan would 
cause such total to exceed 1% of the deposits of 
the savings bank. 

K. No mortgage loan shall be made except upon 
a certificate signed by 2 or more appraisers who 
shall be either members of the board of managers 
or such other persons as the board of managers 
shall designate. The certificate shall certify that 
the appraisers have inspected the real property to 
be mortgaged, shall set forth or meorporate by 
reference all factors which, in their judgment, are 
materiallv determinative of the value of the real 
property, and shall disclose as separate items the 
value placed upon land and upon improvements, if 
any. The appraisers shall also certify that, in their

opinion, the real property furnishes adequate secu- 
rity for the amount of the loan to be made.

(e) that the commissioner has approved 
the making of such loans by savings banks 
upon leases of real property of such camp 
meeting association.

Aw Act imposing a tax on the sale, delivery or use 
within the State of white seed potatoes; provid- 
ing for the use of the proceeds of the tax and for 
the collection of the tax imposed; providing pen- 
alties for violation; creating the White Potato 
Industry Council, and prescribing its powers and 
duties; and making an appropriation. 


Wuereas, The production of potatoes is one of 
the most important agricultural industries of this 
State; and 


Wuereas, It is important to conserve and pro- 
mote the prosperity and welfare of this State and 
of the potato industry of the State by fostering 
and promoting better methods of producing, 
merchandising and advertising potatoes grown 
in the State; therefore, 


Br ir enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. This act shall be known and may be cited as 
the ‘‘White Potato Industry Promotion and Tax 
Act.’’ 

2. The following word and phrases, when used 
in this act, shall have the meanings respectively 
ascribed to them: 

‘‘Couneil’’ the White Potato Industry Council 
created by this act. 

‘‘Department’’ the Department of Agriculture 
of the State of New Jersey. 

‘‘State Board’’ the State Board of Agriculture. 

‘‘Distributor of Seed Potatoes’? any person who 
sells seed potatoes, or who imports or grows seed 
potatoes for his own use as a grower or for use by 
other growers or jointly for his own use as a grower 
and for use by other growers. 
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‘‘Grower’’ any person who plants or causes to 
be planted seed potatoes in this State in order to 
produce a crop for his own use or benefit. 

‘‘Seed Potatoes’’ white potatoes to be used for 
the purposes of planting in this State in order to 
produce a crop. 


3. There is hereby levied and imposed upon any 
sale, delivery, or use within this State of seed 
potatoes an excise tax at the rate of $0.05 for each 
100 pounds of seed potatoes or fraction thereof. 

4. Nothing in this act shall require the payment 
of such tax more than once on any seed potatoes 
sold, delivered, or used within this State. The 
liability for, and the incidence of, the tax on seed 
potatoes is hereby declared to be a levy on the 
grower, but this provision shall in no way affect 
the method of collection of such tax as provided 
by this act. 


5. Every distributor of seed potatoes shall 
charge and collect, or pay, as the case may be, and 
shall be hable for, the tax imposed by this act on all 
seed potatoes handled by him as a distributor of 
seed potatoes. No State, county or municipal in- 
stitution shall be required to pay the tax im- 
posed by this act for seed potatoes purchased 
and used for purposes of raising potatoes for in- 
stitutional use. 

6. Every distributor of seed potatoes shall on or 
before February 1 and August 1 in each year file 
with the department a report of all seed potatoes 
handled by him as a distributor of seed potatoes 
during the 6 months immediately preceding Janu- 
ary 1 and July 1, respectively, and shall accom- 
pany such report with the payment of the tax col- 
lected or to be paid by him for the period covered 
by the report. No such report shall be subject to 
public inspection except pursuant to legal process. 

Such report shall be made on forms prescribed 
and furnished by the department and shall contain 
such information as the department shall require 
for the proper administration of this act. 
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- Aen: 7. Every distributor of seed potatoes shall keep 
by distributor; a record of all seed potatoes handled by him as a

(b) Programs of education and research, adver- 
tising, publicity, sales and promotion of the white 
potato industry as may from time to time be con- 
ducted or approved by the council. 
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11. There is hereby created in the Department of 
Agriculture the White Potato Industry Council to 
eonsist of 8 members, of whom 5 shall be growers 
of white potatoes, 1 shall be a wholesale dealer in 
white potatoes, 1 shall be a representative of the 
New Jersey State Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion, and 1 shall be the Secretary of Agriculture 
ex officio or his designee. Appointments to the 
council shall be made by the State Board of Agri- 
culture for a term of 2 years except that of the first 
appointees 3 shall be for a term of 1 year and 4 
shall be for a term of 2 years as designated by the 
State board. The appointment of the grower mem- 
bers and the wholesale dealer member shall be 
made from lists containing not less than 15 names 
of growers and not less than 3 names of wholesale 
dealers, respectively, submitted to the State board 
by the New Jersey State Potato Association. If 
for any reason any list required by this section is 
not submitted, the State board may make appoint- 
ments from among the growers and dealers at 
large. The appointment of the representative of 
the New Jersey State Agricultural Experiment 
Station shall be made on the recommendation of 
the director of the said station. Each member shall 
hold office after the expiration of his term until 
his successor shall be duly appointed and qualified. 
Vacancies in the membership of the council, how- 
ever created, shall be filled in the same manner as 
the original appointment for the unexpired term 
only, but the list of nominees to be submitted by 
the New Jersey State Potato Association need con- 
tain but 3 names for each vacancy to be filled. 

The members of the council shall serve without 
compensation but shall be entitled to be reimbursed 
for expenses incurred in the performance of their 
duties. 

12. The council shall organize as soon as prac- 
ticable after their appointment at the call of the 
Secretary of Agriculture by electing a chairman, 
vice-chairman and secretary from amongst its 
membership to serve for a term of 1 year and until 
their successors are elected and qualified. Any 5 
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members shall constitute a quorum for the trans- 
action of business. 

13. The council, subject to the approval of the 
State board, shall make and promulgate rules and 
regulations for the administration and to effectuate 
the purposes of this act. Subject to the approval 
of the State board, it may employ, prescribe the 
duties, and fix the compensation of such persons as 
it may determine to be necessary for the proper 
performance and execution of the duties and powers 
of the council within the limits of available appro- 
priations. The council shall keep a complete record 
of all of its proceedings and of its receipts and ex- 
penditures and shall file a report annually in Janu- 
ary with the Governor and the Legislature and 
furnish the New Jersey State Potato Association 
with a copy of such report. 

14. The council shall annually prepare an item- 
ized estimate of revenues from collection of the 
tax and of proposed expenditures which shall be 
submitted to the State Board of Agriculture. Sub- 
ject to State board approval, such proposal of ex- 
penditures shall be ineluded in the regular budget 
request of the Department of Agriculture under 
the heading ‘‘ White Potato Industry Council’’ with 
the statement ‘‘ Payable from the Seed Potato Tax 
Account.’’ 

15. The council, subject to the approval of the 
State Board of Agriculture, shall conduct such 
programs of promotion of the white potato indus- 
try of New Jersey as will conserve and promote 
the prosperity of this State and the white potato 
industry of the State. | 

16. There is hereby appropriated to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture for use of the council during 
the first year of its operation the sum of $10,000.00, 
which sum shall be reimbursed to the State from 
the first available tax receipts received by the de- 
partment under this act.

1. In each city of this State, other than a first- 
class city, having a population of more than 
125,000 inhabitants and in which the mayor of the 
city is now elected by the voters for the term of 2 
years, the said mayor shall hereafter be elected for 
the term of 3 years commencing with the day fixed 
by law for the commencement of his term. 

2. In any such city any person who has been 
elected for 2 successive terms of 3 years each, as 
mayor, shall be ineligible to be again elected mayor 
until 1 full term of the mayor shall have elapsed 
after the termination of the said second term of 
the said person as mayor. Nothing herein con- 
tained shall preclude an election to 2 successive 
terms as mayor by reason of being the incumbent in 
the office of mayor of said city on the effective date 
of this act. 

3. The provisions of this act shall be applicable 


to the terms of the office of the mayor of any such of 


city where the office is filled at an election held in 
November, 1957, and to each election held there- 
after. In respect to any such election held in 
November, 1957, the term of the mayor to be then 
elected shall be 3 years and not 2 years, notwith- 
standing that the candidates for such office were 
nominated for a 2-year term at a primary held 
prior to the effective date of this act. 

4, This act shall take effect immediately.

1. No employee of the State, or of any county, 
municipality or school district of the State shall be 
suspended, fined, or demoted more than 3 times in 
any 1 year, nor for more than 5 days at any 1 time, 
nor for a period of greater than 15 days in the 
aggregate in any 1 year or discharged without the 
same right of appeal to the commission, which shall 
have the same power of revoking or modifying the 
action of such authority, as in the case of removal 
as provided in section 11 :15-2 to 11 :15-6 of the Re- 
vised Statutes.

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CHAPTER 172 


An Act concerning the parking and storage of 
vehicles and the acquisition, provision, financing 
and operation of facilities therefor by munici- 
palities, amending ‘‘An act concerning munici- 
palities, and supplementing article 1 of chapter 
60 of Title 40 of the Revised Statutes,’’ approved 
May 6, 1942 (P. L. 1942, ¢. 138), and sections 
40:1-79 and 40:1-90 of the Revised Statutes. 


Berr enacren by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 1 of chapter 138 of the laws of 1942 is 
amended to read as follows: 

1. (A) Every municipality is hereby authorized 
and empowered to acquire, by gift, devise, purchase 
or condemnation or in any other lawful manner, 
lands, buildings or other property, or interests 
therein, for the purpose of making facilities avail- 
able to the publie for the public parking of vehicles, 
and to use for said purpose any lands or other 
property theretofore acquired for other public use 
or purposes, and to erect on said lands or otherwise 
construct or acquire, and operate and maintain 
buildings or any other facilities for the aforesaid 
purposes, including space for business or com- 
mercial uses as hereinafter provided, and, for said 
purposes, to appropriate and expend moneys for 
or in connection with any such project. Such lands 
may consist of separate tracts or parcels, contigu- 
ous or not contiguous, improved or unimproved, 
and whether or not abutting upon any State or 
county road or municipal street. 

(B) Upon acquisition or use as aforesaid, the 
municipality is hereby authorized and empowered 
to lease said lands or any buildings thereon, inelud- 
ing the above-mentioned space for business or com- 
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mercial uses, to any person, firm or public or 
private corporation for the aforesaid purposes, for 
a consideration and for such period or periods of 
time not exceeding 50 years and upon such other 
terms and conditions as may be agreed upon. Such 
lease may be upon condition that the lessee shall 
or may construct or provide the building or build- 
ings or other facilities permitted by this act for 
the aforesaid purposes, including the above-men- 
tioned space for business or commercial uses, all 
upon such terms and conditions as may be agreed 
upon. The terms and conditions of every such 
lease shall be authorized and determined by resolu- 
tion adopted by the affirmative vote of a majority 
of all the members of the governing body of the 
municipality. 

(C) The municipality shall not engage directly 
in the sale of gasoline or accessories for, or in the 
repair or other servicing of, any such vehicles ex- 
cept in emergency, or in connection with any such 
project engage directly in the sale of any com- 
modity of trade or commerce, but the municipality 
may include in any such project, and provide and 
lease as lessor, structures, buildings, space or ac- 
commodations (whether constructed by the munici- 
pality or by a lessee) for any business or com- 
mercial use, including the sale of gasoline or 
accessories for, or the repair or other servicing of, 
such vehicles, if, in the opinion of its governing 
body, such inclusion, provision and proposed leas- 
ing is necessary to assist in defraying the expenses 
of the municipality in connection with such project 
and make possible the operation of the parking 
facilities of such project at reasonable rates and 
will increase the facilities for parking which can be 
feasibly included, financed, constructed and oper- 
ated as part of such project. Every such lease of 
space for a business or commercial use in a project 
not leased as a whole by the municipality as lessor 
shall be granted on a fair competitive basis, pro- 
vided, however, that the municipality may in the 
discretion of its governing body grant such leases 
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in the project on a noncompetitive basis to persons, 
firms or corporations actually displaced from any 
land or building by reason of the aequisition or 
construction of the project, but every such lease so 
granted on a noncompetitive basis shall terminate 
not later than 10 years from the date of such dis- 
placement of the lessee. 

(D) Any municipality, by ordinance duly 
adopted, at any time or from time to time may con- 
solidate and combine, and establish and constitute 
as a single publicly owned or operated utility or 
enterprise called a ‘‘public parking system,’’ any 
1 or more of such projects and may include as part 
of such public parking system any or all of its 
on-street, off-street or other parking areas or 
facilities or any parking meters maintained in con- 
nection therewith, but such inclusion of any such 
on-street parking area or facility shall not con- 
stitute construction, improvement, policing, regu- 
lation, or maintenance costs or indebtedness of 
streets as costs or indebtedness incurred for or with 
respect to such public parking system. If the 
municipality be obligated to pay any part of the 
moneys derived from the operation of said public 
parking system or any other moneys to or for the 
account of a parking authority created for such 
municipality or if there be outstanding any bonds 
of such parking authority guaranteed by the mu- 
nicipality or any bonds or notes of the municipality 
issued for the financing of any parking projects or 
projects of such parking authority, then and in any 
such event, for all of the purposes of sections 
40 :1-75 to 40:1-84, inclusive, of the Revised Stat- 
utes (local bond law), all of such bonds or notes 
and all other bonds of such parking authority shall 
be deemed to have been issued for the financing of 
said public parking system and the parking project 
or projects of such parking authority shall be 
deemed to be included as part of said public parking 
system, provided that nothing contained in this 
sentence shall modify or in any way affect the 
rights, powers, duties or obligations of the parking 
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authority with respect thereto or in any other 
respect. 

2. Section 40:1-79 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

40 :1-79. Bonds or notes for the financing of such 
utilities or enterprises or for any extension or 1m- 
provement thereof shall be deductible if such util- 
ity or enterprise shall have been self-liquidating 
within the fiscal year covered by such annual debt 
statement. Any water supply or distribution 
system, or any sewerage system, or any public 
parking system shall be deemed to be self-liquidat- 
ing during the period of construction or acquisition 
and until it shall have been in operation for at least 
1 fiscal year; provided, that the board of public 
utility commissioners shall have determined by 
order that the income will be sufficient to make the 
utility or enterprise self-liquidating within the 
definition of this article, on the basis of a project 
report prepared by the engineer. Bonds or notes 
to finance the improvement or extension of an 
existing utility or enterprise shall be deductible 
during the fiscal year in which they shall have been 
authorized or issued (1) if such utility or enter- 
prise would have been self-liquidating during the 
last preceding fiscal year had there been included 
in the interest and debt redemption charges for 
such year an amount equal to interest for 1 year at 
the rate of 444% per annum on the bonds or notes 
issued or to be issued to finance such improvement 
or extension and the amount of the first installment 
of serial bonds legally issuable to finance such im- 
provement or extension, or (2) if, in the case of an 
improvement or extension of any water supply or 
distribution system or any sewerage system or 
any public parking system, the board of public 
utility commissioners shall have determined by 
order that, upon the basis of a project report pre- 
pared by engineers for such utility or enterprise, 
the utility or enterprise would have been self- 
liquidating during the last preceding fiscal year 
had there not only been ineluded in the interest and 
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debt redemption charges an amount computed in 
the manner provided under clause (1) of this sec- 
tion, but also included in the income thereof the 
prospective income from the proposed improve- 
ment or extension, or (3) if in the case of an im- 
provement or extension of any water supply or 
distribution system or any sewerage system or any 
public parking system, in connection with the opera- 
tion of which fees, rents or other charges were not 
prescribed, charged or collected during the last 
preceding fiscal year, the board of public utility 
commissioners shall have determined by order that 
the income will be sufficient to make the utility or 
enterprise self-liquidating within the definition of 
this article, on the basis of a project report pre- 
pared by the engineer, which shall set up the 
schedule of fees, rents or charges thereafter to be 
prescribed, charged and collected in connection with 
the operation of such system. The board of public 
utility commissioners is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to make any such determination here- 
under and all proceedings before said board under 
the provisions of this section shall conform with 
respect to notice, hearings and service and effective 
date of orders, to the provisions of chapter 2 of the 
Title Public Utilities (48 :2-1 et seq.). To the ex- 
tent that any such utility or enterprise shall not be, 
or be determined to be, self-liquidating within the 
above limitations, the amount of the deficit in the 
income of such utility or enterprise applicable to 
interest and debt redemption, or the prospective 
amount of such deficit as determined by said State 
Board of Public Utility Commissioners, shall be 
capitalized at 5% and the capital sum so determined 
shall not be deductible from the gross debt. 

3. Section 40:1-90 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

40:1-90. Any ordinance adopted pursuant to 
article 1 of chapter 1 of this Title (section 40:1-1 
et seq.), and authorizing the issuance of bonds of a 
municipality to finance any cost or expense with 
respect to any sewerage system, or any water 
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supply or distribution system, or any public park- 
ing system, or with respect to any 2 or more of such 
systems, or any ordinance amendatory of or sup- 
plemental to such ordinance adopted prior to the 
issuance of such bonds, may contain provisions 
which shall constitute covenants with the holders 
of such bonds and shall be observed and performed 
by the municipality notwithstanding the provisions 
of section 40:62-57 or section 40:63-30 or section 
40 :72-18 of the Revised Statutes or any other law 
heretofore enacted: 

a. as to the use and disposition of revenues de- 
rived or to be derived from the operation of the 
whole or any part of any sewerage, water supply or 
distribution, or public parking system of the mu- 
nicipality including any improvements thereto or 
extensions thereof thereafter constructed or ac- 
quired, whether said bonds are authorized to finance 
construction, improvement, enlargement, recon- 
struction, extension or acquisition of such system 
or of some other system; 

b. pledging to the punctual payment of the prin- 
cipal of and interest on such bonds all or any part 
of such revenues; 

c. as to the setting aside out of such revenues of 
1 or more reserve funds, and the regulation and 
disposition thereof ; 

d. as to the fixing and collecting of such fees, 
rates, rentals and other charges for connection with 
or the use of any sewerage, or water supply or dis- 
tribution system of the municipality or any public 
parking system (other than parts thereof situate in 
any street or highway) of the municipality, includ- 
ing any improvements thereto or extensions thereof 
thereafter constructed or acquired, as will annually 
produce revenues sufficient to provide for all or 
any lesser part described in said ordinance of the 
following: (1) expenses of operation, maintenance 
and repair of such system and any other sewerage, 
water supply or distribution or public parking 
system of the municipality, (2) payment of the 
principal of and interest on such bonds, (3) such 
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reserve funds as may have been provided for in 
such ordinance, (4) payment of any mortgage or 
mortgages subject to which such system or any 
other sewerage, water supply or distribution or 
public parking system of the municipality or any 
part thereof may have been aequired, and (5) pay- 
ment of any obligations having a lien on the rev- 
enues of such system or any other sewerage, water 
supply or distribution or public parking system 
of the municipality or any part thereof prior to or 
on a parity with the lien of such bonds; and 

e. as to the procedure, if any, by which the 
terms of any covenant with the holders of such 
bonds may be amended or abrogated, the amount of 
bonds the holders of which must consent thereto, 
and the manner in which such consent may be given. 

Such bonds may contain such recitals of or refer- 
ence to any such covenants as any resolution de- 
termining their form may provide.

No contract for the building of a new schoolhouse 
or for the enlargement of an existing schoolhouse 
shall be entered into without first advertising for 
proposals therefor. No contract for the repairing 
of an existing schoolhouse at a cost of more than 
$2,000.00 shall be entered into without first adver- 
tising for proposals therefor. 
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The advertisements required by this section shall 
be made under such regulations as the board may 
prescribe. 

2. Section 18:7-64 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

18 :7-64. The board shall, prior to the beginning 
of each school year, cause advertisement to be made 
for proposals for furnishing supplies required in 
the schools and by the board during the ensuing 
year. If other and further supplies are required 
during the year, they shall be purchased in like 
manner; but the board may at any time authorize 
the purchase of supplies to an amount not exceed- 
ing $1,000.00 without advertisement.

tribute, or in any way furnish to any child under 
18 years of age any obscene or indecent book, 
pamphlet, picture or other representation, however 
made, or any person who shall import, print, pub- 
lish, design, prepare, or possess with intent to sell, 
loan, give away, distribute, offer for sale, or in any 
way furnish to any child under 18 years of age any 
obscene or indecent book, publication, pamphlet, 
picture or other representation however made, or 
who in any manner, whether by recommendation 
against its use or otherwise, gives any information 
how or where any of the same may be had, seen, 
bought by or sold to any child under 18 years of 
age is guilty of a high misdemeanor.

jail or jails in such county, the board of chosen 
freeholders of such county, by resolution, shall 
direct the sheriff of the county to take and have 
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the custody, rule, keeping and charge of the jail or 
jails in such county and, thereupon, the said sheriff 
shall have the same powers and duties in respect to 
such custody, rule, keeping and charge of the jail 
or jails in such county in the same manner and to 
the same effect as the sheriff of said county had 
prior to the giving of the aforesaid written notice 
of direction to the board of chosen freeholders of 
the county.

CHAPTER 179 


Aw Act concerning alcoholic beverage plenary re- 
tail distribution licenses, and amending section 
33 :1-12 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enacren by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 33:1-12 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

33 :1-12. Class C licenses shall be subdivided and 
classified as follows: 

Plenary retail consumption license. 1. The 
holder of this license shall be entitled, subject to 
rules and regulations, to sell any alcoholic bever- 
ages for consumption on the licensed premises by 
the glass or other open receptacle, and also to sell 
any alcoholic beverages in original containers for 
consumption off the licensed premises; but this 
license shall not be issued to permit the sale of 
alcoholic beverages in or upon any premises in 
which a grocery, delicatessen, drug store or other 
mercantile business (except the keeping of a hotel 
or restaurant, or the sale of cigars and cigarettes 
at retail as an accommodation to patrons, or the 
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retail sale of nonalcoholic beverages as accessory 
beverages to alcoholic beverages) is carried on. 
The fee for this license shall be fixed by the govern- 
ing board or body of the municipality in which the 
licensed premises are situated, by ordinance, at not 
less than $200.00 and not more than $2,000.00. No 
ordinance shall be enacted which shall raise or 
lower the fee to be charged for this license by more 
than 20% from that charged in the preceding 
license year or $500.00, whichever is the lesser. 
The governing board or body of each municipality 
may, by ordinance, enact that no plenary retail 
consumption license shall be granted within its 
respective municipality. 

Seasonal retail consumption license. 2. The 
holder of this license shall be entitled, subject to 
rules and regulations, to sell any alcoholic bever- 
ages for consumption on the licensed premises by 
the glass or other open receptacle, and also to sell 
any alcoholic beverages in original containers for 
consumption off the licensed premises, during the 
summer season from May 1 until November 1, in- 
elusive, or during the winter season from Novem- 
ber 15 until April 15, inclusive; but this license shail 
not be issued to permit the sale of alcoholic bever- 
ages in or upon any premises in which a grocery, 
delicatessen, drug store or other mercantile busi- 
ness (except the keeping of a hotel or restaurant, 
or the sale of cigars and cigarettes at retail as an 
accommodation to patrons, or the retail sale of 
nonalcoholic beverages as accessory beverages to 
alcoholic beverages) is carried on. The fee for this 
license shall be fixed by the governing board or 
body of the municipality in which the licensed 
premises are situated, by ordinance, at 75% of the 
fee fixed by said board or body for plenary retail 
consumption licenses. The governing board or 
body of each municipality may, by ordinance, enact 
that no seasonal retail consumption license shall be 
eranted within its respective municipality. 

Plenary retail distribution license. 3a. The 
holder of this license shall be entitled, subject to 
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rules and regulations, to sell any alcoholic bever- 
ages for consumption off the licensed premises, but 
only in original containers. The governing board 
or body of each municipality may, by ordinance, 
enact that this license shall not be issued to permit 
the sale of alcoholic beverages in or upon any 
premises in which any other mercantile business is 
carried on, except that any such ordinance, hereto- 
fore or hereafter adopted, shall not prohibit the 
retail sale of nonalcoholic beverages as accessory 
beverages to alcoholic beverages. The fee for this 
license shall be fixed by the governing board or 
body of the municipality in which the licensed 
premises are situated, by ordinance, at not less than 
$100.00, and not more than $2,000.00. No ordi- 
nance shall be enacted which shall raise or lower the 
fee to be charged for this lheense by more than 
20% from that charged in the preceding license 
year or $500.00, whichever is the lesser. The gov- 
erning board or body of each municipality may, by 
ordinance, enact that no plenary retail distribution 
license shall be granted within its respective mu- 
nicipality. 

Limited retail distribution license. 3b. The 
holder of this license shall be entitled, subject to 
rules and regulations, to sell any unchilled, brewed, 
malt alcoholic beverages in quantities of not less 
than 72 fluid ounces for consumption off the licensed 
premises, but only in original containers; provided, 
however, that this license shall be issued only for 
premises operated and conducted by the licensee 
as a bona fide grocery store, meat market, meat and 
grocery store, delicatessen, or other type of bona 
fide food store at which groceries or other food- 
stuffs are sold at retail; and provided further, that 
this license shall not be issued except for premises 
at which the sale of groceries or other foodstuffs is 
the primary and principal business and at which 
the sale of aleoholic beverages is merely incidental 
and subordinate thereto. The fee for this license 
shall be fixed by the governing body or board of 
the municipality in which the licensed premises are. 
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situated, by ordinance, at not less than $25.00 and 
not more than $50.00. The governing board or 
body of each municipality may, by ordinance, enact 
that no limited retail distribution license shall be 
granted within its respective municipality. 

Plenary retail transit license. 4. The holder of 
this license shall be entitled, subject to rules and 
regulations, to sell any alcoholic beverages for con- 
sumption only on railroad trains, airplanes and 
boats, while in transit. The fee for this license 
shall be $150.00. except for boats not exceeding 25 
tons gross tonnage the fee for which shall be $25.00, 
and further except for boats under 5 tons gross 
tonnage, the fee for which shall be $10.00. A li- 
cense issued under this provision to a railroad or 
air transport company shall cover all dining and 
club cars and planes operated by any such com- 
pany within the State of New Jersey. A license for 
a boat issued under this provision shall apply only 
to the particular boat for which issued. 

Club license. 5. The holder of this license shall 
be entitled, subject to rules and regulations, to sell 
any alcoholic beverages but only for immediate con- 
sumption on the licensed premises and only to bona 
fide club members and their guests. The fee for 
this license shall be fixed by the governing board or 
body of the municipality in which the heensed 
premises are situated, by ordinance, at not less than 
$50.00 and not more than $150.00. The governing 
board or body of each municipality may, by ordi- 
nance, enact that no club licenses shall be granted 
within its respective municipality. Club licenses 
may be issued only to such corporations, associa- 
tions and organizations as are operated for 
benevolent, charitable, fraternal, social, religious, 
recreational, athletic. or stmilar purposes, and not 
for private gain, and which comply with all con- 
ditions which may be imposed by the Commissioner 
of Alcoholic Beverage Control by rules and regu- 
lations. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 180 


Aw Act concerning county and municipal finances, 
and amending section 40:1-16 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Be rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 40:1-16 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

40:1-16. Notwithstanding the provisions of sec- 
tions 40:1-14 and 40:1-15 of this Title, a county 
bond resolution or a municipal bond ordinance may 
be finally passed if said resolution or ordinance 
authorizes only: 

a. Obligations for purposes permitted by this 
article when the expenditure is the result of fire, 
flood, or other disaster, or of recovery of judgment, 
unless such judgment is entered upon default or by 
consent, and the director of the division of local 
government in the department of the treasury has, 
in his diseretion, certified upon a certified copy of 
such resolution or ordinance as passed on first read- 
ing, that, in his opinion, the expenditure is of such 
description; or 

b. Notes to renew, extend or retire notes issued 
or authorized pursuant to this article or notes or 
temporary bonds issued or authorized pursuant to 
the act of which this article is a revision; or 

ce. Bonds to fund notes issued pursuant to this 
article, or to fund notes or temporary bonds issued 
or authorized pursuant to the act of which this 
article is a revision; or 

d. Obligations, for purposes permitted by this 
article, in the aggregate, not exceeding an amount 
equal to (1) the excess, determined at the end of 
the fiscal year 1953, of the sum of the annual 
amounts computed pursuant to section 40:1-16.1 
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of this Title remaining available after deduction 
therefrom of all unrescinded authorizations made 
pursuant to this subsection subsequent to the end 
of the fiscal year 1940 and stated on a special debt 
statement prepared as of the end of the fiscal year 
1953 and filed in the office of the director of the divi- 
sion of local government in the department of the 
treasury prior to October 1, 1954, plus (2) the sum 
of the annual amounts computed pursuant to said 
section 40:1-16.1 remaining available, after deduc- 
tion therefrom of all unrescinded authorizations 
made pursuant to this subsection, subsequent to the 
end of the fiscal year 1953, plus (3) the sum of 
amounts of the special assessments levied and col- 
lected and applied to the payment of outstanding 
obligations authorized pursuant to this subsection 
and issued to finance improvements for which such 
assessments have been levied but only to the extent 
that there is not included in the annual amounts 
referred to in (2) above any amount on account of 
such payment, less (4) the sum of all unrescinded 
authorizations of obligations made pursuant to sub- 
section ‘‘1’’ of section 40:1-16 of this Title. The 
borrowing power under this subsection ‘‘d’’ shall 
be available at any time subsequent to the making 
of the appropriations referred to in said section 
40 :1-16.1, whenever the percentage of net debt in 
a supplemental debt statement (filed pursuant to 
section 40:1-13 of this Title) exceeds 4% in the 
ease of a county and 7% in the case of a munici- 
pality; or 

e. Any obligations of a municipality, if the per- 
centage of net debt as stated in the supplemental 
debt statement pursuant to subsection 5 of section 
40 :1-82 of this Title, together with the amount of 
notes or bonds issued, or authorized but not issued, 
for school purposes and included in the gross debt, 
whether issued or authorized by the municipality 
or by a school district constituting a separate cor- 
poration, and otherwise authorized to be deducted 
by the provisions of subsection ‘‘c’’ of section 
40 :1-77 of this Title, less the amount of any sinking 
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funds applicable to the payment of any such notes 
or bonds, for school purposes, does not exceed 11% 
of the average of the assessed valuations as stated 
in such supplemental debt statement pursuant to 
subsection 4 of section 40 :1-82 of this Title; or 

f. Obligations deductible, pursuant to subsection 
‘*b’? of section 40:1-77 of this Title, from the gross 
debt stated in any annual or supplemental debt 
statement; or 

g. Obligations for purposes permitted by this 
article if it has been found by order of the State 
Department of Health, which is hereby authorized 
to make such order in a proper case, that the ex- 
penditure and every part thereof is necessary to 
protect the public health and to prevent or suppress 
a present menace to the public health of sufficient 
gravity to justify the incurrence of debt in excess 
of statutory limitations, and that no less expensive 
method of preventing or suppressing such menace 
exists; or 

h. Obligations for purposes permitted by this 
article when the expenditure is to be made for the 
purpose of constructing or reconstructing dikes, 
bulkheads, jetties or similar devices to prevent the 
encroachment of the sea when the local government 
board in the division of local government in the 
department of the treasury when constituted as 
the funding commission established pursuant to 
section 40:1-67 of this Title shall have determined 
by order, after public hearing, that an emergency 
exists or is threatened which makes necessary the 
construction or reconstruction of such dikes, bulk- 
heads, jetties or other devices for the preservation 
of life or property; or 

(i) Obligations for purposes permitted by this 
article, and authorized by county bond resolution 
in the case of counties and by ordinance in the case 
of municipalities, upon which there shall have been 
endorsed upon a certified copy thereof as passed on 
first reading, the consent of the local government 
board in the division of local government in the 
department of the treasury, which consent said 
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local government board shall cause to be so en- 
dorsed thereon, if it shall be satisfied and shall 
record by resolution its findings that each of the 
purposes or improvements for which such obhiga- 
tions are to be authorized are in the public interest 
and are for the health, welfare, convenience or 
betterment of the inhabitants of such county or 
municipality, and that the amounts to be expended 
for each of the purposes or improvements to be 
financed pursuant to such county bond resolution 
or ordinance are not unreasonable or exorbitant 
and that the issuance of the obligations authorized 
by such county bond resolution or ordinance will 
not materially impair the credit of such county or 
of such municipality or substantially reduce its 
ability to pay punctually the principal of and 
interest on its debts and to supply other essential 
public improvements and services. 

For the purpose of subsections ‘‘d’’? (computed 
as provided in section 40:1-16.1) and ‘‘e’’ of this 
section, the director of the division of local govern- 
ment in the department of the treasury shall pre- 
scribe in such detail as he may deem advisable a 
form of supplemental debt statement, incorporat- 
ing therein the provisions of the supplemental debt 
statement prescribed pursuant to section 40:1-83 
of this Title. For the purpose of showing annually 
the cumulative borrowing power of each county 
and municipality under said subsection ‘‘d,’’ the 
said director shall also prescribe a form of special 
debt statement to be filed as of the end of the fiscal 
year 1953 and thereafter annually with him in ae- 
cordance with such rules as he may prescribe. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 181 


Aw Act concerning education, relating to tenure 
and seniority of school nurses, and repealing sec- 
tion 18:14-64.1 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br tr enactep by the Senate and General Assem-. 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The services of all school nurses, school nurse 
supervisors, head school nurses, chief school 
nurses, school nurse co-ordinators or any other: 
nurse performing school nursing services in the 
public schools, excepting those who are not the 
holders of appropriate certificates in full force and 
effect issued by the State Board of Examiners 
under rules and regulations prescribed by the State 
Board of Education pursuant to P. L. 1947, chapter 
133, section 1, or whose employment is not pro- 
tected by P. L. 1947, chapter 133, section 3, shall be 
during good behavior and efficiency, (a) after the 
expiration of a period of employment of 3 con- 
secutive calendar years in that district unless a 
shorter period is fixed by the employing board, or 
(b) after employment for 3 consecutive academic 
years together with employment at the beginning 
of the next succeeding academic year, or (c) after 
employment, within a period of any 4 consecutive 
academic years, for the equivalent of more than 3 
academic years; provided, that the time that any 
school nurse, school nurse supervisor, head school 
nurse, chief school nurse, school nurse co-ordinator 
or any other nurse performing school nursing serv- 
ices in the public schools has served in the district. 
in which he or she is employed during the academic 
year immediately preceding July 1, 1957, shall be. 
counted in determining such period or periods of 
employment in that district. 

An academic year, for the purpose of this section,. 
means the period between the time school opens in 
the district after the general summer vacation until, 
the next succeeding summer vacation. 
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2. No school nurse, school nurse supervisor, head 
school nurse, chief school nurse, school nurse co- 
ordinator or any other nurse performing school 
nursing services in the public schools under the 
tenure referred to in this act shall be dismissed or 
subjected to a reduction of salary in the school dis- 
trict except for inefficiency, incapacity, conduct un- 
becoming a school nurse or other just cause and 
after a written charge of the cause or causes has 
been preferred against him, signed by the person 
or persons making the same, and filed with the 
secretary or clerk of the board of education having 
control of the school in which the service is being 
rendered, and after the charge has been examined 
into and found true in fact by the board of eduea- 
tion upon reasonable notice to the person charged, 
who may be represented by counsel at the hearing. 
Charges may be filed by any person, whether a 
member of the school board or not. 

3. Nothing contained in this act or any other pro- 
vision of law relating to tenure of service shall be 
held to limit the right of any board of education to 
reduce the number of school nurses, school nurse 
supervisors, head school nurses, chief school 
nurses, school nurse co-ordinators or any other 
nurse performing school nursing services in the 
public schools employed in the school district when- 
ever, in the judgment of the board of education it 
is advisable to abolish any office, position or em- 
ployment for reasons of a reduction in the number 
of pupils, economy, a change in the administrative 
or supervisory organization of the district, or other 
good cause. Dismissals resulting from such reduc- 
tion shall not be by reason of residence, age, sex, 
marriage, race, religion or political affiliation. Any 
dismissals occurring because of the reduction of 
the number of persons under the terms of this sec- 
tion shall be made on the basis of seniority accord- 
ing to standards to be established by the Commis- 
sioner of Education with the approval of the State 
Board of Education. In establishing such stand- 
ards, the commissioner shall classify, in so far as 
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practicable, the fields or categories of school nurs- 
ing services which are being performed in the 
school districts of this State and may, at his dis- 
cretion, determine seniority upon the basis of years 
of service and experience within such fields or 
categories of service as well as in the school system 
asa whole. Whenever it is necessary to reduce the 
number of persons covered by this section, the 
board of education shall determine the seniority of 
such persons according to the standards estab- 
lished by the Commissioner of Education with the 
approval of the State Board of Education and shall 
notify each person as to his seniority status. A 
board of education may request the Commissioner 
of Education for an advisory opinion with respect 
to the applicability of the standards to particular 
situations and all such requests shall be referred to 
a panel to consist of the county superintendent of 
schools of the county in which the school district is 
situate, the secretary of the State Board of Exam- 
iners, and 1 assistant commissioner of education to 
be designated by the Commissioner of Education. 
No determination of any panel shall be binding 
upon the board of education or any other party in 
interest, nor upon the Commissioner of Education 
and the State Board of Education in the event of an 
appeal pursuant to sections 18:3-14 and 18:3-15 
of the Revised Statutes. All persons dismissed 
shall be placed on a preferred eligible list to be 
prepared by the board of education of the school 
district, and shall be re-employed by the board of 
education of the school district in order of seniority 
as determined by the said board of education. In 
computing length of service within the district, the 
time of service by such school nurses, school nurse 
supervisors, head school nurses, chief school 
nurses, school nurse co-ordinators or any other 
nurse performing school nursing services in the 
public schools, in or with the military or naval 
forces of the United States of America or of this 
State subsequent to September 1, 1940, shall be 
credited in determining seniority under this act as 
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though such school nurses, school nurse super- 
visors, head school nurses, chief school nurses, 
school nurse co-ordinators or any other nurse per- 
forming school nursing services in the publi 
schools had been regularly employed within the 
district during the time of such military service. 
Should any school nurse, school nurse supervisor, 
head school nurse, chief school nurse, school nurse 
co-ordinator or any other nurse performing school 
nursing services in the public schools under tenure 
be dismissed as a result of such reduction such per- 
son shall be and remain upon a preferred eligible 
list in the order of seniority for re-employment 
whenever vacancies occur and shall be re-employed 
by the body causing dismissal in such order when 
and if a vacancy in a position for which such school 
nurse, school nurse supervisor, head school nurse, 
chief school nurse, school nurse co-ordinator or any 
other nurse performing school nursing services in 
the public schools shall be qualified. Such re-em- 
ployment shall give full recognition to previous 
years of service. 

The services of any school nurse, school nurse 
supervisor, head school nurse, chief school nurse, 
school nurse co-ordinator or any other nurse per- 
forming school nursing services in the public 
schools may be terminated, without charge or trial, 
who is not the holder of an appropriate certificate 
in full force and effect issued by the State Board of 
Examiners under rules and regulations prescribed 
by the State Board of Education pursuant to 
P. L. 1947, chapter 133, section 1 or whose em- 
ployment is not protected by P. lL. 1947, chapter 
1338, section 3. 

4, Section 18:14-64.1 of the Revised Statutes is 
repealed, provided that the repeal of the said act 
shall not in any manner affect any tenure of service 
or tenure of service rights to which any person was 
entitled thereunder on the effective date of this act 
but said tenure of service and tenure of service 
rights shall continue with the same force and effect 
as though said act had not been repealed. 
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d. This act shall not apply to any person covered 
in the classified service of the Civil Service under 
Title 11, Civil Service, of the Revised Statutes. 

6. This act shall take effeet July 1, 1957.

CHAPTER 182 


Aw Act to control the handling of moneys paid in 
connection with agreements for funeral goods 
or services in advance of need, and making viola- 
tions thereof misdemeanors. 


Beir enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any and all moneys paid to a funeral director, 
undertaker, cemetery, or any other person, firm or 
corporation, under or in connection with an agree- 
ment for the sale of personal property to be used 
in connection with a funeral or burial, or for the 
furnishing of personal services of a funeral di- 
rector or undertaker, wherein the personal prop- 
erty is not to be delivered or the personal services. 
are not to be rendered until the occurrence of the 
death of the person for whose funeral or burial 
such property or services are to be furnished shall 
be trust funds in the possession of such funeral 
director, undertaker, cemetery, or other person, 
firm or corporation, and shall be deposited by him 
or it within 30 days after receipt thereof, in a 
special account maintained exclusively for the de- 
posit of such moneys in a banking institution as 
defined in the Banking Act of 1948, and shall be so 
held on deposit, together with any interest thereon, 
until said personal property has been delivered and 
said personal services have been rendered, unless. 
sooner repaid, in whole or in part. No banking in- 
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stitution shall be liable for the misuse, misapplica- 
tion or improper withdrawal by any such funeral 
director, undertaker, cemetery or other person, firm 
or corporation, of any moneys deposited in such 
banking institution pursuant to this act. 

2. The amount of any and all moneys paid under 
or in connection with such an agreement, together 
with interest, if any, accrued thereon while on de- 
posit as so required shall be repaid on demand at 
any time prior to the delivery of the personal prop- 
erty or the rendering of the personal services. 

3. Any provision of any such agreement whereby 
a person who pays money under or in connection 
therewith waives any provision of this act shall 
be void. 

4. Any person, firm or corporation who or which, 
having received any moneys under or in connection 
with such an agreement, shall fail to deposit or 
keep on deposit or to repay any and all such moneys 
as provided in this act, shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor. 

5). This act shall not apply to the sale of lots or 
graves by a cemetery. 

6. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 183 


Aw Acr relating to the authorization, acquisition, 
financing and operation of water systems and 
sewage disposal systems by or on behalf of any 
county or any 1 or more municipalities, providing 
for the creation and the establishment of the 
powers of authorities as public bodies corporate 
and politic to undertake the same, for the issu- 
ance of bonds and other obligations therefor, and 
for service charges and other means to meet the 
expense thereof, and supplementing Title 40 of 
the Revised Statutes. 


Br ir enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. This act shall be known and may be cited as 
the ‘‘municipal utilities authorities law.’’ 

2. It is hereby declared to be in the public interest 
and to be the policy of the State to foster and pro- 
mote by all reasonable means the provision and 
distribution of an adequate supply of water for the 
public and private uses of counties and munici- 
palities and their inhabitants, and the relief of 
waters in or bordering the State from pollution and 
thus the reduction and ultimate abatement of the 
menace to the public health resulting from such pol- 
lution. It is the purpose and object of this act to 
further and implement such policy by 


(1) Authorizing counties, or municipalities 
either separately or in combination with other mu- 
nicipalities, by means and through the agency of a 
municipal authority, to acquire, construct, main- 
tain, operate or improve works for the accumula- 
tion, supply or distribution of water and works for 
the collection, treatment, purification or disposal 
of sewage or other wastes; 
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(2) Authorizing service charges to occupants or 
owners of property for direct or indirect connection 
with and the use, products or services of such 
works, and providing for the establishment, collec- 
tion and enforcement of such charges; 

(3) Creating as bodies corporate and politic mu- 
nicipal authorities to have full responsibility and 
powers with respect to such works and the estab- 
lishment, collection, enforcement, use and disposi- 
tion of all such service charges; 

(4) Providing for the financing of such works, 
for the issuance of bonds therefor, and for the pay- 
ment and security of such bonds; and 

(5) In general, granting to counties and munici- 
palities and to such municipal authorities discre- 
tionary powers to provide for utility services de- 
signed to provide or distribute such a supply of 
water or to relieve pollution of such waters in or 
bordering the State at the expense of the users 
of such services or of counties or municipalities 
or other persons contracting for or with respect 
to the same. 

3. As used in this act, unless a different meaning 
clearly appears from the context: 

(1) ‘*Munierpality’’ shall mean any city of any 
class, any borough, village, town, township, or any 
other municipality other than a county or a school 
district, and except when used in sections 4, 5, 6, 11, 
12, 18, 42 or 45 of this act, any agency thereof or 
any 2 or more thereof acting jointly or any joint 
meeting or other agency of any 2 or more thereof ; 

(2) ‘‘County’’ shall mean any county of any 
class ; 

(3) ‘Governing body’’ shall mean, in the case 
of a county, the board of chosen freeholders, and, 
in the case of a municipality, the commission, coun- 
cil, board or body, by whatever name it may be 
known, having charge of the finances of the mu- 
nicipality ; 

(4) ‘‘Person’’ shall mean any person, associa- 
tion, corporation, nation, State or any agency or 
subdivision thereof, other than a county or munici- 
pality of the State or a municipal authority; 
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(5) ‘‘Municipal authority’’ shall mean a public 
body created or organized pursuant to section 4, 
) or 6 of this act; 

(6) Subject to the exceptions provided in sec- 
tion 10, 11 or 12 of this act, ‘‘district’’ shall mean 
the area within the territorial boundaries of the 
county, or of the municipality or municipalities, 
which created or joined in or caused the creation or 
organization of a municipal authority; 

(7) ‘Local unit’’ shall mean the county, or any 
municipality, which created or joined in or caused 
the creation or organization of a municipal au- 
thority; 

(8) ‘‘Water system’’ shall mean the plants, 
structures and other real and personal property 
acquired, constructed or operated or to be acquired, 
constructed or operated by a municipal authority 
for the purposes of the municipal authority, includ- 
ing reservoirs, basins, dams, canals, aqueducts, 
standpipes, conduits, pipelines, mains, pumping 
stations, water distribution systems, compensating 
reservoirs, waterworks or sources of water supply, 
wells, purification or filtration plants or other 
plants and works, connections, rights of flowage or 
diversion, and other plants, structures, boats, con- 
veyances, and other real and personal property, 
and rights therein, and appurtenances necessary or 
useful and convenient for the accumulation, supply 
or distribution of water; 

(9) ‘*Sewerage system’’ shall mean the plants, 
structures and other real and personal property 
acquired, constructed or operated or to be acquired, 
constructed or operated by a municipal authority 
for the purposes of the municipal authority, in- 
cluding sewers, conduits, pipelines, mains, pump- 
ing and ventilating stations, sewage treatment or 
disposal systems, plants and works, connections, 
outfalls, compensating reservoirs, and other plants, 
structures, boats, conveyances, and other real and 
personal property, and rights therein, and appurte- 
nances necessary or useful and convenient for the 
collection, treatment, purification or disposal in a 
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sanitary manner of any sewage, liquid or solid 
wastes, night soil or industrial wastes; 

(10) ‘‘Utility system’’ shall mean a _ water 
system or a sewerage system, or a water system and 
sewerage system, acquired, constructed or operated 
or to be acquired, constructed or operated by a 
municipal authority; 


(11) ‘‘Cost’’ shall mean, in addition to the usual 
connotations thereof, the cost of acquisition or con- 
struction of all or any part of a utility system and 
of all or any property, rights, easements, privileges, 
agreements and franchises deemed by the municipal 
authority to be necessary or useful and convenient 
therefor or in connection therewith, including 
interest or discount on bonds, cost of issuance of 
bonds, engineering and inspection costs and legal 
expenses, cost of financial, professional and other 
estimates and advice, organization, administrative, 
operating and other expenses of the municipal au- 
thority prior to and during such acquisition or 
construction, and all such other expenses as may be 
necessary or incident to the financing, acquisition, 
construction and completion of said utility system 
or part thereof and the placing of the same in 
operation, and also such provision or reserves for 
working capital, operating, maintenance or replace- 
ment expenses or for payment or security of prin- 
cipal of or interest on bonds during or after such 
acquisition or construction as the municipal au- 
thority may determine, and also reimbursements to 
the municipal authority or any county, municipality 
or other person of any moneys theretofore ex- 
pended for the purposes of the municipal authority 
or to any county or municipality of any moneys 
theretofore expended for or in connection with 
water supply, water distribution or sanitation 
facilities ; 

(12) ‘‘Real property’’ shall mean lands both 
within or without the State, and improvements 
thereof or thereon, or any rights or interests 
therein; 
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(18) ‘‘Construect’’ and ‘‘construction’’ shall con- 
note and inelude acts of construction, reconstruc- 
tion, replacement, extension, improvement and 
betterment of a utility system; 

(14) ‘‘Industrial wastes’’ shall mean liquid or 
other wastes resulting from any processes of in- 
dustry, manufacture, trade or business or from the 
development of any natural resource; 

(15) ‘‘Sewage’’ shall mean the water-carried 
vastes created in and carried, or to be carried, 
away from residences, hotels, apartments, schools, 
hospitals, industrial establishments, or any other 
public or private building, together with such 
surface or ground water and industrial wastes as 
mav be present; 

(16) ‘‘Pollution’’? means the condition of water 
resulting from the introduction therein of sub- 
stances of a kind and in quantities rendering it 
detrimental or immediately or potentially danger- 
ous to the public health, or unfit for public or com- 
mercial use; 

(17) ‘‘Bonds’’ shall mean bonds or other obliga- 
tions issued pursuant to this act; 

(18) ‘‘Service charges’’ shall mean water serv- 
ice charges or sewer service charges, or water 
service charges and sewer service charges, as said 
terms are defined in section 21 or 22 of this act; 

(19) ‘‘Compensating reservoir’? shall mean the 
structures, facilities and appurtenances for the im- 
pounding, transportation and release of water for 
the replenishment in periods of drought or at other 
necessary times of all or a part of waters in or 
bordering the State diverted into a utility system 
operated by a municipal authority; 

(20) ‘‘Sewerage authority’’ shall mean a public 
body created pursuant to the Sewerage Authorities 
Law (P. L. 1946, e. 188) or the acts amendatory 
thereof or supplemental thereto; and 

(21) ‘‘County sewer authority’’ shall mean a 
sanitary sewer district authority created pursuant 
to the act entitled ‘‘An act relating to the estab- 
lishment of sewerage districts in first- and second- 
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class counties, the creation of Sanitary Sewer Dis- 
trict Authorities by the establishing of such dis- 
tricts, prescribing the powers and duties of any 
such authority and of other public bodies in con- 
nection with the construction of sewers and sewage 
disposal facilities in any such district, and pro- 
viding the ways and means for paying the costs 
of construction and operation thereof,’’ approved 
April 23, 1946 (P. L. 1946, ¢. 123), or the acts 
amendatory thereof or supplemental thereto. 

4. Any governing body may, in the case of a 
county by resolution duly adopted, or in the case 
of a municipality by ordinance duly adopted, create 
a public body corporate and politic under the name 
and. ‘style. Ol “*the: 6.iiassaueoci aad ees municipal 
utilities authority,’’ with all or any significant part 
of the name of said county or municipality inserted. 
Said body shall consist of the 5 members thereof, 
who shall be appointed by resolution of the govern- 
ing body as hereinafter in this section provided, 
and it shall constitute the municipal authority con- 
templated and provided for in this act and an 
agency and instrumentality of said county or mu- 
nicipality. After the taking effect of the resolu- 
tion or ordinance for the creation of said body and 
the filing of a certified copy thereof as in section 7 
of this act provided, 5 persons shall be appointed as 
the members of the municipal authority. The 
members first appointed shall, by the resolution of 
appointment, be designated to serve for terms 
respectively expiring on the first days of the first, 
second, third, fourth and fifth Februarys next en- 
suing after the date of their appointment. On or 
after January 1 in each year after such first ap- 
pointments. 1 person shall be appointed as a mem- 
ber of the municipal authority to serve for a term 
commencing on February 1 in such year and ex- 
piring on February 1 in the fifth year after such 
year. In the event of a vacancy in the membership 
of the municipal authority occurring during an un- 
expired term of office, a person shall be appointed 
as a member of the municipal authority to serve 
for such unexpired term. 
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d. The governing bodies of any 2 or more mu- 
nicipalities, the areas of which together comprise 
an integral body of territory, may, by parallel ordi- 
nances duly adopted by each of such governing 
bodies within any single calendar year, create a 
public body corporate and politic under the name 
UG Style- Or “INO fa Gs ees eee eee municipal 
utilities authority,’’ with all or any significant part 
of the name of each such municipality or some 
identifying geographical phrase inserted. Said 
body shall consist of the members thereof, in an 
aggregate number determined as hereinafter in 
this section provided, who shall be appointed by 
resolutions of the several governing bodies as 
hereinafter in this section provided, and it shail 
constitute the municipal authority contemplated 
and provided for in this act and an agency and in- 
strumentality of the said municipalities. The num- 
ber of members of the municipal authority to be ap- 
pointed at any time for full terms of office by the 
governing body of any such municipality shall be as 
may be stated in said ordinances which shall be not 
less than 1 nor more than 3. After the taking effect 
of the said ordinances of all such municipalities and 
after the filing of certified copies thereof as in sec- 
tion 7 of this act provided, the appropriate number 
of persons shall be appointed as members of the mu- 
nicipal authority by the governing body of each 
municipality. The members first appointed or to 
be first appointed shall serve for terms expiring 
on the first day of the fifth February next ensuing 
after the date of the first appointment of any 
member. On or after January 1 in the year in 
which expire the terms of the said members first 
appointed and in every fifth year thereafter, the 
appropriate number of persons shall be appointed 
as members of the municipal authority by the gov- 
erning body of each municipality, to serve for terms 
commencing on February 1 in such year and expir- 
ing on February 1 in the fifth year after such year. 
In the event of a vacancy in the membership of the 
municipal authority occurring during an unexpired 
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term of office, a person shall be appointed as a 
member of the municipal authority to serve for 
such unexpired term by the governing body which 
made the original appointment for such unexpired 
term. 

6. The governing body of any municipality 
which shall have created a sewerage authority may, 
by ordinance duly adopted, provide and determine 
that said sewerage authority shall be reorganized 
as a municipal authority and thereupon and thereby 
cause said sewerage authority to be organized as 
a public body corporate and politic existing under 
and by virtue of this act. Said body shall consist 
of the members of said sewerage authority holding 
office at the time of such organization together with 
successors in such membership appointed as if said 
sewerage authority had originally been created 
pursuant to section 4 of this act, and, upon the 
taking effect of such ordinance and the filing of a 
certified copy thereof as in section 7 of this act 
provided, said body shall constitute a municipal 
authority contemplated and provided for in this 
act and an agency and instrumentality of said mu- 
nicipality. Said body as such municipal authority 
shall have all of the rights and powers granted and 
be subject to all of the duties and obligations im- 
posed by this act and, subject to the rights (if any) 
of the holders of any bonds or other obligations of 
said sewerage authority theretofore issued, said 
body shall be the successor in all respects to said 
sewerage authority and forthwith succeed to all of 
the rights, property, assets and franchises of said 
sewerage authority, and the said bonds or other 
obligations of said sewerage authority shall be 
assumed by and become the obligations of said 
municipal authority, and the property of said 
sewerage authority shall be vested in said munici- 
pal authority. Said body may at any time, by 
resolution duly adopted, change its corporate name 
and adopt the name and style of ‘‘the ............ 
municipal utilities authority’’ with all or any sig- 
nificant part of the name of said municipality in- 
serted. 
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7. A copy of each resolution or ordinance for the 
creation of a municipal authority or ordinance for 
the reorganization of a sewerage authority as a 
municipal authority adopted pursuant to this act, 
duly certified by the appropriate officer of the local 
unit, shall be filed in the office of the Secretary of 
State. Upon proof of such filing of a certified copy 
of the resolution or ordinance or of certified copies 
of the parallel ordinances for the creation of a mu- 
nicipal authority as aforesaid or of a certified copy 
of the ordinance for the reorganization of a sewer- 
age authority as a municipal authority as afore- 
said, the municipal authority therein referred to 
shall, in any suit, action or proceeding involving 
the validity or enforcement of, or relating to, any 
contract or obligation or act of the municipal an- 
thority, be conclusively deemed to have been law- 
fully and properly created, organized and estab- 
lished and authorized to transact business and ex- 
ercise its powers under this act. A copy of any 
such certified resolution or ordinance, duly certified 
by or on behalf of the Secretary of State, shall be 
admissible in evidence in any suit, action or pro- 
ceeding and shall be conclusive evidence of due and 
proper filing thereof as aforesaid. 

8. A copy of each resolution appointing any 
member of a municipal authority adopted pursuant 
to this act, duly certified by the appropriate officer 
of the local unit, may be filed in the office of the 
Secretary of State. A copy of such certified resolu- 
tion, duly certified by or on behalf of the Secretary 
of State, shall be admissible in evidence in any suit, 
action or proceeding and, except in a suit, action or 
proceeding directly questioning such appointment, 
shall be conclusive evidence of the due and proper 
appointment of the member or members named 
therein. 

9. No governing body of any county which may 
create any municipal authority pursuant to this act 
shall thereafter create any other municipal au- 
thority or a sewerage authority or a county sewer 
authority. No governing body (1) of any county 
which shall have created any sewerage authority 
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or any county sewer authority, or (2) of any mu- 
nicipality constituting the whole or any part of the 
district of a municipal authority or of the district 
of a sewerage authority, or (3) of any municipality 
constituting the whole or any part of the sewerage 
district of a county sewer authority which shall 
have entered into a contract or contracts with such 
municipality, shall create or join in the creation of 
a municipal authority or a sewerage authority ex- 
cept subject to the rights (if any) of the holders of 
any bonds or other obligations of such other au- 
thority then outstanding and upon the written con- 
sent of such other authority and in accordance with 
the terms and conditions of such consent, and in the 
event such consent be given and a municipal au- 
thority or sewerage authority be created pursuant 
thereto, the terms and conditions of such consent 
shall thereafter be in all respects binding upon 
the municipal authority or sewerage authority so 
created and the county or municipality creating or 
joining in the creation of the same, and any water 
supply or distribution system or system of sewers 
or sewage disposal plants constructed or main- 
tained in conformity with the terms and conditions 
of such consent by the municipal authority or 
sewerage authority so created shall be deemed not 
to be competitive with the utility system of the said 
other authority giving such consent. 

10. In the event that prior to the creation of a 
municipal authority of a county the governing body 
of any municipality located in said county shall 
have created or joined in the creation of a munici- 
pal authority or a sewerage authority, the area 
within the territorial limits of such municipality 
shall not be part of the district of the municipal 
authority of said county. 

11. Within 10 days after the filing in the office of 
the Secretary of State of a certified copy of a reso- 
lution for the creation of a municipal authority 
adopted by the governing body of any county pur- 
suant to this act, a copy of such resolution, duly 
certified by the appropriate officer of the county, 
shall be filed in the office of the clerk of each mu- 
nicipality within the county. In the event that 
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the governing body of any such municipality shall, 
within 60 days after such filing in the office of the 
Secretary of State, adopt a resolution determining 
that such municipality shall not be a part of the 
district of such municipal authority and file a copy 
thereof, duly certified by its clerk, in the office of 
the Secretary of State, the area within the terri- 
torial limits of such municipality shall not there- 
after be part of such district, but at any time after 
the adoption of such resolution unless such munici- 
pality shall then constitute the whole or any part 
of any other district, the governing body of such 
municipality may, by ordinance duly adopted, de- 
termine that such area shall again be a part of such 
district of such municipal authority and if there- 
after a copy of such ordinance duly certified by the 
appropriate officer of such municipality, together 
with a certified copy of a resolution of such munici- 
pal authority approving such ordinance, shall be 
filed in the office of the Secretary of State, then 
from and after such filing the area within the terri- 
torial limits of such municipality shall again be 
part of such district. 
C. 40:14B-12. 12. The governing body of any municipality con- 
Withdrawalof stituting less than the whole of the district of a 
constituting municipal authority may at any time adopt an ordi- 
one nance requesting that such municipality shall no 
longer be a part of such district, and if thereafter a 
copy of such ordinance duly certified by the appro- 
priate officer of such municipality, together with a 
certified copy of a resolution of such municipal au- 
thority approving and consenting to such ordi- 
nance and stating either that such municipal au- 
thority has no debts or obligations outstanding or 
that all creditors or other obligees of such munici- 
pal authority have consented to such ordinance, 
shall be filed in the office of the Secretary of State, 
then from and after such filing the area within the 
territorial limits of such municipality shall not be 
part of such district. 
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13. The governing body of any local unit which 
has created or caused the organization of a muuici- 
pal authority pursuant to section 4 or section 6 of 
this act may, in the case of a county by resolution 
duly adopted or in the case of a municipality by 
ordinance duly adopted, dissolve such municipal 
authority on the conditions set forth in this section. 
The governing bodies of 2 or more local units which 
have created a municipal authority pursuant to 
section 5 of this act may, by parallel ordinances 
duly adopted by each of such governing bodies 
within any single calendar year, dissolve such mu- 
nicipal authority on the conditions set forth in this 
section. Such a municipal authority may be 
dissolved on condition that (1) either the 
members of such authority have not been ap- 
pointed or the municipal authority, by resolu- 
tion duly adopted, consents to such dissolution, and 
(2) the municipal authority has no debts or obliga- 
tions outstanding. Upon the dissolution of any 
municipal authority in the manner provided in this 
section, the governing body or bodies dissolving 
such municipal authority shall be deemed never to 
have created or joined in the creation of a munici- 
pal authority. A copy of each resolution or ordi- 
nance for the dissolution of a municipal authority 
adopted pursuant to this section, duly certified by 
the appropriate officer of the local unit, shall be 
filed in the office of the Secretary of State. Upon 
proof of such filing of a certified copy of the resolu- 
tion or ordinance or of certified copies of the 
parallel ordinances for the dissolution of a mu- 
nicipal authority as aforesaid and upon proof 
either that such municipal authority had no debts 
or obligations outstanding at the time of the adop- 
tion of such resolution, ordinance or ordinances, 
or that all creditors or other obligees of such mu- 
nicipal authority have consented to such resolution, 
ordinance or ordinances the municipal authority 
therein referred to shall be conclusively deemed to 
have been lawfully and properly dissolved and the 
property of the municipal authority shall be vested 
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in the local unit or units. A copy of any such cer- 
tified resolution or ordinance, duly certified by or 
on behalf of the Secretary of State, shall be ad- 
missible in evidence in any suit, action, or pro- 
ceeding, and shall be conclusive evidence of due 
and proper filing thereof as aforesaid. 

14. The powers of a municipal authority shall be 
vested in the members thereof in office from time 
to time. A majority of the entire authorized mem- 
bership of the municipal authority shall constitute 
a quorum at any meeting thereof. Action may be 
taken and motions and resolutions adopted by the 
municipal authority at any meeting of the members 
thereof by vote of a majority of the members 
present, unless in any case the by-laws of the mu- 
nicipal authority shall require a larger number. 

15. No member, officer or employee of a munici- 
pal authority shall have or acquire any interest, 
direct or indirect, in the utility system or in any 
property included or planned to be included in the 
utility system or in any contract or proposed con- 
tract for materials or services to be furnished to 
or used by the municipal authority, but neither the 
holding of any office or employment in the govern- 
ment of any county or municipality or under any 
law of the State nor the owning of any property 
within the State shall be deemed a disqualification 
for membership in or employment by a municipal 
authority, and members of the governing body of a 
local unit may be appointed by such governing 
body and may serve as members of a municipal 
authority. 

16. Each member of a municipal authority shall 
hold office for the term for which he was appointed 
and until his successor has been appointed and has 
qualified. A member of a municipal authority may 
be removed only by the governing body by which 
he was appointed and only for inefficiency or neglect 
of duty or misconduct in office and after he shall 
have been given a copy of the charges against him 
and, not sooner than 10 days thereafter, had op- 
portunity in person or by counsel to be heard 
thereon by such governing body. 
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17. A municipal authority may reimburse its 
members for necessary expenses incurred in the 
discharge of their duties. The resolution, ordinance 
or parallel ordinances for the creation of a munici- 
pal authority or for the reorganization of a sewer- 
age authority as a municipal authority may provide 
that the members of the municipal authority may 
receive compensation for their services within an 
annual and other limitations to be stated in such 
resolution, ordinance or parallel ordinances, and 
in that event, each member may receive from the 
municipal authority such compensation for his serv- 
ices as the municipal authority may determine 
within the limitations stated in such resolution, 
ordinance or parallel ordinances. The said provi- 
sions or limitations stated in any such resolution, 
ordinance or parallel ordinances may be amended 
or added by subsequent resolution, ordinance or 
parallel ordinances, as the case may be, but no re- 
duction of any such limitation shall be effective as 
to any member of the municipal authority then in 
office except upon the written consent of such mem- 
ber. No member of any municipal authority shall 
receive any compensation for his services except 
as provided in this section. 

18. Every municipal authority, upon the first ap- 
pointment of its members and thereafter on or 
after February 1 in each year, shall annually elect 
from among its members a chairman and a vice- 
chairman who shall hold office until February 1 next 
ensuing and until their respective successors have 
been appointed and have qualified. Every munici- 
pal authority may also appoint and employ, without 
regard to the provisions of Title 11 of the Revised 
Statutes, a secretary, an executive director and a 
chief engineer and it shall determine their qualifi- 
cations, terms of office, duties and compensation. 
Such municipal authority may also appoint and em- 
ploy such other agents and employees as it may re- 
quire and determine their duties and compensation. 

19. (a) The purposes of every municipal author- 
ity shall be (1) the provision and distribution of an 
adequate supply of water for the public and private 
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uses of the local units, and their inhabitants, within 
the district, and (2) the relief of waters in or bor- 
dering the State from pollution arising from causes 
within the district and the relief of waters in, bor- 
dering or entering the district from pollution or 
threatened pollution, and the consequent improve- 
ment of conditions affecting the public health, (3) 
the provision of sewage collection and disposal 
service within or without the district, and (4) the 
provision of water supply and distribution service 
in such areas without the district as are permitted 
by the provisions of this act. 

(b) Every municipal authority is hereby author- 
ized, subject to the limitations of this act, to ac- 
quire, in its own name but for the local unit or 
units, by purchase, gift, condemnation or other- 
wise, lease as lessee, and, notwithstanding the pro- 
visions of any charter, ordinance or resolution of 
any county or municipality to the contrary, to 
construct, maintain, operate and use such reser- 
voirs, basins, dams, canals, aqueducts, standpipes, 
conduits, pipelines, mains, pumping and ventilating 
stations, treatment, purification and _ filtration 
plants or works, trunk, intercepting and outlet 
sewers, water distribution systems, waterworks, 
sources of water supply and wells at such places 
within or without the district, such compensating 
reservoirs within a county in which any part of the 
district lies, and such other plants, structures, 
boats and conveyances, as in the judgment of the 
municipal authority will provide an effective and 
satisfactory method for promoting purposes of the 
municipal authority. 

(c) Every municipal authority is hereby author- 
ized and directed, when in its judgment its sewer- 
age system or any part thereof will permit, to col- 
lect from any and all public systems within the 
district all sewage and treat and dispose of the 
same in such manner as to promote purposes of 
the municipal authority. 
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20. Every municipal authority shall be a public 
body politic and corporate constituting a political 
subdivision of the State established as an instru- 
mentality exercising public and essential govern- 
mental functions to provide for the public health 
and welfare and shall have perpetual succession 
and have the following powers: 

(1) To adopt and have a common seal and to 
alter the same at pleasure; 

(2) To sue and be sued; 

(3) In the name of the municipal authority and 
on its behalf, to acquire, hold, use and dispose of its 
service charges and other revenues and other 
moneys; 

(4) In the name of the municipal authority but 
for the local unit or units, to acquire, rent, hold. 
use and dispose of other personal property for the 
purposes of the municipal authority; 

(5) In the name of the municipal authority but 
for the local unit or units and subject to the limita- 
tions of this act, to acquire by purchase, gift, con- 
demnation or otherwise, or lease as lessee, real 
property and easements therein, necessary or use- 
ful and convenient for the purposes of the munici- 
pal authority, and subject to mortgages, deeds of 
trusts or other liens, or otherwise, and to hold and 
to use the same, and to dispose of property so ac- 
quired no longer necessary for the purposes of the 
municipal authority; 

(6) To produce, develop, purchase, accumulate, 
distribute and sell water and water services, facil- 
ities and products within or without the district, 
provided that no water shall be sold at retail in 
any municipality without the district unless the 
governing body of such municipality shall have 
adopted a resolution requesting the municipal au- 
thority to sell water at retail in such municipality, 
and the board of public utility commissioners shall 
have approved such resolution as necessary and 
proper for the public convenience; 
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(7) To provide for and secure the payment of 
any bonds and the rights of the holders thereof, 
and to purchase, hold and dispose of any bonds; 

(8) To accept gifts or grants of real or personal 
property, money, material, labor or supplies for 
the purposes of the municipal authority, and to 
make and perform such agreements and contracts 
as may be necessary or convenient in connection 
with the procuring, acceptance or disposition of 
such gifts or grants; 

(9) To enter on any lands, waters or premises 
for the purpose of making surveys, borings, sound- 
ings and examinations for the purposes of the mu- 
nicipal authority ; 

(10) To make and enforce by-laws or rules and 
regulations for the management and regulation of 
its business and affairs and for the use, maintenance 
and operation of the utility system and any other 
of its properties, and to amend the same; 

(11) To do and perform any acts and things au- 
thorized by this act under, through or by means of 
its own officers, agents and employees, or by con- 
tracts with any person; and 

(12) To enter into any and all contracts, execute 
any and all instruments, and do and perform any 
and all acts or things necessary, convenient or 
desirable for the purposes of the municipal author- 
ity or to carry out any power expressly given in 
this act. 

21. Every municipal authority is hereby author- 
ized to charge and collect rents, rates, fees or other 
charges (in this act sometimes referred to as 
‘‘water service charges’’) for direct or indirect 
connection with, or the use, products or services 
of, the water system, or for sale of water or water 
services, facilities or products. Such water service 
charges may be charged to and collected from any 
person contracting for such connection or use, 
products or services or for such sale or from the 
owner or occupant, or both of them, of anv real 
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property which directly or indirectly is or has been 
connected with the water system or to which di- 
rectly or indirectly has been supplied or furnished 
such use, products or services of the water system 
or water or water services, facilities or products, 
and the owner of any such real property shall be 
liable for and shall pay such water service charges 
to the municipal authority at the time when and 
place where such water service charges are due 
and payable. Such rents, rates, fees and charges 
shall as nearly as the municipal authority shall 
deem practicable and equitable be uniform through- 
out the district for the same type, class and amount 
of use, products or service of the water system, 
and may be based or computed either on the con- 
sumption of water on or in connection with the real 
property, or on the number and kind of water out- 
lets on or in connection with the real property, or 
on the number and kind of plumbing fixtures or 
facilities on or in connection with the real property,

on or otherwise connected or identified with the 
real property, or on the capacity of the improve- 
ments on or connected with the real property, or 
on any other factors determining the type, class 
and amount of use. products or services of the 
water system supplied or furnished, or on any 
combination of such factors, and may give weight 
to the characteristics of the water or water serv- 
ices, facilities or products and, as to service out- 
side the district, any other matter affecting the 
cost of supplying or furnishing the same including 
the cost of installation of necessary physical prop- 
erties. 

22. Kvery municipal authority is hereby author- 
ized to charge and collect rents, rates, fees or other 
charges (in this act sometimes referred to as 
‘‘sewer service charges’’) for direct or indirect 
connection with, or the use or services of, the sewer- 
age system. Such sewer service charges may be 
charged to and collected from any person contract- 
ing for such connection or use or services or from 
the owner or occupant, or both of them, of any real 
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property which directly or indirectly is or has been 
connected with the sewerage system or from or on 
which originates or has originated sewage or other 
wastes which directly or indirectly have entered or 
may enter the sewerage system, and the owner of 
any such real property shall be liable for and shall 
pay such sewerage service charges to the municipal 
authority at the time when and place where such 
sewerage service charges are due and payable. 
Such rents, rates, fees and charges, being in the 
nature of use or service charges, shall as nearly as 
the municipal authority shall deem practicable and 
equitable be uniform throughout the district for 
the same type, class and amount of use or service 
of the sewerage system, and may be based or com- 
puted either on the consumption of water on or in 
connection with the real property, making due 
allowance for commercial use of water, or on the 
number and kind of water outlets on or in connec- 
tion with the real property, or on the number and 
kind of plumbing or sewerage fixtures or facilities 
on or in connection with the real property, or on 
the number of persons residing or working on or 
otherwise connected or identified with the real 
property, or on the capacity of the improvements 
on or connected with the real property, or on any 
other factors determining the type, class and 
amount of use or service of the sewerage system, 
or on any combination of any such factors, and 
may give weight to the characteristics of the sew- 
age and other wastes and any other special matter 
affecting the cost of treatment and disposal of the 
same, including chlorine demand, biochemical 
oxygen demand, concentration of solids and 
chemical composition, and, as to service outside 
the district, the cost of installation of necessary 
physical properties. 


yea aes 23. Every municipal authority shall prescribe 
prescribe and from time to time when necessary revise a 
screaueof schedule of all its service charges, which may pro- 
revising of vide 7 single rent, rate, fee or charge for both 
sence civice Water service charges and sewerage service charges 
charge; ring, 20d which shall comply with the terms of any con- 
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tract of the municipal authority and may be such 
that the revenues of the municipal authority will 
at all times be adequate to pay the expenses of 
operation and maintenance of the utility system, 
including reserves, insurance, extensions, and 
replacements, and to pay the principal of and in- 
terest on any bonds and to maintain such reserves 
or sinking funds therefor as may be required by 
the terms of any contract of the municipal au- 
thority or as may be deemed necessary or desirable 
by the municipal authority. Said schedule shall 
thus be prescribed and from time to time revised 
by the municipal authority after public hearing 
thereon which shall be held by the municipal au- 
thority at least 7 days after such published notice 
as the municipal authority may determine to be 
reasonable. The municipal authority shall likewise 
fix and determine the time or times when and the 
place or places where such service charges shall be 
due and payable and may require that such service 
charges shall be paid in advance for periods of not 
more than 1 year. A copy of such schedule of 
service charges in effect shall at all times be kept 
on file at the principal office of the municipal au- 
thority and shall at all reasonable times be open to 
public inspection. 

24. Any local unit shall have power, in the dis- 
cretion of its governing body, to appropriate 
moneys for the purposes of the municipal author- 
ity, and to loan or donate such moneys to the mu- 
nicipal authority in such installments and upon 
such terms as may be agreed upon between such 
local unit and the municipal authority. 

25. For the purpose of raising funds to pay the 
cost of any part of its utility system or for the 
purpose of funding or refunding any bonds, a mu- 
nicipal authority shall have power to authorize or 
provide for the issuance of bonds pursuant to this 
act. Such municipal authority shall adopt a resolu- 
tion (in this act sometimes referred to as ‘‘bond 
resolution’’) which shall 
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(1) deseribe in brief and general terms sufficient 
for reasonable identification the utility system or 
part thereof (in this act sometimes called ‘‘proj- 
ect’’) to be constructed or acquired, or describe 
the bonds which are to be funded or refunded (if 
any) ; 

(2) state the cost or estimated cost of the project 
(if any); and 

(3) provide for the issuance of the bonds in 
accordance with section 26 of this act. 

26. Upon adoption of a bond resolution, a mu- 
nicipal authority shall have power to incur indebt- 
edness, borrow money and issue its bonds for the 
purpose of financing the project or of funding or 
refunding the bonds described therein. Such bonds 
shall be authorized by the bond resolution and may 
be issued in 1 or more series and shall bear such 
date or dates, mature at such time or times not 
exceeding 40 years from the date thereof, bear 
interest at a rate or rates within such maximum 
rate (not exceeding 6% per annum). be in such 
denomination or denominations, be in such form, 
either coupon or registered, carry such conversion 
or registration privileges, have such rank or pri- 
ority, be executed in such manner, be pavable from 
such sourees in such medium of payment at such 
place or places within or without the State, and be 
subject to such terms of redemption (with or with- 
out premium) as the bond resolution may provide. 

27. Bonds of a municipal authority may be sold 
by the municipal authority at public or private sale 
at such price or prices as the municipal authority 
shall determine; provided, however, that the in- 
terest cost to maturity of the money received for 
any issue of bonds (computed according to stand- 
ard tables of bond values) shall not exceed 6% 
per annum. 

28. Any municipal authority may cause a copy 
of anv bond resolution adopted by it to be filed for 
public inspection in its offee and in the office of 
clerk of the governing body of the local unit or 
units and may thereupon cause to be published in 
a newspaper published or circulating in the district 
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a notice stating the fact and date of such adoption 
and the places where such bond resolution has been 
so filed for public inspection and also the date of 
the first publication of such notice and also that 
any action or proceeding of any kind or nature in 
any court questioning the validity or proper au- 
thorization of bonds provided for by the bond 
resolution, or the validity of any convenants, agree- 
ments or contract provided for by the bond resolu- 
tion shall be commenced within 20 days after the 
first publication of such nofice. If any such notice 
shall at any time be published and if no action or 
proceeding questioning the validity of the creation 
and establishment of the municipal authority, or 
the validity or proper authorization of bonds pro- 
vided for by the bond resolution referred to in said 
notice, or the validity of any covenants, agreements 
or contract provided for by said bond resolution 
shall be commenced or instituted within 20 days 
after the first publication of said notice. then all 
residents and taxpayers and owners of property in 
the district and users of the utility system and all 
other persons whatsoever shall be forever barred 
and foreclosed from instituting or commencing any 
action or proceeding in any court, or from pleading 
any defense to any action or proceedings, question- 
ing the validity of the creation and establishment 
of the municipal authority, or the validity or 
proper authorization of such bonds, or the validity 
of any such covenants, agreements or contracts, 
and said municipal authority shall be conclusively 
deemed to have been validly created and estab- 
lished and to be authorized to transact business 
and exercise powers as a municipal authority under 
this act, and said bonds, covenants, agreements 
and contracts shall be conclusively deemed to be 
valid and binding obligations in accordance with 
their terms and tenor. 

29. Any provision of any law to the contrary 
notwithstanding, any bond or other obligation 
issued pursuant to this act shall be fully negotiable 
within the meaning and for all purposes of the 
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negotiable instruments law of the State, and each 
holder or owner of such a bond or other obligation, 
or of any coupon appurtenant thereto, by accepting 
such bond or coupon shall be conclusively deemed 
to have agreed that such bond, obligation or coupon 
is and shall be fully negotiable within the meaning 
re for all purposes of said negotiable instruments 
aw. 

30. Any bond resolution of a municipal authority 
providing for or authorizing the issuance of any 
bonds may contain provisions, and such municipal 
authority, in order to secure the payment of such 
bonds and in addition to its other powers, shall 
have power by provision in such bond resolution 
to covenant and agree with the several holders of 
such bonds, as to: 

(1) the custody, security, use, expenditure or 
application of the proceeds of the bonds; 

(2) the construction and completion, or replace- 
ment, of all or any part of the utility system; 

(3) the use, regulation, operation, maintenance, 
insurance or disposition of all or any part of the 
utility system, or restrictions on the exercise of 
the powers of the municipal authority to dispose, 
or to limit or regulate the use, of all or any part of 
the utility system ; 

(4) payment of the principal of or interest on 
the bonds, or any other obligations, and the sources 
and methods thereof, the rank or priority of any 
such bonds or obligations as to any lien or security, 
or the acceleration of the maturity of any such 
bonds or obligations ; 

(5) the use and disposition of any moneys of the 
municipal authority, including revenues (in this act 
sometimes called ‘‘system revenues’’) derived or 
to be derived from the operation of all or any part 
of the utility system, including any parts thereof 
theretofore constructed or acquired and any parts, 
extensions, replacements or improvements thereof 
thereafter constructed or acquired; 

(6) pledging, setting aside, depositing or trustee- 
ing all or any part of the system revenues or other 
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moneys of the municipal authority to secure the 
payment of the principal of or interest on the bonds 
or any other obligations or the payment of ex- 
penses of operation or maintenance of the utility 
system, and the powers and duties of any trustee 
with regard thereto ; 

(7) the setting aside out of the system revenues 
or other moneys of the municipal authority of 
reserves and sinking funds, and the source, custody, 
security, regulation, application and disposition 
thereof ; 

(8) determination or definition of the system 
revenues or of the expenses of operation and main- 
tenance of the utility system; 

(9) the rents, rates, fees, or other charges for 
connection with or the use, products or services of 
the utility system, including any parts thereof 
theretofore constructed or acquired and any parts, 
extensions, replacements or improvements thereof 
thereafter constructed or acquired, and the fixing, 
establishment, collection and enforcement of the 
same, the amount or amounts of system revenues 
to be produced thereby, and the disposition and 
application of the amounts charged or collected; 

(10) the assumption or payment or discharge of 
any indebtedness, liens or other claims relating to 
any part of the utility system or any obligations 
having or which may have a lien on any part of 
the system revenues; 

(11) limitations on the issuance of additional 
bonds or any other obligations or on the incurrence 
of indebtedness of the municipal authority ; 

(12) limitations on the powers of the municipal 
authority to construct, acquire or operate, or per- 
mit the construction, acquisition or operation of, 
any plants, structures, facilities or properties 
which may compete or tend to compete with the 
utility system ; 

(13) vesting in a trustee or trustees within or 
without the State such property, rights, powers and 
duties in trust as the municipal authority may 
determine which may include any or all of the 
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rights, powers and duties of the trustee appointed 
by the holders of bonds pursuant to section 31 of 
this act, and limiting or abrogating the right of 
such holders to appoint a trustee pursuant to sec- 
tion 31 of this act or limiting the rights, duties and 
powers of such trustee; 

(14) payment of costs or expenses incident to 
the enforcement of the bonds or of the provisions 
of the bond resolution or of any convenant or con- 
tract with the holders of the bonds; 

(15) the procedure, if any, by which the terms of 
any covenant or contract with, or duty to, the 
holders of bonds may be amended or abrogated, 
the amount of bonds the holders of which must con- 
sent thereto, and the manner in which such consent 
may be given or evidenced; or 

(16) any other matter or course of conduct 
which, by recital in the bond resolution, is declared 
to further secure the payment of the principal of 
or interest on the bonds. 

All such provisions of the bond resolution and 
all such covenants and agreements shall constitute 
valid and legally binding contracts between the 
municipal authority and the several holders of the 
bonds, regardless of the time of issuance of such 
bonds, and shall be enforceable by any such holder 
or holders by appropriate action, suit or proceeding 
in any court of competent jurisdiction, or by pro- 
ceeding in lieu of prerogative writ. 

31. (a) If the bond resolution of a municipal 
authority authorizing or providing for the issuance 
of a series of its bonds shall provide in substance 
that the holders of the bonds of such series shall 
be entitled to the benefits of this section, then in 
the event that there shall be a default in the pay- 
ment of principal of or interest on any bonds of 
such series after the same shall become due, 
whether at maturity or upon call for redemption, 
and such default shall continue for a period of 30 
days, or in the event that the municipal authority 
shall fail or refuse to comply with the provisions of 
this act or shall fail or refuse to carry out and per- 
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form the terms of any contract with the holders of 
any such bonds, and such failure or refusal shall 
continue for a period of 30 days after written notice 
to the municipal authority of its existence and 
nature, the holders of 25% in aggregate principal 
amount of the bonds of such series then outstand- 
ing by instrument or instruments filed in the office 
of the Secretary of State and proved or acknowl- 
edged in the same manner as a deed to be recorded, 
may appoint a trustee to represent the holders of 
the bonds of such series for the purposes provided 
in this section. 

(b) Such trustee may and upon written request 
of the holders of 25% in aggregate principal 
amount of the bonds of such series then outstand- 
ing shall, in his or its own name: 

(1) By any action, writ, proceeding in lieu of 
prerogative writ, or other proceeding, enforce all 
rights of the holders of such bonds, including the 
right to require the municipal authority to charge 
and collect service charges adequate to carry out 
any contract as to, or pledge of, system revenues, 
and to require the municipal authority to carry out 
and perform the terms of any contract with the 
holders of such bonds or its duties under this act; 

(2) Bring an action upon all or any part of such 
bonds or interest coupons or claims appurtenant 
thereto; 

(3) By action, require the municipal authority 
to account as if it were the trustee of an express 
trust for the holders of such bonds; 

(4) By action, enjoin any acts or things which 
may be unlawful or in violation of the rights of the 
holders of such bonds; or 

(5) Declare all such bonds due and payable, 
whether or not in advance of maturity, upon 30 
days’ prior notice in writing to the municipal au- 
thority and, if all defaults shall be made good, then 
with the consent of the holders of 25% of the prin- 
cipal amount of such bonds then outstanding, 
annul such declaration and its consequences. 
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(ec) Such trustee shall, in addition to the fore- 
going, have and possess all of the powers necessary 
or appropriate for the exercise of the functions 
specifically set forth herein or incident to the gen- 
eral representation of the holders of bonds of such 
series in the enforcement and protection of their 
rights. 

(d) In any action or proceeding by such trustee, 
the fees, counsel fees and expenses of the trustee 
and of the receiver, if any, appointed pursuant to 
this act, shall constitute taxable costs and disburse- 
ments, and all costs and disbursements, allowed by 
the court, shall be a first charge upon any service 
charges and system revenues of the municipal au- 
thority pledged for the payment or security of 
bonds of such series. 

32. If the bond resolution of a municipal au- 
thority authorizing or providing for the issuance 
of a series of its bonds shall provide in substance 
that the holders of the bonds of such series shall be 
entitled to the benefits of section 31 of this act and 
shall further provide in substance that any trustee 
appointed pursuant to said section or having the 
powers of such a trustee shall have the powers pro- 
vided by this section, then such trustee, whether or 
not all of the bonds of such series shall have been 
declared due and payable, shall be entitled as of 
right to the appointment of a receiver of the utility 
system, and such receiver may enter upon and take 
possession of the utility system and, subject to any 
pledge or contract with the holders of such bonds, 
shall take possession of all moneys and other prop- 
erty derived from or applicable to the acquisition, 
construction, operation, maintenance or reconstruc- 
tion of the utility system and proceed with such 
acquisition, construction, operation, maintenance or 
reconstruction which the municipal authority is 
under any obligation to do, and operate, maintain 
and reconstruct the utility system and fix, charge, 
collect, enforce and receive the service charges and 
all system revenues thereafter arising subject to 
any pledge thereof or contract with the holders of 
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such bonds relating thereto and perform the pubhe 
duties and carry out the contracts and obligations 
of the municipal authority in the same manner as 
the municipal authority itself might do and under 
the direction of the court. 

33. Neither the members of the municipal au- 
thority nor any person executing bonds issued pur- 
suant to this act shall be liable personally on the 
bonds by reason of the issuance thereof. Bonds or 
other obligations issued pursuant to this act shail 
not be in any way a debt or liability of the State, 
and bonds or other obligations issued by a munici- 
pal authority pursuant to this act shall not be in 
any way a debt or liability of the State or of any 
local unit or of any county or municipality and 
shall not create or constitute any indebtedness, 
lability or obligation of the State or of any such 
local unit, county or municipality, either legal, 
moral or otherwise, and nothing in this act con- 
tained shall be construed to authorize any munici- 
pal authority to incur any indebtedness on behalf 
of or in any way to obligate the State or any county 
or municipality. 

34. Every municipal authority is hereby em- 
powered, in its own name but for the local unit or 
units, to acquire by purchase, gift, grant or devise 
and to take for public use real property, within or 
without the district, which may be deemed by the 
municipal authority necessary for its purposes, 
including public lands, waters, parks, roads, play- 
grounds, reservations and public or private rights 
in waters within or without the district, and any 
property within or without the district owned by 
or in which any county, municipality or political 
subdivision of the State, or public body or agency 
of such political subdivision, has any right, title 
or interest. Such municipal authority is hereby 
empowered to acquire and take such real property, 
including any such public property or such public 
interests therein, by condemnation, in the manner 
provided by chapter 1 of Title 20, Eminent Domain, 
of the Revised Statutes (R. S. 20:1-1 et seq.) and, 
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to that end, may invoke and exercise in the manner 
or mode of procedure prescribed in said chapter, 
either in its own name or in the name of any local 
unit or units, all of the powers of such local unit 
or units to acquire or take property for public use; 
provided, however, that, notwithstanding the fore- 
going or any other provision of this act, no munici- 
pal authority shall acquire or take, by condemna- 
tion, any real property owned by the State or in 
which the State has any right, title or interest or 
real property in use as part of any system of water 
supply or distribution actually serving 50 or more 
pareels of real property; and provided, further, 
that, notwithstanding the foregoing or any other 
provision of this act, no municipal authority shall 
acquire or take, by condemnation, any real prop- 
erty situate without the district owned or oceupied 
by any county, municipality or other political sub- 
division of the State, except rights-of-way or ease- 
ments for the location, construction, maintenance, 
renewal, relocation and removal of collecting, dis- 
tribution and transmission pipes, mains, conduits, 
manholes, gatehouses, appurtenances and other 
like facilities, and for access thereto. 

30. Upon the filing of a complaint in any action 
to fix the compensation to be paid for any property, 
or at any time thereafter, the municipal authority 
may file with the clerk of the county in which such 
property is located and also with the Clerk of the 
Superior Court a declaration of taking, signed by 
the municipal authority, declaring that possession 
of 1 or more of the tracts or parcels of land or 
property deseribed in the complaint is thereby 
being taken by and for the use of the municipal 
authority. The said declaration of taking shall be 
sufficient if it sets forth (1) a description of each 
tract or parcel of land or property to be so taken 
sufficient for the identification thereof to which 
there may or may not be attached a plan or map 
thereof; (2)-a statement of the estate or interest 
in the said land or property being taken; (3) a 
statement of the sum of money estimated by the 
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municipal authority by resolution to be just com- 
pensation for the taking of the estate or interest 
in each tract or parcel of land or property de- 
seribed in said declaration; and (4) that, in compli- 
ance with the provisions of this act, the municipal 
authority has established and is maintaining a trust 
fund as hereinafter provided. 

36. Upon the filing of a declaration of taking of 
property as provided in this act, the municipal au- 
thority shall deposit with the Clerk of the Superior 
Court the amount of the estimated compensation 
stated in said declaration. In addition to the said 
deposits with the Clerk of the Superior Court the 
municipal authority at all times shall maintain a 
fund on deposit with a bank or trust company doing 
business in the State in an amount at least equal to 
the aggregate amount deposited with the Clerk of 
the Superior Court as estimated compensation for 
all property described in declarations of taking 
with respect to which the compensation has not 
been finally determined and paid to the persons 
entitled thereto or into court. Said fund shall con- 
sist of cash or securities readily convertible into 
cash constituting legal investments for trust funds 
under the laws of this State or may consist of all 
or some part of the proceeds of bonds of the mu- 
nicipal authority held by any trustee for the holders 
of such bonds and available for payment for the 
land or other property described in such declara- 
tions of taking. Said fund shall be held by or on be- 
half of the municipal authority to secure and may 
be applied to the payment of just compensation for 
the land o1 other property deseribed in such 
declarations of taking. The municipal authority 
shall be entitled to withdraw from said fund from 
time to time so much as may then be in excess of 
the aggregate amount deposited with the Clerk of 
the Superior Court as estimated compensation for 
all property described in declarations of taking 
with respect to which the compensation has not 
been finally determined and paid to the persons 
entitled thereto or into court. 
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37. Upon the filing of a declaration of taking of 
property as provided in this act and depositing 
with the Clerk of the Superior Court the amount of 
the estimated compensation stated in said deelara- 
tion, the municipal authority, without other process 
or proceedings, shall be entitled to the exclusive 
possession and use of each tract of land or property 
described in said declaration and may forthwith 
enter into and take possession of said land or prop- 
erty, it bemg the intent of this provision that the 
action to fix compensation to be paid or any other 
proceedings relating to the taking of said land or 
interest therein or other property shall not delay 
the taking of possession thereof and the use thereof 
by the municipal authority for the purpose or pur- 
poses for which the municipal authority is au- 
thorized by law to acquire or condemn such land or 
other property or interest therein. 

38. The municipal authority shall cause notice of 
the filing of a declaration of taking of property as 
provided in this act and the making of the deposit 
stated therein to be served upon each party to the 
action to fix the compensation to be paid who 
resides in the State, either personally or by leaving 
a copy thereof at his residence, if known, and upon 
each such party who resides out of the State, by 
mailing a copy thereof to him at his residence, if 
known. Jn the event that the residence of any such 
party or the name of such party is unknown, such 
notice shall be published at least once in a news- 
paper published or circulating in the county or 
counties in which the land is located. Such service, 
mailing or publication shall be made within 10 days 
after filing such declaration. Upon the application 
of any party in interest and after notice to other 
parties in interest, including the municipal au- 
thority, the Superior Court may direct that the 
money deposited with the Clerk of the Superior 
Court or any part thereof be paid forthwith to the 
person or persons entitled thereto for or on account 
of the just compensation to be awarded in said 
action; provided, that each such person shall have 
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filed with the Clerk of the Superior Court a consent 
in writing that, in the event the award in the said 
action shall be less than the amount deposited, the 
court, after such notice as the court prescribes and 
hearing, may determine his lability, if any, for the 
return of such difference or any part thereof and 
enter judgment therefor. If the amount of the award 
as finally determined shall exceed the amount so de- 
posited, the person or persons to whom the award is 
payable shall be entitled to recover from the mu- 
nicipal authority the difference between the amount 
of the deposit and the amount of the award, with 
interest at the rate of 6% per annum thereon from 
the date of making the deposit. If the amount of the 
award shall be less than the amount so deposited, 
the Clerk of the Superior Court shall return the 
difference between the amount of the award and 
the deposit to the municipal authority unless the 
amount of the deposit or any part thereof shall 
have theretofore been distributed, in which event 
the court, on application of the municipal authority 
and notice to all persons interested in the award 
and affording them an opportunity to be heard, 
shall enter judgment in favor of the municipal au- 
thority for such difference against the party or 
parties liable for the return thereof. 

39. The municipal authority shall not abandon 
any condemnation proceeding subsequent to the 
date upon which it has taken possession of the land 
or property as provided in this act. 

40. In addition to other powers conferred by this 
act or by any other law, and not in limitation 
thereof, every municipal authority, in connection 
with construction or operation of any part of a 
utility system, shall have power to make reasonable 
regulations for the installation, construction, 
maintenance, repair, renewal, relocation and re- 
moval of tracks, pipes, mains, conduits, cables, 
wires, towers, poles or any other equipment and 
appliances (herein called ‘‘facilities’’?) of any 
public utility, as defined in section 48:2-18 of the 
Revised Statutes, in, on, along, over or under any 
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real property, including public lands, waters, parks, 
roads, streets, highways, playgrounds and reserva- 
tions. Whenever in connection with construction or 
operation of any part of a utility system, any mu- 
nicipal authority shall determine that it is necessary 
that any such facilities, which now are, or hereafter 
may be, located in, on, along, over or under any 
such real property, including public lands, waters, 
parks, roads, streets, highways, playgrounds and 
reservations, should be relocated in such real 
property, including public lands, waters, parks, 
roads, streets, highways, playgrounds and reserva- 
tions, or should be removed therefrom, the public 
utility owning or operating such facilities shall re- 
locate or remove the same in accordance with the 
order of the municipal authority, provided, how- 
ever, that the cost and expenses of such relocation 
or removal, including the cost of installing such 
facilities in a new location, or new locations, and 
the cost of any lands or any rights or interest in 
lands, or any other rights acquired to accomplish 
such relocation or removal, less the cost of any 
lands or any rights or interests in lands or any 
other rights of the public utility paid to the public 
utility in connection with the relocation or removal 
of such property, shall be paid by the municipal 
authority and may be included in the cost of such 
utility system. In case of any such relocation or 
removal of facilities, as aforesaid, the public utility 
owning or operating the same, its successors or 
assigns, may maintain and operate such facilities, 
with the necessary appurtenances, in the new loca- 
tion or uew locations for as long a period, and upon 
the same terms and conditions, as it had the right to 
maintain and operate such facilities in their former 
location. 

41. In the event that a service charge of any mu- 
nicipal authority with regard to any parcel of real 
property shall not be paid as and when due, interest 
shall accrue and be due to the municipal authority 
on the unpaid balance at the rate of 1% per month 
until such service charge, and the interest thereon, 
shall be fully paid to the municipal authority. 
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42. In the event that a service charge of any mu- 
nicipal authority with regard to any parcel of real 
property owned by any person other than the State 
or an agency or subdivision thereof shall not be 
paid as and when due, the unpaid balance thereof 
and all interest accruing thereon shall be a lien on 
such parcel. Such lien shall be superior and para- 
mount to the interest in such parcel of any owner, 
lessee, tenant, mortgagee or other person except 
the hen of municipal taxes and shall be on a parity 
with and deemed equal to the lien on such parcel of 
the municipality where such parcel is situate for 
taxes thereon due in the same year and not paid 
when due. Such lien shall not bind or affect a sub- 
sequent bona fide purchaser of such parcel for a 
valuable consideration without actual notice of such 
lien, unless the municipal authority shall have filed 
in the office of the collector or other officer of said 
municipality charged with the duty of enforcing 
municipal liens on real property a statement show- 
ing the amount and due date of such unpaid balance 
and identifying such parcel, which identification 
may be sufficiently made by reference to the assess- 
ment map of said municipality. The information 
shown in such statement shall be ineluded in any 
certificate with respect to said parcel thereafter 
made by the official of said municipality vested with 
the power to make official certificates of searches 
for municipal liens. Whenever such service charge 
and any subsequent service charge with regard to 
such parcel and all interest accrued thereon shall 
have been fully paid to the municipal authority, 
such statement shall be promptly withdrawn or 
canceled by the municipal authority. 

45. In the event that any service charge of any 
municipal authority with regard to any parcel of 
real property shall not be paid as and when due, the 
municipal authority, may, in its diseretion, enter 
upon such parcel and cause any connection or con- 
nections thereof leading directly or indirectly to or 
from the utility system to be cut and shut off until 
such service charge and any subsequent service 
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charge with regard to such parcel and all interest 
accrued thereon shall be fully paid to the municipal 
authority. 

44, In the event that a sewer service charge of 
any municipal authority with regard to any parcel 
of real property shall not be paid as and when due, 
the municipal authority may, in accordance with 
section 57 of this act, cause the supply of water to 
such parcel by any county, municipality or other 
person to be stopped or restricted until such sewer 
service charge and any subsequent sewer service 
charge with regard to such parcel and all interest 
accrued thereon shall be fully paid to the municipal 
authority. If for any reason such supply of water 
shall not be promptly stopped or restricted as re- 
quired by section 57 of this act, the municipal au- 
thority may itself shut off or restrict such supply 
and, for that purpose, may enter on any lands, 
waters or premises of any county, municipality or 
other person. Such supply of water to such parcel 
shall, notwithstanding the provisions of this sec- 
tion, be restored or increased if the State Depart- 
ment of Health, upon application of the local board 
of health or health officer of the municipality where 
such parcel is situate, shall after public hearing 
find and shall certify to the municipal authority that 
the continuance of such stopping or restriction of 
such supply of water endangers the health of the 
public in such municipality. 

45. The collector or other officer of every munic- 
ipality charged by law with the duty of enforcing 
municipal liens on real property shall enforce, with 
and as any other municipal lien on real property in 
such municipality, all service charges and the lien 
thereof shown in any statement filed with him by 
any municipal authority pursuant to section 42 of 
this act, and shall pay over to the municipal au- 
thority the sums or a pro rata share of the sums 
realized upon such enforcement or upon liquidation 
of any property acquired by the municipality by 
virtue of such enforcement. 
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46. In the event that any service charge of a 
municipal authority shall not be paid as and when 
due, the unpaid balance thereof and all interest ac- 
crued thereon, together with attorneys’ fees and 
costs, may be recovered by the municipal authority 
in a civil action, and any lien on real property for 
such service charge and interest accrued thereon 
may be foreclosed or otherwise enforced by the mu- 
nicipal authority by action or suit in equity as for 
the foreclosure of a mortgage on such real property. 

47. All rights and remedies granted by this act 
for the collection and enforcement of service 
charges shall be cumulative and concurrent. 

48. Any county, by resolution of its governing 
body, or any municipality, by ordinance of its 
governing body, or any other person is hereby em- 
powered, without any referendum, to sell, lease, 
lend, grant or convey to any municipal authority, 
or to permit any municipal authority to use, main- 
tain or operate as part of the utility system, any 
real or personal property owned by it, ineluding all 
or any part of any water supply, water distribution 
or sewerage facilities, which may be necessary or 
useful and convenient for the purposes of the mu- 
nicipal authority and accepted by the municipal 
authority. Any such sale, lease, loan, grant, con- 
veyance or permit may be made with or without 
consideration and for a specified or an unlimited 
period of time and under any agreement and on any 
terms and conditions which may be approved by 
such county, municipality or other person and which 
may be agreed to by the municipal authority in con- 
formity with its contracts with the holders of any 
bonds. Subject to any such contracts with holders 
of bonds, the municipal authority may enter into 
and perform any and all agreements with respect to 
property so accepted by it, including agreements 
for the assumption of principal or interest or both 
of indebtedness of such county, municipality or 
other person or of any mortgage or lien existing 
with respect to such property or for the operation 
and maintenance of such property as part of the 
utility system. 
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49. Any municipal authority and any munic- 
ipality within or without the district by ordinance 
of its governing body may enter into a contract or 
contracts providing for or relating to the treatment 
and disposal of sewage originating in the district 
or in such municipality by means of the sewerage 
system or any sewerage facilities of such munic- 
ipality or both, and the cost and expense of such 
treatment and disposal. Any municipal authority 
and any municipality within or without the district 
by ordinance of its governing body may enter into 
a contract or contracts providing or relating to the 
sale or supplying of water to such municipal au- 
thority or to such municipality or to persons or 
properties within the district or such municipality, 
and the cost and expense of such sale or supplying 
of water. Any such contract may provide for the 
payment to the municipal authority by such mu- 
nicipality annually or otherwise of such sum or 
sums of moneys, computed at fixed amounts or by a 
formula based on any factors or other matters 
described in section 21 or section 22 of this act or in 
any other manner, as said contract or contracts may 
provide, and may provide that the sum or sums so 
payable to the municipal authority shall be in lieu 
of all or any part of the service charges which 
would otherwise be charged and collected by the 
municipal authority with regard to persons or real 
property within such municipality. Any such con- 
tract may be made with or without consideration 
and for a specified or an unlimited time and on any 
terms and conditions which may be approved by 
such municipality and which may be agreed to by 
the municipal authority in conformity with its con- 
tracts with the holders of any bonds, and shall be 
valid whether or not an appropriation with respect 
thereto is made by such municipality prior to au- 
thorization or execution thereof. Such municipality 
is hereby authorized and directed to do and per- 
form any and all acts or things necessary, con- 
venient or desirable to carry out and perform every 
such contract and to provide for the payment or 
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discharge of any obligation thereunder in the same 
manner as other obligations of such municipality. 
Subject to any such contracts with the holders of 
bonds, the municipal authority is hereby authorized 
to do and perform any and all acts or things 
necessary, convenient or desirable to carry out and 
perform every such contract and, in accordance 
with any such contract, to waive, modify, suspend 
or reduce the service charges which would other- 
wise be charged and collected by the municipal au- 
thority with regard to persons or real property 
within such municipality, but nothing in this section 
or any such contract shall prevent the municipal 
authvrity from charging and collecting, as if such 
contract had not been made, service charges with 
regard to such persons and real property sufficient 
to meet any default or deficiency in any payments 
agreed in such contract to be made by such munic- 
ipality. 

50. In order to carry out and effectuate its pur- 
poses, any municipal authority, subject to its 
contracts with the holders of any bonds, is hereby 
empowered to provide, construct, maintain and 
operate facilities for the treatment and disposal of 
industrial wastes originating within or without the 
district and to enter into a contract or contracts 
with any person on such terms and conditions as 
such contract or contracts may contain, providing 
for or relating to the treatment and disposal of any 
such industrial wastes. The municipal authority 
and such person are hereby authorized and directed 
to do and perform any and all acts or things nec- 
essary, convenient or desirable to carry out and 
perform every such contract and to provide for the 
payment or discharge of any obligation thereunder 
in the same manner as other obligations of such 
municipal authority or person. 

51. In order to carry out and effectuate its pur- 
poses, every municipal authority is hereby au- 
thorized to enter upon and connect with any exist- 
ing public drains, sewers, conduits, pipelines, 
pumping and ventilating stations and sewage treat- 
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ment plants or works or any other public property 
of a similar nature within the district and, if 
deemed necessary by the municipal authority, close 
off and seal outlets and outfalls therefrom. No mu- 
nicipal authority shall, however, take permanent 
possession or make permanent use of any such 
sewage treatment plant or works unless it acquires 
the same. 

52. In order to carry out and effectuate its pur- 
poses, every municipal authority is hereby au- 
thorized to construct, maintain and operate its 
utility system along, over, under and in any streets, 
alleys, highways and other public places within or 
without the district, doing no unnecessary injury 
thereto and making no unnecessary interruption in 
or interference with the public use of such places 
and restoring the same to their former usefulness 
and condition within a reasonable time. 

03. Hach county and municipality within the dis- 
trict, and every person owning or operating any 
sewer or drain or any system of water distribution 
serving 3 or more parcels of real property in the 
district, shall at the request and expense of the 
municipal authority make available to the mu- 
nicipal authority any and all of its maps, plans, 
specifications, records, books, accounts or other 
data or things deemed necessary by the municipal 
authority for its purposes. 

o4. Hach county, municipality and other public 
body shall promptly pay to any municipal authority 
all service charges which the municipal authority 
may charge to it, as owner or occupant of any real 
property, in accordance with section 21 or section 
22 of this act, and shall provide for the payment 
thereof in the same manner as other obligations of 
such county, municipality or public body. 

05. Hach county, municipality and other person 
owning or operating any sewer or drain which 
serves 3 or more parcels of real property in the 
district and which discharges or is designed to dis- 
charge sewage into waters in or bordering the State 
shall, upon notice from the municipal authority of 
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its availability and a proposed point of connection 
with the sewerage system, cause such sewer or 
drain to be connected with the sewerage system at 
such point and in such manner as the municipal 
authority may specify and shall thereafter cause 
said sewer or drain to discharge into the sewerage 
system. 

56. Hach county, municipality and other person 
owning or operating any system of water distribu- 
tion serving 3 or more parcels of real property in 
the district shall, from time to time after request 
therefor by the municipal authority, deliver to the 
municipal authority copies of the records made by 
it in the regular course of business of the amount of 
water supplied by it to every such parcel of real 
property in the district. Such copies shall be de- 
livered to the municipal authority within 60 days 
after the making of such records, and the municipal 
authority shall pay the reasonable cost of prepara- 
tion and delivery of such copies. 

57. Each county and municipality owning or 
operating any system of water distribution serving 
3 or more parcels of real property in the district 
shall, and every other person owning or operating 
any such system may and is hereby authorized to 
enter into and perform a contract with the mu- 
nicipal authority that it will, upon request by the 
municipal authority specifying a parcel of real 
property in the district with regard to which a 
service charge under section 22 of this act is unpaid, 
cause the supply of water from its system to such 
parcel of real property to be stopped or restricted, 
as the municipal authority may request, until such 
service charge and any subsequent service charge 
with regard to such parcel and the interest accrued 
thereon shall be fully paid or until the municipal 
authority directs otherwise. No such county, mu- 
nicipality or other person shall be lable for any 
loss, damage or other claim based on or arising out 
of the stopping or restricting of such supply, and 
the municipal authority shall pay the reasonable 
cost of so stopping or restricting such supply and of 
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restoring the same and may agree to indemnify 
such county, municipality or other person from all 
loss or damage by reason of such stopping or re- 
striction, including loss of profits. 

58. Neither the municipal authority nor any local 
unit shall have power to mortgage, pledge, en- 
cumber or otherwise dispose of any part of the 


- utility system, except that the municipal authority 


may dispose of such part or parts thereof as may 
be no longer necessary for the purposes of the 
municipal authority. The provisions of this section 
shall be deemed to constitute a part of the contract 
with the holder of any bonds. 

59. All property of a municipal authority shall 
be exempt from levy and sale by virtue of an execu- 
tion and no execution or other judicial process shall 
issue against the same nor shall any judgment 
against a municipal authority be a charge or len 
upon its property; provided, that nothing herein 
contained shall apply to or limit the rights of the 
holder of any bonds to pursue any remedy for the 
enforcement of any pledge or hen given by a 
municipal authority on its system revenues or other 
moneys. 

60. (a) No county, municipality or person shall 
discharge or suffer to be discharged directly or in- 
directly into any waters in or bordering a district 
any sewage which may or will cause or contribute to 
the pollution of such waters; provided, that this 
prohibition shall be applicable only to such part or 
parts of such waters as are in an area of the district 
bounded and described in a notice, inserted at least 
once in a newspaper published or circulating in the 
district, to the effect that the municipal authority 
has provided facilities reasonably sufficient in its 
opinion for the treatment and disposal of sewage 
which by discharge into such waters might cause or 
contribute to pollution of such waters, and that 
pollution of such waters is forbidden by law. Such 
a notice shall constitute prima facie evidence of the 
existence of facilities sufficient for the treatment 
and disposal of all such sewage. 
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(b) No county, municipality or person shall dis- 
charge or suffer to be discharged directly or indi- 
rectly into the sewage system of any municipal 
authority any matter or thing which is or may be 
injurious or deleterious to such sewerage system 
or to its efficient operation. 

(c) No county, municipality or person shall dis- 
charge or suffer to be discharged directly or indi- 
rectly into the water system of any municipal au- 
thority or on any lands or into any waters tributary 
to such water system any matter or thing which is 
or may be injurious or deleterious to such water 
system or to its efficient operation or may or will 
cause or contribute to a danger to the health of the 
public in the district. 

(d) Any county, municipality or person may be 
restrained, enjoined or otherwise prevented from 
violating or continuing the violation of any pro- 
vision of this section in a proceeding in heu of 
prerogative writ, or other appropriate proceeding, 
or in an action for injunctive or other relief 
instituted by a municipal authority or by any 
county prosecutor. 

(e) No violation of any provision of this section 
shall be deemed to have occurred by reason of the 
discharge of sewage from any boat or vessel while 
afloat or on a marine railway in drydock. 

61. No sewage disposal plant or other facilities 
for the collection, treatment or disposal of sewage 
arising within a district shall be constructed unless 
the municipal authority shall give its consent 
thereto and approve the plans and specifications 
therefor. No facilities for the distribution of water 
within a district shall be constructed unless the 
municipal authority shall give its consent thereto 
and approve the plans and specifications therefor. 
Hach municipal authority is hereby empowered to 
give any such consent and approval, subject, how- 
ever, to the terms and provisions of any agreement 
with the holders of bonds. 
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62. Notwithstanding any restriction contained in 
any other law, the State and all public officers, 
municipalities, counties, political subdivisions and 
public bodies, and agencies thereof, all banks, 
bankers, trust companies, savings banks and in- 
stitutions, building and loan associations, savings 
and loan associations, investment companies, and 
other persons carrying on a banking business, all 
insurance companies, insurance associations and , 
other persons carrying on an insurance business, 
and all executors, administrators, guardians, 
trustees and other fiduciaries, may legally invest 
any sinking funds, moneys or other funds belonging 
to them or within their control in any bonds, and 
such bonds shall be authorized security for any and 
all public deposits. 

63. Every utility system and all other property 
of a municipal authority are hereby declared to be 
public property of a political subdivision of the 
State and devoted to an essential public and govern- 
mental function and purpose and shall be exempt 
from ali taxes and special assessments of the State 
or any subdivision thereof. All bonds are hereby 
declared to be issued by a political subdivision of 
this State and for an essential public and govern- 
mental purpose and to be a public instrumentality 
and such bonds, and the interest thereon and the 
income therefrom, and all service charges, funds, 
revenues and other moneys pledged or available to 
pay or secure the payment of such bonds, or interest 
thereon, shall at all times be exempt from taxation 
except for transfer, inheritance and estate taxes 
and taxes on transfers by or in contemplation of 
death. 

64. The State of New Jersey does hereby pledge 
to and covenant and agree with the holders of any 
bonds issued pursuant to a bond resolution of a 
municipal authority that the State will not limit or 
alter the rights hereby vested in the municipal au- 
thority to acquire, construct, maintain, reconstruct 
and operate its utility system, and to fix, establish, 
charge and collect its service charges and to fulfill 
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the terms of any agreement made with the holders 
of such bonds or other obligations, and will not in 
any way impair the rights or remedies of such 
holders, and will not modify in any way the exemp- 
tions from taxation provided for in this act, until 
the bonds, together with interest thereon, with in- 
terest on any unpaid installments of interest, and 
all costs and expenses in connection with any action 
or proceeding by or on behalf of such holders, are 
fully met and discharged. 

65. All banks, bankers, trust companies, savings 
banks, investment companies and other persons 
carrying on a banking business are hereby author- 
ized to give to any municipal authority a good and 
sufficient undertaking with such sureties as shall be 
approved by the municipal authority to the effect 
that such bank or banking institution as herein- 
before described shall faithfully keep and pay over 
to the order of or upon the warrant of the municipal 
authority or its authorized agent all such funds as 
may be deposited with it by the municipal authority 
and agreed interest thereon, at such times or upon 
such demands as may be agreed with the municipal 
authority or in lieu of such sureties, deposit with 
the municipal authority or its authorized agent or 
any trustee therefor or for the holders of any 
bonds, as collateral, such securities as the municipal 
authority may approve. The deposits of the mu- 
niciple authority may be evidenced by a depository 
collateral agreement in such form and upon such 
terms and conditions as may be agreed upon by the 
municipal authority and such bank or banking in- 
stitution. 

66. Hach municipal authority shall cause an 
annual audit of its accounts to be made, and for this 
purpose it shall employ a registered municipal ac- 
countant of New Jersey or a certified public ac- 
ecountant of New Jersey. The audit shall be com- 
pleted and filed with the municipal authority within 
4 months after the close of the fiscal year of the 
municipal authority and a certified duplicate copy 
thereof shall be filed with the Director of the 
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Division of Local Government in the Department 
of the Treasury within 5 days after the original 
report is filed with the municipal authority. 

67. Each municipal authority shall file a copy of 
each bond resolution adopted by it with the Director 
of the Division of Local Government in the Depart- 
ment of the Treasury, together with a summary of 
the dates, amounts, maturities and interest rates of 
all bonds issued pursuant thereto. 

68. This act shall be construed liberally to ef- 
fectuate the legislative intent and as complete and 
independent authority for the performance of each 
and every act and thing herein authorized, and a 
municipal authority shall not be subject to, or con- 
stitute a municipality or agency or component of a 
municipality subject to, the provisions of chapter 
00 or any other provisions of Title 40 of the Revised 
Statutes, or be subject to regulation as to its service 
charges by any officer, board, agency, commission 
or other office of the State; provided, however, that 
nothing contained in this act shall in any way affect 
or limit the jurisdiction, powers or rights of the 
State Department of Health, Interstate Sanitation 
Commission, Interstate Commission on the Dela- 
ware River Basin, Water Policy and Supply 
Council of the Department of Conservation and 
Economic Development, North Jersey District 
Water Supply Commission or Passaic Valley Sew- 
erage Commissioners, or impair the obligations 
assumed by any municipality included in any dis- 
trict in any contract made prior to the creation of 
such district with any sewerage authority or any 
county sewer authority or with 1 or more other 
municipalities or with the Passaic Valley Sewerage 
Commissioners or with the North Jersey District 
Water Supply Commission. 

69. If any section, subsection, clause or provision 
of this act shall be adjudged unconstitutional or to 
be ineffective in whole or in part, to the extent that 
it is not adjudged unconstitutional or is not inef- 
fective it shall be valid and effective and no other 
section, subsection, clause or provision of this act 
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shall on aecount thereof be deemed invalid or in- 
cffeetive, and the inapplieability or invalidity of 
any section, subsection, clause or provision of this 
act in any 1 or more instances or under any 1 or 
more circumstances shall not be taken to affect or 
prejudice in any way its applicability or validity in 
any other instance or under any other circumstance. 
70. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 184 


An Act concerning municipalities and counties in 
relation to boards of recreation commissioners, 


and amending section 40:12-1 of the Revised 


Statutes. 


Br iT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 40:12-1 of the Revised Statutes is 


amended to read as follows: 


40:12-1. The mayor or other chief executive 
officer of any municipality and the board of chosen 
frecholders of any county may in his or its disere- 
tion appoint not less than 3 nor more than 7 per- 
sons, citizens and residents of such municipality or 
county, as the case may be, as members of a board 
of recreation commissioners. The commissioners 
first appointed shall be appointed for terms of 1, 2, 
3, 4, and 5 years respectively, in such manner that 
the term of at least 1 commissioner and not more 
than 2 commissioners shall expire in each year ac- 
cording to the number appointed as fixed by the 
mayor or other chief executive officer in municipal- 
ities and the board of chosen freeholders in 
counties. In case of the increase of a board from 
3 to 5 members or in case of the increase of a board 
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from 5 to 7 members, the additional commissioners 
shall be appointed, 1 for 4 and 1 for 5 years and in 
case of the increase of a board from 3 to 7 members, 
2 of the additional commissioners shall be ap- 
pointed for 4 years and 2 shall be appointed for 5 
years. Thereafter all appointments shall be for the 
term of 3 years if the board consists of 3 members 
or 5 years if the board consists of 5 or 7 members, 
according to the number appointed to comprise the 
board, and vacancies shall be filled for the un- 
expired term only. The members shall serve until 
their respective successors are appointed and shall 
qualify. The members shall receive no compensa- 
tion for their services. 

All such boards heretofore appointed are con- 
tinued and shall be governed by the provisions of 
sections 40:12-1 to 40:12-8 of this Title, but noth- 
ing in said sections shall apply to any municipality 
governed by the commission form of government 
under the provisions of subtitle 4 of this Title 
(40 :70-1 et. seq.). 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 185 


Aw Acr authorizing municipalities to sell or lease 
certain lands acquired from the Morris Canal and 
Banking Company and supplementing chapter 12 
of Title 13 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. When any municipality to which canal prop- 
erty has been conveyed pursuant to chapter 229 of 
the laws of 1924 or chapter 12 of Title 13 of the 
Revised Statutes, shall hereafter determine that 
any part or parts thereof are no longer needed for 
the public use or uses for which such property was 
purchased, the governing body of such municipality 
may sell or lease said land in the manner provided 
by law for the sale or leasing of lands owned by 
municipalities. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved August 22, 1957. 


CHAPTER 186 


An Acr permitting the borough of Lincoln Park 
in the county of Morris to provide for the pay- 
ment of a pension to Harriet M. Headley. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The borough of Lincoln Park in the county 
of Morris is hereby authorized to grant and pay to 
Harriet M. Headley, for the remainder of her 
natural life, a pension in the sum of $1,700.00 per 
annum, less such sums as shall be payable to her in 
each year as Old Age and Survivors Insurance 
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benefits under Title Ii of the Federal Social 
Security Act, which shall be paid in semimonthly 
installments. 

2. If said pension is granted, the said borough 
of Lincoln Park shall provide in its annual budget, 
after the date on which this act shall become opera- 
tive in said borough, for the payment to the said 
Harriet M. Headley of said pension and from said 
date and until the adoption of its next annual bud- 
eet, said borough shall pay the same from any fund 
or funds available therefor. 

3. This act is a special act enacted upon the peti- 
tion of the governing body of the borough of 
Lineoln Park under the authority conferred by 
paragraph 10 of Section VII of Article IV of the 
Constitution. 

4. This act shall take effect immediately, but 
shall become operative in said borough of Lincoln 
Park only when the same shall have been adopted 
by a vote of the legal voters thereof, in the manner 
prescribed by chapter 199 of the laws of 1948, and 
the question of the adoption of this act shall be 
submitted to the legal voters of said municipality 
at the next general election succeeding the passage 
of this act, unless the same shall be passed within 
25 days next preceding such election, in which case 
it shall be submitted at the second succeeding gen- 
eral election.

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CHAPTER 187 


Aw Act to amend ‘‘An act fixing the compensation 
of guards, keepers, orderlies and industrial of- 
ficers in the county jails, houses of detention and 
penitentiaries in counties of the first class in this 
State,’? approved March 30, 19388 (P. L. 1938, 
c. 54), as said title was amended by chapter 134 
of the laws of 1940. 


Beir enacrep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 1 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

1. In each county of the first class, the salaries of 
the guards, keepers, industrial officers and guard 
orderlies, employed in the jails, houses of detention 
and penitentiaries, shall be not less than $2,000.00 
per annum and shall not exceed $6,000.00 per 
annum, with provision for increments in salary 
between the minimum and maximum of such sal- 
aries to be fixed by the board of chosen freeholders. 

This section shall not be construed to permit the 
decrease of any salaries now authorized by law to 
be paid to any of the guards, keepers, industrial 
officers and guard orderlies, affected by this section 
nor decrease the amount of each increment now 
being paid. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 188 


Aw Act concerning the salaries of court attendants 
in certain first-class counties, and amending sec- 
tion 2A :11-34 of the New Jersey Statutes. 


Br ir enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 2A :11-34 of the New Jersey Statutes 
is amended to read as follows: 

2A :11-34. In counties of the first class having 
less than 800,000 inhabitants, the compensation of 
the court attendants attached, or assigned to the 
Superior Court, the County Courts, the juvenile 
and domestic relations court and to the grand jury, 
and to the various bureaus and departments in the 
cffice of the sheriffs of said counties, or to such 
executive or official as may be in charge of such 
duties, shall be not less than $4,500.00 per annum 
and shall not exceed $6,000.00 per annum, with pro- 
vision for increments in salary between the mini- 
mum and maximum of such salaries to be fixed by 
the board of chosen freeholders on recommenda- 
tion of the sheriff, and shall be paid in equal semi- 
monthly installments by the county treasurer of 
each of such counties from the judiciary fund of 
the county. 

This section shall not be construed as permitting 
the decrease of any salaries authorized by law to be 
paid to any court attendant. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 189 


Aw Acr to amend and supplement ‘‘An act to pro- 
vide for the creation, setting apart, maintenance 
and administration of a city employees’ retire- 
ment system in cities of the first class having, at 
the time of the enactment of this act, a population 
in excess of 400,000 inhabitants; and merging 
and superseding the provisions of pension funds 
established pursuant to article 2 of chapter 13, 
chapters 18 and 19, of Title 43 of the Revised 
Statutes, in said cities,’’ approved November 22, 
1954 (P. L. 1954, ¢. 218). 


Br rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Notwithstanding the provisions of the act to 
which this act is a supplement limiting the time 
within which applications for membership in the 
retirement system were required to be made, all 
present employees of the city who are otherwise 
eligible for membership may make application for, 
and be admitted to, membership in the retirement 
system upon declaration of intention in writing 
made to the commission within 3 months of the 
effective date of this act or within the time pre- 
seribed by the act to which this act is a supplement, 
whichever is later. 

2. Section 13 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

13. The members and conditions of membership 
in the retirement svstem created by this act shall 
be as follows: 

(a) All persons who shall hereafter become 
employees of the city prior to attaining the age of 
45 years, shall, upon satisfactory completion of 3 
months’ service, become members of the retirement 
system herein created, as a condition of their 
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employment; provided that all such persons shall 
submit to and pass the physical and mental exam- 
ination required by the commission and _ shall 
furnish such evidence of good health, at said time, 
as the commission shall require; provided further, 
however, that the failure to pass the said physical 
and mental examination or failure to furnish satis- 
factory evidence of good health at such time shall 
not deprive the employee of his employment. 

The failure of any employee-member to comply 
with the rules and regulations prescribed by the 
commission, pursuant to this act, shall result in 
the suspension or termination of membership in, 
or benefits of, this retirement system as may be 
provided from time to time by the commission. 

(b) All present employees of the city, as herein 
defined, who had not attained the age of 45 years 
at the time of their permanent appointment and 
are found physically and mentally fit, and are not 
members of any retirement system supported 
wholly or in part by the city, may become members 
of the retirement system created by this act, upon 
written application made to the commission within 
2 months after the establishment of the commis- 
sion, under 1 of the following 2 plans: 


(1) To receive credit for all the time served 
as a permanent employee with the city prior 
to joining the retirement system. Such em- 
ployee shall pay into the fund a sum of money 
equal to an amount based upon the percentage 
hereinafter stated that would have been de- 
ducted from his salary from June 1, 1928, or 
from the date of his permanent employment, 
whichever is the lesser period; provided, how- 
ever, that if the employee desires to receive 
credit for only a portion of the time served as 
a permanent employee he shall make payments 
accordingly and shall receive credit for that 
portion of the said prior service as is covered 
by these payments. Said sum of money may 
be paid in 1 lump sum or by regular payroll

period deductions from the salary, together 
with the regular deductions provided by this 
act, until completed; and the financial officer of 
the city is authorized to deduct the said 
amounts from the salary of said employee. 
Upon such payment or payments being made, 
the city shall annually pay into the retirement 
system, herein provided for, a sum of money 
equal in amount to the employee’s principal 
payment. All payments aforesaid by the em- 
ployee shall be made together with 3% interest 
on the total amount of such payments. The 
maximum length of time for the payment 
of all arrears and interest shall be 10 vears 
from the date of membership in the fund. 

(2) By regular deductions from the salary 
of any employee electing to become a member 
of the fund, without the benefit of prior service, 
if any, and credit therefor hereunder. Said 
deductions shall commence upon membership 
in the fund; and such employee shall not re- 
ceive credit for any prior services rendered 
theretofore in his municipal office or position. 


(c) All employees who at the time of the adop- 
tion and approval of this act are members of any 
of the following retirement systems in effect in 
said city, under and by virtue of article 2, chapter 
13, Title 43 of the Revised Statutes; and of chapter 
18, Title 48 of the Revised Statutes; and of chapter 
19, Title 43 of the Revised Statutes, shall, upon the 
effective date of this act, automatically become 
members of the city emplovees’ retirement system 
provided for by this act; and every such emplovee 
shall be deemed to agree and consent to such 
transfer of his membership. 

3. Any existing agreement for the payment of 
arrears in installments, in effect upon the adoption 
of this act, may be revised to provide for comple- 
tion of such payments in not more than 10 years 
from the date of membership in the retirement 
system. 
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4. No member of the retirement system shall be 
retired on pension except as hereinafter provided 
until he shall have paid in full the amount of all 
assessments for arrears and interest thereon. The 
amount of any assessment for arrears and interest 
thereon remaining unpaid upon a member’s death 
or retirement for permanent or total disability 
shall be deducted from the amounts first allowable 
by way of pension prior to any payment by way of 
pension to a widow, widower, minor child, depend- 
ent parent or member retired for permanent or 
total disability. 

5. Section 32 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

32. The commission shall report annually the 
condition of the retirement system and the manner 
in which its funds are invested. The report shall 
be filed with the governing body of the municipality 
for the use of the employees and the public. All 
systems created by this act and all pensions, re- 
funds and contributions granted under this act 
shall be exempt from any State, county or munici- 
pal tax, levy and sale, garnishment, sequestration 
or attachment, or any other process, legal or equi- 
table or both, and shall not be assignable, except for 
the purpose and to the extent necessary to author- 
ize, with the member’s or pensioner’s consent, 
deduction of premiums for group hospitalization 
and medical-surgical insurance. 

6. This act shall take effect immediately.

The municipal couneil shall appoint a 
municipal manager, an assessor, or where required 
by law a board of assessors, an auditor, a treasurer, 
a clerk, and an attorney. One person may be ap- 
pointed to 2 or more such offices, except that the 
offices of municipal manager and auditor or asses- 
sors shall not be held by the same person. In mu- 
nicipalities containing more than 10,000 inhabitants 
the municipal attorney must have been admitted 
in the State of New Jersey to practice as an at- 
torney-at-law for a period of 5 years or more. Ail 
such officers appointed by the council shall hold 
office during the pleasure of the council. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act respecting collection of bounties on foxes, 
and amending sections 23:4-59 and 23:4-60 of 
the Revised Statutes. 


Beir enacteno by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 23:4-59 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

23 :-4-59. A person who, having killed a fox or a 
woodchuck, commonly known as a ground hog, in 
this State, desires to avail himself of the premiums 
provided herein, shall produce the slain animal 
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before the clerk of any municipality, or a notary 
public, of the county in which it was killed, and 
make affidavit of the time and place of its killing 
before such clerk or notary public who hereby are 
empowered to take such affidavit. The pelt, if 
entire from the tip of the nose of the animal, may 
be produced in lieu of the animal. Upon produc- 
tion of the animal or pelt, the clerk or notary public 
shall, in the presence of the person who killed it or 
the said person in the presence of the said clerk or 
notary public, slit its nose. 

2. Section 23:4-60 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

23 :4-60. Upon the slitting of the nose, the clerk 
or notary public shall give to the person producing 
the animal or pelt a certificate of compliance with 
sections 23:4-59 to 23:4-62 of this Title, directed 
to the board of chosen freeholders of the county in 
which the animal was slain, stating the kind of 
animal and when, where and by whom killed, the 
date, by whom the nose was slit, and the residence 
of the person killing the animal. If the animal 
slain was a fox and if the person killing the fox so 
requests, the clerk or notary public shall give to 
such person a like certificate, directed to the town- 
ship committee of the township in which the fox 
was slain. 

The board of chosen freeholders may, upon the 
production and surrender of the certificate directed 
to them, pay out of the county funds to the person 
killing a fox the sum of not less than $3.00 and not 
more than $10.00 for each fox, or in the case of 
woodchuck, such sum as such board fixes, but not 
exceeding $0.50 for each woodchuck. The township 
committee may, upon the production and surrender 
of the certificate directed to them, pay out of the 
township funds to the person killing a fox the sum 
of not less than $2.00 and not more than $5.00 for 
each fox. The clerk or notary public taking the 
affidavit shall thereupon file or cause to be filed a 
duplicate certificate forthwith in the office of the 
county treasurer. The county treasurer shall 
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thereupon pay to said clerk or notary public the 
sum of $0.50 for each fox certified to have been 
destroyed in the duplicate certificate filed by him. 

The County Court, the county district court of 
the county and the municipal courts located in the 
county shall have jurisdiction to hear and deter- 
mine in a summary manner disputes concerning the 
said certificates of compliance. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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An Acr regulating the hunting of game, and 
amending section 23 :4-1 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 23:4-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

23:4-1. No person shall capture, kill, injure, 
destroy or have in possession or hunt, hunt for, 
or attempt to capture, kill, injure or destroy any 
reedbird, wild swans, wood duck, wild geese, brant, 
wild ducks, rails or marsh hens, gallinules, coot 
(commonly known as crow duck), upland plover, 
black-bellied plover, golden plover, greater or lesser 
yellowlegs, willets, sandpipers, dowitchers or robin 
snipe, brown backs, curlews, turnstones or calico 
backs, godwits or marlin, tattlers, Wilson snipe or 
jacksnipe, woodeock or any other birds commonly 
known as shore birds, surf snipe or bay snipe, un- 
less an open season is prescribed therefor by the 
regulations of the United States Department of the 
Interior, made under the provisions of an Act of 
Congress relating to migratory birds, and then 
only during the respective open seasons fixed for 
such birds by such regulations. 
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No person shall capture, kill, injure, destroy or 
have in possession any quail, rabbit, hare, gray, 
black or fox squirrel, raccoon, woodehuck, English 
or ring-necked pheasant, ruffed grouse, wild turkey, 
partridge, or any other game bird or game animal, 
other than those mentioned in the first paragraph 
of this section, unless an open season is prescribed 
therefor by the State Fish and Game Code, and 
then only during the respective open seasons fixed 
by such code; or, in the absence of such provision 
in said code, unless an open season is prescribed 
therefor by law, and then only during the respec- 
tive open seasons fixed by this section. 

Unless otherwise prescribed by the State Fish 
and Game Code, the open season for quail, rabbit, 
hare, gray, black or fox squirrel, male English or 
ring-necked pheasant, ruffed grouse, or partridge, 
except as hereinafter in this article is restricted, 
shall be from November 10 to December 10; pro- 
vided, however, no person shall capture, kill, in- 
jure, destroy or have in his possession any of the 
birds or animals mentioned in this paragraph on 
the first dav of any open season for such birds and 
animals before 9 a. m. 

Unless otherwise prescribed by the State Fish 
and Game Code, the open season for woodchuek 
shall be from May 1 to September 380; between 
sunrise and sunset only. 


Unless otherwise prescribed by the State Fish 
and Game Code, the open season for raccoon shall 
be from November 1 to January 15, between sunset 
and sunrise only, except during the open season 
for deer. 

Unless otherwise provided by the State Fish and 
Game Code, the birds and animals for which an 
open season is prescribed by this section may be 
possessed during the respective open seasons there- 
for and for the additional period of 10 days im- 
mediately succeeding the open seasons. 

Except as otherwise specifically provided by this 
act or any other law, for capturing, killing, injur- 
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ing, destroying, or having in possession or hunt- 
ing, hunting for, or attempting to capture, kill, 
injure or destroy any of the game birds or game 
animals mentioned in this section, or any other 
game bird or game animal, other than during the 
respective open seasons, if any, and at the times, 
if any, fixed therefor by the respective provisions 
of the State Fish and Game Code, or, in the absence 
of any such provisions in said code, fixed therefor 
by this section, or for violating any other provision 
of this section, a person shall be liable to a penalty 
of $20.00 for each bird or animal or part thereof 
unlawfully eaptured, killed, injured. destroyed, 
had in possession, or hunted, hunted for, attempted 
to be captured, killed, injured or destroyed.

Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 23:442 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

23 :4-42. Except as provided in the second para- 
graph of this section, no person shall hunt for, 
pursue, shoot at, take, kill, wound or attempt to 
take, kill or wound a deer of any description pro- 
hibited by the provisions of the State Fish and 
Game Code, or hunt for, pursue, shoot at, take, kill, 
wound or attempt to take, kill or wound any wild 
deer at any time except during the period per- 
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mitted by the State Fish and Game Code, or, kill 
in any 1 year more than the number of deer per- 
mitted by the State Fish and Game Code. 

The owner or lessee of any land, a portion of 
which is under cultivation, or the authorized agents 
of the owner or lessee having on their person a 
written permit signed by the owner or lessee, and 
the division may kill any deer that may be found 
on that land durmg the period covered by the 
permit. The carcass of a deer killed under such 
permit shall become the property of the division 
and may be removed and disposed of in the manner 
it directs. For the purpose of this section, land 
under cultivation shall be construed to mean 
pasture fields seeded with cultivated grass or land 
cn which planted crops are growing. 

2. Section 23:4-43 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

23:43. Except as provided by this section, no 
person shall have in possession in this State any 
wild deer other than during the open season for 
hunting deer as established in the State Fish and 
Game Code and such deer in possession must have 
been killed in the manner prescribed by the State 
Fish and Game Code for that particulary open 
season. <A legally killed deer and parts of a legally 
killed deer may be possessed until June 1 immedi- 
ately following the season in which it was killed, 
provided, the kill was reported to the division at 
Trenton on the card furnished for such reporting ; 
and further provided, the deer was tagged with 
the tag furnished for this purpose on the hunting 
l'cense, and any parts that have been separated 
from legally killed deer are clearly marked with 
the name and license number of the person killing 
same. A person desiring to retain a legally killed 
deer or parts thereof after June 1 may do so by 
contacting the nearest Fish and Game Warden, 
who may authorize such retention in a manner 
preseribed by the division. No person shall have 
in possession any deer of any description, except 
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as provided in the State Fish and Game Code or 
as provided in this section. 


Except as herein provided, the having in pos- 
session of any wild deer or parts thereof during 
the time and periods prohibited in the State Fish 
and Game Code, or the having in possession of any 
deer of any description, except during such time 
and periods and of such description as permitted 
by the State Fish and Game Code shall be prima 
facie evidence in all courts that such wild deer is 
in possession unlawfully. 


This article shall not apply to deer killed on 
game preserves, the owners or lessees of which are 
licensed by the division, or to deer coming from 
another State, which is properly tagged, showing 
where the same was killed. 

3. Section 23:4-44 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


23 :4-44. Unless otherwise prescribed by the 
State Fish and Game Code, no person engaged in 
hunting for wild deer shall use or carry a rifle of 
any kind or description, or any firearm or shotgun 
of a smaller caliber than 12 gauge, or load such 
firearm or shotgun with a bullet or other missile 
larger than that commonly known as buckshot, or 
have in possession while engaged in hunting for 
deer during the open season for killing deer any 
missile except buckshot or, while engaged in hunt- 
ing, have any missile larger than number 4 fine 
shot in possession at any time other than during 
the open season for killing deer; provided, how- 
ever, that nothing in this section shall prevent 
the hunting of deer with a bow and arrow as stated 
in this section and as otherwise provided by law 
and the State Fish and Game Code; provided, that 
it shall be unlawful, unless otherwise prescribed by 
the State Fish and Game Code, for any person to 
have in his possession or under his control any 
eun or firearm at any time while hunting deer with 
bow and arrow, and no person shall use or have in 
his possession or under his control while hunting

4. Section 23:4-47 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

23:4-47. A person who kills a deer in this State 
at any time in a lawful manner shall before trans- 
porting the carcass by vehicle or if not immediately 
transported, within 2 hours, attach thereto the deer 
tag supplied with the hunting license, which tag 
shall remain affixed to the carcass until it has been 
consumed. 

A person who kills a deer in this State at any 
time in a lawful manner shall report the killing to 
the division at Trenton by mailing within 24 hours 
the card attached to the hunting leense and pro- 
vided for such reporting. 

A person not required to purchase a hunting 
license under provisions of section 23:3-1 of the 
Revised Statutes, who kills a deer in this State at 
any time in a lawful manner, or a person who has 
lost the tag or reporting eard supplied with the 
hunting license, shall make and attach a tag im- 
mediately after killing the animal and before trans- 
porting or removing the carcass from where it was 
killed, clearly stating his or her name and address, 
and if holding a license to hunt, the license number, 
with the date, township if known, and county in 
which the deer was killed.

Any person who shall fail to properly tag a deer, 
or fail to report the killing of a deer in accordance 
with the provisions of this article, shall be liable to 
the penalty prescribed by section 23:4-48 of this 
Title. 

5. Section 23:4-48 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

23:4-48. Exeept as otherwise specifically per- 
mitted by this article: any person hunting for,

1. All proceedings heretofore had or taken by 
any school district or at any school district meeting 
or election for the authorization or issuance of 
bonds of the school district, and any bonds or other 
obligations of the school district issued or to be 
issued in pursuance of a proposal adopted by the 
legal voters at such meeting or election, are hereby 
ratified, validated and confirmed, notwithstanding 
that notices relating to such meeting or election 
were not published prior thereto as required by the 
provisions of the Absentee Voting Law (1953) 
(P. L. 1953, e. 211) ; provided, however, that notices 
of such meeting or election were published and 
posted as required by section 18:7-15 of the Re- 
vised Statutes; and provided further, that all ap- 
plications received by the secretary of the board of 
education of such schoo] district for military service 
ballots or civilian absentee ballots for such meeting 
or election were forwarded to the clerk of the 
county in which such school district is located; and 
provided further, that no action, suit or proceeding 
to contest the validity of such meeting’ or election 
has heretofore been instituted in any court of this 
State.

1. Notwithstanding any provisions contained in 
sections 23 :3-1 to 23 :3-22 of the Revised Statutes, 
concerning the issuance of resident or nonresident 
bow and arrow licenses, any person applying for a 
bow and arrow license must present to the issuing 
agent either a certificate stating that the applicant 
has satisfactorily completed a course in bow and 
arrow safety and proficiency, which shall be signed 
by an agent of the Division of Fish and Game desig- 
nated for the purpose whose fitness to give instruc- 
tions in bow handling has been determined by the 
Division of Fish and Game of the Department of 
Conservation and Economic Development, or a 
previously issued bow and arrow license. 

2. The Division of Fish and Game in the De- 
partment of Conservation and Economic Develop- 
ment shall have authority to designate duly quali- 
fied persons to act as its agents in the giving of the 
instructions of methods of handling bows and 
arrows, and the issuance of certificates, and a cer- 
tificate shall not be issued to anv person until in 
the opinion of his instructor, he has qualified 
therefor. 

3. The license issuing clerk or agent designated 
under section 23:3-7 of the Revised Statutes to 
issue licenses shall forward such certificates to the 
division, attached to his monthly report covering 
sale of licenses. 

4. No charge shall be made for any certificate or 
instruction given to a person to qualify him to pur- 
chase a bow and arrow license. 
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). Nothing contained in this act shall apply to 
the issuance of juvenile licenses under section 
23 :3-3 of the Revised Statutes. 

6. No license issuing agent shall issue a bow and 
arrow license to any person who has not been issued 
a bow and arrow license in a previous year unless 
such person presents a certificate showing that he 
has suecessfully completed a course in bew and 
arrow safety and proficiency, given by an individual 
duly designated by the New Jersey Division of Fish 
and Game, and any person who obtains a bow and 
arrow hunting license under false information 
within the scope of this act shall be subject to a 
fine of $20.00. 

7. This act shall take effect on January 1, 1958.

If a person shall, after conviction of 
any violation of the fish and game laws of this or 
any other State or of any provision of the State

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victed of another violation of the fish and game 
laws of this or any other State or of any provision 
of the State Fish and Game Code of this State, any 
fishing license or hunting license or bow and arrow 
license held by the person so convicted shall be 
void upon such conviction and it shall be the duty 
of such person to surrender the same to the Divi- 
sion of Fish and Game for cancellation. A leense 
issued to such person within a period of 2 years 
from the date of his second conviction, except as 
otherwise provided by law, or of 3 years from the 
date of his third or subsequent conviction, shall be 
void. If he shall be convicted of fishing or hunting 
under any license so made void, or without a license, 
during any such period, he shall be punished by a 
penalty of $100.00 for each offense. 

2. Section 2 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

2. Any person aggrieved by the voiding of his 
fishing lheense, hunting license or bow and arrow 
leense for a second conviction of a violation of 
the fish and game laws of this or any other State, 
or of any provisions of the State Fish and Game 
Code of this State, or for conviction of negligently 
causing injury or death to another by gunfire or by 
bow and arrow, may appeal to the Fish and Game 
Couneil for an order restoring such license. If 
the council, after hearing shall, in its discretion, 
determine that by reason of the minor nature of the 
violations involved, or of other extenuating cireum- 
stanees, such heense should be restored, it shall 
direct the direetor to cause to be endorsed upon said 
lieense that the same has been restored and to 
return such license to said person. Thereafter 
said license shall be in full force and effect and 
licenses mav be issued to such person notwithstand- 
ing said hunting accident or said second conviction, 
but said conviction shall be counted as a second 
conviction in determining a third’ or subsequent 
conviction. 

3. Any person engaged in hunting or trapping, 
who through the negligent use of a gun or bow and 
arrow shall cause injury or death to another per- 
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son, shall be subject to a penalty of not more than 
$500.00 and any hunting or bow and arrow license 
issued to the person so convicted shall be void upon 
such conviction and it shall be the duty of such 
person to surrender the same to the Division of 
Fish and Game for cancellation. Any such license 
issued to such person within a period of 5 years 
from the date of such conviction, except as other- 
wise provided by law, shall be void. If a person 
shall be convicted of hunting under any license so 
made void or without a license during such period, 
he shall be punished by a penalty of $100.00 for 
each offense. 

4. This act shall take effect immediately.

1. Notwithstanding the provisions of section 
54 :4-66 of the Revised Statutes, the local govern- 
ing body of any municipality may by ordinance in- 
crease the amount to be due and payable as each of 
the first 2 installments of local property taxes to be 
assessed in and for the year 1958. Such increase 
may be imposed, however, only where necessary to 
equalize the taxes payable in the first and second 
halves of such year wherever a substantial increase 
in the local tax rate over the rate of the previous 
vear 1s anticipated as a result of a change in owner- 
ship of substantially all of the real property in a 
municipality, by reason of which change such prop- 
erty ceased to be exempt. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

1. Section 2A :61-1 of the New Jersey Statutes 
is amended to read as follows: 

2A:61-1. In all cases whatsoever where any 
sheriff, coroner, master, executor, administrator, 


guardian, commissioner, auditor or other officer or f 


person is authorized or required by any public 
statute or the direction of any court of competent 
jurisdiction in this State to make sales of real 
estate, he shall, unless otherwise specially directed 
or authorized by law, before making such sale, give 
notice of the time and place of such sale by public 
advertisement, signed by himself, and set up in the 
office of the sheriff of the county or counties where 
such real estate is situate and at the premises to be 
sold at least 3 weeks next before the time appointed 
for such sale. Such notice need not be set up at any 
other place. 

Such officer or person, shall also cause such notice 
to be published 4 times, at least once a week, during 
4 consecutive weeks, in 2 newspapers, to be by him 
designated, 

(a) both printed and published in the county 
wherein the real estate to be sold is situate, 1 of 
which shall be either a newspaper published at the 
county seat of such county or a newspaper pub- 
lished in the municipality in such county having the 
largest population according to the latest census or 

(b) one printed and published in such county 
and 1 circulating in such county, if less than 2 news- 
papers are printed and published in such county, or 

(c) both circulating in such county, if no news- 
papers are printed and published in such county. 
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The first publication shall be at least 21 days 
prior and the last publication not more than 8 days 
prior to the time appointed for the sale of such 
real estate. 

Whenever, in the opinion of any such officer or 
person the ends of justice shall require it, or the 
sale so being conducted by him will be benefited 
thereby, the notice of such sale may be published in 
3 of such newspapers instead of 2 as required by 
the second paragraph of this section, if there be 
that number printed and published in the county 
wherein the real estate to be sold is situate. 

Where real estate is to be sold at public sale, the © 
court, on motion made on notice, may order the 
sheriff or other officer to publish with the notice of 
the sale, a diagram of the premises, in lieu of the 
actual description. 

The officer or person so advertising in the news- 
papers shall be entitled therefor, in addition to his 
other fees, to the sum of $1.50, except where it is 
otherwise specifically provided. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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fusing it. The issuance of the certificate of au- 
thority shall not be withheld by the commissioner, 
except when (1) the affidavit specified in section 14 
is not in proper form, in which event an opportu- 
nity shall be afforded the bank or savings bank to 
file a proper affidavit, or (2) the commissioner de- 
termines that the facts set forth in the affidavit are 
not true. In addition, the commissioner shall, ex- 
cept as hereinafter provided, withhold the issuance 
of the certificate of authority until evidence is 
presented to him that the Federal Deposit Insur- 
ance Corporation, or any successor corporation 
having for its purpose the insurance of deposits, 
has agreed to accept the bank or savings bank as 
a member, effective upon the opening for business 
of the bank or savings bank; but the certificate of 
authority shall not be withheld because of failure 
of the bank or savings bank to be accepted for such 
membership, if the commissioner shall find that the 
capital stock and surplus of the bank, or the capital 
deposits of the savings bank, are reasonably ade- 
quate to safeguard the interests of depositors not- 
withstanding the absence of deposit insurance. 
The commissioner’s failure to issue the certificate 
of authority, and to notify the bank or savings bank 
in writing of the reason therefor within the speci- 
fied 30 day period, shall be subject to review, hear- 
ing and relief in the Superior Court, in a proceed- 
ing in lieu of prerogative writ. 

2. Section 119 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

119. Increase in capital stock. 

When the amendment effects an increase in the 
capital stock, and the amendment has been ap- 
proved by the commissioner, the certificate of 
amendment shall not be filed in the department un- 
til proof is submitted to the commissioner, by the 
affidavit of 2 of the bank’s officers, one of whom 
shall be the president or a vice-president, that the 
amount of the increase in capital stock has been 
paid to the bank in cash; except that to the extent 
that such increase is effected by a transfer or trans- 
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fers from undivided profits or surplus to capital 
stock, no such proof shall be required. When shares 
issued pursuant to an increase in capital stock are 
sold by the bank at a price in excess of the par 
value, the affidavit filed pursuant to this section 
shall also present proof that the excess cf issue 
price over par value has been paid to the bank in 
cash. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

b. The State Registrar shall, upon request, 
supply to any applicant a certified transcript of any 
entry contained in the records of the New Jersey 
State Census for which, except as provided by sec- 
tion 26:8-63 of the Revised Statutes, he shall be 
entitled to the fee of $1.00 and such search fee as is

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‘‘Absentee voter’? means any person qualified to 
vote a military service ballot or a civilian absentee 
ballot under the provisions of this act. 

‘‘Civilian absentee ballot’? means a ballot for 
use by a civilian absentee voter as prescribed by 
this act. 

‘‘Civilian absentee voter’? means any qualified 
and registered voter of the State who expects to be 
absent from the State on the day of any election 
and any qualified and registered voter who will be 
within the State on the day of any election but 
because of illness or physical disability, or because 
of the observance of a religious holiday pursuant to 
the tenets of his religion, will be unable to cast his 
ballot at the polling place in his election district 
on the day of the election. 

‘«Election,’’ ‘‘general election,’’ ‘‘primary elec- 
tion for the general election,’’ ‘‘municipal elec- 
tion,’’ and ‘‘special election’’ shall mean, respec- 
tively, such elections as defined in the Title to which 
this act is a supplement (R. 8. 19:1-1). 


‘‘Military service’? means active service by any 
person, as a member of any branch or department 
of the United States Army, Navy, or Marine Corps, 
or as a reservist absent from his place of residence 
and undergoing training under Army or Navy di- 
rection, at a place other than that of such person’s 
residence. 

‘‘Military service voter’? means any person in 
the military service, or any patient in any veterans’ 
hospital, located in any place other than the place 
of his residence, having served as a soldier, sailor, 
marine, or nurse in the Armed Forces of the United 
States in any war in which the United States has 
been engaged and having been discharged or re- 
leased from said armed forces, who prior to enter- 
ing the military service or prior to being admitted 
as a patient in such hospital, was a resident of this 
State and who, at the time of the holding of any 
election in this State, while this act is in effect, 1s a 
resident of the United States, is of the age of 21 
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years or more, is not disqualified by reason of con- 

viction of crime from voting in this State. 
‘‘Military service ballot’’ means a ballot for use 

by a military service voter as prescribed by this act. 


2. Section 3 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

3. The following persons shall be entitled to vote 
by absentee ballot in any election to be held in this 
State, in the manner hereinafter provided: 


A military service voter who may be absent on 
the day on which such election is held from the elec- 
tion district in which he resides, whether such 
person is within or without this State, or within or 
without the United States, provided he has resided 
in this State at least 1 year and in the county in 
which he claims the right to vote at least 5 months 
counting the time he has been in the military serv- 
ice or a patient in a veterans’ hospital in said 
periods of residence; 

A civilian absentee voter who expects to be or 
may be absent outside the State or the United 
States on the day on which an election is held or 
who may be within the State on the day of any elec- 
tion but because of illness or physical disability, 
or because of the observance of a religious holiday 
pursuant to the tenets of his religion, will be unable 
to cast his ballot at the polling place in his election 
district on the day of the election, provided he is a 
registered voter, and is not otherwise disqualified 
by law from voting in such election.

40 :37-174, inclusive, of the Revised Statutes, and of 
‘An act providing for the retirement of persons 
employed in the department of weights and meas- 
ures of any county in this State, and providing a 
pension for such persons so retired,’’ filed June 21, 
1938 (P. L. 1938, ¢. 397), the total annual salary 
received by such employee during the year im- 
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mediately prior to his death or retirement shall be 
considered for pension or other purposes under this 
act. 

‘Pension fund’’ or ‘‘fund’’ means the fund re- 
ferred to in section 16 of this aet, and is the fund 
from which pensions provided for in this act shall 
be paid. 

‘‘State’’ shall, unless otherwise stated, mean the 
State of New Jersey. 

‘Fis’? shall be construed to mean both sexes. 

‘‘County employee’’ or ‘‘employee’’ means and 
includes all employees and officers in service in any 
county of this State having a population of from 
300,000 to 325,000 inhabitants and shall mean and 
include all employees and officers of any county 
board, body or commission, maintained out of 
county funds in any such county, and shall also 
mean and include employees and officers appointed 
by such county to employment on intercounty 
bridges, but the term ‘‘county employee’’ or ‘‘em- 
ployee’’ does not include office holders elected by 
the voters of the county, or their appointed assis- 
tants or deputies, or members of the judiciary, or 
any laborers, unless the labor work is paid on an 
hourly, daily, monthly, or annual salary basis for a 
continuous employ ment thereof and recognized as 
permanent appointees, it being the intent to exclude 
transient labor from the oper ‘ation of this act. The 
pension commission shall determine whether or not 
the employment of an employee is permanent within 
the meaning of this act. Notwithstanding the pro- 
visions of any other statute of this State, any per- 
son hereafter accepting any employment in the 
county under the age of 40 years shall be eligible to 
join as a ‘‘county employee’’ or ‘‘employee’’ as 
hereinabove defined, and except as herein otherwise 
provided, any such person of the age of 40 years or 
over shall be ineligible to join; provided, however, 
that any employee who, at the time of the adoption 
of this act, is a member of any retirement system m 
operation in such county under and by virtue of 
articles 1, 2, 5, 6 and 9 of chapter 16 and chapter 9 
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of Title 48 of the Revised Statutes, and of sections 
40 :37-157 to 40:37-174, inclusive, of the Revised 
Statutes, and of ‘‘An act providing for the retire- 
ment of persons employed in the department of 
weights and measures of any county in this State, 
and providing a pension for sueh persons so re- 
tired,”’ filed June 21, 1988 (P. I. 1938, c. 397). 

‘*Population’’ of a county shall mean the popu- 
lation of a county according to the Federal census 
of 1940. 

‘“Widow’’ or ‘fwidower’’? means the surviving 
spouse of a county employee who married such em- 
ployee prior to the retirement of such employee 
and prior to the time when such emplovee reached 
the age of 50 years. No such surviving spouse shall 
be eligible for any benefit hereunder who was or 
shall be more than 15 years younger than the em- 
ployee at the time of their marriage, if such mar- 
riage occurs hereafter while the employee is a 
member of this retirement svstem. 

‘*Minor child’? means a child under the age of 
18 vears born in lawful wedlock, and shall include 
children adopted, and shall not inelude children 
born of marriages occurring outside the age hmits 
prescribed under this act. 

“Permanent and total disability’? means phys- 
ical or mental incapacity of an employee any longer 
to perform the duties of his position or offiee. 

‘“‘Himployees’ retirement system of (name of 
eounty),’’? shall be the name of the retirement 
system provided under the provisions of this act. 
By that name all of its business shall be transacted, 
its funds invested, warrants for money drawn and 
payments made and all of its cash and securities 
and other property held. 

2. Section 16 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

16. A fund to pay pensions under this act shail 
be created as follows: 

(a) The county treasurer shall deduct from 
every payment of salary to any county employee 
who is or becomes a member of this retirement 
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system and pay to the fund, 5% of the amount 
said salary. Such deductions shall be continued 
be made during the entire period of employment of 
the member and until the death or retirement of 
said member; provided, however, that such de- 
ductions shall be continued for a period of at least 
25 vears, and in the event that such death or retire- 
ment occurs before the completion of the 25-year 
period, the 5% deduction shall thereafter be con- 
tinued to be made upon the amount of pension pay- 
ments resulting from such death or retirement until 
the end of such 25-year period shall have been 
reached. The period during which anv employee 
contributed to any county retirement system which 
under this act is merged into the retir ement system 
herein provided for or the period of prior service 
for which any employee contributes to this retire- 
ment system, shall be considered as part of the 
25-year period herein referred to. 

The deductions provided herein for pension pur- 
poses shall not be construed as reduction in the 
salary or compensation of any member of this re- 
tirement system. 

Fivery emplovee to whom this act applies who 
shall continue in the service after the adoption and 
approval of this act, as well as every person to 
whom this act applies who may hereafter be ap- 
pointed to a position or place, shall be deemed to 
consent and agree to the deductions made and pro- 
vided for herein and payment with such deductions, 
for service, shall be a full and complete discharge 
and acquittanee of all claims and demands whatso- 
ever for all services rendered by such person dur- 
ine the period covered by such payment except his 
or her claim to the benefits to which he or she may 
be entitled under the provisions of this act. 

(b) The board of chosen freeholders shall an- 
nually raise in the county budget and contribute 
annually to the fund an amount equal to 5% of all 
of such county employees’ salaries or pension pay- 
ments as the case may be. Such payment shall be 
continued to be made during and until the death or 
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retirement of each member; provided, however, 
that such payments shall be continued in each case 
for a total period of at least 25 years and in the 
event that a member dies or retires before the com- 
pletion of the 25-year period, the 5% payments 
shall thereafter be continued to be made upon the 
amount of pension payments resulting from such 
death or retirement until the end of such 25-year 
period shall have been reached. 


All moneys donated for the purpose of the funds 
shall be deposited in the fund. 


(c) All interest earned on investments of moneys 
of this retirement system shall be eredited to this 
pension fund. 


(d) All moneys required to meet the county con- 
tributions provided for in this and all other sections 
of this act shall be raised annualiy in the county 
budget by the board of chosen freeholders and if at 
any time there is not sufficient money to meet these 
requirements and pay the pensions, the board of 
chosen freeholders shall, from time to time, include 
in any tax levy a sum sufficient to meet the require- 
ments of the retirement system. 

(e) The pension commission shall estimate and 
certify, annually, to the board of chosen freeholders 
of the county, an amount sufficient to meet the re- 
quirements of the fund, and any additional amount 
they certify is required to ensure the present and 
future financial soundness and solvency of the fund. 
The board of chosen freeholders of the county may, 
in its discretion appropriate in whole or any part 
thereof, the sum or sums of money requested by the 
pension commission; provided, however, the board 
of chosen freeholders of the county shall appro- 
priate, exclusive of any amount under subsection 
(b), at least a sum or sums of money that when 
added to the assets of the retirement system shall 
produce the amount which shall not be less than the 
total aggregate contributions made by the active 
employee members of the fund.

3. Any employee who, on the effective date of this 
amendatory and supplementary act, is a member of 
this retirement system and whose then annual 
salary is more than $5,000.00, may receive credit 
for pension purposes for the total amount of his 
said annual salary, upon written application to the 
pension commission within 90 days from the said 
effective date of this amendatory and _ supple- 
mentary act, and upon payment into this retirement 
system a sum equal to the total amount which said 
employee would have theretofore paid for service 
or would have had deducted from his salary, had 
there been no maximum salary limitation for 
pension purposes in effect during the entire time of 
such employee’s membership in this retirement 
system, less the amount already paid for service or 
the amount already deducted from his salary for 
pension purposes under the act to which this act is 
amendatory and supplementary. Such payment 
shall be made either by lump sum or by deductions 
from salary, at the election of the employee, in 
which event interest at the rate of 3% per annum 
shall be charged on the unpaid balances, but in no 
ease shall such payments be spread over a period of 
more than 5 years; provided, that if any employee 
electing to pay by deductions from his salary should 
die or be retired on pension, before the full pay- 
ment required hereim is made, the unpaid part of 
such payments shall be deducted from any benefits 
payable under this act as amended and supple- 
mented. Upon such payment or payments beine 
made, the county shall pay imto the retirement 
system a sum of money equal in amount to the em- 
ployee’s payment or payments. 

4. This act shall take effect January 1, 1958.

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CHAPTER 205 


An Act concerning elections, and amending section 
?:4-1 of the Revised Statutes. 


Berr enactep by the Senate and Geveral Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Seetion 19:4-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

19:41. Exeept as provided in sections 19:4-2 
and 19:4-35 of this Title, every person possessing 
the qualifications required by Article IT, paragraph 
3, of the Constitution of the State ef New Jersey 
and having none of the disqualifications heremafter 
stated and being duly registered as required by this 
Title, shall have the right of suffrage and shall be 
entitled to vote in the polling place assigned to the 
election district in which he actually resides, and 
not elsewhere. 

No person shall have the right of suffrage— 

(1) Who is an idiot or is insane; or 

(2) Who has been or shall be convicted of any of 
the following designated crimes, that is to say— 
blasphemy, treason, murder, piracy, arson, rape, 
sodomy, or the infamous crime against nature, com- 
mitted with mankind or with beast, robbery, con- 
spiracy, forgery, perjury or subornation of per- 
jury, unless pardoned or restored by law to the 
right of suffrage; or 

(3) Who was convicted prior to October 6, 1948 
of the crime of polygamy or of larceny of above the 
value of $6.00; or who was convicted after October 
5, 1948 and prior to the effective date of this act, of 
larceny of above the value of $20.00; or, 

(4) Who shall hereafter be convicted of the 
crime of larceny of the value of $200.00 or more, un- 
less pardoned or restored by law to the right of 
suffrage; or 

(5) Who was convicted after October 5, 1948 or 
shall be convicted of the crime of bigamy or of 
burglary or of any offense described in chapter 94 
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of Title 2.4 or section 2A :102-1 or section 2A 102-4 
of the New Jersey Statutes or described in sections 
24:18-4 and 24:18-47 of the Revised Statutes, un- 
less pardoned or restored by law to the right of 
suffrage; or 

(6) Who has been convicted of a violation of any 
of the provisions of this Title, for which criminal 
penalties were imposed, if such person was de- 
prived of such right as part of the punishment 
therefor according to law, unless pardoned or re- 
stored by law to the right of suffrage; or 

(7) Who shall be convicted of the violation of 
any of the provisions of this Title, for which erim- 
inal penalties are imposed, if such person shalt be 
deprived of such right as part of the punishment 
therefor according to law, unless pardoned or re- 
stored by law to the right of suffrage. 

A person who will have on the day of general 
election the qualifications to entitle him to vote shall 
have the right to be registered for and vote at the 
primary election and register for and vote at the 
general election as though such qualifications were 
met before registration for the primary election. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

c. 43:15A-121 1. Any member of the retirement system, holding 
Retirement office as a judge of the County Court, who shall have 
Gut juaes served at least 10 years in the aggregate as judge 
eee, keaetim Ok LNG County Court or judge of the court of com- 
mon pleas and made contributions therefor to the 
retirement system, and who shall have attained the 
age of 70 years, may be retired on a retirement 
allowance equal to 144 of the annual salary fixed by 
law for judges of the County Courts exclusive of 
any additional compensation fixed for serving in 
other courts or per diem allowances; provided, 
however, that such retirement allowance shall be 
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subject to the provisions of section 59 of the act to 
which this act is a supplement. 

2. Any member of the retirement system holding

Aw Acr coneerning unemployment con pensation, 
and amending section 43:21-14 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Beir enacrep by the Senate and Gencral Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

i. Seetion 43:21-14 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

43 :21-14. (a) In addition to such eoponls as the 
Directo of the Division of Employment Security 
may require under the provisions of subsection ( 9) 
of section 43:21-11 of this che apter (R. S. 43:21-1 
et seq.), every employer shall file with the division 
periodical contribution reports on such forms and 
at such times as the director shall preseribe, to dis- 
close the employer’s lability for contributions 
under the provisicns of this chapter (R. 8S. 43 :21-1 
et seq.), and at the time of filing each contribution 
report shall pay the contributions required by this 
chapter (R. S. 48:21-1 et seq.) for the period 
covered by such report. The director may require 
that such reports shall be under oath of the em- 
ployer. Any employer who shall fail to file any re- 
port, required by the director, on or before the last 
day for the filine thereof shall pay a penalty of 
£1.00 for creek day of delinqueney until and includ- 
ing the tenth day following such last day and, for 
any period of delinquency after such tenth day, a 
penalty of $1.00 a day or 20% of the amount of the 
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contributions due and payable by the employer for 
the period covered by the report, whichever is the 
lesser; if there be no liability for contributions for 
the period covered by any contribution report or in 
the case of any report other than a contribution 
report, the employer or employing unit shall pay a 
penalty of $1.00 a day for each day of delinquency 
in filing or $15.00, whichever is the lesser; provided, 
however, that when it is shown to the satisfactien 
of the director that the failure to file any such re- 
port was not the result of fraud or an intentional! 
disregard of this chapter (R. 8S. 43 :21-1 et seq.), or 
the regulations promulgated hereunder, the di- 
rector, in his discretion, may remit or abate any 
unpaid penalties heretofore or hereafter imposed 
under this section and he may also, in his discretion, 
ratify any remission or abatement of penalties 
heretofore allowed by the Unemployment Com- 
pensation Commission, its executive director or 
acting executive director, or the Division of 
Employment Security, its director or acting di- 
rector. On or before October 1 of each year, 
the director shall submit to the Commissioner 
of Labor and Industry a report covering the 
12-month period ending on the preceding June 
50, and showing the names and addresses of all em- 
ployers for whom the director remitted or abated 
any penalties, or ratified any remission or abate- 
ment of penalties, and the amount of such penalties 
with respect to each employer. Any employer who 
shall fail to pay the contributions due for any 
period on or before the date they are required by 
the division to be paid, shall pay interest at the rate 
of 1% a month on the amount thereof from such 
date until the date of payment thereof. Upon the 
written request of any employer or employing unit, 
filed with the division on or before the due date of 
any report or contribution payment, the director, 
for good cause shown, may grant, in writing, an 
extension of time for the filing of such report or the 
paying of such contribution with interest at the rate 
of 1% a month on the amount thereof; provided, 
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no such extension shall exceed 30 days and that no 
such extension shall postpone payment of any con- 
tribution for any period beyond the day preceding 
the last day for filing tax returns under Title IX 
of the Federal Social Security Act for the year in 
which such period occurs. 

(b) The contributions, penalties, and interest 
due from any employer under the provisions of this 
chapter (R. 8S. 48:21-1 et seq.), from the time they 
shall be due, shall be a personal debt of the em- 
ployer to the State of New Jersey, recoverable in 
any court of competent jurisdiction in a civil action 
in the name of the State of New Jersey; provided, 
however, that except in the event of fraud, no em- 
ployer shall be lable for contributions or penalties 
unless contribution reports have been filed or 
assessments have been made in accordance with 
subsections (c) or (d) of this section before 4 years 
have elapsed from the last day of the calendar year 
with respect to which any contributions become 
payable under this chapter (R. S. 43:21-1 et seq.), 
nor shall any employer be required to pay interest 
on any such contributions unless contribution re- 
ports were filed or assessments made within such 
4-year period; provided further, that if such eon- 
tribution reports were filed or assessments made 
within the 4-year period, no civil action shall be in- 
stituted, nor shall any certificate be issued to the 
Clerk of the Superior Court under subsection (e) 
of this section, except in the event of fraud, after 
6 years have elapsed from the last day of the 
calendar year with respect to which any contribu- 
tions become payable under this chapter (R. S. 
43 :21-1 et seq.), or July 1, 1958, whichever is later. 
Payments received from an employer on account of 
any debt incurred under the provisions of this 
chapter (R. 8S. 48:21-1 et seq.) may be applied by 
the division on account of the contribution lability 
of the employer and then to interest and penalties, 
and any balance remaining’ shall be recoverable by 
the division from the employer. Upon application 
therefor, the division shall furnish interested per-

sons and entities certificates of indebtedness cover- 
ine employers, employing units and others for eon- 
tributions, penalties and interest, for each of which 
certificate the division shall charge and collect a fee 
of $0.25 per name, no such certificate to be issued, 
however, for a fee of less than $1.00. All fees so 
collected shall be paid into the unemployment com- 
pensation administration fund. 

(c) If any employer shall fail to make any report 
as required by the rules and regulations of the 
division pursuant to the provisions of this chapter 
(R. S. 48:21-1 et seq.), the division may make an 
estimate of the liability of such employer from any 
information it may obtain, and, according to such 
estimate so made, assess such emplover for the 
contributions, penalties, and interest due the State 
from him, give notice of such assessment to the em- 
plover, and make demand upon him for payment. 

(d) After a report is filed under the provisions 
of this chapter (R. S. 48:21-1 et seq.) and the rules 
and regulations of the division, the division shall 
cause the report to be examined and shall make 
such further audit and investigation as it mav deem 
necessary, and if therefrom there shall be deter- 
mined that there is a deficiency with respect to the 
payment of the contributions due from such em- 
ployer, the division shall assess the additional con- 
tributions, penalties, and interest due the State 
from such employer, give notice of such assessment 
to the emplover, and make demand upon him for 
payment. 

(e) As an additional remedy, the division may 
issue to the Clerk of the Superior Court of New 
Jersey a certificate stating the amount of the em- 
ployer’s indebtedness under this chapter (R. S. 
43 :21-1 et seq.) and deseribing the lability, and 
thereupon the clerk shall immediately enter upon 
his record of docketed judgments such certificate or 
an abstract thereof and duly index the same. Any 
such certificate or abstract heretofore or hereafter 
docketed from the time of docketing shall have the 
same force and effect as a judgment obtained in the 
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Superior Court of New Jersey and the division 
shall have all the remedies and may take all the 
proceedines for the collection thereof which may be 
had or taken upon the recovery of such a judgement 
in a civil action upon contract in said court. Sueh 
debt, from the time of docketing thereof, shall 
be a len on and bind the lands, tenements and 
hereditaments of the debtor. 

The Clerk of the Superior Court shall be entitled 
to receive for docketing such certificate $0.50, and 
for a certified transcript of such docket $0.50. If the 
amount set forth in said certificate as a debt shall 
be modified or reversed upon review, as hereinafter 
provided, the Clerk of the Superior Court shall, 
when an order of modification or reversal is filed, 
enter in the margin of the docket opposite the entry 
of the Judement the word ‘‘modified’’ or ‘‘re- 
versed,’’ as the case may be, and the date of such 
modification or reversal. 

The emplover, or any other party having an in- 
terest in the property upon which the debt is a lien, 
may deposit the amount claimed in the certificate 
with the Clerk of the Superior Court of New Jersey, 
together with an additional 10% of the amount 
thereof, or $100.00, whichever amount is the ereater, 
to cover interest and the costs of court, or in lieu of 
depositing the amount in eash, may give a bond to 
the State of New Jersey in double the amount 
claimed in the certificate, and file the same with the 
Clerk of the Superior Court. Said bond shall have 
such surety and shall be approved in the manner 
required by the Rules of the Supreme Court. 

After the deposit of said money or the filing of 
said bond, the employer or any other party having 
an interest in the said property, may, after ex- 
hausting all administrative remedies, secure judi- 
cial review of the legality or validity of the in- 
debtedness or the amount thereof, and the said 
deposit of cash shall be as security for and the 
bond shall be conditioned to proseeute the judicial 
review with effect. 
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Upon the deposit of said money or the filing of 
the said bond with the Clerk of the Superior Court, 
all proceedings on such judgment shall be stayed 
until the final determination of the cause, and the 
moneys so deposited shall be subject to the hen of 
the indebtedness and costs and interest thereon, 
and the lands, tenements, and hereditaments of said 
debtor shall forthwith be discharged from the len 
of the State of New Jersey and no execution shall 
issue against the same by virtue of said judgment. 

(f) If not later than 2 years after the calendar 
year in which any moneys were erroneously paid 
to, or collected by the division, whether such pay- 
ments were voluntarily or involuntarily made or 
made under mistake of law or of fact, an employer, 
employing unit, or employee who has paid such 
moneys shall make application for an adjustment 
thereof, the said moneys shall, upon order of the 
director, be either credited or refunded, without 
interest, from the appropriate fund. For like cause 
and within the same period, credit or refund may be 
so made on the initiative of the director. 

(¢) All interest and penalties collected pursuant 
to this section shall be paid into a special fund to 
be known as the unemployment compensation auxil- 
iary fund; all moneys in this special fund shall be 
deposited, administered and disbursed, in the same 
manner and under the same conditions and require- 
ments as is provided by law for other special funds 
in the State treasury, and shall be expended, under 
legislative appropriation, solely for the purpose of 
aiding in defraying the cost of the administration 
of this chapter (R. 8.

All such contracts shall be awarded 
to the lowest responsible bidder who has submitted 
a bid in comphance with the specifications; pro- 
vided, however, that such advertising shall not be 
required where the contract to be entered into is 
one for the supplying of any product or the render- 
ing of any service by a public utility subject to the 
jurisdiction of the Board of Public Utility Com- 
missioners of this State and tariffs and schedules 
of the charges, made, charged, or exacted by the 
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public utility for any such products to be supplied 
or services to be rendered are filed with the said 
board. 

Any person authorizing, consenting to, making or 
procuring to be made any contract or agreement in 
violation of anv of the provisions of this chapter 
or making or procuring to be made any payment for 
or on account of any contract or agreement made or 
entered into in violation of any of the provisions 
of this chapter shall be guilty of a misdemeanor.

Board of Public Utility Commissioners of this State 
and tariffs and schedules of the charges, made, 
charged, or exacted by the public utility for any 
such products to be supplied or services to be 
rendered are filed with the said board. 
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This section shall not prevent any municipality 
from having any work done by its own employees, 
nor shall it apply to repairs, or to the furnishing of 
materials, supplies or labor, or the hiring of teams 
or vehicles, when the safety or protection of public 
property or the public convenience require, or the 
exigency of the public service will not admit of such 
advertisement. In such case, however, the board 
shall, by resolution, passed by the affirmative vote 
of % of all the members of the board or body having 
charge thereof, declare the exigency or emergency 
to exist, and set forth in the resolution the nature 
thereof and the approximate amount to be so ex- 
pended.

een from the effective date of this act, such part of the 
“eS avea commonly known as Round Valley, located in 
Hunterdon county, which in the judgment of the 
commissioner is appropriate and useful for the 
future establishment of a water supply system the 
source of which shall be either the Delaware river, 
exclusive of its tributaries, or the south branch of 

the Raritan river or both. 

No water shall be pumped from the south branch

immediately prior to the time of its acquisition and 
(b) in addition, for a period of 13 years beginning 
with the year 1958 the following amounts: in the 
first year a sum of money equal to that last paid 
as taxes upon improvements upon such land for the 
taxable year immediately prior to the time of its 
acquisition; and thereafter the following percent- 
ages of the amount paid in the first year, to wit, 
second year 92%; third year 84%; “fourth year 
76% ; fifth year 68% ; sixth year 60% ; seventh year 
52% ; eighth year 44% ; ninth year 36%; tenth year 
28% ; eleventh year 20%; twelfth year 12%; thir- 
teenth year 4%. 

All sums of money received by the respective 
municipalities as compensation for loss of tax rev- 
enue pursuant to this section shall be applied to the 
same purposes as is the tax revenue from the 
assessment and collection of taxes on real property 
of the said municipalities, and to aecomplish this 
end such sums shall be apportioned in the same 
manner as the general tax rate of the municipality 
for the tax year preceding the year of receipt. 

The State shall be reimbursed for payments re- 
quired to be made by this section out of the pro- 
ceeds received for the sale of water supplied by 
said system. 

The State Treasurer shall also pay to any county 
or municipality the cost of relocating any munici- 
pal or county roads made necessary by reason of 
the acquisition or use of property pursuant to this 
act.

1. Section 9:13-7 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

9:13-7. The board of chosen freeholders of a 
county which has no county home and hospital for 
erippled children and children afflicted with cere- 
bral palsy may appropriate not more than 
$50,000.00 each year for the necessary expense in- 
cident to the diagnosis and treatment of such chil- 
dren resident in the county under the age of 21 
vears, including the cost of surgical appliances, 
support and maintenance of such children, investi- 
eation of cases, and necessary traveling expenses 
incidental to the investigation and transportation 
of patients to a suitable home or hospital within 
the State supported by public funds or private 
charity. Within such appropriation such board of 
chosen freeholders or its appropriate committees, 
may. in its deseretion, pay the whole or any part 
of the cost of transporting such persons to and 
from sheltered workrooms. 

Before spending money for such purposes the 
board shall adopt such rules and regulations as it 
deems desirable concerning the requirements of 
residence and eligibility for such relief. Disburse- 
ments shall be made through officers designated by 
the board for that purpose on verified bills pre- 
sented and approved as in the case of other county 
expenditures. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Acr concerning business development corpora- 
tions, providing for their incorporation, powers 
and government, and authorizing banks, trust 
companies, insurance, surety and utility com- 
panies, authorized to transact business in this 
State, to become stockholders and members 
under terms prescribed therein. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Business development corporations ; purposes. 

Five or more persons, all of whom shall be resi- 
dents of this State, may form a corporation, which 
shall be designated as a business development cor- 
poration, which shall have power to make loans and 
investments for the purposes of bringing new in- 
dustrial, mercantile, recreational, agricultural, min- 
ing and business establishments into this State; 
assisting existing industrial, mercantile, recre- 
ational, agricultural, mining and business estab- 
lishments to remain in this State; expanding, re- 
habilitating, and developing industry, commerce, 
agriculture, mining, recreational facilities and busi- 
ness generally in this State to the end that the 
economic stability of the State may be maintained, 
and that the opportunities for employment and the 
enjoyment of a high standard of living be uniform 
throughout the State. 

2. Certificate of incorporation; contents. 

A. The persons desirous of creating a business 
development corporation shall execute and ac- 
knowledge a certificate of incorporation stating 

(a) the name by which the corporation shall be 
known, which shall include the words ‘‘Business 
Development Corporation ;’’ 
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(b) the location, described by street, number, 
municipality and county, of the principal office of 
the corporation; 

(c) the name of the agent in charge of the prin- 
cipal office of the corporation, upon whom service 
of process against the corporation may be served; 

(d) the amount of the authorized capital stock 
of the corporation; 

(e) the par value of each share of stock of the 
corporation, which shall be not less than $10.00; 

(f) the amount of the capital stock with which 
the corporation will commence business, which shall 
be not less than $100,000.00 ; 

(g) the names and addresses of the incorpora- 
tors, and the number of shares subscribed for by 
each; 

(h) the names and addresses of the corporations, 
as limited by section 14 of this act, which have un- 
dertaken in writing to become members of the busi- 
ness development corporation, and the aggregate 
amount which such members are required to lend 
to the corporation, which shall be not less than 
$100,000.00 ; 

(i) such other provisions, not inconsistent with 
this act, or with the provisions of Title 14, Corpo- 
rations, General, of the Revised Statutes as the in- 
corporators may choose to insert for the manage- 
ment of the business and the conduct of the affairs 
of the corporation. 

B. Each certificate of incorporation of a business 
development corporation shall contain a statement 
that it is incorporated under the provisions of the 
Business Development Corporation Act of 1957. 
No certificate of incorporation of a business devel- 
opment corporation shall be required to contain a 
statement of its powers or purposes. 

3. Submission of certificate of incorporation to 
Commissioner of Banking and Insurance; state- 
ment. 

The certificate of incorporation shall be sub- 
mitted to the Commissioner of Banking and Insur- 
ance within 60 days after its execution, together 
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with a statement, certified as hereinafter provided, 
setting forth 

(a) the names and addresses of the subscribers 
to the capital stock with which the corporation will 
commence business, and the number of shares sub- 
scribed for by each; 

(b) the names and addresses of those corpora- 
tions which have agreed in writing to become mem- 
bers of the corporation, and the amount, as herein- 
after limited, which each such member is committed 
to lend to the business development corporation; 

(c) in any case where an incorporator or a sub- 
scriber is acting as the agent for or nominee of an- 
other, the name and address of the principal for 
whom he is acting, and the number of shares which 
will be held for such principal; 

(d) whether it is intended that the scope of the 
corporation’s business is to be State-wide, or re- 
stricted to one or more counties; and, if the latter, 
the name or names of the county or counties in 
which it is contemplated the corporation will trans- 
act business. 

4. Certification of statement. 

The statement submitted pursuant to section 3 
of this act shall be signed and certified by any 2 of 
the incorporators, and shall state that the contents 
thereof, insofar as they relate to matters within 
the knowledge of the signers, are true; and that, 
insofar as they relate to matters not within their 
knowledge, the signers believe them to be true. 

5. Application for charter. 

The submission of the certificate of incorporation 
and the certified statement pursuant to sections 3 
and 4 of this act shall constitute the application 
for a charter under this act. 

6. Designation of time and place of hearing; 
notice. 

If the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance 
shall find that the certificate of incorporation and 
the certified statement comply with the require- 
ments of sections 3 and 4 of this act, he shall desig-

8. Determination by commissioner. 

The commissioner shall, within 90 days after the 
hearing, approve or disapprove the application and 
shall file a written memorandum of his decision in 
the Department of Banking and Insurance in which 
he shall state the reasons for his decision. 

9, Approval of application by charter; record. 

If the commissioner shall determine, as a result 
of the hearing and of the independent investigation 
made by him 


(a) that the capital stock with which the corpo- 
ration will commence business has been subscribed 
for, and that each subscriber has undertaken in 
writing to pay the amount of his subscription in.

extent that the provisions of Title 14 are not in- 
consistent with the provisions of this act.

(a) lend money and make investments for the 
purposes expressed in section 1 of this act, but no 
such corporation shall lend any money or advance 
any credit to any borrower except upon proof that 
the borrower has applied for a loan to at least 2 
banking institutions transacting business in this 
State, and has been refused such loan, and unless 
the board of directors of the corporation is satisfied 
that the loan applied for is not one that is obtain- 
able from a financial institution transacting busi- 
ness in this State; 

(b) borrow money, and otherwise incur indebt- 
edness for any of its purposes; evidence its indebt- 
edness by any form of obligation it sees fit; and 
secure any indebtedness incurred by it; 
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(c) buy, sell, encumber and otherwise dispose of 
such personal property as shall be necessary or 
convenient for the transaction of its business; 

(d) buy, sell, mortgage, rent, lease, and other- 
wise deal in improved and unimproved real prop- 
erty for the purpose of industrial, mercantile, 
agricultural, recreational, mining or commercial 
development, and to erect, maintain, alter, hold, sell 
or lease industrial, commercial or other plants, 
buildings or establishments ; 

(e) co-operate with and assist local organiza- 
tions and governmental units of this State in the 
promotion of the economic welfare of the State and 
its governmental subdivisions; 

(f) exercise all other powers which a corporation 
organized pursuant to Title 14, Corporations, Gen- 
eral, may exercise, to the extent that such powers 
are not inconsistent with the provisions of this act. 

13. Directors. 

The business and affairs of every business devel- 
opment corporation shall be managed by a board of 
directors consisting of not less than 9 and not more 
than 18, as the by-laws may prescribe. Not less 
than % of the directors shall be elected by the 
members of the corporation, and the remainder 
shall be elected by the stockholders. 

14. Members; qualifications. 

Any bank, trust company, national bank, insur- 
ance company, surety company or public utility 
company which is authorized to transact business 
in this State shall be eligible to become a member 
of a business development corporation.

Every bank and trust company organized under 
the laws of this State shall have power to become 
a member and a stockholder of a business develop- 
ment corporation, but a bank or trust company 
which is not a member of such a corporation shall 
not hold any stock of the corporation. No such 
bank or trust company shall become a member of 
more than 1 business development corporation, or 
hold stock in more than 1 such corporation, and no 
such bank or trust company shall invest more than 
10% of its capital stock and surplus in the stock of 
any such corporation.

No business development corporation shall vol- 
untarily incur any liability or indebtedness at any 
time when the incurring of any such liability or in- 
debtedness will exceed 10 times its paid-in capital 
stock, or $10,000,000.00, whichever is the greater.

No business development corporation shall make

Aw Act concerning duration of confinement of 
minors adjudicated to be juvenile delinquents, 
and amending section 2A :4-87 of the New Jersey 
Statutes. 


Be tr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 2A :4-37 of the New Jersey Statutes 
is amended to read as follows: 

2A :4-87. The juvenile and domestic relations 
court on proper cause shown may: 

a. Place the child on probation to the chief pro- 
bation officer of the county upon such terms as the 
court may deem to be to the best interest of the 
ehild; or 

b. Commit the child (1) to a public institution 
established for the care, custody, instruction and 
reform of juvenile offenders or to any other appro- 
priate institution which is maintained by the State 
or the county or by any county or municipality in 
which the child shall reside or have a settlement; 
(2) to any other like institution, commitment to 
which may be authorized by law; provided, how- 
ever, that the time which any such child shall serve 
in confinement or on parole shall not extend beyond 
that date upon which the child attains the age of 21 
years, except, that if the adjudication of juvenile 
delinquency is predicated upon an offense which, 
if committed by a person of the age of 18 years or 
over, would constitute any form of homicide as de- 
fined in sections 2A :113-1, 2A :113-2, 2A :113-4 and 
2A :113-5 of the New Jersey Statutes, then the 
period of corifinement shall be indeterminate and 
shall continue until the appropriate paroling 
authority determines that such person should be 
paroled, but in such case the period of confinement 
and parole shall not exceed the maximum provided 
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by law for such offense if committed by a person 
of the age of 18 years or over; (3) to the care, cus- 
tody and control of the State Board of Child Wel- 
fare, such commitment to have the same force and 
effect as a commitment made to it under the pro- 
visions of chapter 188, of the laws of 1951 (C.

1. Section 2A :11-16 of the New Jersey Statutes 
is amended to read as follows: 

2A :11-16. (a) Except as provided in this sec- 
tion, a reporter appointed pursuant to this article 
shall recelve an annual salary to be fixed from time 
to time by the Supreme Court. In fixing such 
salary the court shall take into account the amount 
of time the reporter is required to be in attendance 
upon the court or courts or part or parts thereof 
and is engaged in the performance of his duties. 
Such salary shall not be less than the sum of 
$7,000.00 per annum and shall not exceed the sum 
of $10,000.00 per annum and shall be paid in equal 
semimonthly installments as provided below in this 
section. 

(b) Where a reporter is employed wholly within 
1 county, the director shall file a certificate with the 
treasurer of such county designating the reporter 
and the amount of his annual salary and also file 
a duplicate thereof with the State Comptroller. 
The county treasurer shall pay such salary as pro- 
vided in paragraph (a) of this section. 

(c) Where a reporter is employed in more than 
1 county, or in a part or parts of the Chancery 
Division of the Superior Court having a vicinage 
embracing more than 1 county, the director shall 
apportion to each of said counties the payment of 
such part of the reporter’s annual salary as the 
population of such county bears to the population 
of all of said counties according to the latest Fed- 
eral census. The director shall file a certificate with 
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the treasurer of each of said counties designating 
the reporter and the amount of his annual salary 
apportioned to the particular county and shall also 
file a duplicate thereof with the State Comptroller. 
The county treasurer shall pay the part of such 
annual salary so apportioned to his particular 
county, as provided in paragraph (a) of this 
section. 

(d) In lieu of an annual salary a reporter em- 
ployed on a part time or temporary basis as pro- 
vided in this article may be paid at a per diem fee 
rate of not more than $30.00, as may be fixed from 
time to time by the Supreme Court. Such per diem 
fees shall be paid semimonthly as provided below in 
this section. The director shall certify to all county 
treasurers and to the State Comptroller the per 
diem fee rate so fixed for this class of reporters. 

(e) Where a reporter is employed on a per diem 
fee basis, such fees shall be paid by the county 
where the services were rendered, or if employed 
in a part of the Chancery Division of the Superior 
Court having a vicinage embracing more than 1 
county, then by the particular county where the 
court is permanently located. Such payments shall 
be made by the county treasurer, upon receipt of 
duplicate vouchers verified by the reporter and 
certified either by the judge of the court where the 
services were rendered or by the supervising re- 
porter of the district in which the court is located. 
One of such vouchers shall be immediately filed 
with the State Comptroller by the county treasurer 
making the particular payment. In the case of a 
reporter employed on a per diem fee basis in a 
part of the Chancery Division of the Superior 
Court having a vicinage embracing more than 1 
county, the county treasurer making such payment 
or payments may apply to the director from time 
to time to make an apportionment of 2/3 of the 
amount thereof among all of the counties of said 
vicinage on the basis provided for in paragraph 
(c) of this section. Upon such apportionment be- 
ing made and notice thereof given in writing by the 
director to the treasurer of each county in said 
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vicinage, the county treasurer making the original 
payment shall be reimbursed by the treasurer or 
treasurers of the county or counties within said 
vicinage in accordance with said apportionment. 

(f) In addition to his salary or per diem fees, a 
reporter who is required to attend sessions of a 
court in a county other than where he resides shall 
be paid his traveling and other necessary expenses 
incident to his attendance upon said court when 
certified as reasonable and necessary by a judge 
thereof. Such expenses shall be paid in the same 
manner and from the same sources and subject to 
the same apportionment as the reporter’s salary or 
per diem fees are paid. 

(2) One-third of the amount paid directly to re- 
porters by each county as provided in this section, 
whether as salary, fees in lieu of salary or travel- 
ing and other necessary expenses incident to his 
attendance upon court, shall be refunded to said 
county by the State Treasurer upon the warrant 
of the State Comptroller and the treasurer shall 
make a further refund to any county, if necessary, 
of such amount as shall be needed to insure that 
the net cost of court reporters to such county, under 
this article, for any year beginning July 1 and 
ending on the following June 30, shall not exceed 
the net cost to such county for court reporters for 
the year beginning July 1, 1947, and ending June 
30, 1948. 

(h) Every reporter shall be entitled to retain for 
himself the fees collected for transcripts as herein 
provided. All supplies and equipment shall be 
furnished by the reporter at his own expense. 

(1) Reporters shall be deemed to be State em- 
ployees eligible for membership in the State 
Employees’ Retirement System; except, however, 
that reporters who have heretofore become mem- 
bers of any county employees’ retirement system 
pursuant to chapter 160 of the laws of 1943 (e. 
43 :10-18.1, 43:10-18.25), shall continue therein as 
county employees for the purposes of that 
enactment.

Notice, in writing, of the filing of any such notice 
of intention shall be given within 5 days of such 
filing to the owner of the premises, of the land 
described therein, personally or by registered mail, 
to the last known address, and unless such notice to 
the said owner be so given, the filing of the said 
notice of intention shall have no fovee or effect. 

No lien claim shall be filed after the expiration of 
2 years from the filing of a mechanic’s notice of 
intention unless the right of lien contingent upon 
the filmg of such mechanic’s notice of intention is 
preserved by the filing of a further mechanic’s 
notice of intention before the expiration of the 
2-year period following the filing of the prior notice 
upon which the right of lien is based. Such second 
notice shall be in the form required by this article 
for a mechanic’s notice of intention and shall also 
recite that it is filed to protect the right of hen 
based upon the former notice. 

This section shall not apply to anyone perform- 
ing labor which is to be paid for within 2 weeks 
from the date of performance when the amount due 
for such labor does not exceed the sum of $200.00.

1. Section 68 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

68. This act shall be construed liberally to ef- 
fectuate the legislative intent and as complete and 
independent authority for the performance of each 
and every act and thing herein authorized, and a 
municipal authority shall not be subject to, or con- 
stitute a municipality or agency or component of 
a municipality subject to, the provisions of chapter 
50 or any other provisions of Title 40 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, or be subject to regulation as to its 
service charges by any officer, board, agency, com- 
mission or other office of the State; provided, how- 
ever, that nothing contained in this act shall in any 
way affect or limit the jurisdiction, powers or 
rights of the State Department of Health, Inter- 
state Sanitation Commission, Interstate Commis- 
sion on the Delaware River Basin, Water Policy 
and Supply Council of the Department of Conser- 
vation and Economic Development, North Jersey 
District Water Supply Commission, Passaic Valley

Aw Acr concerning medical care and hospitaliza- 
tion of the poor, and amending section 44:5-16 
of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr pnacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 44:5-16 of the Revised Statutes is 
ameuded to read as follows: 

44:5-16. A. Any county, other than a county of 
the first class, may make annual appropriations not 
exceeding in the aggregate “2 of 1% of the total 
assessed valuations of real and personal property 
of the county, or a sum of money not in excess of 
the amount which might be raised at that rate, in 
the manner in which other appropriations for 
county purposes are made, for the maintenance of 
a charitable hospital or hospitals located in the 
county, the facilities of which are used by the poor 
or indigent residents of the county, to an amount 
not exceeding the estimated annual deficit in oper- 
ating expenses of the hospital, which sum, so ap- 
propriated, shall be included in the annual tax levy 
of the county and collected in the same manner and 
at the same time as other county taxes. 
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The amount so appropriated when paid over to 
a charitable hospital shall be used towards the cur- 
rent maintenance and expense of operation thereof. 
The appropriation may be made for a specifically 
named hospital or it may be made generally and in 
such case, the board of frecholders may, by resolu- 
tion, apportion the amount so appropriated to any 
sueh hospital in the manner which in their judement 
may be deemed for the best interest of the county, 
but in no ease shall a hospital receive more than 
the amount of its actual deficit in operating ex- 
penses. 

The officials and auditors of the county shall have 
access at all reasonable times to the books and ree- 
ords of a hospital which shall receive the appro- 
priation or part thereof, for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the deficit in operating expenses and the 
application of the moneys so anpropriated or ap- 
portioned and the financial needs or requirements 
of the hospital. 

B. Any county, other than a county of the first 
elass, may make annual appropriations, for the 
medical care, treatment and maintenance of the 
poor and indigent residents of the county in any 
charitable hospital or hospitals in a sum not ex- 
ceeding in the aggregate for all such hospitals, Ye 
of 1% of the total assessed valuations of real and 
personal property of the county, or a sum of money 
not in excess of the amount which might be raised 
at that rate in the manner in which other appropria- 
tions for the county are made, regardless of 
whether the hospital or hospitals to which such 
moneys are paid, shall have an annual deficit in 
operating expenses of such hospital, which appro- 
priation shall be included in the annual tax levy of 
the county and collected in the same manner and 
at the same time as other county taxes. 

No such hospital shall receive any payment pur- 
suant to this subsection at a rate in excess of the 
average cost per patient in any county hospital 
eperated by the county making the payment and. 
provided further that no person shall be considered. 
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poor and mdigent for the purpose of this subsec- 
tion unless such status is established to the satis- 
faction of the board of chosen frecholders of such 
county. 

C. Subsections A and B of this act are mutually 
exclusive and no hospital shall receive payment un- 
der both subsections. 

2. This act shall take effect immeciately.

Aw Acr to amend ‘‘An act to regulate and control 
the teaching and practice of nursing and to 
preseribe penalties for the violations thereof 
(Revision of 1947),’? approved June 11, 1947 
(P. L. 1947, c. 262). 


Beir exacren by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 1 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

1. Definitions. As used in this act 

a. The words ‘‘the board’’ mean the New Jersey 
Board of Nursing created by this act. 

b. The word ‘‘nursine’’ includes ‘‘professional 
nursing’’ and ‘‘practical nursing.’’ ‘‘ Professional 
nursing’’ is the performance for compensation of 
any professional service requiring the application 
of principles of nursing based on _ biological, 
physical and social sciences, including responsible 
supervision of a patient requiring skill in observa- 
tion of symptoms and reactions and the accurate 
recording of the facts and carrying out of treat- 
ments and medications prescribed by a licensed 
physician, and the application of such nursing 
procedures as involve understanding of cause and 
effect in order to safeguard life and health of a 
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patient and others. ‘‘Practical nursing’’ is the 
performance for compensation of such duties as are 
required in the care of a patient in carrying out of 
medical orders prescribed by a licensed physician, 
requiring an understanding of elementary nursing 
but not requiring the professional service outlined 
in the definition of professional nursing. 

The terms ‘‘nursing,’’ ‘‘professional nursing,’’ 
and ‘‘practical nursing’’ as used in this act shall 
not be construed to include nursing by students en- 
rolled in a school of nursing accredited or approved 
by the board performed in the prescribed course 
of study and training, nor nursing performed in 
hospitals, institutions and agencies approved by the 
board for this purpose by graduates of such schools 
pending the results of the first licensing examina- 
tion scheduled by the board following completion 
of a course of study and training and the attaining 
of age qualification for examination, or thereafter 
with the approval of the board in the case of each 
individual pending results of subsequent examina- 
tions; nor shall any of said terms be construed to 
include nursing performed for a period not exceed- 
ing 12 months unless the board shall approve a 
longer period, in hospitals, institutions or agencies 
by a nurse legally qualified under the laws of 
another State or country, pending results of an ap- 
plication for licensing under this act, if such nurse 
does not represent or hold himself or herself out 
as a nurse licensed to practice under this act; nor 
shall any of said terms be construed to include the 
practice of nursing in this State by any legally 
qualified nurse of another State whose engagement 
made outside of this State requires such nurse to 
accompany and care for the patient while in this 
State during the period of such engagement, not to 
exceed 6 months in this State. if such nurse does not 
represent or hold himself or herself out as a nurse 
licensed to practice in this State; nor shall any 
of said terms be construed to include nursing per- 
formed by employees or officers of the United 
States Government or any agency or service 
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thereof while in the discharge of his or her official 
duties; nor shall any of said terms be construed 
to include services performed by nurses aides, at- 
tendants, orderlies and ward helpers in hospitals, 
institutions and agencies or by technicians, physio- 
therapists, or medical secretaries, and such duties 
performed by said persons aforementioned shall 
not be subject to rules or regulations which the 
board may prescribe concerning nursing; nor shall 
any of said terms be construed to include first aid 
nursing assistance, or gratuitous care by friends or 
members of the family of a sick or infirm person, or 
incidental care of the sick by a person employed 
primarily as a domestic or housekeeper, notwith- 
standing that the occasion for such employment 
may be sickness, if such incidental care does not 
constitute professional nursing and such person 
does not claim or purport to be a licensed nurse; 
nor shall any of said terms be construed to include 
services rendered in accordance with the practice 
of the religious tenets of any well-recognized 
ehurch or denomination which subscribes to the art 
of healing by prayer. A person who is otherwise 
qualified shall not be denied licensure as a profes- 
sional nurse or practical nurse by reason of the 
circumstances that such person is in religious life 
and has taken a vow of poverty. 

2. Section 5 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

5. Practical nursing. 

a. Qualifications of applicants. An applicant for 
a license to practice practical nursing shall submit 
to the board evidence in such form as the board 
may prescribe that the applicant (1) has attained 
his or her eighteenth birthday; (2) is of good moral 
character, is not an habitual user of drug's and has 
never been convicted or has not pleaded nolo con- 
tendere, non vult contendere or non vult to an 
indictment, information or complaint alleging a 
violation of any Federal or State law relating to 
narcotic drugs; (3) has completed 2 years of high 
school or the equivalent thereof, as determined by 
the New Jersey State Department of Education; 
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(4) has completed a course of study in a school of 
practical nursing approved by the board and holds 
a diploma therefrom, or holds a diploma from a 
school of practical nursing operated by a board of 
edueation in this State and is certified by the De- 
partment of Kdueation as having completed the 
number of hours of instruction in the subjects in 
the curriculum prescribed by the board and an 
approved course of affiliation or has equivalent 
qualifications as determined by the board. 

b. License, 

(1) By examination. The applicant shall be re- 
quired to pass a written examination in such 
subjects as the board may determine, which ex- 
amination may be supplemented by an oral or 
practical examination or both. Upon successfully 
passing such examinations, the applicant shall be 
licensed by the board to practice practical nursing. 

(2) By endorsement without examination. The 
board shall issue a license to practice practical 
nursing without examination to any applicant who 
has been duly licensed as a practical nurse or a 
person entitled to perform similar services under a 
different title by practical nurse examination or bv 
original waiver under the laws of another State, 
territory or possession of the United States, or the 
District of Columbia, if in the opinion of the board 
the applicant has the qualifications required by this 
act for licensing of practical nurses or equivalent 
qualifications. 

(3) Waiver. If application therefor is made, 
upon a form prescribed by the beard, on or before 
September 1, 1958, the board shall issue without 
examination a license to practice practical nursing 
to an applicant who submits to the board evidence 
in such form as the board may prescribe that the 
applicant has qualifications (1) and (2) provided in 
subsection ‘‘a’’ of this section and had within 5 
years prior to application at least 2 years of satis- 
factory experience in practical nursing, at least 1 
year of which shall have been performed in this 
State except in cases of such nursing performed in 
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an agency or service of the federal Government; 
provided, that except in cases of such nursing per- 
formed in an xugency or service of the Federal 
Government, such appheant is endorsed under oath 
by 2 physicians duly licensed to practice medicine 
and surgery in New Jersey who have personal 
knowledge of the applieant’s qualifications and 
satisfactory performance of practical nursing and 
by 2 persons who have employed the applicant. 

e. Fees. An applicant for hecense by examination 
shall pay to the board at the time of application a 
fee of $10.00 and at the time of each application for 
re-examination a fee of $5.00. At the time of ap- 
plication an applicant for license without examina- 
tion shall pay to the board a fee of $5.00, and an 
applicant for teense by waiver shall pay to the 
board a fee of $10.00. 

d. Title used by licensee. Any person who holds 
a license to practice practical nursing under this 
act shall during the effective period of such license 
be entitled to practice practical nursing and to use 
the title ‘‘Licensed Practical Nurse’’ and the ab- 
breviation ‘‘L.P.N.’’ The effective period of a 
license or a renewal thereof shall commence on the 
date of issuance and shall terminate at the end of 
the calendar year in which it is issued, and shall not 
include any period of suspension ordered by the 
board as hereinafter provided. 

8. Section 15 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

15. Violations of the act. It shall be unlawful for 
any person (including anv corporation, partner- 
ship, association or individual) : 

a, After September 1, 1956, to practice or offer 
to practice professional nursing as defined by this 
act, unless such person holds an effective, un- 
suspended license as a registered nurse under this 
act; or 

b. After September 1, 1959, to practice or offer 
to practice practical nursing or to represent that 
such person is a practical nurse unless such person 
holds an effective, unsuspended license as a prac- 
tical nurse under this act; or 
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c. To represent in any way that such person is a 
registered nurse or to use after his or her name the 
abbreviation ‘‘R.N.’’ unless such person holds an 
effective, unsuspended license as a professional 
nurse under this act; or 

d. To represent in any way that such person is 
licensed as a practical nurse or to use the title 
‘‘Licensed Practical Nurse’’ or to use after his 
or her name the abbreviation ‘‘L.P.N.’’ unless such 
person holds an effective, unsuspended license as 
a practical nurse under this act; or 

e. To conduct or to represent in any way that 
such person conducts a school for professional 
nursing, unless such person holds an effective, un- 
suspended certificate of accreditation under this 
act; or 

f. After January 1, 1950, to conduct or to rep- 
resent in any way that such person conducts a 
school for practical nursing unless such person 
holds the subsisting, unsuspended approval of the 
board; or 

ge. To obtain or attempt to obtain by fraud a 
license or renewal thereof or a certificate of ac- 
ereditation or a renewal thereof under this act; or 

h. To represent in any way that such person is 
authorized to issue a license for the practice of 
professional nursing or practical nursing or a cer- 
tificate of accreditation for a school of professional 
nursing; or 

i. To transfer, offer to transfer, or permit the 
use by another of any license issued under this act; 
or 

j. Without the approval of the board, to transfer, 
offer to transfer, or permit the use by another of 
a certificate of accreditation issued under this act; 
or 

k. Otherwise to violate any provision of this act; 
or 

1. To aid or abet any person to violate any 
provision of this act. 

Every person violating any of the foregoing 
provisions of this section shall be subject to a 
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penalty of $200.00 for each violation, and if after 
conviction as hereinafter provided such person 
shall again violate any provision of this act, such 
person shall be subject to a penalty of $500.00 for 
each subsequent offense. A voluntary payment of 
a penalty for a violation of any provision of this 
act shall be deemed to be a conviction rendering 
such person liable for the greater penalty for sub- 
sequent violations, and the continuation of an 
offense after conviction shall be deemed to be a 
subsequent offense.

PrRoposeD AMENDMENT ADOPTED

3. Any citizen and resident of this State now or 
hereafter honorably discharged or released under 
honorable circumstances from active service, in 
time of war or of other emergency as, from time to 
time, defined by the Legislature, in any branch of 
the Armed Forces of the United States shall be 
exempt from taxation on real and personal prop- 
erty to an aggregate assessed valuation not exceed- 
ing five hundred dollars ($500.00), which exemp- 
tion shall not be altered or repealed. Any person 
hereinabove described who has been or shall be 
declared by the United States Veterans Adminis- 
tration, or its successor, to have a service-con- 
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nected disability, shall be entitled to such further 
exemption from taxation as from time to time may 
be provided by law. The widow of any citizen and 
resident of this State who has met or shall meet 
his death on active duty in time of war or of other 
emergency as so defined in any such service shall 
be entitled, during her widowhood, and while a 
resident of this State, to the exemption in this 
paragraph provided for honorably discharged 
veterans and to such further exemption as from 
time to time may be provided by law. The widow 
of any citizen and resident of this State who has 
had or shall hereafter have active service in time 
of war or of other emergency as so defined in any 
branch of the Armed Forces of the United States 
and who died or shall die while on active duty in 
any branch of the Armed Forees of the United 
States, or who has been or may hereafter be honor- 
ably discharged or released under honorable cir- 
cumstances from active service in time of war or 
of other emergency as so defined in any branch of 
the Armed Forces of the United States shall be 
entitled, during her widowhood and while a resi- 
dent of this State, to the exemption in this para- 
graph provided for honorably discharged veterans 
and to such further exemptions as from time to 
time may be provided by law. 


Proposep AMENDMENT ADOPTED 
Amend Article II, paragraph 3 as follows: 


3. Every citizen of the United States, of the age 
of 21 years, who shall have been a resident of this

1. The Division of Purchase and Property in the

or subsequent Federal legislation with full au- 
thority to execute agreements required by the ap-
